The  couipany  started  from  Venice  in  May,  15n9,

Tlicy  made  reporte 
to  tlie  Turkvfl  inhabiting  the  siimc  lb-,  that  we  wrre  all 
jiiratft,  and  that  tht^y  xtutuld  4I0  ivel  to  lay  bandii  on  ti, 
ttn<l  coeurt7  VBti.>  tho  grottTurk,  tbelr  fltiipi-ror,  bccaoae* 
bcnidca  that,  wo  were  pimt*.  and  came  into  Turky  but  m 
sjiifj.  WhereTi>on  the  Torltes  laid  hanJes  vpon  rtt,  euen 
T|)on  uur  first  arriuiill,  thrcntniiiK  to  bnuv  brought  n  to 
Conxtanttnoiile  :  honbtit  they  staied  vs  !n  Ciprua  two 
daicii,     in    whiob     time    tboy    were    indifferently    well 

aualiJird  in  hop**  of  money  wirpn>rnia<vl  tliem,  and  whtoli 
fipy  had  to  tbcir  full  contentment  ere  we  [mrt«d  fium 
thcm."^P.  11. 

From  Cyprus  Sir  Anthony  and  bis  compaay 
piiA^ed  over,  in  a  ten-loD  boatw  to  the  Syrinn  shoro^ 
iind  in  due  time  reached  Aleppo.  At  tho  lutter 
place  they 

"romayned  about  tame  tnxa  wtekM  at  tba  EnKlt>b 
b'ma««,  and  f«A<<ted  (for  the  iiitisit  imrte)  whllr  woe  there 

continued. Leauins   Ucrn'   awhile    to    pro«cnt«  our 

iomcy,  I  witi  spcake  nnicwbnt  of  the  fashiun  aiul  dis- 
position of  the  people  and  omnlry,  wboHc  bchaTloura  iu 
l>iiiiit  of  riuilitie  (be^idcM  that  they  are  dami<cd  Inlldells 
and  zodomiiicall  MabouicU)  doe  answer  the  haio  wo 
christian*  d^ie  iuKtIy  holde  them  in.  For  tbey  are, 
herond  all  meaaure,  a  must  inaoli'iit.  supcrbous  aiid  in- 
■nltinf;  people,  piier  more  pr«"t  to  offur  owtrap*  to  any 
cbriattan,  if  be  be  not  well  puurJed  with  a  Janizarte  or 
Janizaricfl.  Tboy  pit  at  their  meat  iwhtoh  is  NOrued  to 
them  vpon  the  ground)  an  Tailcrs  lit  Tpon  their  atallt, 
cr>jeM!-legd  ;  for  tlie  iinvt  part  passing  the  day  in  banquet- 
ing and  carowsing  Tntill  they  -urfel.  drinking  a  certains 
liipior  which  they  do  call  ColTe,  which  is  made  of  a  Kede 
mucli  like  innvtxrd  fl<'Odo,  which  wii  9oone  intoxicate  the 
braiin:,  like  our  .Moth-iclin.  TSioy  will  not  ]»crmltte  any 
chn»tikn  Ln  come  wuhin  their  churches,  tor  they  bolde 
{heir  Drofano  and  irrtliKiouM  Sanctuaries  defiled  thereby. 
They  liftue  no  vu  of  Relleti,  hut  snme  prieat,  three  timea 
in  the  day,  moiinta  the  toppe  of  tbclr  church,  and  tbem 
with  an  Txalted  voyoe  orte«  out.  and  inuoeatea  Mahomet 
to  conic  in  post,  for  they  hauo  long  exiwoted  bia  second 
comming.  A  nd  if  within  tins  rixe  ycores  (as  they  wy)  be 
come  not  (being  the  utmost  lime  of  \\\a  appoyntmcnt  and 
promise  made  in  that  hehalfet  tbey  baue  no  hope  of  his 
comming.  But  they  fearc  (according  lo  n  prophecie  they 
hauv)  the  ChrlatiHns  at  the  end  tberof  fthoJ  frubdue  tbem 

all,  and  cunuerl  them  to  chriHttnnitie Tbe  conntry 

aboundetb  with  preat  store  of  all  kinds  of  fruit,  where- 
upon (for  tbe  moat  pmrfe)  tht?  liue.  their  ch<-cfc«t  menl** 
being  Uice-  Their  t1ei<h  ia  Mutton  and  Hennos ,  which 
Muttons  baue  huge  br<«de  fatte  tailea.  This  tn««.<A 
moAt  oomntonlY  tbey  bane  but  ciwL«m  ^^^«  &«.<;, ^"^^ 
rest  they  rate  (ni\le  a*  «.U)TeMC\ii«i.

Tbe  next  stAge  further  inland  inrolvetl  the 
tmvcllers  iu  3ome  trouble  : — 

"  From  AIoppo  we  Mt  rontanlit  in  Uie  midtlMt  of 
Aujri'tt  uccoinpnoled  nilh  our  Kiit;lis)i  merobAOts  thr«e 
(laye'i,  to  wit.  vntill  we  cfttnc  i<>  n  town  caUflil  Heenili 
or  Itirrab,  by  wliicb  mnnci  the  mont  famout  riuer 
Kupbralca,  parting  Mcio]K)(ami|L  niiil  Syriu :  whera  nc 
r«8U'J  »ii«  or  ieauen  Oayu.  whilest  b<mte«  were  pre- 
paring; f<)r  vt  and  other  Turkiali  niflrcbantB  :  chat  b«trig 
done,  we  trnrted  frnin  our  mcrchanu.  and  betooke  our 
lelops  to  tlie  taide  riuer  of  Eupiirates,  on  the  whicti  vrv 
were  some  three  arid  tweitty  dayes  paefliiit:  douii'^  tbu 
ennie.  In  which  time  we  onmc  by  a  castle  called  Kiicca, 
whore  wo  wero  to  take  in  freeh  nieute.  nnd  men  lu  ruw. 
But  loe  !  there  hsppeaed  that  a  Turks,  boiDK  lo  one  of 
the  \n.etM  io  our  company,  discharged  his  pccco  toward* 
the  fhouri*  at  randoo,  where  be  iiioat  vnbsppdy  slt^w 
a  Turke  "f  the  towiie  ^thc  bullot  eniriug  bis  brMino) ;  by 
re*8un  whereof  our  boftte,  aswell  as  the  rc«t  wiui  niay^il, 
aod  we  conatnuned  tu  iiiakt^  natiifaction  for  the  nmiu 
dMth  :  which  cort  sir  Anthony  fur  his  coiiniany  eoTue 
hundred  crowne«.  Whicli  beiii^  ft^^*!'  ^nu  wee  dia- 
charged,  we  held  on  our  courae  from  thence  •unic  two  or 
tbreii  daycs  paAta^e  :  where  we  wvrc  cftaouiioe  atnyed  hy 
tbe  Kln^  of  the  Arabg,  there  huint;  vp'^n  tlie  rirora  side 
in  tent4  :  before  wfaonic  we  wero  hrougbt.  whose  handoa 
we  kist ;  and  deniaunding  what  we  were,  and  wbat 
boainetse  we  had  in  tboie  partes,  w«  replied  we  were 
ii^njrliebnen  artd  JM«robant«  by  our  tmdoR,  eomming  for 
tratElcc  into  thoee  partes  of  tlio  world.  Wberevpoii  this 
gcod  king  tolde  TS  that  ho  tnii»t  needea  »eo  our  mcr- 
chandlzp,  which  we  (God  wot)  dunt  not  contmdtet;  and 
»o  he  I'ormwcd  (wit)ioiitapritiy  Male,  or  hill  of  his  hand) 
antnc  tliirtie  Tiirdc*  of  clotli  til  niluft-  Tiitill  our  retume. 
That  brine  done,  wu  had  lic?ii(.>o  to  dejiurte  to  uur  buate. 
In  wbo»e  Chmitfl  we  luiwc  nothing;  i>ut  a  multitude  of 
ramniclIcA,  niule^.  aaien,  hor«oi,  aheepe  and  goats:  from 
tboncc  wee  jMis»ed  to  another  called  Anna."— Pp.  19-20. 

Hitherto  wo  follow  our  Intvellers  down  tlie 
Eupliniies  to  its  junction  with  the  Tigm  imd 
towards  the  Persian  Gulf;  but  kII  at  onco  we  are 
wnt  bivck  to  tlie  town  of  Deir,  or,  w  Parry  nilln 
it.  the  town  of  Dire.  He  tells  us  tbut  learinjj  Annii 
(or  Aniihi  Llicy  cnnjc  next  to  the  to^Tn  of  Diie. 
A  rt-fL-rence,  however,  to  any  modem  reliable  intip 
will  show  thut  the  last-named  town  ia  uiiich 
further  up  the  river— that  is,  nearer  Alep|>o.  The 
inference  I  gather  from  thia  is  th.it  Parry,  nfter 
his  return  to  England,  wroto  bis  narmtive  from 
memory,  which  would  Account  for  the  confusion  of 
places.  Tht»,  however,  in  of  little  coniiequeDCC,  as 
the  fact  now  to  be  '{untcii  it  of  Homo  interest  from 
&  Bcienlilic  point  of  view  ; — 

**  Prom  thence  to  a  towne  called  Dire,  by  which  there 
iff  a  lak<*  or  pnolc  of  rerv  pitch,  which  in  their  luigoage 
they  call  tbe  mouth  of  Hell.  It  swi-Ilea  in  the  iniddeat 
tbvr^iif  to  the  bi|E:n«we  of  an  bo]pbi.'Hd,  Hnd  ao  hroaketh 
with  •  crent  puflTo,  falling  Att,  nnd  thus  continually  it 
worketb  :  whereof  there  ii  no  bottome  to  be  found,  albeit 
U  often  batb  beene  tried  by  all  moauea." — P.  20. 

This  "lake  or  poole  of  verv  pitch"  could  be  oo 
other  than  one  of  the  many  bitumen  springs  which 
bare  been  known  to  exist  for  ngea  in  Asm.  Minor 


and  Persiiu  In  »  lengthened  communication 
the  Times  of  July  20,  I87H,  Mr.  Omltati  Gea 
stotes  that  in  the  immedintc  vicinity  of  Krb 
(Arbelrtj  "ore  fountuins  of  petroleum  which  hav 
been  runninj^  ever  Kinc*  Alexander  the  Grifiil 
time."  Thut  it  h  to  this  excellent  and  usefti 
ilUiminnnt  Parry  refers  in  the  following  extract  ii 
beyond  doubt  : — 

"  Necrc  vnto  a  towno  called  Backo,  in  Per«ift,  Ihera 
iMiieth  out  (if  the  earth,  in  th<*  maimer  of  n  wat>.-r-fi]iringt 
a  certiiiiie  kind  of  uylu  in  creat  abundance,  wlitch  tbcjr 
(from  nil  j>irta  of  the  Peiflian  douiiiiion*)  do  feU.'b  vpua 
Caniele,  Kine  and  Asmv,  to  btimo  la  lotnpi,  which  ar*i 
the  liglita  they  vse  in  their  houses."'—  P.  37. 

The  reception  which  Sir  Anthony  Sherley  ftntl  htS. 
companions  received  from  tbe  Persian  monnrcli  nnd 
hU  »«Lijt;et«  wua  of  ihe  most  tlattering  description. 
In  returning  home,  whieh  they  did  by  tbe  w;iy 
the  Outpinn  Sen,  our  countrymen  pfissed  throiigb^^ 
Russiii,  and  without  further  extending  these' 
extracts  I  shall  conclude  with  the  following  :— 

"  But  the  day  before  woe  left  Muscouia,  it  wm  my 
fiirtune  to  see  the  King  and  bia  tjuocne  in  ccrimonioui 
and    triumphant    manner    pntstng    ont    of    the    Citty 
[.Moscow],  with  a  UTtat  Iniajjo  and  a  bune  Bell  to  nKat^ 
to  a  ccrtayne  Priery,  utiie  thirty  tuilu*  off,  wbioh  waa' 
performed  in  this  eorte.      Pirat,  all   the   niuminK  diucr* 
troupBH  nf  horae  passed  out  of  the  Citty,  to  lUmi  ready 
to  rcceiue  him  at  hia  eomming  out  of  tbo  gate.     Ahouki 
midday,  the  King  setting  forward*.  hU  guard  fArino»t. 
all  on  uortH'hacko  to  tbe  iiuiuber  of  flue  hundr^-<l,  all  clntl 
in  atammel  coat«,  riJing  in  rur-k«,  three  and  three,  with 
howB  and   arrowea,  and  owortU  tlirt   to  tliem.  aa  alao 
hatchets  under  the  one  tliiirh.    After  the  jiuu-de  were 
ledde  hy  twenty  men  twenty  goodly  hone*,  with  very 
rich  and  curious  suddlea,  and  ten  more  for  bia  lonne  and 
heire  apparant,  beeing  a  childe  of  twolm:  ycerca  of  age. 
After  which  was  ledde,  in  like  lorte,  twenty  Iteutilull 
whim   lu>rftcK  for  tbe  Qoeonea  cbarioti,  hauinu  oncly 
riipoii  tiicm  a  line  sbeoto,  and  on  theyr  hi^ades  n  rrinisi>a 
veluct  bridle.    After  them  came  a  great  number  uf  t>ic 
in  theyr  rich  coajiefl,   singing,  Cftrr»ing  many  piotun 
ami  lights.     After  thorn  followed  the  greuteat  parte  < 
thtj  mcrchante  of  the  Citty.     Next  them  was  Icddo  tl: 
Kiriga  boriir  for  that  diiy.  together  with  hi*  iKmnes  :  tha 
Kings  sa<ldle  and   furniture  inoit  richly  besetle   with 
stones  of  great  price  and  brauty.     Then  f-llowpl  tlio 
Patriiirch,  wyiU  all  the  Archbishoppe*,  Bifiluipjma.  an* 
great   Prelate*,  Hinging  in  their  coapea,  rcry  nch  and 
gloridua,  h*uing  huge  Images  borne  before  them,  li«eiii_ 
very  riclily  inlayed  with  protious  Jems  of  diucrse  coli>un« 
and  lighte  about  them.     Then  followed  th--  King  him' 
Mlfe.  who  bad  in  hia  loft  hand  bia  sonne.  •houo  mea 
lioiied,  and  in  his  right  hand  hi*  caiipc.     Ne»t  him  tame 
the  Querne,  enpnortrd  on  eythcr  aide  by  two  olde  Ladies, 
her  face  even  thickly  plaiatered  with  painting,  aa  were 
other  I<adies  (according  to  the  cuitomeuf  the  Countrov) 
hir  body  Ttrj  grusao,  hir  eves  hollowe  and  tar  into  w 
head,  aUended  with  mmio  three  score  very  fayre  womei 
(if    painting   (which    they    holdc    a    matter    religious] 
decerned  not  the  iudgemsnt  of  mine  eie).     Ail  wboM 
apparel    woa    tery   rich,  l>eset    with    pearto  curiously 
wrought,  hauing  white  hattes  on  therr  heads,  with  great 
round  bands  laden  with  pearle.     y^e  neuer  mw  hnttet 
wome  by  any  women  in  tbe  l3ounlry,  but  by  them 
oneIy."~Pp.

This  is  iiDderHto*>d 
to  contain  the  '^bieenji  ntfering  of  gold,  frankin- 
cense, an'l  myrrh,  in  commemoration  of  the  gift  of 
the  Magi  to  the  infant  Saviour.  This  day  is  rich 
in  proverba.  Thus,  in  l>almatia  they  Bay,  "If  you 
were  to  ask  a  wolf  when  he  felt  the  cold  most,  he 
would  reply,  *  At  the  winter  ttolstice,"*  which  i«  at 
Epiphany.  In  Ilflly  it  is  thought  to  be  one  of  the 
(v.Idcst  "days.  Thus,  at  MiTun  they  aay,  "At 
Kpiphany  is  the  greatest  cold  we  can  have."  At 
Fl'trence  there  is  a  popular  saying,  "Show  me  the 
man  who  does  not  shiver  on  the  Kpipluiny,  and  I 
will  show  you  an  honest  man."  Lastly,  on  tho 
Rhine  there  i»  a  proverb,  "  The  throe  holy  kings 
build  u  bridge  or  break  one,"  implying  that  either 
a  hard  frost  or  a  thaw  comes  at  this  se;won.

We  nred  not  suppose  that  any 
irreverence  was  intended  when  the  names  were 
origintilly  bestowed,  though  some  of  them  rather 
jar  upon  otir  more  sensitive  modern  religious 
sentiment.  The  in&tancea  which  I  have  selected 
are  either  imperfectly  explained  or  omitted  by 
Nares  and  HulUwell. 

Afaniia  CAi-ij^'.—"  Refined  sugar  boil'd  with 
roacwater  or  that  of  violets  or  cinn:imon  ;  a  sort  of 
cordial  for  very  weak  persons''  (Phillips,  New 
World  of  Words,  sixth  edit.,  1706);  "Take  w 
much  sugar  aa  will  fill  your  mold  and  boyl  it  in 
a  mauHs  chrieti,  then  pour  it  into  your  mold 
suddenly,  and  clap  on  the  lid,-"  Ac.  {A  Quan'$ 
iMlight,  or  tfie  Art  of  Frescrving,  t'owxrvimj  and 
Cmidyinfj,  tfcc,  London,  1666,  I2mo.,  p.  2641. 
Halliwell  merely  says  (Arch,  aiid  Ftov.  lHci.\ 
"  Mamt»  Chruti,  a  kind  of  lozenge."  Ducunge 
{Supplement,  Paris,  176tJ,  fol.)  gives  us,  "Munus 
Christi,  massii  quu'^lam  nuiccharo  condita."  I  sup- 
pose, therefore,  thut  Mamn  CArufi  was  a  sort  of 
sugiir  candy,  and  wsw  so  called  in  some  conventual 
re^ctory  becunfte  its  supposed  cordial  propertie« 
raised  up  sick  i)eople  like  the  divine  hand.

Williaui  Walhice  bore  C^dtic  nanie-s  and  that 
however  mixed  their  blood  may  haro  been  with 
Saxon  and  Scamilnavian,  they  derived  paternally 
from  ibe  CVltic  sioclc,  which,  comin;:  from  ScottA 
Major  (Ireland),  jjave  its  namo  to  Sailia  Minor 
(Scotland),  and  which  idjiO  sent  out  branches  to 
Wnles,  North  nnd  West,  nod  to  Siralhclyde  and 
to  Brittany.  Oi  course  I  do  not  menu  to  sivy  that 
the^e  divisiona  do  more  than  roughly  describe  tho 
aottleiuents  of  the  Celta  in  these  iKlamls,  and  I  d» 
not  touch  on  their  subdivisions  into  Gael  and, 
Uyrary  and  the  vexed  questions  involved.  AU 
I  seek  to  know  is  whether  there  can  be  any 
Warrant  for  (ho  strunj^o  asjtertlon  that  Scott  and 
Wallace  were  not  countrymen  or  of  the  samo 
fi-Itic  atijok,  but  distinct  in  rjice  as  WHshinj»ton 
;ind  a  Rttl  Indian.  The  pedii;i'ees  of  Wallace  of 
Kelly  in  Burke's  Lanifed  Omtry  (ctl.  lHr>l)  begin 
with  a  Sir  Midcobu  Wallace,  whoso  Cbrlitiim 
name  at  least  is  from  the  (.Vliic.  1  li.-u'e  not  the 
Kev.  Isaac  Taylnr'a  delijj[htful  and  Taliiablo  work 
on  Wordt  and  flares  near  me,  but  if  I  remember 
rightly  ho  dorivca  the  name  of  Wallace  from  the 
Sax'^n  word  for  a  foreigner  or  Celtic  neighbour, 
and  we  all  know  the  words  Wales  and  Valuis  aro 
derived  from  it.  In  Ireland,  at  all  events,  good 
nnti(ptarie.>i  have  said  that  the  old  name  of  Le 
Waley-t,  which  appears  in  the  Exchequer  Records 
of  Kerry  in  tho  mffa  of  Eilward  I.  nnd  earlier, 
wjiK  derived  from  this  Saxun  wurd,  and  that  it  is 
the  oriyinal  of  our  Irish  namen  Wullacc  and  Walsh 
to-day.  In  Ireland  the  forujer  w.is  and  ia  often 
spelt  Wallis.  Tho  Lo  Waleys  nf  Kerry  in  old 
time  u'a-s  the  tutn  or  Kmnd.sMP  of  a  Welsdi  settler 
who  came  hero  with  tho  Enj^tish  in  1172-12(K>,  or 
(lie  son  or  t^rundwn  of  an  Irishman  who  bad  gono 
over  lo  hU  WeUh  cousins  before  that  period. 
There  can  be  no  mistake  aboui  tho  name  of  Scott, 
I  unppose.  Sir  Walter  himself,  in  T/«  fMy  of  Um 
La»t  Mitiitnl,  dislin^cisbes  between  the  Scotiu 
and  the  Snxon  conquerors  of  Scotland  when  ho 
makes  tho  Duke  of  Ihiccleacb's  ancestor  say  to  the 
Beattisons  of  Eskdule  : — 

"  I>rnl  not  with  me  as  with  Morton  tnmc, 
For  HcotJ  p!ny  b«at  at  ilie  rtiugbest  triune." 

Celts  nnd  Saxons  arc  a  "Tanu»lie<^I  tide"  in  Ireland 
to-day,  of  course,  althou;;b  tlitir  ofiijiics  are  carried 
ubout  sometimes,  like  the  Uridu^ues  tho  Irish 
children  make  up  and  carry  alxitii  on  Si.  Bridtfet's 
Eve  to  please  or  frighten  the  unwary  and  foolish 
and  to  extm'^^t  their  itixpcnces  and  halfpence.  I 
only  "  want  to  know,"'  like  the  imiuircr  ut  the 
"  Circumlocution  Office,"  whether  there  is  any  r«il 
justification  for  tho  assertion  that  Soutt  and 
Wallace  are  names  implying  a  difference  of  race 
and  country.

»tar3  "  would  read  the  fate  of  men  and  ympiree." 

I  have  not  recently  heard  or  seen  tbe  word  used 
thus  ;  but  upwards  of  h:df  a  century  ago  an  old 
woman,  resident,  in  my  native  village,  told  me 
more  than  once  that  she  could  toll  my  fortune  by 
the  lines  on  my  hand  for  a  copper  or  two,  bvit  tlmt 
she  could  not  "turn  the  jitanets  without  silver."

ELIZABETH  nUINT. 
(5"'  S.  X.  328.) 

This  lady  was  a  lineal  descendant,  in  Um  fifth 
generation,  of  Sir  Walter  Hlnnt  of  Rock  and 
Sodington,  the  (■(iniiiion  oncestor  of  the  Blunts  of 
Sodington,  the  Lords  Mountjoy,  and  the  Blunta 
of  Kinlot.  Her  father  wa.i  Sir  Johu  Blunt  of 
Kinlet,  who  died  in  1524  ;  her  mother  was 
Cjitbjirine,  thiol  daughter  of  Sir  Hu^b  Peshall  of 
Knightley.  She  was  bom  early  in  the  sixteenth 
century,  probably  in  1602,  and  died  in  l.Wl,  sur- 
viving Henry  VIH.  and  all  his  wives  and  widows 
except  Ann  of  Cleves,  and  leaving  a  posterity 
which  bears  one  of  the  most  honoumble  names 
among  the  ancient  families  of  England,  that  of  tbe 
Dyiiiokesof  Sfrivelaby.  There  is  nothing  to  shiiw 
how  or  when  Eli7j\beth  Blunt  fir*t  appeared  nt  the 
Tourt  of  Henry  VIII.,  but  her  stay  thftt^  vAUtwa \» 
have  been  of  very  ^iVnirt.

Tbi$  Kon  of  EllTAbetb  Bhint  was  born  at  the 
maonr  house  of  Jericho,  Blarkmore,  Essex,  ti  Rcat 
of  the  BUinti),  in  the  year  I.M!),  his  mother  being 
not  fiinri'  than  seventeen  yeiire  of  ago  ut  the  time 
of  his  birth,  iind  Cardimd  WoUey  becume  one  of 
his  grtdfiithera.  On  June  18.  1625,  he  wns,  aa 
atatcd  in  the  preceding  quot-ition,  miide  Uuke  of 
Ricbmnnii  imd  Soineriiet,  and  wiis  also  created 
Knight  (if  t\w  (riirter,  liin  plale  of  arniB  still  roTiiain- 
ing  on  his  HtuII  in  St.  GcorKe'a  Chapel.  A  raonth 
i»ter,  on  July  IC,  1625,  the  Duke  of  Richmond 
wiis  made  Lord  High  Admiral  of  England  ;  in 
1527  be  wfl.s  appointed  Warden  of  the  ^lurches 
on  the  borders  of  En^hind  and  Scotland  ;  and  in 
l&Di>  vraa  uppointed  Lord  Lieutenunl  of  Ireland, 
with  Sir  William  SketlinKton  for  his  acting  deputy. 
In  1626  Sberili'  Uutton  was  iwsigned  to  the  young 
duke  for  his  resilience,  and  he  was  nhieed  in  charge 
of  a  connciU  Iwing  treated  in  atl  r^peuts  as  a 
prince  of  the  blood.  The  unti(|uary  Leliind  uppeara 
to  hove  been  one  of  his  early  lutora,  but  before  be 
vra»  twelve  years  of  age  he  ha<)  become  a  student 
at  King*»  College,  Cambridge,  under  tbp  care  of 
<  'rok*",  the  Professor  of  Greek.  Henry  FiU-lioy 
attended  his  father  to  the  Field  of  the  Cloth  of 
Gold  in  1632,  and  thenre  went  to  Pariii  to  com- 
plete hia  cdiiciition  in  the  unirersity  there  ;  and 
returning  in  the  follotring  yeiir  was  pre.sent  ut  the 
ImptiAui  of  Queen  EH?iibctn.  Three  months  later 
he  was  married  to  Lady  Mary  Howard,  daughter 
of  the  Puke  of  Korfolk,  but  it  appeajrs  that  the 
young  bride  and  bridegroom  never  lived  together. 
On  >Iay  10,  1536,  the  king  imposed  upon  him 
the  duty  of  nttonding,  as  one  of  four  peers,  the 
execution  of  Queen  Anne  Bole,vu  ;  and  there  c.in 
be  little  doubt  that  the  Act  of  Succession,  which 
was  pii03ed  soon  afterwards  (28  Hen.  VII  I.  c.  7), 
was  intended  to  facilitate  his  nomiaation  as  his 
fiilher's  successor  to  the  crown.*    But  on  July  22, 


1636,  less  than  three  months  after  bU  Attendance 
at  the  Tower  scaflTold,  he  died,  in  a  very  uiyMeriou» 
nmnuer,  at  St.  Jamen's  Paliicc,  huving  prt.bably 
been  poisoned  by  some  of  thuw  who  objected  to 
the  armngements  in  progreijs  for  bis  succession  to 
the  crown.  Lord  Herbert  says  uf  hiru  that  he  was 
'*ef|uaUy  like  to  both  parents,"  his  mother  "  being 
thought,  for  her  rare  ortuimcnu  of  nature  and 
eduudioD,  to  be  the  heuuty  and  luistTeaa-pieoe  of 
the  time"  (Herbert'-i  Henry  T7//.,  165).  He  was 
the  close  friend  of  the  cultured  Earl  of  Surrey,  and 
some  of  his  lelioR  remain  (Cnmil.  Mi*c.,  iii.),  which 
tndicat«  tluu  be  w;tt  a  youth  of  gri>ut  pn>mise.  Ho 
was  buried  at  KrumliDghnm,  iu  Norfolk,  where  his 
monument  si  ill  remains. 

£li7:ibeth  Blunt  dne»  not  seem  to  have  returned 
to  the  Court  after  tbe  birth  nf  her  son,  .snd  the 
only  trace  of  nriy  asaocintion  Ijelween  tbetn  iu  later 
dayii  is  that  William  Blunt,  her  yuitn^reht  brother, 
and  only  •'i  boy  at  the  time,  wtis  on  tbe  roll  of  hia 
nephew's  boiiitehuld  iis  a  gentleman  u^her  at  the 
time  of  the  duke's  dwth.  But  hefnre  Henry  Fiti;- 
Roy  was  three  years  old  his  mother  hud  become 
the  wife  of  i^ir  Gilbert  Tailbois,  the  manor  of 
Rokeby,  in  Warwickshire,  part  of  the  Duke  of 
Buckinghanrs  estates,  being  granted  to  him  and 
his  wife  Elir^tbeth  on  June  18.  1622.  In  tbe 
followinc  veiir  a  private  Act  of  Parliament  (14  &  1& 
Hen.  Vlfr.  c  3J)  waK  parsed  respecting  tbo 
jointure  of  "  Eliz:il>oth,  wife  of  Gilbert  Taylboys," 
fpjrii  which  it  would  appear  tbat  some  provisioiv 
wivs  made  for  her  by  the  Crown  on  her  marrtnge. 

Sir  Gilbert  wns  summoned  to  Parliament  aa 
Lord  Tallbois  of  Kyme — an  ancestor  of  his  had 
been  Earl  of  Kyme,  but  the  lilte  liad  lieen  forfeited 
for  rebellion— in  1529,  though  he  lived  to  wear 
the  honour  of  a  peenige  for  a  very  short  time, 
his  death  taking  place  on  April  lA,  l53iX  Lord 
Kyme  had  three  children  by  Elizabeth  BInnt:  two 
sons  who  ilied  Iwfore  him,  and  one  datiiibl^r, 
Elizabeth,  Lady  Tatlbois,t  who  was  msrr 
to  Thomas  Wimbush  of  Korton,  in  Lin-, 
and  flccondly  to  Ambrose  lUidley,  afterwar'.l-  i.ui 
of  Woni'ick,  the  eldest  sou  of  the  Duke  of  Nnrtb- 
uraberland,  and  brother  of  LonI  tJuililford  DutJley, 
but  she  died  without  children.  The  two  infaat

The  second  husband  of  Elizabeth 
Blount  was  Edward  Clinton,  linit  EiirJ  of  Lincoln, 
by  whom  she.  Iiad  three  danghbers  :  Bridget,  married 
to  Robert  Dvnioke  of  Scrivelshy  ;  Catherine,  who 
married  William,  Ijonl  Borough  ;  nnd  Margaret, 
the  wife  of  Charles,  Lord  Willoughby  of  Parhani. 
The  datea  of  Elixabeth  Blount's  two  marringos  do 
not  nppeiir  to  be  well  a.*icertained.  It  would  seem 
probable  that  it  wa.i  as  Miss  Blount  that  the  king 
took  a  fancy  to  her  in  1518.  Yet  Burke,  EAinct 
Peerage,  If 66,  8t:\te3  that  it  was  after  the  death  of 
her  tirtit  husband,  that  w,  after  1639,  which  ia 
evidently  impossible,  whilst  KUis  notes  that  she 
was  Lady  Eliz-ibeth  Tnilboys  in  1518,  which  is 
improbable.  Holinshed  (CkronicU,  158G,  p.  t*i)2) 
distinctly  calls  her  "Eliznbeth  Blunt,  the  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Blunt" ;  and  at  p.  fill,  when  mention- 
ing the  death  nf  her  son  Henry  Fitzroy  in  1536, 
he  cnlU  her  "  the  Lndie  TaUeboiji,  then  {%,£.  ia

Luly  or  the  knowledge  of  Mr.  Walforh,  so  1  let 
the  matter  rest,  wondering  all  the  lime  what  it 
could  really  mean.     It  was  not,  however,  kind  of 
the  Cheshire  clerjsyman  to  play  otT  his  practical 
jokes,  bat  if  your  correspondent  will  allow  me  to 
say  80,  he  should  mukc  sure  of  hiH  facts  before 
stating  tben>,  and  before  rushing  into  the  columns 
of  "  N.  &  Q.''  should  not  miud  taking  a  little 
trouble  to   see   what    hiis  idreudy  been  written 
on  the  subject.     Moat  people  know  that  there  arc 
two  bookB,  at  the  least,  relating  to  Cheshire  his- 
tory, one  called  Lysons's  Chtthirt  and  the  other 
Dr.  Ormerod'ft  B%$lori/  of  Ciuthire,  and  in  both 
these  are  noooants  of  the  monuments  in  Astburr 
Church.    Had  Mb.  Walforu  but  consulted  these 
well-known  books  it  would   have  prevented  his 
being  subjected  to  the  ridicule  of  a  country  clergy- 
tnan.     For  it  ia  really  too  bad  to  try  and  palm  otf 
the  well-known  etfigy  of  an  old  lady^  who  died  la 
]&D0|  as  one  of  the  ima^iuary  Moreton  CrUftoderSi 
andyel  that  is  what  Mil.  VValpouo's  correspondent 
has  **  kindly  "  done  for  him,  and  for  which  he  is 
grateful. 

The  reitl  "  facts  "  of  the  case  are,  however,  very 
simple.  There  arc  but  two  n-cumbent  elhgies  in 
AstOQiy  Church,  as  the  Cheshire  clerajuian  no 
doobt  well  knows.  One  of  these  is,  aa  ue  says,  at 
the  east  end  of  the  south  aisle,  and  the  other  at 
the  east  end  of  the  north  aisle,  although  it  for- 
merly stood  on  the  south  side  of  the  cljanccl.  The 
fornier  of  these  is  an  effigy  of  a  member  of  the  old 
Cheshire  family  of  Davenport  of  Davenport,  nnd 
is  of  fourteenth  century  date,  bearing  upon  the 
inrcont  the  well-known  arms  of  Davenports  Tho 
other  i**  tliat  of  the  old  lady  Iwfore  n'ferred  to, 
Dnme  Mary  Egcrton,  who  died  in  1An9,  anil  it 
rej)rcsents  her  in  the  costume  of  that  period, 
^oty/mvf  pt'tticnat  aai}  mS,  &&    In  the  churchyard 


are  four  effigies,  removed  some  centurie*  ago  from 
the  church,  and  now  much  defaced  by  the  weather ; 
one  of  these  is  that  of  a  priest,  and  the  other  thr 
relate  either  to  the  families  of  Venables  or  Brer 
ton,  the  arms  a<lmitting  of  difiput«. 

As  your  correspondent  Mr.  Pjckfdkd  ve_ 
properly  pointa  out,  the  altar  tomb  of  Sir  Williatil 
Sloretou,  who  died  in  1763,  bus  been  removed,! 
and  the  inscriptions  let  into  the  Hoorof  thu  church; } 
and  it  seems  to  me  possible  that  it  wjlh  to  Lbe] 
removal  of  this  heavy  alLar  tomb  that  the  < 
spondence  to  which  Mr.  W^vlfoud  alludes 
place.  But  if  this  is  really  tho  case,  it  is  a  won-' 
derful  instance  of  the  growth  of  mytbicnl  tniditious 
when  in  twenty  years  a  heavy  altar  tomb  of  tho 
eighteenth  century  Iwcomes  converted  into  **  two 
recumbent  llgures  of  Crusndert."  But  putting 
conjecture  on  one  side,  it  is  only  right  that  Mr_ 
Walford  should  be  niode  aware  of  the  practical 
joke  that  has  been  played  upon  him  by  his  name- 
less correspondent.  I  can  only  hope  he  has  not 
fonvarde<l  thu  information  to  Mrs.  Moreton-

Nash  died  in  17G1,  and  hbi  life,  written  by  Oliver 
Goldsmith,  was  published  in  17G2.  In  this  (P- 127) 
the  second  verse  of  the  above  lines  is  thus  men- 
tioned :  ^The  Corporation  of  Bath  placed  a  full- 
length  statue  of  him  in  the  pump  room  Wtween 
the  busts  of  Xewton  and  Pope.  It  wiva  on  thia 
occasion  that  the  Ejirl  of  Cheatcrficld  wrote  that 
severe  but  witty  epigram,  the  lost  lune*  of  which 
were  so  deservedly  admired."  Aa  Lord  Chester- 
field did  not  die  till  1773,  he  was  of  course  alive 
when  Goldsmith  wrote  thii^  not  very  accumlc  sen- 
tence, and  it  may  Ihj  pn'»uu)ed  that  be  did  not 
deny  ils  correctness.

OB  I>r.  iJenn  was  not. 

The  story  Koei  that,  after  his  death,  his  meco 
sent  to  Queen's  College,  ukiog  for  an  appropriate 
inscription  for  her  uncle's  totiib,  and  the  wag^ry 
of  the  Common  Koom  provided  her  with  ono  which 
she  adopted.  It  certainly  does  not  describe  the 
man,  who  hiu  been  pictured  to  nie  by  the  present 
incumbent  (Mr.  T.  Fulcoo)as  having'  been  banded 
down  as  a  man  "dull  and  morose,  of  little  culture, 
and  not  much  sense  of  duty.  Ho  kept  thf>  registers 
himself,  very  badly  aod  carelessly,  evidently  fllUnc 
them  up  oiicea  year.  Dntea  are  often  omitted  ana 
children's  buriala  are  entered  together  after  the 
aduU8\" 

Now  as  to  his  ghost.  It  is  certainly  said  that 
ho  walks  in  the  old  house,  but  confineit  himself  to 
the  cellitntaDd  the  old  parts  of  the  bouse  where  tbe 
offices  and  servants'  liedrooma  are  :  the  rest  of  the 
house  has  been  built  since  his  day.  Tbe  proaent 
incumbent  tells  me  that  "  there  are  many  people 
about  Charlton  whom  nothing'  could  induce  to  posH 
a  night  in  the  bouse  alone,  and  that  eight  or  nine 
year«  ago  ono  of  his  servants  certainly  left  his 
service  in  consequence  of  some  ghostly  impression. 
....  His  presence  is  supposed  to  bo  made  evident 
by  the  rustling  of  a  silk  doctor's  gown."  Mr.  Fal- 
con has  been  there  for  some  sixteen  years,  and 
(except  the  one  servant  leaving  bim)  has  never  had 
any  trouble  with  the  ghost.  With  regard  to  the 
exorcism  Mr.  Falcon  say  j  :  *' The  story  tlwtadowm 
parsons  and  a  woman  went  down  to  the  cellar  to 
exorcise  him  is  a  very  silly  and  modern  tradition. 
It  is  poRsilile  that  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Knipe 
(IS(Ki-lS45),  who  was  a  merry  man,  may  have 
made  a  jest  of  going  down  with  hia  guest«  after 
a  dinner  party  to  confront  the  ghost.  1  believe  ho 
used  to  laugh  and  say  *he  had  laid  him  in  the 
middle  of  Otmoor.'  But  ct^rtainly  no  solemn 
exorcism  biu  been  tittouipted  within  the  memory 
of  the  oldest  inlmhitant  surviving." 

It  was  a  wicked  Common  Room  jest  to  concoct 
such  a  thing,  but  the  epitaph  is  worth  preserving  :

as  follows : — 

1.  Thes«  tokpns  were  in  nae  in  Scotland  as 
pasiiien  to  the  Cutumunion  table,  as  evidenced  by 
the  Liturgy  dniwn  up  for  the  Church  of  Scotland 
in  1635  hiivinjj  lliis  rabric  prelixe<l  to  the  onler 
for  the  ndmioiHtnition  of  the  Holy  Coiumanioo, 
viz.,  "  So  iimny  im  intend  to  be  partakers  of  the 
Holy  ConiraunioD  shall  receire  ttiese  tokens  from 
the  ininiHttT  the  night  before.''  Their  uttc  is  men- 
tioned also  in  the  pariah  books  of  Hcnley-OD- 
Thames  in  1G3D,  vflicrc  they  are  referred  to  as 
**  Cmuuumion  halfpeoco,"  and  likewipe  at  St. 
Saviour's,  Soulhwnrk,  where  they  iippear,  from  on 
entry  in  the  bot>k?,  to  huve  been  worth  twopence 
each.  In  Scotland  the  minister  of  the  parish 
examined  the  inteudiu|{  oomiuunicants  as  to  their 
fitnens,  »nd  to  those  of  whom  he  npproved  he  gave 
these  lokonB  of  such  hin  approval,  which  they  were 
Tefptired  to  produce  before  receiving  the  Com- 
muninu.  Their  use  is  mentioned  very  soon  after 
the  Kefomintlon.  Tlicy  have  been  used  in  the 
EpiKCopnl  cnnifre^tions,  too,  of  old  stJinding  in 
the  north  of  Soothtnd.  Tbev  were  in  use  among 
the  Hcotch-Iri«h  in  Western  JJorlh  Carolina, 

2.  In  Scotland  they  were  itfoolly  of  lead  or 
pewter,  though  pnptr  has  been  used,  while  some 
were  of  tin,  »tjim|>ed  with  the  name  of  the  parish. 
The  firbt  Presbyterinu  church  of  the  city  of  Charlea- 
ton  (U.S.),  having  been  content  with  paper  till  the 
year  ISOO,  then  adopted  a  very  clabonilo  one 
(manufactured  in  England,  of  nhich  only  l&>) 
vteie  issued).  This  was  an  engraved  silver  roedal 
(size  known  to  nnmismatists  as  18),  the  design  of 
whieh  inny  be  thus  described,  vix.  : —

These  silver  medals,  or  tokens  of  viember^hip, 
were  on  the  occftsion  of  the  bombardment  of 
Charleston  carefully  collected  and  iient  to  Cohim- 
bill,  uod  I  believe  to  this  dny  it  ta  not  known 
what  afterwards  became  of  tbetiu  In  tha  year 
183G  or  1K37  a  coined  white  metal  imitation  of  the 
silver  token  was  resolved  upon  by  thin  church, 
oonseqiieni  upon  the  liir^ie  intlux  of  ro^anrtit  mem- 
bers, the  system  being  afterwa-rds  abolished— about 
twenty  yenra  ngo  only. 

A  Scotch  gentleman,  a  friend  of  mine,  to  wfaon> 
I  have  spoken  on  the  subject,  tolls  mo  that  he 
remembers  the  practice  of  giving  thew  tokens  fin 
some  cases  cards  ure  used)  for  the  paxt  forty  ymiw 
or  more,  and  that  the  system  is  still  in  vogue 
among  the  Presbyter i.ins  in  KorfAwhire.  Ho  5ny»  ' 
that  about  a  week  or  ten  days  before  the  Sacrament 
Sunday  the  "  kirk  session  " — consiBlioff  of  tho 
minister,  eldeis,  and  deacons  of  the  church — 
meet-s  und  goes  over  the  "Commnnioii  rtdl,"  with 
the  view  of  ascertaining,  as  far  as  ptftsible,  that  the 
members  are  worthy.  Then  a  meeting  of  the  con- 
gregation is  called  for  the  purpose  of  distnhHtine 
these  tokens,  when  the  menibera'  names  ore  rejul 
over  by  tlic  minister,  and  each  one  present,  answer- 
ing to  his  or  ber  name,  comes  forward  and  receives 
a  token  from  the  elder  of  his  district,  the  congre- 
gation being  divided  into  districts  with  an  elder 
to  soperviMe  each.  On  the  Sucmiucnt  Sunday, 
when  the  communicants  take  their  places  at  the 
table,  wooden  boxes  are  passed  roiuid,  in  which 
the  tokens  nre  collected.  As  my  friend  is  u  native 
of  Forfarshire,  baa  resided  there  nearly  oU  his  life, 
and  was  a  member  of  tho  Prcsbyteriuu  church  lhi>re, 
this  infonntitton  is  reliable  and  most  interesting. 
The  type  of  token  nsed  in  his  church  nppcaw  u> 
have  been  very  similar  (name  of  locality,  Ac, 
excepted)  to  that  of  the  (coineil)  Charleston  one 
above  describwl,  and  made  of  lotd  or  pewter. 
Tokens  of  lend  were  also  UBed  (w  passes  by  thtt 
t^^vennnters  at  tho  (Jhisgow  Asfiemoly  in  1638. 
Tokens,  ton,  were  used  at  the  liorann  Catholic 
church  of  GUsguw  some  forty  yean  back.

Fletcher,  tlio  intermediate  Bishop  (fntlier  of  the  drama* 
tiflt),  ia,  as  I  preanme,  answerable  for  thu  rest.    Anyhow, 
there  were  ecandalous  iniinoure  on  the  matter,  and   in 
159^  two  yeara  before  Aylmer'a  death,  Verstexan,  Par- 
Hon'B  intelligencer  at  Antwerp,  in  hia  iMclai-ation.  of  th* 
Ti  Ht  Catuti  of  tht  Ortat  TrottlltM,  dx.,  thus  alludct  to 
them  :  *  But  it  la  a  wonder  to  coiuidcr  what  Rreat  an<I 
jH'ieToua  cxactioni  have  from  time  to  time  been  fcenoratly 
impoied  upon  the  pcopla,  u  all  the  loans,  the  lotteriea, 
f;nthfriug   for  the  tltepU  oj  i^avit,   new    iniporta,"  &c. 
Knci>n,  in  hi*  ollicial  reply,  Obttrml'ong  nn  a  LiM,  ]5i*:i, 
eiiya  upon  this  :  '  Now  to  the  poiutoT  levivii  aud  contribu- 
tioni  of  money,  which  he  calleth  exactioni.     First  very 
coldly  he  is  not  abashed  to  hrin;;  in  tho  Ratherins  m 
Pauls   steeple  and   the  lottery ;    trifles,  and  past   lonj^ 
»itice  ;  whereof  the  former,  being  but  a  vutuntary  collec- 
tion of  (hat  mea  werr-  freely  dinpoied  to  give,  nei'er  erew 
to  so  sroit  a  simi  hh  wits  .■iilTicieiit  to  flninh  the  work  for 
wbicli  it  wan  ajipointfd,  imd  *o  I  iicia^inu  wrm  cnuverted 
to  some  better  use;   like  to  that  iirathcring  which  wu  for 
the  furtillcatiuns  of  Paris  (one  3IS.  readn  Berwivkl  save 
that  that  came  to  a  nkuch  greater,  though,  as  1  havs 
heard,  no  competent  lum.' '' 

After  his  accusation  Nobody  is  able  to  tarn  the 
tiible^  i]pon  hiit  defiuiier  by  fthowing  thai  all  thes^ 
iiiidpractices  must  have  been  t^omrhndy's,  for  "If 
Nobody  should  do  them,  then  sliouM  they  be  un- 
done."

Mr.  Moore  was  probably  verj*  far 
from  sober  at  the  time,  or  he  would  hardly  have 
proposed  the  health  of  the  Pretender'^  commatwl^tx- 
to-chiefin  the  prt^icnce  ol  ^vn^  CiiwrjLje  *.  vJS^rwc.

Tas  Oriqih  of  the  Beaumosts  of  Folksxo- 
HAM  (S"*  S.  X.  387.) — I  believe  there  is  evidence  of 
Henry  do  Be:uimont  having  been  brother  of  Lewis 
do  Beaumont,  Bi&hop  fif  Iturluim,  but  I  am  not 
able  to  rt'ft-r  to  it  from  memory.  Lewis  wxt  un- 
doobtedly  :i  younger  son  *  by  the  heiress  of  the 
family  of  Beammi>nt-Ie-V'icomiB,  in  Maine,  of  Lewis 
de  Bricnne,  who  wiw  himself  a  son  of  John  de 
Brienne,  King  of  .Tcrusrilfm,  by  hi-s  »econd  wife, 
the  Infanta  Bert-Q^raria  of  Caalile  and  I^eon,  uunt  of 
Eleanor,  the  licloved  queea  of  Edward  I.  Thufi  it 
voB  Henry  do  Beuumonl  came  to  be  ittyled  "  con- 
KWKuineus  re^ia  "  in  the  roiga  of  Edward  U.,  who 
mil  his  second  cousin. 

I  would  rpfor  Hbrmkntbude  to  a  pedigree  given 
in  Surtces'a  DnrJuirrij  vol.  i,  p.  xlv,  note,  wiid  to  be 
copied*  "withal!  its  oriKimd  mixture  of  French  and 
Latin,"  frotu  the  rare  work  of  Du  Pnz,  but  I  do  oot 
find  it  in  the  copy  in  the  ICinp^a  Library.  I  would 
also  refer  her  to  that  storehouse  ofgenKdogical  lore 
the  preface  to  Libir  de  AnliquU  Ltgibuf,  one  of  the 
Qodervalued  volumes  of  thp<'amden  Society.  This 
preface  was  written  by  Mr.  Htapleton,  brother  of 
tfao  Into  Loni  Beaumont,  whoite  descent  from  the 
firat  Lord  Mayor  of  Lcmdon  is  tmced  through  il. 
Ho  showB  thnt  the  bnuw  «f  Wdliam,  Viscount 
Beaumont  (o&.  Dec.  19, 1.107),  in  Wivcnhoe  Church, 
Emex.  nftordw  evidence  of  his  descent  from  John, 
King  of  JcTUKalem,  and  the  royal  bouse  of  Cafltile 
by  the  elephant  bejiriog  a  triple-towered  awtle  on 
which  the  feet  of  hia  efligy  are  ropreeenled  to  rest.

A  New  Year's  Girr.— The  custom  of  express- 
ing esteem,  respect,  or  affection  hy  the  interchaojie 
of  new  year's  (rifts  was,  two  hundred  years  nf^, 
even  more  unii'ersal  than  now  ;  nor  was  it  con- 
fined to  indiTiduals,  for  corpornto  bodies  songht  to 
obtain  or  keep  the  goodwill  of  noblemen  and  other 
persons  of  infliiGoce  in  their  city,  borough,  or 
county  by  sending  to  them  at  this  season  rich 
gifts  of  wine,  Biigar,  Ac,  or,  what  w:w  more  nseful. 
n  parse  of  gold.  Thus  we  find  the  Corporation  of 
Leioeoter— as  ntny  be  Withered  froiu  tlie  chaiul)er- 
IfUOB' accounts — very  frequently  sending  new  year's 
gifts  to  the  lord  lieutenant  of  the  connty,  to 
members  of  the  Grey  family  at  Bradgate,  to  the 
Hastings  family  at  the  Abbey  of  LeIccBtcr,  and  to 
others  The  practice,  howerer,  so  far  as  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Corpr>ralion  of  Leicester  were  cson- 
cemed,  could  hardly  be  called  an  interchange  of 
civilities,  M  it  was  almost  entirely  a  one-siHpd 
matter — that  is,  they  gave  but  seldom  rrpeix'cd. 
However  this  rule,  like  all  others,  had  its  excep- 
tion, ns  the  following  will  show  :  On  Jan.  1, 
1610-11,  Mifilreas  Elizabeth  Haslewood  presented 
to  the  town  two  corslets,  one  pike,  a  niiinket,  a 
sword,  and  a  dagger,  which  »he  sent  hy  her 
serving-man  to  the  hall  on  New  Year's  Day, 
Having  presented  the  gift  of  Ids  mistresa  he  was 
rewonied  with  a  donation  of  five  shillings  for  htn 
tn>uble,  and  the  mayor  (Master  Thoums  Parker) 
and  his  brethren,  wishing  to  express  (heir  appre- 
ciation of  Mistress  Huslewood's  courtesy  and 
libemlity,  eent  us  a  new  years  gift  "a  ninlelt  of 
wyne  and  one  suger  lofp,"  which  cost  together  31a. 
It  would  seem  that  the  two  corslets  were  not  new 
ones,  for  they  were  dressed  and  trimmed  iil  the 
cost  of  IGi.,  aAer  which,  frames  having  been  set 
up  in  the  parlour  of  the  Town  Hall,  they  were 
bang  up  there — witnesses  to  the  martial  and 
pAtriotic  spirit  of  MistroHH  EliKubclb  Hastewood.

Am  Ancient  Pair  of  Boots.— It  may  intere«t 
some  of  the  renders  of  "  N.  &  Q."  to  learu  that  in 
a  ahop  nearly  opposite  the  Ijirerpool  Street  titiition 
may  be  ceen  u  huge  pair  of  cavalry  bootii,  I  believa 
of  the  sevcDLeentb  century,  and  perhaps  of  tho 
period  of  the  civil  wars.  The  boots  btq  in  tha 
uiosl  excellent  preservation,  ood  arc  made  of  thcr 
thickest  hide  (lined  and  padded),  with  very  thick 
lolcs,  and  Urge  rowelleu  spurs  attached  by  atct.1

I  (sm  tealify  that  in  Waketield  it  ia  still 
quite  common  for  children  to  go  from  house  to 
houH  with  a  box^ften  a  fancy  soap-box  or  siich- 
liko  representative  of  the  stable  or  mangpr,  retnin- 
ing  its  original  in»>cription,  &e.,  on  tbo  inside  of 
the  lid— lined  with  coloured  piper,  and  ahuut  half 
filled  with  evergreens,  on  which  rcpoae  three  doUa 
in  ordinary  dolU'  costume,  but  supposed  to  renre- 
sent  Mary,  Joseph,  and  the  Babe ;  red-cheeked 
rtpple^  onmgea,  &<?.  (I  think  I  have  seen

Permit  me  to  say  that  I  was  well  nwore  of  the 
znodem  Uic  of  bitzU  in  the  sense  of  "gozzle,"  and 
that  I  have  a  copy  of  Cluimbcr^'s  DictionaTy,  which 
1  had  consulted.  But  the  modern  use  proroi)  nutlun^ 
whatever  as  to  tho  history  of  the  word  in  former 
timeJt.  I  think  my  remark  about  Skinner's  ubaurd 
snppoailion  has  been  uiianndcrstood.  It  in  neces- 
sary to  add  :  (1)  that  there  ts  not,  nor  over  was, 
mch  a  word  as  bifittU,  it  bcinf;  a  pure  fiction  made 
fur  the  oecasion  ;  (2)  that,  were  there  such  a  form, 
there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  have  tho  compre- 
hensive meaning  **to  make  a  beast  of  oneself "; 
(3)  that,  even  if  there  were,  there  would  bo  no 
sort  of  reason  for  turning;  a  si^oiilicant  word  like 
btatth  into  an  anintcUi};iblo  bezzle;  and  (4)  even  if 
there  were  reason  for  this,  there  would  still  he  no 
reason  for  putting  a  French  prefix  like  mi-  before 
it.  The  whole  scries  of  suppositions,  all  purely 
gratuitous,  are,  when  thus  pUed  up,  absurd  in  the 
highest  degree,  or,  as  I  have  ventured  to  odl  it 
already,  "a  joke."  Wliy  is  it  that  in  KnglitK 
etymology  all  sorts  of  gmtnitous  inventions  are 
so  en-tily  current,  whilst  we  play  no  such  tricks 
with  Latin  and  Greek?  TIio  answer  is  that  Latin 
and  Greek  are  far  bettor  understood  in  a  really 
scholarly  fiishion.  Of  the  history  of  our  lunguuge 
there  is  too  little  study.

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after  Ibeir  relative  GfMpatric,  who  waa  slain  ftt 
York  on  the  fourth  night  of  ChrutniM,  1065 
(cf.  "N.&Q.,"5"'S.  iii.  131). 

I  may  here  note  thnt  Mr.  Freeman  (Hiit.  JTor- 
man  Conqnent)  is  wrtninly  mistaken  in  supposing

"King,  BarL  of  Corrard '*),  bom  in  Fcrnuiniigh, 
1G<33  ;  imprisoned  by  the  Jacobite  Government  in 
1689;  m.  Elizabeth,  dan,  and  heiress  of  John 
Bernard,  Esq.,  of  Drnniin,  co.  L^iith  {and  relict 
of  the  Rev.  John  Arcbdall,  Vicur  of  Lusk,  whose 
death,  in  16JK>,  was  occosiuncd  by  the  troublea  of 
the  period);  he  died  Jan.  1,  1709,  leaving  issue  by 
her  (who  d.  Dec,  1731).     Their  eUiest  son— 

Jumes  King,  D.D.,  Prebendary  of  Tipper,  and 
Rector  of  St.  Bride's,  Dublin,  the  friend  of  I)eiin 
SwiA  and  one  oftbo  executors  of  his  will,  d.  lllJO, 
leaving  issue  by  his  lirst  wife,  Miirgiiret  (who  d. 
Aug.  19,  17IS),  four  son»,  the  eldest  of  whom  was 
Robert,  LL.O.,  Dean  of  Kild:ire,  and  the  second, 
Thomtut  King  of  Dublin,  m.  Nov.  10,  1748,  Mnry, 
dull,  of  Aldernmn  John  Adnmson,  of  Dublin,  and 
d.  Oct.,  180(.>,  leaving  iwne  by  her  {who  d.  Dec, 
I79i),  with  two  dniini.  (Margaret,  d.  unm.  1782, 
and  Elizabeth),  one  son— 

James  King,  a  captain  in  the  army,  who  distin- 
pii(>hed  himtelf  in  the  American  War  (v.  TKm 
Original  lialh  Guide,  by  Meyier,  Batb,  1841).  He 
retired  from  the  service,  and,  in  1780,  was  Master 
of  the  Ceremonies  at  the  Lower  Rooms,  Bath,  and 
became  M.O.,  in  1811,  at  the  Upper  Assembly 
Rooms  {v.  The  ButA  ArcAira,  Dvitwi  oi^i  \.A\m\ 
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o/StV  Geo.  Jachon,  K.C.H.,  Lond.,  1873,  p.  302), 
and,  as  mentioned  hj  Abhra,  vas  also  M.C.  at 
Cfaeltenlium.  He  m.  Aug.  1 8, 1 794,  Margaret,  sister 
and  heiress  of  Sir  John  Bulkeley,  Knt,  of  Presodd- 
fed,  Bodedem,  Anglesey  ;  she  d.  $.p.  1830. 

Mr.  King  d.  Oct.  16,  1816,  leaving  no  legitimate 
Issue ;  he  was,  however,  father  of  a  sod,  James 
.King,  who  was  educated  for  the  army,  and  became 
a  gallant  soldier.  Being  adopted  by  Mrs.  King, 
he  succeeded  to  her  estate  of  Presaddfed.  In  1806 
}ie  got  his  commissions  as  ensign  and  lieutenant, 
and  in  1811  his  captaincy  in  the  Light  Infantry. 
He  served  in  the  W.  Indies,  and  at  the  capture  of 
St.  Domingo,  in  1809,  and  was  subsequently  with 
the  87th  Hoyal  Irish  Fusileers  in  the  Peninsula. 
He  was  severely  wounded  in  the  leg  at  Vittoria  in 
1813.  Capt.  King  served  the  office  of  high  sheriff 
for  his  county,  and  m.  Maty  Moullin,  a  Guernsey 
lady,  who  d.  Aug.  5,  1873,  aged  seventy-seven. 
Her  husband  did  not  long  survive  her,  as  he  died 
$.p.f  deeply  regretted  by  all  who  knew  him,  on 
October  8  following,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty- 
six  years.  He  never  fully  recovered  the  effects  of 
a  brutal  assault  made  on  him  by  one  Thomas  Kelly, 
a  tramp,  and  doubtless  the  shock  of  the  occurrence 
hastened  the  death  of  his  wife.  According  to  the 
report  of  Kelly's  trial  in  the  Times  of  Mar.  21, 
1873,  "  This  man  went  into  the  kitchen  of  the 
house  (of  Presuddfed)  at  dusk  on  the  8th  of  Nov. 
last,  while  the  three  female  servants  were  at  tea. 
There  was  no  man  about  the  premises.  The 
prisoner  brandished  a  stone-breakers  hammer,  and 
demanded  to  see  Captain  King.  Being  refused,  he 
made  his  way  into  the  room  where  Captain  and 
Mrs.  King  were  sitting.  Captain  King  rose  to 
ask  his  business,  when  he  gave  him  a  violent  push. 
Captain  King  fell  across  the  fender,  fracturing  one 
of  his  ribs.  In  consenuence  of  his  injuries  he  has 
been  ill  ever  since,  and  was  not  even  able  to  attend 
court."  Kelly  was  sentenced  to  ten  years'  penal 
servitude :  five  years  for  the  assault  on  Capt.  King, 
and  fire  for  assaulting  one  of  the  maid- servants. 
Capt.  King  bequeathed  his  estate  to  the  Stanleys 
of  Alderley.  C.  S.  K.

And  laj^t,  and  most  of  all  perhaps  to  be  regretted, 
the  Shakespeare  Memorial  Lihmry,  founded  on 
tho  propa&iU  of  Mr.  Snnmel  Tiuiiuins,  which  waa 
aa  rich  as  the  Stauntun  Collection  in  rare  and 
unique  work.-!,  and  of  which  a  mottt  valuable  cata- 
logue has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  MuUin«, — thia, 
too,  'iM  deiitroytid.  I  have  l>ofore  nie  three  out  of 
the  fire  ports  of  which  thia  catalogue  1.-4  t«  consiaC, 
and  in  these  three  divisions  Mr.  IMulIIna  ha<i  d«* 
scribed  no  leas  than  6,22G  different  works  in  con- 
nexion with  tho  life  and  wrilioga  of  Shakespeare. 

The  destruction  of  tho  Reference  Libmiy  U  a 
Ir>H»  to  Birmiii;;baui  alone,  and  it  may  be  left  to 
the  puhlic  spirit  uud  good  feeling  of  the  people  of

Library  is  n  loss  not  to  Birmiogham  only,  but  to 
all  Btudeota  of  Shakespeare.  A  ccntml  library, 
wliere  evcrylhiuj;  tluit  h;i»  been  printed  in  con- 
nexion with  tho  poet  whom  all  delight  to  honour 
may  be  consuUcd,  either  directly  or  through  aome 
friendly  man  of  letters  in  ita  neighhourhooil,  is  an 
institution  which  ought  to  be  perpetuated.

Algtbta  of  Rfaonios.  A  friend,  one  Mr.  F.  T.,  in 
1662  guTc  Brenckcr  a  copy  of  the  GermuD  work, 
telliBft  him  that  he  much  desired  to  read  it  in  some 
laoguiL^e  that  he  undenitood,  whereupon  Bmncker 

Eromised  "lo  English  it."  It  was  prepi\red  and 
ceoacd  May  18,  1665.  A  little  while  later 
Brancker  heard  that  there  was  then  ia  Jjondon  "  a 
person  of  note,  very  worthy  to  be  made  acqaaintcd 
with  my  de-sign.'*  He  is  called  in  the  in.ir<jin 
"D.  J.  P.,"  i.e.  Dr.  John  Pell,  an  able  EnKliah 
mathematician,  I610-168&,  This  is  the  person 
who  is,  in  consequence  of  the  help  which  foUowed 
an  introduction,  named  on  Bmncker's  title-page. 
Pell's  additions  hejjtn  at  p.  lo<),  und  extend  to  the 
end.  The  prefac©  is  dated  April  22,  1669,  froui 
White-gate,  in  KdiHbiiry  Hundred,  Cheshire.  John 
Collins  iho  nmthematician  was  instrumental  in 
furthering  this  hook.  (See  Biog.  Brit,  pt.  ii. 
vol.  Tii.  p.  33  and  note  C. ;  and  another  note, 
G.  in  rol.  v.  of  the  same  work,  p.  3315,  on  the 
intercourse  of  Pell  and  Brancker.) 

The  beiit  notice  I  can  find  of  Brancker  is  in 
Anthony  Wood  {Athm.  Oxon.,  iii.  1U86-7).  His 
father,  of  tho  same  nume^  was  B.A.  of  Exeter 
College,  OxoD  ;  and  Wood  says  that  the  son  was 
"born  in  Devonshire,"  and  admitted  battler  of 
Exeter  College,  Nov.  S.  1652,  aj^ed  Heventeen  years 
or  thereabouts.  The  locality  and  a^e  are  ruihcr 
Tague ;  but,  according  to  Carlisle's  Ktidouvil 
SiMOolt,  i.  2i^,  there  wa^  a  Thomas  Branker  who 
waa  the  master  of  Barnstaple  Qrammar  School 
about  the  year  163(i,  and  he  seems  to  be  the  elder 
Brant-ker.  We  meet  with  the  same  persoD,  called 
"  a  vt-ry  laborious  and  learned  achool master,  in  the 
neighbourhood "  of  Lymin^'ton,  near  Ilchester, 
Somersetshire,  who  had  under  his  care  John 
Conant  the  diyine,  whose  uncle  of  the  same  name, 
the  nieniber  of  the  Assembly  of  Divines,  was 
Rector  of  Lyniington.  As  the  funner  Conant  went 
to  Exeter  Culle^e,  Oxford,  in  1626,  Brancker  mast 
have  been  schoolniafiter  near  llchc^ter  before  going 
to  Bumataplc.  Furnished  with  these  dates  and 
facts,  Jlr.  Wainwri^ht  of  Barnstaple  has  been  good 
enough  to  search  out  the  following  entry  from  the 
parish  register  of  that  town,  under  date  of  August, 
1633  :— 

•'  Tliomaj  the  aonne  of  Mr.  Thomas  Srablror  schole- 
master  of  the  High  Echole  w&s  bapt.  the  2£'b  aay  uiEi 
p'd'." 

We  thus  get  n  more  precise  date  of  birth  than  i\ 
Wood  gives.  The  latter  further  informs  us  that 
Brancker  was  B.A.  Jnne  15, 1656, and  was  elected 
Fellow  of  his  college  five  days  after.  He  was  one 
of  many  well-known  pupils  of  the  chemist  and 
Rosicnician,  Pel«r  Sthael  of  Straaburg,  whom 
Kobfrl  Boyle  had  intn>duce<I  into  the  university. 
Under  this  teacher  Brancker  dfvelnped  his  genius 
in  the  chemical  and  mathematical  sciences.  An- 
thony Wood  was  a  fellow  student ;  but  ho  resisted 
iJre  charma  of  those  pumuils,  hia  mind  bebg  bent 


on  antiquities  and  mttsic.  Brancker,  having  tnkeo 
hi»  utuBtcr's  degree,  April  2^,  IG08,  became  a 
preacher ;  but  not  caring  to  conform  in  166£,  he 
resigned  his  fellowshtp,  and  retired  into  Cheshire. 
There,  however,  he  conformed  ;  and  after  ordina- 
tion he  bccnmo  "  minister"  ut  Whitogate.  It  docs 
not  appear  thai  he  wtu  near  of  that  parish.  In 
Ormerml's  list  there  are  no  vicon  named  between 
Ueveteux  Frogg,  instituted  Oct.  5,  16>13,  and 
John  Parker,  instituted  about  16B7  (vol.  \L  I46« 
new  cd.).  While  at  Whitegate  Brancker  "  for  idd 
sufficiencies  in  mathematics  and  chymistry"  be- 
came intimutti  with  Williaui,  Lord  Brerrton,  who 
pre^iented  him  to  the  Kectory  of  Til^iton,  Dear 
Mitl|i»H,  aud  who  had  been  one  of  Dr.  IVU'^  pupils 
at  Breda.  The  present  rector  of  TiUton,  In 
whom  I  recognized  n  schoolfellow  of  forater  daySf 
has  most  obligingly  copied  for  mc  fh>m  the  rcigiater 
the  following  extract  bearing  upon  Brancker  : —

Brunrker  did  not  long  keep  Tilston  Rcctoir, 
for  in  1668  he  waa  succeeded  by  Samuel  CntheraU, 
A.M.,  Oct.l5(f>f»wr<Hf,oId  ed.,ii.383).  Brancktr 
left  Tilaton  to  become  master  of  "the  well  en- 
dowed school  at  Macclcbficld,'^  where  at  on  early 
age  he  died,  Nov.  26,  1676,  after  a  brief  illness. 
A  monument  was  set  up  to  his  memory  in  the 
church  perpetuating  his  accomplishments  :—

Now,  has  any  one  ever  seen  the  original 
"  privately  printed  "  edition,  of  London,  1796,  or 
the  American  reprint  i  I  do  not  find  that  tho 
Sjnrit  of  VesjKititm  ia  included  by  biogrnphen 
among  the  admitted  works  of  Dr.  Knox;  and  i 
without  wishing  to  iuHinuato  tho  Klight4?3t  doubt  ^ 
of  the  voracity  of  the  much  abuaed  Hone,  it  seems 
rather  odd  that,  seeing  how  •'  unique  "  and  "  rare  " 
books  have  a  knack  of  turning  up  everywhere,  ono 
has  never  caught  a  sight  of  the  "originiil  edition"; 
and  very  unfortunate  that  the  imputed  author 
should  have  happened  to  die  in  tlie  short  Interviil 
between  tho  publiaition  of  the  two  reprints. 

A  few  pawages— notably  one  describing  the 
wealthy  and  aristocratic  suitor  of  some  pauper 
"Iphigcnia"  (ed.  1821.  p.  60)— deemed  a  little  too 
strong  even  for  that  day,  were  omittc^l  in  tho  issue 
of  the  following  year,  Williax  Batks,  B.A<

FOLK-LORE:  RUBBING  WITH  A  DEAD  HAND. 

A  beneficed  clergyman  in  an  eastern  county 
has  jaat  told  me  the  following  horrible  story  of 
what  happened  in  his  pirish  about  forty  yean 
ago.  As  a  piece  of  folk-lore  it  otighi  to  be  put  oa 
record,  but  my  reason  for  sending  it  to  yon  U 
mor^il,  not  scienlilic  only.  What  is  here  taen- 
tioned  took  place  in  December,  1837.  Thero  has, 
however,  been  little  or  no  cbaoge  since  that  time 
in  tho  belief  ot  Dniuatructed  people.  These 
aurvivnls  of  aavage  modes  of  thougnt  are  interest- 
ing, but  the  suffering  they  entail  is  so  great  that 
one  cannot  but  wish  that  scboolmaaters  and  at] 
others  who  come  into  ofKcial  connexion  with  the 
ignorant  would  make  it  a  point  of  duty  to  en- 
deavour to  uproot  them. 

Kducatod  people  for  the  most  part  think  that 
practices  of  thia  sort  nre  rare  because  they  seldom 
read  of  them  in  the  newspapers  or  hear  them 
spoken  of.  Tbe  facts  are  far  otherwise,  but  those 
who  believe  in  and  practise  aurh  rites  have  a 
notion  that  they  are  contetaiied  {o^  \!EA\t^'K^^x^ 
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their  snperiorf,  and  will  keep  it  secret  when  they 
cao.  They  aUo  believe  that,  Ihouyh  *lHoaciou», 
rite«  of  this  sort  are  coDDecled  with  Lhtogs  evil, 
aod  are,  therefore,  not  to  be  spoken  of. 

A  little  girl  of  about  eight  yearfl  of  a|ce  bad 
(h>iD  birtb  been  troubled  with  acrofnlous  diseane, 
and  had  been  reared  with  great  diSicuIly.  Her 
friendi  consulted  "tho  wise  maa^'  oftbe  neighbour- 
hood, who  told  the  mother  that  if  the  took  tbo  girl 
and  rubbed  her  nuked  body  all  over  with  the  hand 
of  a  dcftd  innD,  nhe  would  be  restored  to  perfect 
health.  The  ezperimeut  waa  tried,  and  the  poor 
little  girl  waa  nearly  killed  with  fright,  and,  of 
courae,  made  no  better.  It  is  bard  to  conoeive 
more  intense  misery  than  the  child  luuat  have 
BofE^red.  She  htu)  ]ou^  been  dead,  and,  as  »he 
moved  to  a  dtatttut  phvco,  my  friend  cannot  trace 
her  biBtory.  There  can  be  litllc  doubt  but  that  the 
memory  of  this  horrible  rite  would  haunt  htr  ima- 
gination awake  and  sleeptnf^  as  long  na  nbe  lived. 

When  I  had  written  thus  far  I  showed  my 
letter  to  a  lady  who  hoa  niuuh  kuowledf(e  of  the 
habits  aud  feelings  of  tho  poor:  ahe  says  that  this 
practice  of  rubbinn;  with  the  dead  hand  for  the 
purpoie  of  taking  away  disease  is  at  this  present 
time  k  constant  practice  in  tho  neiglilxtiirlinutt 
where  she  livci.

The  Ishz  op  Wiout.— The  following  oitract  is 
from  a  Biatory  of  ike  Ish  of  Wiyht^  published  nt 
KewjHirt  in  1705,  by  J.  Albin.  I  give  tho  extrftct 
vtrhatimj  but  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  is  only  a 
copy  of  some  prcvioOa  copy  of  the  petition,  f  he 
Trant  of  uniformity  io  spellin;»  and  close  resetn- 
blnnco  in  muny  cases  to  our  modem  orthojfniphy 
lead  me  to  infer  that  it  is  not  absolutely  UUratiru, 
although  it  uiny  be  verbatim.  As  to  the  defenceless 
condition  of  the  iilnnd,  there  are  ninny  docuracnti! 
which  show  tlml  it  was  for  centuries  the  object  of 
attacks  from  France.  Forts  were  built,  but  not 
always  kept  in  good  repair  or  well  nuinned.  Yor- 
month  Caatle  was  one  fort  erected  by  Henry  VIH. 
out  of  the  ruins  of  the  religious  houses  which  were 
then  dissolved.  Yet  this  coBtle  had  for  defence  in 
the  ye.ir  1559  (Elizabeth)  only  one  porter  at  8J.  a 
day,  and  three  cnnners  at  6<f.  a  day  each,  amounting 
to  391.  lOj.  lOd.  .-innnally.  Tlie  whole  Isl.ind  was 
in  a  very  unfit  stale  for  resistance,  and  for  many 
reigns  continued  so,  although  spurts  were  occjision- 
ally  made  to  repair  and  strengthen  the  defences.

Anciknt  SxATurrg.— It  may  bo  worth  nolini; 
in  the  pages  of  "  N.  &  Q."  that  the  following 
curious  statutes,  which  have  remn'med  in  force  up 
to  the  present  time,  nre  naw  repealed  by  the 
Sttitute  Law  Rorision  (Ireland)  Act,  1878,  passed 
on  August  13,  1878  :—

fmow  ;  at  all  eventd^  it  took  the  public  t^Lste,  a.nA 
to  some  extont  supplanted  nottther  word  oS  Ji  dis- 
i^reeable  nature.  It  ia  now  used  in  various  wajB 
even  by  pensons  who  pride  themfielres  on  propriety 
of  lanpuiige.

John- 
eoti  tLpipal;:^  of  the  story  os  related  by  one  of  his 
bioRrapbers.  Posaibly  it  is  told  in  Cihber'a  Liva 
of  the  I'oiif,  which  unFrirtunnlely  1  have  not  at 
Jjand  for  reference  ;  but^  even  gimntinff  that  the 
nccount  were  1o  be  found  there,,  it  would  he  iil  best 
hut  a  lute  vrr.^Ton  of  the  tradilinn,  cntiiiidering  the 
date  of  the  puNication  of  the  IrtBl-uientioned  work, 
Tii.,  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  cenlury.  It  ia 
strange  Ihat  the  account  of  Gerard  t^iogbalne 
(1691),  who  wrote  very  Hoon  niter  the  poet's  death, 
Ahould  be  BO  meagre.     His  remarks  ore  oa  follows  :

Of  Otway'a  Tute  Langbaine  snya  nothing,  and 
yet  In  tnauy  of  hia  notice  he  is  needlessly  dij^iuw. 
We  could  wUlIngly  lose  his  diatribes  ngoinafe 
DrydcD  (which  seem  to  have  been  dictated  by 
private  pique)  for  a  few  personal  details  of  a  poet 
whoup  he  had  in  all  probability  frequently  seeD,  as 
a  great  haunter  of  the  theatres,  and  might  have 
easily  become  acquainted  with.  The  diaries  of 
Fepys  and  Evelyn  are  full  of  curious  details  of 
DrydbQ^  Shad  well,  and  other  celebrities  of  the  days 
of  Ihe  second  Charles,  but  the  more  we  strive  to 
become  pemoniLlly  acquainted  with  Otway  the  more 
he  escapes  us.  In  a  copy  of  the  poet's  Workt  in 
my  poa^ei^.'iLon  (Tonson,  1712)  there  is  a  short  life 
of  Otway,  in  which  we  are  told, — 

"  He  liv'd  the  most  uncomfortable  of  all  Lives;  sobm- 
tlmcfl  in  Excciiiii  and  sometimCB  in  Want,  to  tfaetbirty- 
thirJ  ftaT  of  hi!:  age.  On  the  fourteenth  of  April,  1685^ 
iie  dy'd  B.t  a  Publick  House  on  Tower  HilL'* 

Observe,  there  is  no  story  here  aboat  the  loat 
When,  therefore,  was  this  well-worn  anecdote  first 
told  ?  I  must  remark  that  there  is  no  additional 
matter  iu  the  account  of  Otway  in  Baker's  Bio- 
graphia  Ifrajiiatiea.  I  have  long  wished  (if 
poiisible)  to  clear  up  this  point,  and^  having  been 
a  reader  of  your  valuable  publiciition  from  its  first 
DUin^r,  do  not  deiipair  of  eliciting  information 
when  I  see  how  much  "  N.  &  Q."  can  do  for  the 
study  of  our  earlier  literature.  Are  there  any 
mttouscripts  of  Otway  existing  ?  I  have  never 
tjeen  ablo  to  find  any,  nor,  indeed,  do  I  think  there 
{a  much  posijibility  of  our  discovering  new  facta 
about  the  poet's  life.

As  I  have  in  my  possesion  the  6rBt  aod 
sixth  editions  of  Paradue  Loft,  I  beg  to  confirm 
the  remark  of  your  correspondent  aa  to  the  date, 
and  that  it.  is  withuol  u  portrait  of  the  Author. 
The  Btory  iacompriHed  in  ten  booba.  The  following 
is  a  verbatim  notice  from  the  printer  (S.  Simmons) 
to  the  reader  : — 

"Courteous  Reader,  Than  muno  Aripimeat  at  first 
intended  to  tlie  R'lolc,  but  for  tliK  utiafrictiuii  uf  many 
thfct  h»T€  desired  it,  I  h«vo  procur'J  It.  m.d  witball  a 
r«won  of  thtt  which  atumblcd  uiaiiy  utiicn,  why  Uie 
Poem  riuies  not."

The  female  conimuai- 
cnnt«,  in  particular,  alvays  made  it  a  [Hiiut  to 
hi\Tc  u  clean  white  handkerchief  with  them  at 
church,  and  into  .i  corner  of  it  the  tokea  was 
usually  tied,  or  it  was  folded  into  the  very  inner- 
most recesses  of  it.

II., 
granted  to  Hugh  de  Italeigb,  of  Raleigh  in  the 
county  of  Devon,  and  to  hia  heirs,  and  continued 
in  that  family  until  about  tbo  middle  of  the 
fifteenth  ccnturv  {or  nearly  a  century  before  the 
birth  of  Sir  Walter  Ualeigh),  when  it  passed 
through  heiresses  to  tbe  Wl^esborough  and  Tre- 
velyan  fiunilies,  in  which  latter  family  it  still 
remains.

C.  F.  S,  WiRMJ, 
that  "iin  errooeouH  writ  creates  a  new  barony,"  a 
euriou:^  question  ari.'^cH  re^piccliug  the  bead  of  tbA 
ducal  hou,*e  of  Northuinhrrliind.  Hia  predecessor, 
Hugh,  third  duke  of  the  present  creation,  was 
Cnillcd  to  the  Houac  of  Peerii,  vltit  pytLrU,  about  tbe 
year  1814,  as  Baron  Percy  of  liDfl^  under  the 
idea,  since  tibnudoncd  H9  erToneons,  that  bia  fatkr 
owned  thikt  barony  in  fee  in  right  of  hia  motlitfi 
the  iir.st  diichc:^9.  Such  being  the  cwie,  the  q^ei' 
tion  arise*  whether  (since  the  king  can  do  no 
wrong)  the  net  of  the  Crown  in  calling  him  to  the 
Upper  House  created  a  new  barony^  with  the  date 
of  1814,  or  whelber  it  resdiy  crcoled  in  bis  favoor 
a  barony  in  fee,  with  the  precedence  of  ISJlft.  If 
the  fimner  suppoj^ition  is  true,  the  title  died  with

An  interesting  account  of  Lord  Dnnboyne  will 
be  found  in  the  Ber.  Tbomru  K.  England's  Lift  of 
thilUv.  Artltur  O'Zmry  (Lond.,  Ib22),  p.  222  H 
8*q.  Father  O'Leary  himself,  it  appeurs,  bad  been 
char^'ed  with  hiiving  reu<I  bts  recantation  in  St. 
Werburgh's  Church  in  Dublin,  and  in  u  letter 
referring  to  this  statement  the  witty  Fraociscan 
friar  obscrTcd : — 

"  I  do  not  consider  Lnrd  Dunboyna  as  a  model  after 
whom  1  should  copjr.  With  his  aiWcr  locks,  and  at  an 
a^te  when  pcrsoni  who  had  deroted  themsclTes  to  the 
Mrrice  of  the  altar  ia  tbeir  early  dara  should.  IVkc  tha 
Emp«ror  Charlca  V..  rather  think  of  their  coffins  than 
tha  nu|>tia1  bad,  that  prelate  married  a  roong  woman. 
Whether  the  glowing  love  of  truth  or  ilTmen'n  torch 
induced  him  to  change  the  Romnn  Ponttfical  fur  the 
Book  of  Conioioo  Prajrer,  and  tho  Fialiiis  bo  and  1  often 
saag  together  fur  a  fmJtil  hym-n,  hU  own  conacienoe  is 
the  beat eoaipetcnt  to  det«rmine.  Coruin,  h<iweTer,  It 
is,  that  if  the  cbarmt  of  the  fair  t^t  cm  captitats  an 
old  bi«hop  to  such  a  degree  as  to  induce  him  to  renounce 
his  BrvTiary,  similar  motives  and  the  prospect  of 
aggrandisement  may  mdoca  a  young  rrrlfniartin  to  ebaii(e 
his  eaasook." 

Mr.  England  asserts  that — 

"  Lord  Bunboyne  never  officiated  in  tbe  Protectant 
Cbarch.  Aft«r  his  ap-jstaey  ho  frsquented  the  serriMis 
of  that  rrligion  on  Sundays ;  and  on  one  or  two  oeea- 
•i'<nm  when  ordinations  were  held  in  the  rhnpcl  of  Trinity 
CoUeze  during  his  re^Mpnca  in  Dublin,  ha  wa.v  invited 
to  astist  at  the  impositiunor  l]anils,butheatadiotMlyand 
anKioiialj  declined  doing  so." 

On  the  painful  intelligence  being  conveyed  to 
Rome  of  tbe  bishop's  marriage.  Pope  Pins  VI. 
addrciscd  to  him  a  letter,  of  which  tbe  Latin 
ori^nal  and  an  Enj^lish  translation  are  printed  in 
the  work  above  cited.

A  few  additional  particulnrs  of  the  career  of  thU 
Bishop  of  Cork,  who  is  the  only  authenticated 
instance  of  apostasy  among  the  Irish  hierarchy 
from  tbe  period  of  ila  disestablishment  in  1533  by 
King  Henry  VIIL,  may  be  added  in  ampliftcation 
of  Dr.  J&ss'jpp'a  notice.  Ho  was  a  younger  son 
of  a  noble  and  ancient  house,  l>eing  third  son  of 
Edmond  Butler,  of  Dunboyne,  in  the  coanty 
of  Meath,  hy  eourttiy  eighth  Baron  Dunboyne  (who 
died  Nov.,  1732),  and  Anne,  daughter  of  Oliver 
Grace,  of  Shantrannpb.  in  the  county  of  Tipperary. 
He  succeeded  to  the  li(u/ur  dignity  of  Lord  Dnn- 
Ixjyne  on  the  death  of  his  nephew,  Edmund  Creagh 
Butler,  styled  eleventh  buron,  in  his  minority, 
Dec,  1785,  and  to  the  family  estates  on  conform- 
ing to  the  eatabliubcd  religion  of  the  kingdom,  and 
reading  his  recuntuUon  of  the  faith  of  his  fore- 
fathers in  the  pariah  cbucch.  ot  CVyMs\Ov.»KaskV^^ 
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by  brief  of  Pope  Clemont  XTII.,  datfld  April  IC, 
1763,  being  consecratei]  in  Juno  foIIowiDg,  nod 
rerigoed  that  bishopric  DeccDiber  13,  17S6.  The 
a^ed  ex-bishop  next  consiimmivted  his  apostasy  by 

Yiolating  Ilia  vow  of  wUbacy,  and  mamiog , 

daujibter  of Theobald,  Ksq.,  of  WUfoid,  co. 

Tipperary,  who  survived  him  sixty  yean.  She 
entered  into  ii  second  matrimonial  enf;Ageuient 
with  J —  Hubert  Moore,  E^q.,  of  Shannon  Grove, 
King's  County,  barrister-at-Iaw,  but  died  issueless 
Angu&t,  Ifife'Oj  aged  ninety-six  years. 

Lord  Dunboyne,  as  he  wiw  dewignaled — being  5i/ 
couriuy  twelfth  Baron  Dnnboyne— died  May  7, 
1800,  at  his  residence,  Dunboyne  Castle,  an  octo- 
genarian, having  a  few  days  before  hia  death  been 
reconciled  to  the  Catholic  faith  by  the  Rev.  William 
Qahan,  D.D.,  a  well-known  Augustinian  friar. 
This  venerable  piicst  had  beon  acquainted  with 
him  from  1783,  when  he  VLBited  him  at  his  country 
seat  of  Monksl-own,  near  Cork,  aud  waj*  stiiumoned 
at  his  own  particular  request  to  attend  him  in  his 
last  illnes*,  by  permission  of  Archbishop  Troy  of 
Dublin.  By  his  will  lie  be<]ueathed  the  Duuboyne 
estate  to  Maynooth  CaUoge  for  the  odncatiou  of 
Catholic  youths  inteuded  for  the  priesthood,  de- 
vising hia  other  estate  to  his  heir-at-Uw  and  family. 
But  this  beqncst  was  dl-iputed  in  December,  1801, 
in  a  suit  agiunKt  the  trustees  of  JCaynooth,  on  the 
ground  that  any  one  "  rebpsing  into  ropery  from 
the  Protefctant  religion  w&a  deprived  of  the  benefit 
of  the  laire  made  in  favour  of  Roman  Cathclics, 
and  was  therefore  incapable  of  makioi*  a  will  of 
landed  property  nnder  the  penal  lava."  Dr.  O&han 
WM  examined  at  the  Assizes  at  Trim,  August  24, 
18*^3,  to  elicit  from  hira  whether  he  administered 
the  last  Mcnimonla  t«  Lord  Dnnboyno  ;  and  on 
his  refusing  to  reveal  the  socrcta  of  the  confessional 
■wa^  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  gaol  of 
Trim  '*  for  contempt  of  court "  by  Lord  Kilwordcn. 
But  the  jury  havini;  found,  on  a  separate  issne  seal 
to  them,  that  the  deceased  had  died  a  Catholic,  the 
jadge  directed  tlie  witness's  release  after  a  week's 
connuemeut ;  and  this  venerable  "confessor"  died 
on  Dec.  6,  180^,  in  the  aeventy-fourth  year  of  his 
age,  and  fiftieth  of  the  priesthood. 

The  title  of  Dunboyne  in  the  perrage  of  Ireland 
vns  created  by  Kin^'  Henry  VIII.  on  June  11, 
IWl,  but  was  forfcittd  in  the  person  of  James, 
Jimirth  baron,  for  bis  implie-'ilion  in  the  rebellion  of 
1641  ;  he  was  ouf/uuW  in  16UI  for  adherence  to  the 
cause  of  King  James  XL  The  attainder  was  not 
reversed  till  Oct.  2(1,  1827,  when  James,  thirteenth 
titular  baron,  was  refitured  by  the  revere&l  of  the 
outlawries  uilectiiig  the  title,  A.  S.  A-

Lavatkr  on  Ghosts  (S*  S.  x.  496.)— The 
author  of  this  curious  hook,  to  which  Teissier 
gives  greAt  praise,  was  a  Swiss  ProtestonI,  who 
died  in  15B6,  canon  and  pastor  of  Eibourg,  in  the 
canton  of  Zurich.  Besides  several  theological 
works  he  wrote  the  treatise  referred  to,  of  which 
the  following  is  the  full  title  :—

Lonis  Lnvaterwas  a  Protestant  divine,  1527- 
1586,  who  lived  nnd  died  nl  Zurich,  He  was  r 
ToluraiDoui  writer,  aud  look  un  octire  interest  in 
the  hiliours  of  his  futher-in-law,  Henry  Bullinttcr. 
The  title  of  hiii  book  on  gboet«,  &a,  u  tbue  given 
in  Auies's  7\ipo.  Atittq.: —

•trange  noytes,  crackcs,  and  nitidry  fore h amy ngen, 
whicbe  conimonly  happen  before  tbe  dcatb  of  utcmic, 
great  ilauRhtcre,  and  altorationi  of  kyngdomM.

Lndwig  Lavater  wtis  the  niithor  of  n  number 
of  works  nn  thenlogy  and  history,  ecclesiiwtlc^I 
and  literary,  which  are  not  without  learning 
or  merit  {Hiog.  VnittrselU).  Amongst  othcra, 
be  wrot«  the  life  of  the  Reformer  Cullinger, 
who  was  hi«  father-in-law,  and  the  work  on 
ghosts,  &c.,  which  was  publlahcd  at  Zurich  in 
lAtin,  157U,  and  was  soon  trnnitlated  into  several 
other  languagea.  Two  editions  of  the  English 
trun.^lation  are  in  the  British  Museum  library,  one 
published  in  1672  and  another  in  1596.  A  copv 
bearing  ibit*  1575  was  bought  for  Si.  at  Sir  Murk 
t>ykes'a  sale,  from  which  it  ^eems  to  be  a  scarce 
work.

32.)— The  rejoinder  of  Dr.  Chahcb  bo  puzzles  tna 
that  I  have  re-read  his  original  conuuttoication 
and  my  reply  to  aee  whether  I  can  discover  my 
*'  misapprehension."  I  nmde  an  omission  cer- 
tainly, "  that  the  sisters  had  met  there  before,  bul

a  conclnsion  which  to  my  aimpUcity  appoan  most 
lame  and  impot«nt. 

Then  the  learned  doctor  peltd  me  with  proverbs. 
He  siiys  I  am  "  not  one  to  wboui  ''a  word  to  the 
wise,'  &c.,  will  apply."  I  argued  the  question  on 
the  evidence  he  supplied,  and  if  he  mado  it  '*  loo 
concise''  that  is  not  my  fault.  If  I  am  to  give  an

The  proverbs  remind  me  of  what  Bon  Quixote 
say:)  ;  "  Likewise,  Sancho.  intermix  not  in  yonx 
discourse  that  multitude  of  proverbs  you  are  wont: 
for  though  proverbs  are  short  sentences,  you  often 
drag  them  in  by  the  bead  and  shoulders,  that  thef 
seem  mtlier  cross  purposes  than  sentcncefl." 

"  Heaven  alone  can  remedy  that,"  quoth  Sancbo^ 
"for  1  know  more  proverbs  than  will  fill  a  book  ; 
and  when  I  talk  they  crowd  so  thick  into  my 
mouth,  that  the}' jostle  which  shuU  get  out  firet, 
but  my  tongue  lo^siis  out  the  first  it  meets,  though 
it  be  not  always  very  pat." 

Dr.  Chanck  adds  in  a  note,  "  But  my  opinion 
is  tlutt  in  ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  huod!red  then 
would  have  been  no  previous  meeting  or  agree- 
ment, and  certainly  there  waa  not  in  this  case." 

I>oos  be  mean  to  say  that  out  of  one  hundred 
meetingi  at,  in,  or  outside  the  Crystiil  Palace 
Bnioor  ninety-nine  are  by  chanco  or  accident? 
If  he  does,  that  was  and  is  the  extent  of  my  con-

I  the  church  where  it  hung,  and  to  have  sent  it, 
with  other  relics  of  that  great  captaio,  to  the  In-

The  practice  of  hanging  the  arms  and  accoutre- 
mcDta  of  persons  of  note  over  their  tombs  ia  not 
confined  to  England.  In  1444  n  dispute  arose 
betwixt  the  two  powerful  Angus  families  of  Lind- 
say and  Ogilvy  as  to  the  jusliciunhip  of  the  re^nlity 
of  the  Abbey  of  Arbroath.  The  matter  could  not 
be  peaceably  settled,  and  the  parties  came  to  blows 
at  Arhroiith  on  Sunday,  Jnnuary  23,  1440,  when 
was  fou;:ht  betwixt  the  tulhercnts  of  the  Earl  of 
Crawford  and  thoue  of  Sir  Alexander  Ogilvy  of 
Itiverqiibarity  what  is  known  in  local  hi>it<iry  as 
the  battle  of  Arbroath.  It  resulted  disastrously 
to  the  Ogilvys,  Sir  Alexander  being  killed  in  a 
runuiug  fight  at  the  Loan  of  tho  Leys  during  the 
dit^ht  after  their  discomfiture  at  Arbroath.  Ogilvy 
was  interred  in  the  Ogilvy  aisle  of  the  {uuHith 
church  of  Kionell,  and  over  his  tomb  wan  sus- 
pended bis  boot  with  the  spur  attached.  In  pro- 
cess of  time  the  boot  rotted  away,  but  tho  spar 
remained  suspended  in  tho  aisle  until  about  the 
ycur  181&,  when  the  aisle  was  tukeo  down.  After- 
wards it  Wiw  kept  in  the  church,  which  too  was 
demolished  in  I8.'i5,  and  a  new  one  erecte<i  on  a 
RJightly  diH'erent  site.  But  the  spur  wit-i  pre>H>rved 
by  ebf  then  minister,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Walker,  and 
WHS  hung  up  in  the  vestibule  of  the  new  church. 
The  spur  is  of  great  size,  being  nine  inches  in 
(ength,  and  four  in  width  at  the  fork ;  the  rowol 
is  a4  large  >i«  a  orown  piece,  and  lu»  twenty-seven 
points.  About  a  year  ago  I  was  in  the  church  of 
Kionell,  and  saw  the  spur  still  hanging  up  in  tho 
Viistibulo  of  the  church,  a  carious  relic  of  a  sao-

Chester,  there  is  a  mortuiirj- 
chapel  of  the  Shafcerlef  family,  in  which,  above 
the  monument  of  a  member  of  that  house,  are  sus- 
pended some  HUiall  pieces  of  funeral  armour.  I 
hare  not  visited  the  church  for  more  than  eight 
TearSf  so  I  caonot  speak  with  precLaion.  but  1 
belieTO  there  are  gauntlets,  spurs,  and  helmet.

d'  Andrea,  another  of  these  ladies,  who  wus  Pro- 


fessor of  Juriapradence  in  tho  univcrBity  about  the 
year  136G,  aud  waa  celebrated,  like  Hypatia,  for 
nor  beauty  as  well  oa  her  learning.  The  names  of 
tho  female  profeasora  are  still  held  in  honour  at 
Bologna,  and  portraits,  more  or  less  authentic,  of 
several  of  them  are  to  be  hod  there.  I  bought 
a  BBl  at  the  untverBity  not  long  ago,  and  the 
poriniit  of  Novella  fully  justifies  her  reputation.

143,  253,  501.)— The  Kngliah  male  glowworm  is 
Ik  slender  dusky  beetle,  about  Gve-eightbH  of  an 
inch  long,  which  freiiuently  flies  into  open  win- 
dows in  Kent  and  Sussex  in  Juno  or  July,  but 
gives  no  light.  The  female,  which  fihinen,  has  no 
wing^. 

The  "lucciola"  io  Italy  is  smaller  than  bis 
English  cousin,  but  closely  resembles  him.  He 
corriew  a  light  aa  he  lliea,  and  as  they  abound  in 
damp  spots,  hundreds  may  be  seen  at  once  in 
the  air,  aflbrding  a  most  beautiful  spectacle. 
Whether  both  acxea  fly  and  both  shine  I  du  not 
know,  but  I  do  not  remember  to  have  seen  m.iny 
(if  any)  lights  on  the  ground.  As,  however,  the 
light  comes  from  segments  of  the  abdomen  covered 
h^  the  elytra  when  the  insect  is  in  rcpo-e,  the 
light  would  bo  scarcely  perceptible  unless  when 
in  the  act  of  flying,  Soksexlensis.

left  London  on  Midsutumcr  Duy,  151)0 ;  tbey 
retLchcd  Briittol  on  the  BUCceediDK  3rd  of  August, 
and  here  we  bave  entriee  of  bnllAds  by  two  dtUercnt 
ftUtionem — as  tbey  wero  then  called — dated  the 
7th  .ind  If'th  of  the  latter  month,  chronicliuj^  tho 
uiTair.  That  they  were  immediately  tbcrenfter 
publi>4bed  then*  need  be  no  donbt.  It  may  be 
further  noted  that  Ferris  fainieelf  did  not  return 
to  London  until  Saturday,  Au^st  R,  and  the 
rei;iAtertog  of  the  Hnt-nanicd  boihid  by  I^lward 
White,  the  publitdier  uf  the  little  Intct  now  under 
con^iderattun,  would  suggest  the  fact  that  a  speciid 
mefs^enger  must  have  been  sent  to  the  metropolis 
imniedijitely,  carrying  the  news  of  the  «uccc«nful 
completion  of  tho  undertaking.  Here  nrc  tho 
entnes  (Mr.  Arber'a  Transcript,  vol.  ii.  pp.  &57-8) :

Ctirioualy  enough  I  ci\n  find  no  entry  in  that  yew 
for  the  tract  itself.  The  firat  named  baUad  is 
perhaps  the  one  by  James  Snrgent,  printed  im- 
mediately nfler  Ferris's  prose  narratiTe. 

Coming  now  to  Fvrris'a  production,  the  title-pftge 
is  in  ilfnelf  n  small  treatise.  It  begins  with  tnese 
cutchii)^  wiirds,  **The  most  dangerous  oud  nicmor- 
fthle  aduenture  of  llichard  Ferris,"  &c.,  and  oon- 
chideji, — "London:  Printed  by  Johu  Wolfo  for 
Eilward  Wliite,  and  are  to  be  sold  at  bis  shop  being 
at  the  littlt!  nortb  doora  of  Pauls  at  the  signeof 
Ibe  Ounnc.    1^90." 

Ferris  was  "one  of  the  fiue  ordinarie  Messen- 
gers of  her  Alaieslies  Chamber,"  and  it  is  not  Hur- 
prisiog  that  bis  tract  is  dedicated  to  Sir  Thomas 
Henenge,  one  of  Queen  iClisabeth's  Privy  Council 
and  Vice- Chamberlain. 

As  mentioned  above,  Ferris  and  hU  compaDion* 
began  their  voyage  on  Midanmmor  Day,  and 
t.aking  into  accuuut  the  dinl-imce.  it  may  seem 
strange  that  they  did  not  reach  Drtstol  until  the 
3rd  of  August  following.  The  rea-son  of  this  will 
appear  immediately.  In  the  mean  time,  as  lo  the 
chiiru'ti-r  of  the  boat  in  which  they  sailed,  Mr, 
Collier  obserx'es  in  his  Introduction  : —

"The  homie  wharein  I  iletenuloed  to  performe  107 
proniife  wut  new  hailt,  wbicli  I  prooan-d  to  h«  pkintoJ 
with  grecne,  and  tb«  oarca  and  sayle  of  tbe  same  cutlour, 
with  the  red  croMe  for  Engluidand  her  Maio»ti«s«ruM, 
witli  B  vana  atandiiig  fut  ta  the  ■tcriie  of  the  mjd  boate ; 
which  hfli'i;  in  full  rmilinouo,  Tpon  Midnonitner  dnv  InAt, 
niy  Eclfo  with  niycompunion*,  Andrew  Hill,  and  SVilliani 
Tliomai,  with  agrent  many  of  ourfriendiand  welwillcm. 
kccompanjred  ra  tu  thv  T*iw«r  frharfe  of  Loiiiion  ,  there 
wee  entr«il  our  boat»,  and  to,  nith  a  gmt  tnany  of  our 
friendi  in  oibor  like  boat<>t.  rowod  to  the  court  at 
Oreeneniteh,  where  before  the  conrt  gate  we  gntip  a 
Tolley  of  ihot :  tbf n  we  Undrd  and  wfnt  into  the  court, 
whero   we  hud  icrrat  cnterininmont  at  euery  office,  and 

many  of  our  frieudes  were  full  sorie  for  our  departing" 
—P.  3. 

The  voynge  wm  not  withont  an  element  of 
doDj^r  ;  but  it  may  be  atiited  that  with  cautious 
prudence  Ferri!*  and  Lii  companions  were  careful 
to  reduce  that  danger  to  a  Tcry  minimum.  They 
^nenilly  spent  their  nigfats  in  Rafo  unchoroKcs,  or 
in  some  harbour  where  they  were  hospitably  enter- 
tained by  flonie  one  or  other  of  the  town.opeople. 
This  will  go  11  long  way  to  Account  for  the  len^^th 
of  time  tuken  to  perform  the  journey.  The  fol- 
lowinf?  extract  contaiua  an  incident  which  evi- 
dently put  our  vnyugera  into  a  flutter  ; — 

"  The  next  morning,  we  aot  out  to  goe  for  the  landes 
end,  where  vuttin^  from  Pcnmns  with  our  hatfe  tid<-,  to 
recDiier  the  flrat  of  the  tide  at  the  land«cnd,  we  being 
in  our  Loitto  a  ureat  way  from  the  ehure,  ottr  ninitter 
dcicryed  »  Pyrate.  liaulnjf  a  vetsel  of  fouro  tunnc,  who 
made  towanlA  vs  amaine,  meanin:*  doubtles  to  haue 
robbed  19,  but,  doubtiog  moh  n  matter,  wc  rowed  ao 
ncare  the  rboare  aa  wee  miKbt ;  and  by  that  time  an  ho 
was  almost  come  atrs,  Kewerenearo  to  a  roclce  8tj>ii(lti>f; 
iu  the  ica,  where  tbia  Pyrate  thought  to  baue  taki^n  \t 
at  an  nditantiiiic  :  for  heinH  come  oloM  to  tb«  out  tide  of 
tbe  gaJdd  rocke,  called  Baynatde  ttonea,  be  wm  beoalined 
Mid  could  ni*>ke  no  way.  und  eo  were  we.  Bui  Ood,  who 
neucr  fnilrth  thfwo  tliat  put  their  Inut  in  him,  »«nt  ti 
a  comfort  vnlotikid  for  ;  for  as  we  rowud  t  >  coiue  ahout 
by  thi'  rorVe,  awldenly  wo  t-fpTcd  a  plaino  and  Tcric 
easie  way  fur  ts  Ut  pai»e  on  the  inner  aide  of  tbo  aaide 
rocke,  where  wc  went  througb  tery  phasantly,  and  by 
reason  thereof  tie  could  not  follow  y»:  tlias  wc  eacHpeil 
safely,  but  he  wkk  soouo  afl«r  taken  and  hroucht  In  at 
Briatow."— Pp.  8-P. 

The  reception  noooxded  to  Ferris  and  his  com- 
panions on  reaching  Brixtol  was  of  a  very  en- 
tbasiustic  character,  ob  wilJ  oppear  from  this 
quotAtinn  ; — 

"But  itWMwnnderfull  toae«and  hearewbat  rrtoyeini! 
there  wa«  mi  all  iidra  at  our  coming:  the  Mnior  of 
Bri4t»w.  with  bia  brrthcrfn  tbe  AMeruten.  oamo  t.)  the 
water  ►id©,  und  v-olcomid  tb  niott  louingly,  and  the 
people  CMDie  in  great  tnultitudcd  to  a«o  ▼■  ;  in  ao  much

were  feaated  moat  myally,  and  apared  for  no  coat  all  tbe 
time  that  we  rctnaitied  there.  Tbu-  banhij;  a  wbila 
refreahed  our  aelues  aft*r  our  an  tediona  lalwuM.  w« 
came  to  l^ondon  nn  SnterdaT,  Iwinif  the  eight  u(  August 
If'SO;  whereto  >pcako  truth  without  diM<mbIi>.K,  our 
entcruinement  at  our  coming  wu  great  and  bonounible 
efl|iecinlly  at  the  Court,  nnd  in  the  Ciliea  of  I^mdon  and 
WHttniDiter:  and  g<-nemlly  1  found  that  tbe  peopla 
greatly  reioyced  to  ece  v«  in  all  pUee*."— Pp.  l).l± 

Ferris  tells  us  th-it  he  "  wu  neucr  travned  rp 
on  the  water,"  whith  cunuot  be  Juid  of  JoLu  Tay- 
lor,  the  Water  Poet.     Thi*  worthy  and  a  com- 
{mninn  mimed  Roger  Bird   undertook  a  roya^ 
from  London  to  Quioborough  In  Kent,  in  n  bi 
made  of  brown  (w|>er  borne  up  by  wir  bluddi 
This  foolhardy  expedition  is  (jniphicaUy  f\e*tri 
by   Tnylor  himself  in  his  pTnisc  of  Utmjmtd:

While  Intely  taking  notes  for  an  Account  and 
Catntogne  of  the  small  collection  of  old  bookn  in 
the  library  of  the  nhove  nchool,  the  remnant  of 
u  bequest  (i\bout  the  year  1710)  by  Ralph  Pilling, 
one  of  the  head  taustent  of  tbc  subool,  to  bis  fino 
ce^son>,  I  tliscovered  iin  autograph  of  the  cniinont 
Archbishop  Crannier,  which  is  nnieworthy  on 
many  ijroiinds.  The  fac-Hiulles  of  the  archbishop's 
sinnatiire,  found  in  v:mous  hooka,  display  a  pretty 
wide  diversity  both  as  regards  the  style  of  writing 
nnd  the  nlibrcviation  or  fulnesR  of  the  two  words 
composing  it  ;  and  yet  it  is  Rcen,  oa  »  close  .itudy, 
that  a  family  likeness  runs  through  all.  Some  arc 
in  the  cramped  Ciemiiin  text  or  engrowiDg  bund, 
as  in  the  examples  in  Gorham's  Gleanittga  (p.  12) 
and  Michols's  Aulofjrofht,  1823  (plate  11),  which 
nl  a  fintt  glance  Imve  no  apparent  affinity  with  tbe 
Leigh  auiognpb.  But  another  claaa  of  CranmeKs 
nnlogrnpha  are  in  a  running  hiLDd,  and  it  ia  ono  of 
Iheac  (more  ctmlve  than  that  in  Sinis'a  A  utograplitf 
1842)  that  occurs  in  the  Leigh  library.  It  ia  thus 
written;  "ThouioaCjintuarien";  and  it  is  found  on 
the  lop  of  a  titlc-pnpe  of  an  Rvo.  copy  of  a  transla- 
tion of  (he  Book  of  Proverba,  with  r  cnmnient,  by 
"that  great  clerk"  Philip  Melancthon.  Tho 
volume  is  dated  1625,  and  is  thus  entitled  :  ".Solo- 
I  monif  Sen  |  Untiac,  rcr  |  *<r  ad  Jiebraicam 
Veri  I  tatttii  a  \  Fkii  Milan.  (  HagiinoiP,  per 
lolmn.  I  Seceriiim."  There  is  a  new  title-page  to 
the  Annotution.i :  "Ila/wt  [  /Ji'at,  tivtpro  \  vtrbia 
Solomo  I  Viitjilii  DaouO*,  j  Cum  AdnottUion^its 
I  Philipfn  Mdan-  }  cthonu.  I  Hrtgnnoa',  |>erIohaa 
I  nem  Secerium,  |  Cum  Indice."  nagenoa,  or 
Hagiienau,  now  in  France  in  the  Department  of 
Biu-Khin,  produced  scvcml  books  in  the  flficenth 
century.  John  Secer  do  Liincbo,  the  printer  of 
MehiDcthon's  book,  was  one  of  the  successors 
there  of  the  printer  Anseltne  (Dcscbouiptt's  Ui^*^ 
099-600). 
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After  considombic  aearch  I  was  enabled  to 
identify  the  autop^ph  with  one  rac-ainiiled  in  the 
Catalogue  of  the  C'olfe  Gramniftr  School  lihrAiy  ut 
LewiBbniij,  Kent,  edited  by  W.  H.  Bbrk,  1831. 
In  this  collpctinn,  it  Heems,  there  are  two  boolu 
with  Crnniiier'a  eptHcopul  aato;^aph  on  the  title- 
pages,  one  of  which  books  (Ci/ti/.,  p.  20)  is 
Enisnins's  yJ?i;iO(a(.  on  iht  Ntw  TMi.,  fol.,  Bwle, 
1527,  iinJ  the  other  (p.  24)  is  Buctir  On  the  EpistU 
to  the  Jiomam,  fol,,  Strnsburg,  1530,  with  a  dcdicn- 
tios  to  Cmnnier  himseir,  dated  8  K»l.  April,  ISriB. 
It  is  the  iiutograph  in  the  luttor  folio  which  Air. 
Bkck  hiia  fac-bimi)ed  in  hla  Oitalogut,  and  it  is 
the  very  same  type  of  writing  as  that  in  the  Leigh 
copy  of  Melanclhon,  the  latter  being  propor- 
tion:itely  sntidler,  and  written,  there  i*  \'\  Ulc  dutibl, 
about  the  same  time,  viz.,  about  three  years  nfler 
Crannier'a  accession  to  the  see  of  Canterbury. 

I  am  not  yet  sure  whether  certain  mnrks  in  the 
Meliincthon  are  not  those  of  the  archbishop,  who 
we  know  wua  in  the  habit  of  niarkin^r  his  bookK 
when  reailin;;  them,  for  lie  aeldom  read  without 
a  pen  in  his  hand.  In  what  w.\y  the  book  got 
into  this  obscure  comer  of  England  can  never 
perhaps  be  ascertained.  It  seoni!)  clear  that 
a  partial  dispersion  of  the  pn.'1nte''s  bookn  took 
place.  Tofid  {I.if/.  of  Cranmer,  it.  525)  says  that 
a  prent  part  of  Ornnmers  MSS.,  as  well  aa  his 
collection  of  printed  books,  were  either  cmhesalcd 
during  hi»  imprisonment,  or  fell  into  the  hands  of 
his  enemies  and  were  disperted  ;  .and  that  Archbp. 
Parker  recovered  seTerdl  of  the  former.  Mr.  Black 
could  not  explain  bow  the  two  Colfe  volames 
esoape<l  from  Crnnmer's  library,  which  after  his 
martyrdom,  March  21,  1555-6,  was  forrciled  to 
the  Crown,  then  jnssed  into  the  possetuion  of 
Henry,  Earl  of  Arundel,  sleM'ard  of  Queen  Jlary's 
household,  who  bequeathed  them,  in  157!>,  to  Lord 
Lumley's  libmry,  on  whose  death,  in  IG09,  they 
were  purchaiied  l)y  Henry,  Prince  of  Wnle-i.  On 
the  death  uf  the  latter,  in  1612,  many  nf  his 
books  were  sold  (Mr.  15.  E.  Chester  "Waters's 
Onualogical  Mtmoin  of  0?i«(er  of  Chichdr^j,  ii. 
385);  but  the  bulk  went  into  the  royal  library, 
and  no  raroo  to  the  British  Museum,  the  hooka 
being  marked  with  the  archbishop's  initials  at 
the  foot  of  the  binding.  The  pedigree  of  the 
Leigh  volume  may  in  jKirt  be  tracwl  by  other 
autographs  in  it.  Shortly  after  the  death  of 
Cranmer  the  book  appears  to  have  come  to  the 
bands  of  one  *'  F.  Smallwood  "  ;  next,  a  friend  of 
Filling's,  "Johannes  Bircbeohead  rao  jurepossidet 
anno  Dom'i  1677.  pret  3*.";  Btill  later,  "Sura 
e  Libris  Rndulphi  Pilling  Sdml.-D  MuucunienKis 
alumni,  A.n,  16011.  Ex  Donia  Johannis  Rirchen- 
head."  In  a  tjiler  hand  is  the  autograph  "  Thomas 
Bureon"((),  perhaps  a  scholar  in  Leigh  School. 
In  the  illusagfl  of  several  generations  of  schoolboys 
the  pr»«rvation  of  this  toIudio  is  due  to  its  ex- 
cellent binding  of  beech  boards,  formerly  secured 


by  clasps.  A  fac-simile  of  Cranuior'a  autojjnnb 
has  been  kindly  made  by  Mr.  J.  P.  HylMfuy 
I'.S.A,  which  is  to  be  engmved  for  my  Acconsl 
of  the  library. 

The  book  itself  ta  pregnant  with  sssociatiani  of 
its  firrtt  possessor,  who  actiuired  it>  we  may  sup- 
pose, out  of  admiration  of  Meloncthon's  niodeia- 
tion  and  learning.  The  antogmph  rccntla  the 
hand— the  calm  hand — which  left  its  m:irk  on  the 
Knslish  Liturg}-,  as  aUo  the  hand  whii '  ,     ]—

the  attention  to  tho  noble  lihr.iry  uf  VMiti.ii  u  onoe 
formed   part,— that   collection  which  wiis  always 
freely  open  to  men  of  letters,  to  whtuh  Latimer 
resorted,  and  where   Ascbam   met    with  Jtulhois 
which  the  two    univerbities  could    not   fumisb.

376-7)  that  the  libraryof  the  revepenrj  tuxd 
learned  prelate,  who  fainiKelr  «nent  about  thr»e  part* 
of  the  day  iu  stndy,  included  the  eccU-siastical 
writers  of  nil  ages,  and  he  in:irticutftriy  refers  to  one 
of  the  archbishop's  books,   contiiining    probably 
the  very  (tame  form  of  autograph  as  lout  now

know.  The  writer  of  the  Saturdnj/  Hevitw  article, 
who  can  tell  u  great  deal  about  Bristol,  bat  pro- 
bably as  little  about  Oxford,  may  haro  leen  the 
firc^t  announcement  of  the  dcw  fact  and  copied  it 
without  exiiminatioD  ;  and  it  is  announced  in 
a  maoner  of  wj  much  deciftion  and  authority  that 
persons  who  do  not  know  Oxford  may  reasonably 
acquiesce,  and  may  assist  in  propajfaling  the  belief 
in  "  Hart  Hall,  now  Balliol  College."  But  the 
biBtory  of  England,  already  amply  comJc,  need  nob 
have  another  element  of  debate.

Balliol  College  nerer  was  Hart  HalL  Hart, 
or  Hert,  Hall— "  Aula  Ccrvina"— became  an 
Kcadetnicol  hall  early  in  the  reign  of  Kdw;urd  I. 
It  Utok  its  name  &om  the  abbrevLation  of  the  naroo 
nf  the  original  owners,  the  Do  Hertford  family. 
Hert  was  treated  us  Hart.  In  17-10,  Dr.  Ingram 
t*Us  us,  Dr.  Newton,  "who  had  b«n  already  prin- 
cipal ton  years,"  obtained  .■*  charter  by  which  Hart 
Hall  was  made  Hertford  College.  This  existed  till 
18i>5,  when  it  expired.  No  one  conld  be  found  to 
succeed  the  last  princip:it,  who  died  that  yeor. 

In  IH20  Magdalene  Hall  was  burned  down. 
The  opiMirtuniiy  vm  taken  to  remove  that  society 
to  the  buildings  of  (Hart  Hall)  Hertford  College. 
New  buildings  wero  immediately  added,  and 
Magdalene  Hall  went  nn  till  187-1,  when  it  was 
snppresBetl  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  Hertford 
College,  on  the  old  site  of  Hart  Hall,  was  coUed 
into  existence  again.  Tn  the  laat  oeoiury  the 
armorial  ensigns  of  HertfonI  Collego  were  a  "  Iiart 
at  a  ford,  with  the  fullowing  appropriate  motto  or 
legend,  Sicut  cervua  anheliit  ad  fontes."  But  T 
observed  on  the  funeral  achievement  which  was 
hung  outside  the  lodgings  of  the  principal  at  the 
death  of  the  worthy  Dr.  Michell,  that  the  revived 
college  bad  tjiken  what  I  believe  was  the  original 
bearing  of  Hart  Hall,  the  arms  of  Elias  de  Hert- 
ford :  Gules,  a  hart's  head  caboched,  affronliSe 
argent,  nttiretl  or ;  between  the  attires  a  cross 
pjit^  fichi^e  or.  Dr,  Ingram  mentions  both  coats, 
but  without  tinctures.  Among  the  "  Scriptores  " 
Antony  i  Wood  mentions  Gulielmns  Wircester.

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niiutters  and  men  for  January,  veriBed  by  the 
strike  of  the  Midluml  (*nartiii.  Of  course  all 
the  above  events  are  likely  enough,  if  only  a 
sufficient  mage  of  time  is  gircn  for  their  occur- 
rcDcc.  Thfre  iimy  be  an  avcrajie  of  two  or  three 
atrikeis  per  anuuiu,  but  ihechunces  ure  still  largely 
ogaitMl  i\w  pntpheL  who  fixes  ou  u  particular  month. 
So  of  colliery  aeciiicDt-i  ;  but  lo  this  cuee  the 
event  is  fixed  lo  happen  near  a  given  day,  and  the 
improbability  of  the  ooincidenoc,  as  such  merely, 
Ib  greatly  Bupniented.  As  a  mattor  of  feet,  how-

or  no  gneM-work  in  their  pmi^ihire.  The  grounds 
of  their  preiJictioD!)  may  uU  bo  frnind,  by  auy  one 
vho  will  take  the  trouble  to  examine,  in  the  many 
treotlses  on  the  xubjcct,  from  the  time  <if  Ptotemy 
downwnrdn.  When  it  in  reniemberpd  tbdt  the 
practice  of  astrology  for  reward  is  stili  a  criiuinaJ 
offence  by  our  law,  and  that  not,  a^  formerly,  upon 
any  religious  scruples,  bub  because  the  luiHorted 
science  is  regarded  as  a  deliision  and  Its  prac- 
titioners as  swindlers  (which  they  might  well  not 
be  if  even  the  former  proposition  were  true),  the 
justice  of  publiflliing  evidence  to  the  contrary  will 
be  admitted.  Ah  Mr.  Lecky  poitit«  out,  »o-c;dle<] 
superstitions  have  seldom  been  exploded  by  any 
process  of  reason  or  dcmon^tmtion  directly  aimed 
at  them,  but  have  Kimply  dropped  into  disrepute  in 
educated  minds  from  their  non-accordance  with  the 
geDeral  tendencies  of  modern  thought.  And  herein 
may  lurk  a  two-fold  fiullacy  ;  for  the  intellectual 
tendency  may  not  be  really  progressive,  or  the 
inconsiiitency  of  the  beliefs  in  question  therewith 
may  be  only  upporent.  V.  C.  SA.

The 
French  ehihlren  oeem  to  have  associated  quite 
anotlicr  idea  with  this,  as  see  l.'otgrave :  "  LutietU, 
the  merrietbought ;  the  forked  craw-bone  of  a 
bird,  which  we  use  in  sport  to  put  on  our  noses. 
Lunettes^  spectacles.'*  In  Holland  the  merry- 
thought seems  also  to  have  been  used  to  play  at 
spectacles  with.  "  Zfri/,  n  pair  of  spectacles.  JM

CANONS,  PREBENDARIES,  AND  HONORARY 

CANONS. 

(B*  S.  xi.  C9.) 

The  (questions  osked  by  A^nna  openup  a  some- 
whiit  wide  field  for  counnent.  First,  ^lat  is  the 
emcl  difference  betwetn  yreUiulnries  and  cfinmu  f 
This  pcrhapa  is  not  very  eaey  to  answer.  If  you 
look  m  ecclesiastical  law  books  you  will  Hod  (as 
is  usual  in  law  hooka)  much  confused,  or  obsolete, 
or  irrelevant  inforiuotion,  out  of  which  bottle  of 
hny  you  extnict  your  needle  us  you  be»t  can.  Yoq 
will  find,  for  instance,  that  Lord  Coke  says  a  pro- 
hendary  is  a  prebendary  becuuse  he  nupports  the 
Church  ;  nnd  then  again  you  wili  find,  without 
mutnh  surprise,  that  that  impudent  judicial  umr* 
derer  was  as  wrong  in  his  derivations  as  he  was 
in  other  things,  nnd  that  a  prebendary  is  a  prfr- 
heudaiy  because  the  Church  supports  Aim.  But 
I  should  much  like  to  know  {and  perhaps  some 
learned  person  con  tell  us)  where  you  will  find  the 
precise  aijferentia  of  a  canon  and  a  prebendary 
clearly  and  fully  explained, 

Of  course,  a  canon,  canonictia,  is  a  spiritual 
person  who  is  joined  with  others  in  observing  (or 
net  observing)  a  certain  Kavoiv,  or  nde  of  life  and 
worship,  in  a  cnthedml  or  collegiate  church.  And 
a  preliendary,  prw/ww^nu*,  is  a  Bpiritual  person 
who  enjoys  u  jwo-ftrndiitw,  or  endowineul,  given  to 
a  cathcdnd  or  conventual  churcli  "for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  secular  priest  or  regular  canon."  But 
the  praheniluin  or  irrebend  la  *'  the  maintenance  or 
stipend  Imth  of  tkt  one  and  the  other"  i.e.  both  of 
the  prebendary  and  of  the  canon  (see  Sir  R.  Pbilti- 
morc's  Keel  Law,  p.  167) ;  so  that  the  canon, 
would  seem  to  be  a  prebendary  in  virtue  of  bis 
pn^en'him,  and  the  prebendary  a  canon  in  virtae 
of  his  oflice.  I  do  not  know  whether  any  one  bat 
the    Rev.   Prebendary    M.Wi\nin-L\^s  \ltt\wW-   «»». 
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wholly  explain  this  mystery.  It  is  possible,  in- 
deed, that  Mr.  Wnlcott  has  explained  it  already  io 
bis  Harred  Archaology^  a  book  to  which  unfor- 
tunntely  I  have  n  >t  ueceaa. 

Catbcdml  aathorities  themaelvcs  seem  to  con- 
found the  teima  c  noit  and  jn-ibendnry.  Take,  for 
instance,  the  return!)  from  tbc  rnriouB  Obnplers, 
given  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Fitat  Report  of  the 
Calbedml  CotumiBsioners  of  1852.  The  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  St,  Panl's,  wbich  is  a  cathedral  of  the 
Old  Fotindation,  say  (p.  33)  that  "the  thirty 
canoiu  of  the  church  of  St.  Pnors,  with  their 
head,  the  bishop,  conittitulo  the  body  and  the 
chapter."  And  iinmediutely  ufterwitrd.i  they  say 
that  "every  jtrtbtiidary"  ha<l  in  old  time  his 
vicar,  "  so  that  there  were  originally  thirty  vicara 
choral  besides  thirty  prcbendarieM.'*    So  that  they 


possess  them,  having  obtained  a  speciid  Act  for 
the  purpose  ;  St.  Albans  alone  remaina  nnpro- 
video. 

Now,  on  looltinf;  tfaron^h  the  penonnel  of  tb» 
!>evenil  cathedral  bodies,  I  find  Uiat  all  the  Old 
FoiiudatioQ  or  secular  cathedrals  (iBctudlnf;  ftlto 
those  of  St  Davids  and  Lbmdafr,  which,  like  the 
two  other  Welsh  sees,  are  of  the  Old  Foundation) 
have  a  long  liit  of  prebendaries — in  addition  to  th» 
canons  residentiary,  who  are  coTorneil  by  recent 
legiBlalion— except  Salisburj-,  which  (like  St.  Asaph 
and  Ban^ror)  has  caooas  uoaresidentiary  where 
one  wonld  expect  to  see  prelienduries.  And  I  find 
that  all  the  New  Foundation  or  conventual 
euthcfirals,  and  all  the  aixtccuth  century  catfaedmhi^ 
and  all  the  nineteenth  century  cathedrals  wbioh 
yet  are  completely  organized,  hare  no  prebendarii 


use  the  words  canon  and  prtlttndary  as  if  they    and    have    canons    (n>nidcntiary}    and    hoi 


were  ■ynonyinous.  Tlius,  too,  the  Deau  imd 
Chapter  of  Durham,  which  is  n  cathedral  of  the 
Ncic  Foundation,  say  Cp.  45)  that  "  the  Chapter 
of  Durham  was  founded"  "for  a  dean,  tjptlve 
pTehenilarie.s^  and  "  Ac.  And  then  again  they  say 
that  the  Chapter  of  Durham  oonsist^  "  of  a  dean 
and  nine  cttnoru  {thret  mnonriu  bein^  under  eas- 
pcnsion)."  Thus  the  9  +  3  canons  evidently  =  the 
1 2  prebendaries. 

Most  returiers  of  "N.  &  O,**  sre  douhtless  aware 
that  the  English  catheJnila  arc  of  four  claawa. 
First,  those  of  the  Old  Foundation,  which  are 
York,  St.  Paul's,  Chicheater,  Exeter,  Hereford, 
Lichfield,  Lincoln,  Sarum,  and  Walh  •  nine  in  all. 
Ja  each  of  these  the  bishop  had  his  dean  and 
canons  (or  prebendaries)  from  the  be^inninK  of  the 
see,  Secondly^  those  of  the  New  Fouodatioo, 
which  are  Caoterbury,  Durham,  Carlisle,  Ely, 
Norwich,  Rochenter,  Winchester,  and  Worcester; 
eight  in  idl.  From  the  twelfth  to  the  sixteenth 
century  all  these  eight  cathe«irals  were  cooventual, 
and  had  u  prior  and  monks  instead  of  a  dean  and 
ccrnona,  which  prior  and  racmks  formed  the  bishop's 
chapter.  But  on  the  abolition  of  the  Roman 
juris<lict»oa  all  the  eight  recovered  their  ancient 
secular  character  ;  in  other  words,  not  only  inferior 
see3,  but  the  primatial  cathedral  of  Canterbury, 
the  old  repal  seat  of  Winchester,  the  palatine 
throne  of  Durham,  became  what  York  had  always 
been — iodependentof  any  monastic  order.  Thirdly, 
the  live  new  cjtiheilrals  of  the  sixteenth  ccDtnrv, 
Bri.»tol,  Chester.  Gloucester,  Oxford,  and  PctcV- 
borounh,  all  of  which  had  till  then  been  conventual 
churches  only,  and  were  made  the  cathedrals  of 
five  new  sees.  Fourthly*  the  four  new  colherlrals 
of  the  nineteenth  century  :  Ripon  (183fl),  Man- 
chester (18.17),  Truro  (187C},  and  St  Albons 
(lyTT).  Of  these,  Ripon  and  Manchester  possess 
a  dean  and  canons  ;  Truro  is  in  a  fair  way  to

canons  only.  This  ditTerence  is  intelltfvible  and 
sif;niticant.  if  we  consider  that  sepamte  prebends 
are  inapplicable  to  the  case  of  a  convent,  und  that 
such  prehemis  could  not  well  be  created  in  a 
cAthednd  whoKe  revenues  reprewnt  those  of  a 
dissolved  monastic  house.  Suuh,  At  any  r»t«,  is 
my  conjecture  ;  but  I  should  be  glad  to  know 
what  Mr.  Widcott  has  to  say  of  the  mattor.

entitled  to  at^dls  and  to  take  rimk  in  the  <-.

Yatelet,  Hamts  (S'^S.  ic.3t»7,  475  ;  xi.  31.)  — 
Mk.  Wkoowood  has  rendered  such  good  serried 
in  tho  department  of  etymology  thai  it  is  with 
some  hesitation  one  ventures  to  differ  from  him. 
On  ibe  present  occasion,  however,  it  appears  to 
me  that  his  conclusions  cannot  be  sustAined. 

He  says  that  I  liave  fallen  into  the  mistake, 
made  by  himself  in  the  first  edition  of  his  Dic' 
fionart/,  of  confounding  gaU^  a  way  or  street,  from 
root  gd,  with  gnU  or  ya/«,  an  entrance  or  door, 
which  he  derives  from  A.-.S.  gtoian.  to  pour. 

I  am  only  in  possession  of  the  first  edition  of 
Mr.  Wedowood's  work,  but,  like  the  friar  men- 
tioned by  Brasmaa,  I  prefer  hia  old  "  mumpsimus  " 
to  his  modern  "sumpsinius." 

Let  us  consider  each  of  the  points  thus  raised. 
First,  as  to  the  identity  or  otherwise  of  j;€»i<,  a  way 
itT  street,  with  gaU  or  yatr,  an  entrance  or  door- 
way. The  mere  interchange  of  g  and  y  is  of  no 
impoKance  in  relation  to  the  origin  of  the  word, 
since  it  eqaolly  applies,  whatever  l>e  itt;  derivation. 
A  hint  or  two.  however,  may  be  thrown  out  in 
pxssing.  Mil  Weduwood  sujs  that  gate,  i%  street, 
is  never  written  with  a  y.  This,  no  doubt,  In 
modern  times  is  correct,  but  it  doc»  not  prove 
nmch.  A-3.  ga,  gmt,  and  their  corresponding 
words  la  the  kindred  languages  all  originally  lieKau 
with  g,  and  so  continued  until  after  the  Conquest, 
when  the  Norman  influence  began  to  soften  the 
ruggedness  of  tho  native  speech.  Words  from 
a  common  source,  when  they  branch  oil'  into 
separate  meanings,  rretpienlly  change  thctr  pro- 
nunciation as  a  matter  of  convenience,  e.g.  tcUyr^ 
tatire^  human — humane,  &c.  The  letter  y  ai 
a  vowel  exisUnl  in  our  mother  tongne,  but  I  am 
not  aware  that  our  modem  consonantal  v  is  to  be 
found  in  the  language.  If  we  refer  to  Domesday 
Book  we  find  scarcely  any  ploco  names  with  the 
initial  y.  There  are  many  compoundt'd  with  gaU: 
t;alehar*t,  Gales thorpe,  (iatesdeae,  Gatelme,  &c. 
I  cannot  find  Uateley  in  the  Hampnbire  record,  but 
there  is  Gateloa  in  Norfolk,  and  Gatooombe  both 
iu  Hants  and  Devon.  Many  of  the  f^'n  have  in 
modern  times  been  buftencd  into  y,  but  this  proves 
nothing  aa  to  their  .  riginol  application.  The 
transition  is  very  curious.  The  A.-S,  g  was  in 
many  cases  aupersoded  in  favour  of  the  eiiuivocal 
letter  }  or  j,  which  aopeara  to  bare  been  originally 
the  aspirated  g  or  g\  but  gradually  changed  ita 
character,  and  finnlly  settled  into  the  cnnsonantal  tf- 
In  Wicklilfo's  New  Testament  this  letter  standa 
for  a  variety  of  sounds.  Nigh  la  spelled  rtW ; 
fight,  n^U;  </a(«,  )a(«;  again^  o^«n;  qttve,\o»a,«Ui. 
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In  the  mfxlem  editions  of  our  old  writora, 
Chiucer,  Piers  IMun-mun,  and  olhurs,  the  tnituil  tj 
will  iwuiiUy  lie  fouml  rcpreBeDted  in  the  iI3S.  by 
thi.H  puz/Ung  letter,  the  trao  pronuDciatioD  of  which 
is  very  doubtful.* 

This  change  of  ^  to  y  U  not  a  northern  pccn- 
liarity,  u«  supposed  by  Ma.  Wedgwood.  It  ivill 
b«  fuuDd  that  the  majority  of  place  names  be^in- 
ning  with  tho  ooniionaota]  y  ure  south  of  the  Trent 
and  IVferMy.  So  mu^h  for  tho  form  of  iho  word, 
which  prewnti  no  difficulty  In  identifying  tho 
modern  YattUy  with  A.-S.  OaieUa. 

I  will  odd  a  few  words  as  to  the  connexion  or 
otherwise  of  gaUj  a  road  or  street,  with  gale^  an

nnd  A--S.  gai^gt  Old  Ger.  sugang^  nditus,  ingang, 
nn  entrance,  &c.  Gat^  »  ^Ato,  and  gala,  a  road, 
in  Icelandic,  are  by  Cleasby  and  Vigfusson  con- 
nected together.  Tlie  sense  of  going  applies 
equally  to  the  opening  throu^ih  which  we  paw  and 
the  roaid  leading  thereto.  The  inconvenience  of 
one  word  in  a  double  si^iHcation  early  led  to 
ft  Beporation.  In  tlie  North,  as  at  York  and 
Bereiley,  the  streeltt  ore  called  gateM  and  the  gate- 
ways han:  Middegate  Bar,  Boothain  Gar,  &c. 
South  of  the  Trent  and  Mersey  tho  entrances  are 
colled  gntff  and  the  roads  atrettt.  In  some  cases 
in  the  South  the  old  term  gate  still  clings  tu  the 
streets,  as  id  AldgaU^  London,  This  exptanation, 
I  think,  iH  E)iuple  and  naturoL 

The  derivation  of  gatt  from  A.-S.  geotan,  Goth. 
ytttCan,  Norse  giutiiy  to  pour,  seems  to  me  quite 
untenable.  A  gate  is  a  barrier,  an  obstruction, 
intended  to  let  peonle  pass,  but  certainly  not  to 
jKMtr,  which  is  more  likely  to  take  place  in  the  un- 
obstructe<t  streeta.  t  Call  to  we  any  evidence  in 
favour  of  this  etymology.  The  derivatives  of 
gtotait,  giuta—goit,  gmct,  a.  waterwupse  ;  Goit,  tho 
name  of  a  river  ;  gouU,  drops— all  nreserve  the 
clos«  0  or  «  sound,  whilst  gate  mAtntaina  the  open 
a  Kiiind  of  ga.  In  some  towns  the  two  forms  go 
to]L:ether,  and  the  entrance  is  style*!  the  bar-gat^, 
certainly  conveying  anything  but  the  idea  of  pour- 
ing. Temple  Bur,  which  was  to  all  intenu  and 
pnrposM  a  gaU,  waa  removed  because  of  its  pre- 
rcoting  the  pnuring  of  the  multitude. 

The  word  for  gales  in  most  l&nguj^a  conveys 
the  idea  of  protection,  exclusion.  Compare  Lat. 
y(*rt(i  in  the  proverb,  "Porta  itineri  longissima" 
("  The  first  step  ia  the  hardest ")  ;  Greek  m-Xij, 
applied  not  only  to  city  gates,  but  to  mountain

As  in  common 
pjirlancc  wc  any  the  hem  of  a  garment  to  designate 
itM  border,  so  in  Devonshire  speech  the  border  or 
fikirting  of  a  field  or  plot  of  groTiod  ia  called  the 
htm.  In  the  ixtorer  lands  such  waste  borders 
round  the  cultivated  portion  of  a  field  arc  very 
common,  and  these  are  not  always  mere  strips. 
Probably  the  fields  advertised  under  the  name  of 
the  Hems  were  such  waste  portions  which  had 
been  encloBed.  The  root  of  the  word  is  evidently 
the  Teutonic  htm,  v.a.,  to  oppose  n  barrier  to,  to 
enclose.     Wo  at  the  present  day  eay  "  to  hem  in." 

In  Devonshire  the  open  land  on  the  bonk  of  a 
stre-Qui  is  called  a  ham.  This  may  be  cognate 
with  the  Scandinavian  holm^  which  is  used  in  the 
same  sense.  Perhaps  places  so  named  had  for- 
merly a  sabaidiory  water-course,  and  were  con- 
sidererl  as  islands.  In  names  of  places  it  is 
doubtful  to  what  origin  to  refer  the  ftam,  naually 
found  in  composition.  One  form  is  manifestly 
from  tlie  A.-S.  h6m,  E.  homt,  but  in  other  coses 
tho  ham,  often  hamp,  evidently  meant  a  field  or 
enclosure  —  Northampton,  Southampton.  The 
hamp  hero  bears  a  rescmblncco  to  tbe  Latin 
aimptis. 

I  shooM  snppose  the  South  Hams  is  moTo 
likely  to  relate  to  the  South  Fields,  or  enclosed 
lands,  than  to  tho  meadows  by  river  banks,  al- 
though there  is  no  lock  of  such  localities  in  the 
south  of  Devon.

a  conipihition  from  Stow  is  pretty  true.  In  1683 
DcIiLunc  printed  hia  celebrated  work  entitled 
A  Plea  for  Vie  NotuanformitU,  intended  a.*i  a 
reply  to  Benjamin  Culamy'a  Bermon  A  i^erripuhtu 
Comcitnee.  JDelaune's  book  was  declared  aeditious 
and  scandalous.  He  w.i8  committed  to  Newgnt«, 
tried  on  December  17,  1683,  and  sentenced  to  pay 
one  hundred  markn,  to  be  impriioned  till  it  was 
paid,  and  the  Iiook  to  bo  burnt.  Delanae  was  not 
able  Id  pa^  the  fine  ;  one  trouble  followed  on 
iinother  ;  hit  wife  and  two  children  died,  and  at 
the  ond  of  (iftecn  months  lie  also  died,  in  Newgate. 
Deluune  was  to  have  been  pilloried,  but  in  con- 
sideration of  his  scholarship  that  part  of  his 
sentence  was  forgiven.  There  were  seven  editions 
of  the  Plea  for  the  NonconformiMh  between  16B3 
and  ITOU,  when  Dofoe  printed  it  with  a  preface  of 
bis  own. 

The  first  edition  of  Delatine's  London  is  rare. 
Five  yean  after  bin  death  it  was  reprinted,  in  lOIK). 
I  do  not  think  this  second  edition  can  be  called 
*'  very  rare"  (see  n  note  by  Diu  Kimdault,  &"•  S. 
iv.  1(16).  It  is  a  very  frtquent  error  to  say  that 
he  wiifl  pilloried  for  writing  the  book  on  London, 
and  that  ho  wiw  a  minister.  In  his  Narrative  of 
Sufferings^  IflM,  he  says  he  never  was  in  orders 
and  never  preached,  but  kept  a  grammar  school 
till  he  was  sent  to  prison  in  1683.

Few  persona  whom  I  meet  care  for  Homeric 
criticism  ;  and  I  have  found  very  sound  icholara 
who  trr.itcd  Wolf  with  contempt  withont  having 
re«d  bis  ProUgomaio.  Its  length  is  only  280 
pn^es,  nnd  my  opinion — v<i.ImA  gcnii/Hm— is  thnt 
fi  more  interesting  and  convincing  piece  of  criticism 
does  not  exist.  It  was  duly  appreciated  in  Ger- 
many, hut  in  England  the  Woltions  were  in  a  very 
small  mtnotity,  unbelped  by  the  learned  and 
ponnJed  by  the  eloquence  of  Mr.  Gladstone,  like 
the  Greeks  at  their  ships  trenihlinp;  at  Hector ; 
but  we  now  bail  the  arrtviU  of  Mr.  Potey  as  the 
Greeks  did  that  of  Achilles.

SEPTl'AGENARIAN. 

Some  years  since  I  became  possessed  of  a  mana* 
script  entitled  "Practical  Philosophy  of  Qmim, 
Mindj  and  Action  in  Ou  AisoCMlion  and  Pur- 
suits of  Life,  f&rminff  a  Handbook  to  InteUidual 
Knowlohje^  by  a  Septuagenarian."  Tbe  hand- 
writing is  clear,  but  in  many  places  bears  evidence 
of  the  ago  of  the  writer.  I  can  find  nothing  to 
indicate  the  exact  date  of  the  work,  but  it  ia 
evidently  of  the  early  part  of  tbe  present  century, 
AS  an  Allusion  is  made  to  Ijord  BeiuMURfield,  thea 
Mr.  Disraeli,  in  the  following  wools:  "Ben 
D'Israeli  boa  cashiered  his  nwlicil  curls,  and 
Count  d'Orsay  is  left  alone  in  his  glory." 

The  work  is  compoited  of  slips  of  paper,  many 
full  of  erasures.  These  have  been  mounted  on 
separate  sheets,  and  in  that  condition  came  into 
my  poKPMsion.  (Quotations  and  exlrncta  appear 
generally  to  be  marked.  Our  Septuagenarian  was 
evidently  a  wide  and  diligent  reader,  priding  him- 
self upon  his  self-culture,  and  holding  the  creed 
that  the  proper  study  of  mankind  is  man.  Aa  I 
nm  anxious  to  know  if  this  saanuacrtpt  has  ever 
been  printed,  perhaps  you  will  allow  m*  \ft  ^iwavj 
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your  \'a!m\hle  space  with  a  few  extract*  ;  and 
fthouM  the  work  nave  been  printed,  no  doubt  it  is 
known  to  some  of  your  wide  circle  of  readers. 
Here  is  the  preface  (the  cftpitAla  are  in  the 
original)  :—

your  readers,  like  myself,  may  be  glad  of  further 
information  relating  to  the  Clan  Matheson,  which 
I  feel  sure  many  of  your  correspondents  can  supply : 

*'Blr,— Id  a  reesnt  obituary  notice  which  appeared  in 
the  TVuur,  mention  is  mado  of  a  Clan  Mathoaon  ai  at 
preaeut  exiitinfr;  thii  would  appear  to  be  somewhat 
erroneous.  Tharc,  no  doubt,  once  waa  a  Cltio  Matheaon, 
or  .Mathieson,  or  Matbi8on,resp«ctin[;  which  £)i« //I'jtory 
o/tfit  HcotluK  UvjhJtituis  Eivea  alitcht  hifurmatloa,  from 
which  I  quota  tha  following  :—

The  "honorary  canons  "  appointed  by  the  bishop 
are  a  mere  titular  creation  of  the  Act  of  1B40. 
Hitherto  the  sovereign  had  been,  by  a  custom 
borrowed  from  the  Continent,  the  only  honorary 
canon  at  St.  David's,  Irish  cathedrals  have  canons 
and  prebendaries,  and  therefore  no  hononuy 
canonries ;  and  Truro  cannot  have  prebendariw 
until  tbe  canons  have  the  nev  prebends  en- 
dowed. 

The  serious  question,  when  viewed  by  canon  xlii. 
of  I6(>4,  lit  whether  the  Act  of  1H40  whh  desigued 
to  a.H5iiuilate  tbe  two  syatema,  so  as  to  require  no 
preliminaiy  qualification  for  a  residentiaryahip  in 
a  nomlnse  of  the  diocesan  orthe  Crown.  A  similar 
proceeding  was  qaashe^l  by  the  abolition  of  the 
miiuscd  option  of  former  days. 

In  the  Old  Foundatiuus  the  tradition  of  a  hook 
for  spirituaU  and  a  laif  for  temporals  was  the 
practice  at  an  installation.

The  notion  of  a  canon  losing;  his  canonry,  as  he 
might  lose  his  hat,  in  moving  from  one  diocese  to 
another  may  be,  as  A.  J.  M.  says,  **  truly  comical," 
but  it  happens  to  be  the  present  rnle  in  the  dioocso 
of  Santm.  A  prebendary,  or,  as  it  is  now  the 
inconvenient  fashion  to  call  him,  canon  non- 
residentiary,  if  he  leaves  the  diocese  has  to  resign 
his  stall  in  the  cathedral,  or  possibly  it  becomes 
ipso  facto  vacant  When  this  rule  was  introduced 
I  um  not  aware,  but  it  is  of  quite  recent  date,  for 
there  are,  I  believe,  still  one  or  two  prebendaries 
living  wlio  were  appointed  before  it  was  in 
existence.

2,  ""Wherefore  art  thou  red  in  thine 
apparel,  and  thy  ^nnuents  like  him  thut  treadeth 
in  the  wioefixt?"  and  asks,  "Nunquid  rubtcunda 
Tdstiiuenta  nqua  facere  potest  f  ant  in  torculari  aqua 
eat,  mirc  pedibua  calcatur,  et  prcio  exprimitur?'''^ 
dearfy  intimating,  I  take  it,  that  in  his  day  the 
eucharistic  wine  was  not  white,  but  red.

Here  the  nJ}ore^  which  is  also  used  by  Cyprian, 
remove*  all  doubt  as  to  the  colour  of  the  wine  of 
which  they  are  ^peakiny;,  and  as  both  Fathers 
apply  it  to  the  siicramenttil  wine,  it  follows  as  a 
consequence  that  it  was  rtd  aa  used  in  their 
time.

on  how  slight  n  foundation  one  theory  of  our 
descent  from  the  Haydons  of  Cadhay  rests,  but 
also  as  illustrating  his  conscientiousneea  under 
difficult  circumstances  in  the  inrestigation  of  facts, 
and  his  extniordinary  raahuesM  in  the  interpretiUioa 
of  them.  Once  in  sight  of  the  supposed  cmdle 
of  his  race,  be  does  not,  as  so  many  merely 
ima>^inative  men  would  have  done,  give  himself 
up  entirely  to  dreAming  over  the  fauuly  tradition, 
oven  in  the  Ini^^ifiod  form  in  which  it  presented 
itself  to  his  memory,  nor  to  wandering  about 
Cadbny  House  and  wailing  over  the  loss  of  that 
beautiful  and  venerable  residence.  Some  natural 
regret  ho  feels  and  reconis ;  but  it  is  soon  set 
aitide,  and  be  goes  resolutely  to  work,  like  the 
dullest  paid  pedigree-hunter,  at  parish  registers, 
tombstones,  nnd  tablets.  He  ferrets  out  the  oldest 
inlinbuants  (apparently  confining  lumself^  very 
Hensibly,  to  pennons  of  good  position),  and  records 
all  he  gets  from  them  for  future  use.  On  his 
return  to  London  he  spends  two  days  out  of  his 
scanty  loisuro  in  the  Prerogative  OfBce,  and  looks 
up  the  wills  of  the  lost  Haydons  of  Cadhay.  Ho 
writes  to  Exeter  for  those  of  others  of  the  same 
name,  and,  finding  nothing  ^  his  purpotte  in  any, 
the  matter  drops  out  of  notice  in  hia  diary,  and  bis 
versatile  and  inexhaustible  aotivity  attacks  some 
new  aubjoct. 

As  far  OS  ho  proceeded  in  liis  researches  my 
hthpT  pursued  the  right  path  ;  and  but  for  want 
of  leisure,  and  a  very  excusable  ignorance  of  soureos 
of  genealogical  information  other  than  parish 
registers,  monumental  inscriptions,  and  wills,  he 
would,  without  doubt,  have  collected  facts  RufTicient, 
if  correctly  interpreted,  to  have  ennbleil  him  to 
unticipute  all  the  results  at  which  I  have  smce 
arrived,  and  which  have  been  already  published  in 
the  paj^es  of  "  N.  &  U."  He  did  not,  however. 
go  far  enough  to  be  able  to  disprove  the  stoiy  of 
Mra.  Fugc'snunt,  which  was,  indeed,  in  n  rangnitied 
fonn,  the  hosoof  his  geneiUogical  operation».  Pity 
that,  like  Bliicher  in  the  Waterloo  carapnign,  he 
did  not  voluntarily  cut  himseLfolT  from  it  altogether. 
The  result  would  have  been,  as  in  that  case,  a  de- 
cisive victory  over  a  great  sham.  I  lutve  Miid  that 
my  father  accepted  this  story  in  a  magnified  form. 
As  originally  recorded  by  Mtk.  Fuge  (May  3(>, 
1815)  it  runs  as  follows  :  "I  recollect  often  hearing 
my  aunt  [one  of  Robert  Haydon's  sisters]  stiy  that 
her  father  was  in  poaseasion  of  the  estate  of 
Cadhay."  In  his  journal  roy  father  quotes  this 
stjttcment  as  follows :  "  Mm.  Fugc,  my  father's 
sister,  remember<i  hr rount  (my  cmndfather'ssister) 
saying  that  she  Qitrr  aunt)  told  her  (Mrs.  Page) 
that  she  remembered  her  father  (consequently  my 
great-grandratber)  in  possession  of  the  estate  I  " 

This  vemion  of  the  statement  of  Robert  Haydon's 
sister,  which  has  been  adopted  by  other  memben  of 
my  family,  of  course  places  our  descent  froiu  the 
Haydonfi  of  Cadbny  oa  %  mucti  twrt*  «i!toJ^  Vs^i^^itti- 
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tion  tbon  the  stAt«ineDt  itnelf,  as  recorded  by  Mrs. 
Fnge,  does.  The  assertioo  thnt  ve  remeiuber  a 
state  of  tbinf^  as  existent  is  mucb  stronger  cridencc 
than  the  mere  assertioa  that  the  state  of  tbia^  did 
exLsU  The  tiro  are  so  obriotisly  distinct  that  one 
xaigbt  justifiably  wonder  how  they  could  ever  have 
been  confounded  in  the  memory  of  any  butuan 
being  if  one  did  not  know,  as  matter  of  common 
experience,  bow  very  inaccurately  the  contents  of 
irnilen  docuraenta  nreoften  described  in  the  absence 
of  the  docamenta  theniaclves.  The  first  of  the  two 
assertions  is,  of  course,  direct  testimony  to  the 
existence  of  the  stnte  of  things  in  qneation,  and  its 
value  depends  on  the  trust  worthiness  of  the  person 
who  makes  it.  The  second  may  also  be  founded 
on  direct  obaerration,  but  it  may  rest  on  hearsay 
of  the  extremest  tenuity,— it  may  be  an  uuwammt^ 
able  inference  from  an  unsifted  statement,  "the 
hare-bmincd  chatter  of  urespoDsible  frivolity,"  or 
a  mere  biphazard  guess ;  and  so  long  as  the  grounds 
on  which  It  is  mndo  are  not  stated  its  value  caDnot 
be  estimated,  except,  indeed,  by  those  who  know 
well  the  character  of  the  person  by  whom  it  baa 
been  ninde.  In  some  cases  the  silence  of  that 
pernon  as  to  the  grounds  of  the  statement  is 
extremely  suspicions,  and  may  throw  considerable 
doubt  on  the  stntenient  itself.  Now,  the  statement 
we  are  dealing  wilh  was  made  not  once,  but  often, 
in  the  hearing  of  Mrs.  Fuge,  Yet  Mrs,  Fuge  does 
not  say  that  on  any  one  of  Iho  occasions  on  which 
it  was  made  her  aunt  told  her  bow  she  came  by  the 
knowledge  of  her  father's  "  possession  "  of  Cndhay. 
Mrs.  Fnge  was  a  very  accurate  person,  nnd  would 
have  been  naturally  anxious  to  state  the  case  as 
strongly  as  the  fiicts  allowed.  We  may,  therefore, 
reasonably  conclude  that  the  grounds  of  the  state- 
ment were  never  vouchsafed  to  her  by  her  aanU 
Of  the  aunt's  character  as  a  witness  nothing  is 
known  independently  of  the  case  with  which  we 
are  concerned.  AH  we  know  is  that  her  statement 
is  utterly  inconsistent  with  a  legitimate  connexion 
between  the  Haydons,  possessors  of  Cadhuy,  and 
Koberi  Haydon,  the  pnrish  clerk,  and  that  an 
illegitimate  connexion  is  extremely  improbable, 
though  not  quite  impossible.  We  also  know  that 
Bobert  himself  "cared  very  little  about"  his  sister's 
assertions  in  reference  to  his  descent.

Tet 
thetv  can  be  no  doubt  that  these  arc  identical 
with  O.Du.  gat,  a  gate,  or  with  the  modem  sense 
of  a  hole  or  perforation.

PetrUMry,  IS'AJ,  a^kinjj  for  an  oditJon  in  twelve  or  four- 
teoi)  volumes,  with  readable  and  nniuMng  Tiotcg,  havim; 
au  intmductory  volume  to  contaiii  tbe  lil'e,  &«.>.,  und  the 
Buggeatton  nas  A^-cuiujianied  by  tlia  intimation  that  Ibcrc 
Vfwt  oa\y  one  individual  for  luch  a  work.  Scott  look  cbo 
bint,  and  in  reply  acknowlodged  tliu  neceasity  Tt  a 
*MO<)ble  Sbokespearo,*  bttt  choutcht  that  it  would  require 
more  tiino  and  patience  than  h«  bad,  and  triu  too  siirc  to 
disannoint  expectation,  if  hie  name  waa  connected  witb 
it.  He  become  KrodiinJIy  more  i»clined  to  it.  '  witli  uiy 
Kn  Lookbart't  auiitunoe  for  tbe  foi:;,*  and  it  uiriiied 
Anally  Co  be  detenninod  tbat  Scott'a  labour  »liould  be 
mostly  oonfiued  to  the  introductory  volume,  wbicb  was 
to  appear  laat.  The  only  other  montiun  is  under  date  of 
Septemhcr  IJU,  1S2£,  when  Constable  iiirorms  Scott  tbat 
'ShalteApe^re  is  getting  on.'  ConBtitbl«'s  eon  adds  tbat 
'  three  lolume*  of  tbe  edition  were  completed  before  the 
nd  crisis  in  1826,  but  then  laid  uido;  and  ultimately, 
I  have  been  told,  tht  ihfets  wert  sold  in  Lomton  at  »»■(«( 
f'OfiO  !

Before  oommencinff  what  may  be  termed  my 
*MgBlar"  list  I  wiU  quote  two  or  tliree  tntKic 
•vtBla  which  occurred  on  the  ancient  staj^e-^a 
flftaga  is  alt  respects  dttU-rvnt  from  that  of  our 
owD  d»,  on  which  the  above-mentioned  list  ii 
§amdttL 

We  are  told  by  Thonus  Heywood,  in  hi*  Apo- 
"^Jtxr  Aeiortj  that  it  was  the  custom  of  the  early 
«nuui  craperon,  in  the  public  tragedies  in  which 
1^  peraotuLilv  look  purt,  to  choose  out  the  fittest 
[DODg  auch  as  lor  capital  offenoci  were  condemned 


to  die,  and  employ  them  in  such  charaoteca  as  were 
to  be  killed  in  the  tragedy,  who  of  thomselTOi  would 
prefer  to  die  at  the  haads  of  such  princely  actors 
than  otherwise  to  Buffer  a  ahamoful  and  degraded 
death  ;  and  these  were  tragedies  naturally  per- 
formed :  "  And  such  Cuius,  Caligula,  Claudius, 
Nero,  Vitelliua,  Domitianus,  Coniodus,  and  other 
Eoipemurs  of  Rome  vpon  their  festivals,  and  holy 
daies  of  greatest  consecration  vsed  to  act."  The 
same  author,  (inotlnK  ^m  WiU  CVmuni- ITsoAA, 
aays : — 

"  It  is  reconled  of  Juitus  Cmar  tlmt  with  Reoerall 
applause  in  his  own  Theater  he  played  fftrvula  J^rttu, 
and  amott^ntaby  other  ArguruoDts  of  liUcooiplaataeMe, 
oxcellance,  and  axtraorillnaiy  car«  in  hU  action,  tt  is 
iliua  reported  of  him  : — Being  iu  the  detitli  of  a  paMlon, 
one  of  his  terrantii  (ai  his  part  then  fell  oat)  presented 
LycKtx  wbu  Irtfore  baJ  from  Otianeira  hrougbt  him  the 
pojMDod  flhirt  dipt  in  the  blood  of  the  C4MaHrt  J/tttu*  ; 
he  in  the  middcit  of  bis  torture  nod  foiy,  flndinc  this 
Lychfu  hid  in  a  romoto  comer  (appoyatcd  him  to  creep 
into  uf  iiiir)iose),  nltbough  he  wa4  as  our  Tragcdiaoa  rse 
but  teewimtl'i  to  kill  him  by  soma  falta  imagmed  woutidf 
jot  was  (Jauar  so  extreoiely  oarryad  awaic  with  the 
Tiolenoe  of  his  praotised  fury,  and  br  tbe  perfect  ihspe 
of  the  msdnease  of  Btrcuta  to  wbiau  be  bud  fasblosed 
all  hla  active  iipint,  that  be  alaw  him  dead  at  bin  feet, 
and  after  tHoong  him  f<ry  .-  ijualtry  :  ^as  tbe  poet  eayii) 
about  hia  bead  !  " 

It  is  recorded  by  Plutarch  of  the  famous  and 
wealthy  player  JEsopns  that,  on  one  occnaion, 

"  He  was  so  no»ac»ed  with  big  Part,  that  be  took  hii 
own  acting  to  be  to  reaJ,  and  n<>t  a  Ile|ireaeritKti<->n,  iliat 
whilst  be  was  on  the  Stajcs  repreaeDting  Atrtiu  deU< 
beiatinr  on  tbe  BeTence  of  Thjfeitu,  be  waa  so  trans- 
ported beyond  bimaaU  tliat  he  vmntc  one  nf  the  Serrants 
hastily  erossinic  ttie  Stage  and   laid   bim  dead  on   tlie 

Klace  !  But  a  moie  barrowinif  occurrence  is  said  to  bava 
appenod  when  tbe  6rat  dramatic  iiiectacle  "  Tba 
Paj^ion  of  Our  Saviour'  was  acted  in  Sweden  in  tbe 
reli^ut' John  II.  (15LS).  Leni^ns,  tbe  aclor.  bad  to  pierce 
th«  side  of  tbo  person  on  the  Crosi,  and  in  hid  enlhiiftann 
he  plunged  hit  lance  into  him  and  killed  him^  The  King 
■hocked  at  lucb  brutality  slew  Lengii  with  bis  •olmitor ; 
when  tilt)  audieoee  ouirsoed  at  the  death  of  their 
fATourit«  actur  wound  up  this  tme  tragedy  by  cutting  off 
the  bead  of  bis  majesty  I  " 

But  to  come  nearer  oar  own  times. 

1G73.  J.  B.  Poquelin,  dtt  Molifire,  was  suaed 
with  illneu,  which  terminated  fatally  in  a  few  hours, 
while  acting  in  the  fourth  representation  of  his 
immortal  Le  MiiiatU  Imagituiirt, 

1691.  Wm.  Mountford  was  killed  hy  being  mn 
through  the  body  with  a  sword  by  Captain  Hill, 
his  wouM-bc  riviil  in  the  favours  of  Mrs.  Brucegirdle. 
Hill  iled  the  country,  whilst  his  companion,  Lord 
Mohun,  was  tried  for  his  life,  but  acouitted. 

1096.  The  Tory  actor,  "the  tall,  handsome, 
manly  Smith,"  died  of  overexertion  in  the  bng 
part  of  Cyaxores  in  C'jfrus  Ou  Great,  after  being 
taken  ill  during  the  fourth  representation  of  that 
tn^jedy.     (Smith  was  the  on<;inal  Pierre.) 

1710.  After  Botlertonlutd  retired  from  the  stage, 
in  17i>it,  being  then  upwards  of  seventy,  ^ 
induced  by  tl^  muik|^  qI  ^  C>^Nn^s»>fc 
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the  Haymarket  (ut  which  plays  were  theo  ncl<d 
four  times  a.  week)  to  coDtinue  perfomung.  On 
April  25,  17111,  he  nppeiired  for  the  bist  time,  for 
his  own  benefit.  He  was  suddenly  wized  with 
gout,  and  using  moist  injudicious  npplicntions  to 
(illay  the  swellings  tliey  induced  the  ilhiess  of  which 
he  died  in  three  days. 

1729.  In  this  seAson,  at  the  Lincoln's  Inn  Fields 
Thriilre,  Spiller  was  mortally  stricken  by  npoplcxy 
while  pliiying  in  the  JCapf.  of  Proterpine.  By 
similar  deaths,  Montleury,  Monilory,  nnd  Briconrt 
were  carried  off  from  the  French  stage.  On 
Dec.  22  of  this  year  Miclinel  Baron,  the  celebrated 
French  tragedinn,  performing  Diego  in  the  Cid, 
while  pushing  abide  a  uword  which  obstructed  him 
on  the  boards,  injured  his  toe :  ^n<^rene  set  in 
from  neglect,  and  shortly  caused  his  death, 

1735.  In  this  year  a  celebrated  amitteur  of  the 
nunio  of  Bond,  who  was  then  aged  nnd  infirm, 
ftliiying  Lusigmm  In  Ajiron  Hill'ii  tragedy  of  Zara 
(Hvo.,  1735),  fmmdtKl  upon  Voltaire's  ^n ire,  over- 
come by  his  feelings  while  blessing  his  children, 
died  in  the  Music  Ki>om,  VilUers  Street,  York 
Buildings,  Stnind,  where  this  benefit  was  got  up 
for  him,  Offing  to  hLi  rtd;:ccd  circumstances. 
Other  iiccounta,  however,  state  ihal,  anxious  to  see 
tbi-i  piece  an  the  bu»rd&,  it  vrm  got  up  at  his  own 
expcuBC.  I  may  just  note  here  that  a  translation 
uf  the  original  by  Voltaire  is  printed  in  Dr. 
Franklin'*  edition  of  that  author,  und  that  Mrs. 
<  'Ibber'a  first  attempt  ut  tragedy  was  in  the  part  of 
Zara.  In  tlie  same  year  *'  fat  Hulett,"  by  an  over- 
linun  of  the  lunga  (his  ciutoui  on  the  stage),  broke 
»blood-TesBcl  and  expired. 

17-45.  A  certain  I^dy  Isabella  (born  in  Italy), 
much  celebrated  here  for  her  postures  and  feat^  of 
activity,  is  mentioned  by  Chetwood  as  having, 
while  in  un  ndranced  state  of  pregnancy,  fallen 
from  the  black  rone  on  to  the  sl-age,  where  the 
mother  and  new-bom  infitnt  expired  instonta- 
noou«ly. 

174H,  Oliver  Cashel,  while  acting  Fnmklr  in 
the  Stupiciovi  lluiband(tkt  Norwich),  wiis  aimtten 
by  apoplexy  and  died  in  a  few  hours. 

1757,  May  3.  Peg  Woffiugton,  while  acting  as 
Kosttlind,  in  repeating  the  epilogue  to  A$  You 
Like  It,  was  rendereil  spccchlesa  hy  paralysis  on 
uttering  the  words,  "  I  'd  kisi  m  many  of  you  os 
had  beards  that  pleased  me."  She  died*  March  28, 
17»),  aged  thirty-nine. 

1768.  Pttterson,  nn  actor  long  attaclicd  to  the 
Norwich  company,  was  performing  the  Duke  in 
Mtanre  for  Meatttre ;  ho  had  do  sooner  spoken 
Ihe  words, 

"  ll«aKm  Utui  with  life : 

It  I  do  low  tht«,  I  do  loM  a  thiDf 

Tbftt  none  but  fooU  would  keep,  a  breath  thou  art," 
than  he  drop|)ed   into  Moody's  anni  and  died 
instantly. 

1760.  Cholwood    mootioDs  a  tumbler  ia    the 


Haymarket  Theatre  who,  in  pcrformibg  ODe  of  hif 
feats,  "  beat  the  breath  out  of  his  body,  whjcii 
raised  such  vociferous  applause  that  liielf>d  loagn 
thxm  the  vent'rous  man's  life,  for  he  never  brcothnl 
more."  Also  in  the  pantomime  of  />r.  FnnsUu, 
ut  Lincoln'K  Inn  Fields  Theatre,  "a  machine  i* 
the  working  broke,  threw  the  mock  Pierrot  dowa 
headlong  with  such  force  that  the  poor  man  brake 
a  plank  on  the  stage  with  his  fall  and  expired." 

176C.  Mrs.  Jcffreson  died  i^uddenly  at  rlynionll 
in  this  year,  u  ahe  wm  looking  ut  a  dance  thnl 
was  pmctining  for  the  night's  representation.  In 
the  midst  of  a  hearty  laugh  she  was  se'iitd  with  a 
sudden  pain  and  expired  in  the  tama  of  Mr.  Moody. 

1769.  Holland,  a  bad  imitator  of  Gam'cfc,  was 
one  night  phiying  Proapero,  in  the  course  of  itblch 
a  vUlainous  large  rat  nn  across  the  stage  ja«t 
before  him.  The  sight  of  the  rot,  and  tlie  ^bock  of 
speaking  to  one  who  had  jtut  left  a  patient  with 
the  smallpox,  were  such  that  be  nerer  performed 
after,  and  in  a  fortnight  died  of  Binnllpox. 

1777.  Samuel  Foote,  "the  Eoglisih  Aristo- 
phanes,"  was  seized  with  panilysli  while  acting  in 
iiis  own  comedy.  The  Devil  upon  TiPO  •SfidU.  He 
died  October  21  in  this  year  at  Dover,  on  hia  way 
to  France.  In  this  yeju*  olw  that  excellent  conic 
actor  Harry  "Woodward,  called  "  Attitude  Uar 
lequin,"  died,  from  the  eflects  of  nn  injur)-  wtefe 
he  met  with  on  the  stjige.  He  hod  been  actiilt 
the  part  of  Scrub,  and,7enpiug  from  a  lublr,  tu9> 
tained  injuries  from  the  eti'ects  of  which  he  nrrcf 
recovered.  Harrt  S^\!(i>Atis.

Many  semicms  were  delivered  in  the  open  alr,aa 
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at  St.  Pntil's  Cru-is,  at  Norwich,  nnd  before  the 
Court  of  the  later  Tudors.  In  Elizabeths  time 
Uy  preachers,  who  could  not  wear  :i  HorpHce  in 
church,  sometimes  occupied  the  pulpit.  Speoner 
reprosenta  his  parson  "reading  homilies.'*  In 
Iflei  there  was  only  one  constant  preacher  at 
Oxford,  .ind  Mr.  IVvemcp,  the  high  sheritf,  in 
u  damask  gown,  "arrived,"  as  he  said,  "at  the 
stony  aUige  of  S.  Mary'a,"  having  "  brought  his 
hearers  some  fyoe  biskcts  baked  in  the  oven  of 
Chiuitia" 

It  ha»  been  thought  that  the  use  of  the  gown 
bus  bven  derived  fmiu  the  custom  of  tbp  friarn,  but 
this  id  not  HO  ;  "  Frutres  in  suis  eoclesii^i,  et  locis 
ubt  morantur  et  in  pbiteis  pnblici^"  &c  (Lyndw,, 
lib.  V.  t.  5,  p.  )it^U).  I  am  inclined  to  attribute 
the  custom  to  the  practice  of  inviting  doctors  of 
divinity  to  preach  (tV>.,  Lc),  who  for  this  reason 
had  the  sole  privilege  of  wearing  (riding-)  boots 
{Stiii.  Unir.  Oxon.,  liL  ix.  §  2),  aad  to  the  power  of 
the  university  to  license  graduate  preachers  "  per 
univenmm  Angliam  "  (i6.,  sect.  ix.  §  1),  no  doubt 
foUowini;  the  pniclice  of  preaching  in  these  gowns 
tia  at  Oxford.  In  1444  the  Benedictine  c^ipter 
authorized  all  doctors  and  graduates  of  the  order, 
when  preucbing  in  a  cnthednd  or  great  minster,  at 
•St.  Paul's  l.'ross,or  before  a  large  congregation,  tOTise 
their  acbolaalic  habit  (Reyner,  App.,P.  iii.  p.  136). 

By  the  Tudor  statutes  the  canon-i  were  required 
to  go  out  into  the  neiiibbourhoml  of  cathedrals  of 
the  New  Koundatiou  aad  preach  every  Sunday. 
The  gown  is  in  point  of  fact  merely  the  out-f)f- 
door  dress.  Beton  directs  one  of  his  tirades 
against  tb«  cWrgy  "swinging  with  their  long 
gowns  and  wreenet  tippets"  (Diiphtyin^,  p.  261). 
In  the  middle  of  the  tost  century  Arcbde.tcon 
^barp,  in  his  comments  on  the  canons  of  1604, 
mentions,  as  "the  dress  worn  on  every  occasion 
abroad,  the  band,  hntbund,  and  short  cassock,"  or, 
us  Sav»i;e  put-i  it,  "  a  cassock,  beaver,  and  a  rose.'* 
Parson  Adams,  in  1743,  is  meniioued  os  wearing 
the  cissock,  nod  Addison,  in  the  fiprttntor,  mora 
minutely  speaks  in  1714  of  the  clergy  "equipped 
with  a  gown  and  cassock."  In  1S14  a  print  lying 
before  me  shows  the  beneficed  clergyman  in  ^ort 
cassock  and  girdle,  a  gown  and  scarf,  beaver  and 
rose,  whilst  the  unbcneliced  brother  ambles  at  hi:* 
side  without  the  rose  and  short  cassock.  It  waji 
not  until  about  the  year  IB2i)  that  the  bishops, 
deans,  and  arabdeocous  only  retained  the  short 
cassock,  beaver,  and  rose.  The  omission  of  tho 
gown  may  have  been  for  convenience  :  its  use  in 
the  pulpit  connect*  it  with  the  idea  of  distin- 
giii-thing  between  preaching  and  the  ministration 
of  divine  service.  Afler  the  consecration  of  Arch- 
h'lfhop  Parker  two  of  the  bishops  left  the  chapel, 
'*  suis  episcopalibus  andctibus  siipcrpelliceo  sc2.  ct 
cbimerii,"  whilst  two  others  used  the  common  dre(iH 
of  the  clergy,  long  gowns,  **  torae  tabres  "  (Bram- 
hallf  iii.  313).       Mackkkzik  £.  C.  Watcott.

am  he  accounted  btich.  Nor  is  there  ntich  n  cer- 
tainty of  error  u;  to  roquiro  snch  a  rluta^e. 
"  Daum'd-colour'd  "  is  an  eomly  understood  epithet, 
and  there  is  nothiDg  against  it,  beyond  our  igno- 
rance of  the  UK  by  any  one  of  n  similar  phnLSC  in 
Knglixh  ;  and  Pope's  geotility,  the  word  being  too 
conree  nnd  too  unptensanlly  suggestive  to  him  and 
his  refined  asG.  But  thoagh  a  Bawdier  Sliaketpeare 
may  Imre  its  uses,  to  Bowdlerize  editions  that 
profens  to  give  the  nearest  npproache-'?  to  an  tm- 
comipted  text  is  worse  than  ridiculous.  Why 
cannot  Sir  Andrew  be  allowed  the  imitative 
affectation  of  a  word  very  likely  to  have  l>een  used 
—even  if  it  were  unoommon— among  the  fashion- 
mongers  of  the  day  ?  He  was  a  country  ape  trying 
to  pick  up  the  town  affectations  when  it  vm  an 
art  to  extemporize— with  dne  toll — new-minted 
oaths  and  phrases.  Sir  Andrew,  though  I  own  it 
to  be  more  unlikely,  may  have  coined  the  word 
himself,  like  a  gallant  as  he  would  be,  and  that 
without  going  beyond  his  mother  tongue. 

Pope  not  improbably  substituted  "  flame- 
colonr'd  "  as  a  more  refined  synonym.  But  it  is 
not  a  aynonyni.  Devils  to  this  day  are  held  to  be 
not  dame-col  on  red,  but  block.  And  in  two 
late  notes  on  *'  delighted  spirit  "  (S'**  S.  x.  83,  303) 
I  have  shown  that  the  medin^val  view  of  a  tbming 
hell  was  one  that  was  dark  and  even  pitch  dork. 
This  was  Shakei^re's  view.  Malvoho  confined 
ID  a  windowleas  room  is  in  '^  a  bouse  as  dark  as 
hell."  So  in  Jvi  Ctes.,  ii.  1,  bo  taya,  *'  not  Erebus 
itself  were  dim  enough,"  and  using  a  phrase  used 
by  others  he  has,  in  the  Stf.  of  Venice,  "  dark  as 
Erebus."    See  also  Hamlti,  Act  iii.  sc.  3,  IL  0-1-5. 

Thirdly,  though  T  can  lay  but  IttUe  claim  to 
mtfaetic  proclivities,  I  venture  to  tbink  that  dark 
or  black  netlier  garments  were  well  fitted  to  show 
off  a  good  leg,  especially  when  in  contract  with  the 
■|**gbt  and  glittering  colours  then  worn.  Ita 
Mgttlarity,  its  contrast,  and  its  own  hue  con-

Your  correspondent  Martlet's  queries  I,  3,  4 
mny  be  answered  thus  :  The  heir  apparent  of  an 
carl,  marquess,  or  duke  is  entitled  by  courtesy  to 
bear  one  of  the  peer's  inferior  tiller,  not  necessarily 
the  highest  of  the  inferior  ones,  though  in  tbe 
great  majority  of  c-tses  that  is  the  one  borne.  The 
Belcctian  of  the  title  to  be  borne,  when  the  highest 
is  not  taken  as  a  matter  of  course,  must  rest  with 
the  peer  himself.  In  the  event  of  the  heir 
apparent  dying,  leaving  a  son, that  son  suoceeds  to 
the  courtesy  title  borne  by  his  father.  It  soiue- 
times  happens  tlmt  wlten  an  eldest  son  dies,  with- 
out leaving  a  Kon,  in  the  lifetime  of  the  peer,  his 
next  brother,  bcoonitng  heir  apparent,  takes  a 
different  title,  as  in  the  awe  of  the  late  Marquess 
of  r^insdowne,  who  was  known  as  Earl  of  Khel- 
barne,hlB  elder  brother  having  been  Earlof  Kerry  ;

Dark?  (.'i"'S.vii.l45.2n.%437;  x.73.)— TnlookinR 
overa  back  volume  of  "N.&Q."  for  another  purpose 
I  came  upon  ii  discussion  of  this  npparently  trivial 
but  curious  question.  Involving  a  panidox,  it  is 
dependent  upon  a  purely  sctentihc  principle  ;  and 
na  this  has  been  missed  by  those  who  have 
attempteil  an  answer,  and  the  subject  left  in  an 
unsatisfactory,  not  to  say  discredt table,  condition, 
I  venture  to  express  an  altojsfethcr  opposite  opinion, 
and  give  my  reasons  for  doinfj  so. 

The  German  professor  of  lust  century  Licbten- 
berg  believes,  it  appenn,  that  folks  may  become 
pale  from  fear  in  tlio  dark,  but   says  that  "die 
Frage  ofa  Frauenzimmer  im  Duckeln  roth  werden 
ist  eino  tehr  scbwero  Frage."     Bnt  Shakespeare 
did  not  see  ony  difficulty  in  it  when   he  made 
Juliet  say  to  Romeo  : — 
"  Thou  kiiow'ft  tlie  ntaf  k  of  night  It  on  my  face, 
KIm  woulil  a  mftiden  bluah  bcptint  toy  cn«ek 
For  that  vrliioh  thoa  hut  heBrd  mo  apmk  to-niglit."

The  modern  scientistH,  however,  ore  not  wiiisfiod 
with  ihcue  old  lights.  Darwin,  it  seems,  says  that 
Shakespeare  has  "etrcd"  (Kxjfranon  of  Iht 
EmolioHM,  p.  336);  nud  Hurmextihiob  asks, 
'•  What  is  to  hinder  blushing  in  the  dark  if  there 
be  no  hindrnnce  to  thinking  ( "  The  answer  is 
obvious  :  light  is  not  necessary  for  the  action,  but 
it  is  for  the  phtnomenon.  But  Hrbmektrudk 
does  more  than  ask  this  question,  which  she  had 
a  right  to  do  ;  ebe  distorts  Shakespeare's  meaning, 
which  she  had  no  right  to  do.  Shakespeare  clearly 
tays,  '*  There  ia  no  olush  on  my  cheek  \«o.w*  ^ 
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te«*&aa.  ^■»i5,T». 


the  dftrkoflM.''  Herxsmtrdde  would  hare  bim 
mean,  "There  i«  a  bhuh  od  my  ch«ek,  but  the 
darkness  preTeot^  you  seeing  iU"  Lut  of  all.  Mk. 
C.  A.  Ward,  endonioK  the  opinioa  of  the  Utter 
writer,  says  that  she  "  haa  giren  the  right  answer," 
and  boldly  afiirms  thnt  "  ibere  von  be  oolhxng  lo 

§rereDt  blushing  frum  taking  place  in  the  dark." 
et,  notwithstanding  all  this,  I  venture  to  aay  that 
the  poet  is  strictly  correct — lu,  indeed,  he  generally 
ia — in  the  literal  meaning  of  his  words,  and  the 
modem  tcientists  utterly  in  tlie  wrong.  In  this 
place  Shnkeijpeare  designedly,  as  it  seems  to  me, 
rejecting  the  ordinary  phraseology  based  upon  our 
9U\y  iuipressionH,  1ms  takun  pains  to  express  him- 
self with  n  scientific  accuracy  which  wo  should 
rather  have  expected  from  Bjicon  himself ;  and 
seoms,  one  would  infer,  to  have  had  an  intuition  or 
prevision  of  the  truth  expounded  three  quarters  of 
a  eentury  later  by  Newton— fAaf  coimir  is  not 
a  qwUity  biloH^ing  to,  or  inhtraU  in,  bodies,  but 
is  entireitf  drpendtnt  vpon  the  li^tU  Tejlrded  from 
Ihtxr  surfaces.  Now,  what  is  a  "blush"?  First 
and  lust,  it  iti  a  colour.  It  may  bo  defined  as  "  the 
rednesg  produced  in  the  face  by  the  determination 
of  the  blood  to  that  part,  as  the  eH'ect  of  certain 
mental  emotions."  Thus  in  Latin  **  to  blash  "  is 
erubucerc ;  "  to  m^ike  one  blush "  is  "  ulicui 
ruhorcm  alferre";  in  French  it  is  rouffir;  and  so 
on  in  other  languages.  Thus  the  Latin  poet 
beaulLfuUy  says : — 

"  rt  tolet  niT 
Put-punm  fieri  cum  primum  aurora  moretar." 

Bums  flings  :— 

*'  She  gazetlr— she  raldtned  like  the  row. 
Syne  pale  like  onic  lUy.'' 

And  Orashaw,  in  his  exqui^te  epigram  on  the 
mirucle  at  Cana,  which  so  far  as  it  appealed  to  the 
eye  certainly  required  light  for  its  performance, 
has  : — 

*'  Vidit  ei  frnbuit  Nympba  puilioa  Deum." 
Ubelmentruiik  aaki  how  darkness  can  afleot 
"  the  sensation  of  blushing."  But  here  I  would 
remark  with  <iefcrcuce  to  her  that  this  is  not  the 
question  ut  all.  We  are  talking  of  "  blushing  "  ; 
not  the  mere  "subjective  sensation,"  which,  i\6 
Mr,  Qaltok  hoA  wlmitted,  is  utterly  deceptive. 
and  which  moat  certainly  will  not  be  accompanied 
by  the  objeotive  phenomenon— the  thing  of  which 
we  are  talking— nnleea  there  be  ptesent  the  rc- 
qnisite  condition— light,  the  element  through  the 
initmmentaiity  of  which  alone  colour  exists  and 
is  peroehred.  Juliet  was  herself  ootucioua  of  the 
"subjective  sensation,"  but  knew— or  rather 
Bhakespeare,  impartlDg  to  his  heroine  by  pootioal 
licence  his  own  knowledge,  makes  her  know— iMt 
her  faoo  was  necessarily  "  unbepotnted  "  beoaun  of 
the  darknen.  A  flower  may  be  sold,  as  Gny  faai 
It,  to  "  blush  uaBeeD"~watrittg  for  a  moment  ih» 
Berkleian  question  as  to  whether  existence  eren 
can  be  predicated  of  an  object  in  the  absence  of 


a  mind  to  perceive  it, — but  it  cettainly  oaanel  bs 
said  to  "blush  in  the  dark.*^  Neither  can  a.tniDn 
being  ;  and  to  affirm  the  contrary  is  to  aaaatt  lk» 
poesibllity  of  a  rainbow  ofler  a  nocturnal  ahomr^— 
always  supposing  the  night  to  be  moonless,  asd  aM 
to  occur  in  those  high  polar  leojons  where  the  sbi 
shines  on  through  the  twenty-loar  hours. 

The  scientific  principle  involved  in  this  qootiM 
wasagreatornovelty  a  couple  of  hundred  ye«u«4l 
than  it  ought  to  be  now  ;  and  we  properly  etiam

What  is  more  to  the  purpose  is  that, 

unlike  the  suadower,  it  is  a  *'  native  of  the  south 

and  west  of  Europe,"  "  in  almost  universal  culLi^tv- 

tion  for  its  fragrance,"  and  "  uaed  by  perfumers  for 

making  scents  "   (Chambers).     On  this  hcud  Ovid 

describes  Apollo  as  sprinkling  the  body  of  Clytio

"Would  he  bo 
surprised  to  hear  "  that  there  were  two  Hart  Halls 
certainly,  perhaps  u  third,  and  th.tt  one  of  them 
was  connected  with  Balliol  throu^jh  it*  Jirtl  master, 
and  thcreforo  it  is  not  impossible  that  in  the 
earliest  times  of  Balliol  College  one  of  its  Juembers 
matt  have  been  a  student  resident  in  that  Hart 
Hail  t 

Let  me  here  say  that  Ingrun  is  not  always 
right  :  I  could  point  to  more  than  one  error ; 
still  he,  a  standard  authority,  mak««  ha^^uose^ 
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to  a  Hjirt  Hall  beyond  the  one  in  St,  Pct^r'a 
pnrisb,  wbiah  became  Hertford  College,  Ma|»- 
dalen  (no  6oa]  «,  though  Ingram  puts  it  io)  Hiill, 
and  Hertford  College  again. 

The  removal,  by  the  way,  of  old  Magdalen  Hall 
from  Magdalen  College  hnd  been  con  teoi  plated, 
and  nn  Act  of  Parliament  bad  been  obtained  for 
the  purpose  about  two  yetus  before  its  deatruction 
by  (ire. 

But  although  neither  Ingniui  nor  any  of  the 
more  modem  wrilers  mentiouit  more  than  one 
"  Hurt  or  Hert  Hall,"  Antony  .\  Wtwd  doc«.  He 
ilivea  notices  of  three  halls  detiicAted  to  St.  Mary 
Mugdalene,  and  there  waa  perhapa  a  fourth.  He 
gives  doMriptions  of  two  "  Hnrt  or  Hert  Halln," 
and  there  was  perhrtps  a  third. 

Antony  j\  Wood  left  matter  he  bad  collected 
for  a  hi!«tory  of  the  city  of  Oxford,  which  vrnn 
edited  with  additions  by  the  Rer.  Sir  J.  PeshnM, 
But.,  and  this  quarto  volume,  known  genendly 
u  Peshall's  Wood^  h  a  mine  of  information 
u  to  the  Oxford  of  the  earliest  times.  In 
this  volume  there  are  dcBcribed  and  indexed  in2 
old  halls,  and  "many  other  ballft,  to  the  number 
of  3iKl  or  more,  were  there,  but  their  names 
nnd  nlacca  hftve  been  long  si  nee  lont. "  In 
descrioin^  St.  Peter's  pariah  tlic  Hart  IlriU  uf 
Mngdnlen  Hall  nnd  Hertford  College  is,  of  course, 
describ^I.  And  :ii  pp.  136  and  US  will  be  found 
notices  of  another  in  St.  John's  parish,  where 
Merton  College  Rtand.i.  This  Hart  Hall  appears 
to  have  stood  to  the  eaHtward  of  Merton,  prolwbjy 
where  St.  Albnn  Hall  now  stands ;  nnd  W(>od 
(a  Merton  man)  describes  it  nnd  its  connexion 
with  liitlliol  Colle;ie  thus  (p.  136)  :—

My 
present  object  is  to  repeat  my  protest  against  the 
late  innovution  on  practical  grounds. 

It  ia  well  known  that  England  up  to  ft  lat^j 
period  luw  differed  not  only  from  cootinental 
nations,  but  even  from  Scotland  and  IreUind,  in 
the  pronunciation  of  latin,  pttrticulorly  as  to  the 
vowels  n,  «,  nnd  i,  and  that  such  dilference  has 
proved  an  obetocle  in  the  way  of  English  learned 
men  making  themselves  understood  in  attempting 
conrenmtion  in  Latin  withxarontx  of otheroountrles. 
By  onr  Inte  university  authorities  that  obstacle  has 
been  for  the  most  pitrt  removed  as  r^ords  those 
three  voweU.  But,  Ktruoge  to  say,  those  authoritiea 
have  inraitiii  (I  eay  it  designedly)  a  fresh  obstacle 
to  such  intercommunication  in  pronouncing  the 
Latin  u  as  an  English  te.  None  of  the  continental 
nations,  as  far  as  I  know,  over  pronounced  it  m  in 
the  memoTT  of  man,  but  have  given  it,  probably 
always,  and  certainly  at  present,  the  same  sound  aa 
our  own  r.  I  must  observe,  en  ptusant,  that  sound 
in  a  language  umr  be  merely  a  matter  of  taste  ; 
but  still  there  is  some  aort  of  taste  in  it.  One  con 
hardly  imagine,  for  instance,  an  opera  singer 
venturing  to  give  such  an  edition  of  "Son  vergine 
ve7jwsa "  as  this,  "  Son  werghenay  wezzosa "  I 
Why  should  our  taste  be  offended,  and  we  be 
isolated  from  other  nations,  in  our  pronunciation 
of  tliis  letter  as  a  ir,  because  from  Greek  analogies, 
or  otherwise,  it  may  be  fancied  that  the  ancient 
Romans  so  pronounced  it  (  H.  N.'s  remarks  on 
tranaliteration  in  dialects  of  diil'erent  English 
counties  have  no  application  to  the  present  point, 
which  concema  only  projtnnciation  as  between 
England  and  foreign  countries.

Vi:<cENT  S.  Lran  says:  "'Great  cry  and  little 
wool,  as  one  said  at  the  fihearing  of  hop,'  has 
staggered  many,  from  a  seeming  allusion  to 
swine"  ;  and  he  Infers  that  a  hogg  sheep  ia  meant, 
and  goes  on  to  explain  that  because  a  uogg  sheep 
was  a  yoang  sheep  it  would  only  have  a  small 
quantity  of  wdoL  This  seems  very  neasonable, 
nnd  would  carry  conviction  to  many  ;  but  it  is 
altogether  wrong.  I  have  seen  thousands  of  sheep 
clipped,  and  know,  beyond  all  doubt,  that  hogg 
fleecee — the  first  fleeces  clipped— are  almost  in- 
variably the  heaviest,  and  always  the  most  valuable 
the  sheep  ever  yields.  The  gi-eater  proportion 
there  Ik  of  hogg  wool  in  a  larmer'a  "  clip,"  the  more 
it  fetches  in  the  market.  Besides,  hoggs  do  not 
cry  when  sliorn,  but  are  aa  still  as  raioe.  The 
proverb  alludes  to  swine,  two  or  three  hundred 
ycaw  back  alwTiys  called  either  iiriTw  or  hogft;  the 
young  onbj  appear  to  have  been  colled  pigs — tt 
least,  I  cunuot  T^colloei  an  Instance  of  the  full- 
grown  animal  being  so  called.  The  word  piy  does 
not  occur  in  any  of  the  old  venioiis  of  the  Bible 
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which  I  possess.  I  have  generally  hconi  Die 
proverb  quoted  thus,  "  Great  cry  and  little  wool, 
as  tlu  Devxt  iiaid  when  he  shore  a  hopg."  Properly 
Dtvilf  for  no  man  oould  abenr  ft  pig,  the  btler 
being  %o  "  fniclioufl  "  nnJ  "  owd-famnd." 

"  Do  not  lose  the  afuep  hr  a  iiu'porlh  of  tar" 
alludes  to  the  custom  of  applying  tnr  to  cuts  and 
gores  to  keep  oiT  the  flics,  which  would  otherwise 
"  strike  "  the  sheep,  and,  if  not  attended  to,  they 
would  aoon  be  eaten  to  dpnth  by  womis.  I  have 
seen  «heop  nearly  dead  from  this  caus^,  and  many 
fariiier.-i  uo  constantly  loew  aheep  for  want  of 
II  "  ha'porth  of  tar"  applied  in  time.  Sheep  arc 
liablo  to  worais  from  other  c.-iuxe^,  nnd  a  Hhepberil 
gonemlly  carries  bin  tar  with  him,  now  in  an  old 
blackiaK-boitle,  but  in  olden  limes  ib  was  kept  in 
a  box,  hung  to  a  belt  niund  the  waist^  with  shears 
for  tritiimiDH,  knife  for  paring  "  cle:i5,"  &c.  In 
fact,  1  think  I  could  \iixe  instances  of  .'shepherds 
therefrom  being  jocularly  called  "  old  tarboxea." 
So  neither  of  these  proverbs  hns  changed  its 
meaning.  This  is  also  true  of  "  I  '11  put  a  spoke  in 
his  wheel."  It  means  to  obstruct,  to  brini^  to 
a  standstill.  If  a  man  take  n  strong  6[>oke  or 
stave  and  put  it,  in  the  proper  way,  in  the  wheel 
of  u  loaded  cart,  he  will  lock  the  wheel  and  stop 
the  cart.  I  have  often  seen  this  done  by  carters 
and  ploughmen  when  hnving  a  little  "horse  play" 
together.  These  proverbs  are  well  understood  hy 
niatica,  for  whom  they  were  intended  ;  they  are 
only  ditticitlt  to  studious  town-bre<l  men  not  veil ' 
oeqaainted  with  country  life.

Tbe  joint  editors  of  Uiis  volume  have  displayed  remark- 
able skill  in  hunting  out  all  that  is  tu  he  known  about 
Ibe  family  of  I'slgrave.  and  Iiare  produced  the  reeutta  of 
their  laboura  in  an  intelliicible  and  systemalic  form. 
The  volume  contains  numerous  portraits  and  other 
illustrations,  and  ii  admirably  printed  by  Miller  & 
Lcavins,  of  Norwich.  The  numerous  and  well-con- 
ftrueted  pedinees  are  fortified  b^  full  abstracts  of 
muDtroiu  ivUls,  ntonuniental  iiuonptioDi,  and  copious 
extracts  from  parish  registers,  and  the  volume  may  be 
ragarded  as  a  mudel  one  of  its  kind,  tlnfortunatelr,  it 
has  been  printed  for  private  distribution  onl^,  wliivh 
fact  may  induce  the  editors  to  regard  as  impertinent  the 
only  adTorse  criticiim  we  can  paas  upon  it,  viz..  that  the 
index  in  n(>t  to  complete  ns  it  nliould  be.  The  index  to 
such  a  work  ai  this,  to  be  of  any  value,  should  contain  a 
reference  to  every  naroo  that  appears  in  the  text,  and  this 
certainly  is  far  from  being  the  caso  in  the  present 
instance.

Court,  It  is  now  happily  by  luw  a  niisdemciuionr, 
and  puoishahlc  by  penally.  At  no  remote  period 
the  cruel  nport  of  "  throwing  at  cocks  "  was  prac- 
tised at  Shrovetide.  This,  too,  ia  a  thing  of  the 
past.  Tn  imitation  of  this  barburous  custom  pro- 
bably :iroHc  a  prtictice  culled  *'  shying  at  leaden 
cocks,"  t 

The  pancako  we  find  from  time  immemorial 
associated  with  Shrove  Tuesday.  Shaknpcare 
makes  his  C'lown»  in  All  'a  H'ell  tftat  Euds  tVell^ 
speak  of  something  being  "as  fit  as  a  pancake  for 
Shrove  Tuesday."  In  most  places  a  great  hell  was 
formerly  rung,  intended  to  call  the  people  to- 
gether for  Iho  ceremony  of  confessing  and  being 
shriven.  When,  however,  the  need  of  it  ceased 
with  the  introduction  of  Proteatunlism,  it  got  the 
name  of  the  panoike-bell,  and  was  regnrded  siujply 
as  a  ai}jnnl  for  the  goodwives  to  fry  their  pancakes. 
It  is  still  rung  in  m.iny  country  places.  Here  and 
there  it  is  known  as  the  fritter-bell.  In  Lincoln- 
shire a  batley-boU  is  rung.  In  Korthamptonshire 
the  bell  rung  on  this  occasion  is  called  the  pan- 
bum-bcll.  Referring  to  pancakes,  we  may  mention 
that  in  the  time  of  Eliutbeth  it  was  customary  at 
Eton  for  the  cook  to  fasten  a  pancake  to  &  crow 
(the  ancient  equivalent  of  the  knocker)  apon  the 
school  dnnr.§  At  Westminster  School  the  cere- 
mony of  tosfling  the  pancake  is  still  kept  ap. 

Various  other  Shmvctide  ohservanccs  are  chiefly 
of  a  local  oatare.  In  Dorsptshire  and  Wiltshire 
a  practice  is  kept  up  called  "  Lent  crocking."  The 
boys  march  about  in  bandu,  headed  by  a  leader, 
who  goes  from  house  to  house  soliciting  alma  and 
repeating  a  doggerel,l|  of  which  the  subjoined  is 
a  specimen  : — 

"  I  'm  eome  a-thravinit 
For  a  pieco  of  pancake, 
Or  a  piece  of  bacon. 
Or  a  tittle  truckle  chcMO 
Ur  your  own  nakinK. 
Oife  mo  some  or  gire  me  none. 
Or  else  jour  door  ejinll  have  a  stona.'* 
A   similar    custom   is   practised   in    Devonshire, 
Hampsbtre,  Cornwall,   and   Oxfordbhire,   and   in 
other  counties.    In  Somertset^ihire  the  day  is  called 
Sharp  Tuesday,  when  the  small  hoys,  afi«r  dusk, 
throw  stones  againHt  the  house  doors,  betrginK  at  the 
same  time  fur  a  present  of  soiuo  kind.    In  Slofford- 
ahire  Shrove  Tuesday  is  known  aa  Goodish  Tues- 
day, and  in  some  parts  of  Oxfordshire  as  Soft 
Tuesday.     In  Hertfordshire,  Brand  tells  us,  it  was 
termed  Dough-nut  Day,  when  small  cakea,  called 
dough-nuts,  were  made.    In  Norfolk  it  iscustoraary 
to  e;it  a  small  bun,  called  "  cocqoe'els,"  "coquilles," 
which  is  cintinacti  throughoot  the  season  of  Lont.^

hitherto  been  held  a»  a  Hinccure),  fixed  on  Dr.  Bur- 
rowoaasonefunytiuaiilied,  from  his  various  literary 
attainmente.io  cjirry  out  theimportant  object  in  view. 
And  in  this  he  was  not  disappointed,  inasmuch  as  for 
several  years  Dr.  Burrowea  maintained  one  of  the 
beat  achooU  in  the  kingdom,  appropriating  part  of 
its  revenues,  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  to  the 
foundation  of  scholarships  to  which  pupils  were 
elected  after  an  examination.  His  archileaconry 
he  resigned  on  his  ap{>ointment  as  Master  of  the 
Uoyal  School  of  Knniskillen.  In  1H07  he  cx- 
chunged  the  rectory  of  Cappagh  for  Druninigb  (or 
Omujrh),  in  the  same  diocese,  nnd  likewise  in  the 
gift  of  the  Board  of  Trinity  College.  In  1819, 
having  discharged  the  onerous  dnties  of  Master  of 
Knniskillen  School  with  unabated  vigour  for  more 
than  twenty  years,  he  was  promoted  by  Earl 
Talbot,  E/inl  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  to  the  deanery 
of  Cork,  vacant  by  the  elevation  of  Dr.  ISiHgco  to 
the  bishnpric  of  Knphoe  ;  and  in  Cork  he  resided 
for  the  greater  part  of  each  succeeding  year,  con- 
stantly preaching  in  his  cathedral,  and  also  devoting 
no  little  time  and  nttention  to  the  various  chant- 
able  institutions  of  the  city.  As  Archdeacon 
Cotton  has  well  described  him,  he  was  "an  ocoom- 
pliflhed  scholar  and  most  eloquent  preacher,  a 
man  of  great  Indent,  apiirkling  wit,  nnd  instructive 
conversation."  Ue  died  at  his  glebe-bouse,  neat 
Om:igh,  September  13,  1S41,  in  the  eighty.fifth 
year  of  his  age,  leaving  behind  him  the  following

I  hnvo  lately  come  across  a  rery  curious 
illastratioii  of  bow  the  fuUiluient  of  this  obli^ution 
is  someliuiffs  Deflected,  and  presumubljr  the 
oniiadioD  m  this  instance  is  cbaiigeable  to  no  less 
eminent  an  atithor  than  the  ]ut«  Sir  Walter  Soott. 
As  \a  u-eli  known,  it  Traa  this  writer's  habit  to 
introduce  each  chapter  of  a  novel  wilb  a  few  lines 
profeasing  to  be  a  qnoUtion  more  or  lesA  appro- 
priate to  the  snhjcct  of  the  aeiinent  text,  and,  oa  a 
general  rule,  he  appended  the  nivuie  of  the  authority 
from  whom  he  quoted.  Critics  have  indeed  sur- 
mtAcd  thnt  when  this  reference  simply  nppenrs  in 
the  form  of  the  vn^ue  Kencnilizntion  "  Old  Pl«y," 
Sir  Walter  him.^elf  iHreff|x)n»ib]e  furtheooinposition 
of  the  pretended  excerpt.  Be  that  tin  it  may,  he 
sometimes  referred  to  works  suHiciently  iicccKsiblo 
to  enable  any  render  to  examine  for  himself  the 
noeuracy  and  applicability  of  his  prefatory  extract. 
Such  is  the  case  in  the  luisquotation  I  am  about  to 
note.  The  second  chapter  of  the  /Itart  of  Mid- 
loihian  (now  the  first,  by  employing  tho  original 
first  chapter  at  an  introduction)  is  dovoted,  as 
erety  one  knows,  to  the  acconnt  of  a  riot  in  the 
itreets  of  Ediabiirgh,  which  resnlted  in  the  hanging 
by  lynch  lasv  of  Captain  John  Portcoos,  in  1736. 
In  narmtinj;  the  incidents  which  led  np  to  this 
tra^eiiy  it  ih  necessary  to  dcacril>e  the  place  of 
pubUcexecutionin  Edinburgh,  viz.  theGrassinarket, 
and  the  author,  by  a  natural  association  of  ideas, 
introdnoex  his  description  by  a  reference  to  the 
corresponding  locality  in  London,  viz.  Tyburn. 
ThU  clupter  is  prefaced  with  the  first  two  staosoa 
of  Mat  Prior's  well-known  ballad  commencing, 
"  Who  has  e'er  been  at  Paris  miwt  needs  know  the 
(Jrci'e,"  entitled  r/wT^M/anrfConWicT,  indubitably 
n  Tery  appropriuto  quotation.  The  second  verse, 
however,  appears  in  all  the  editions  of  tho  novel 
with  the  third  line  so  altered  from  the  original  as 
to  read  like  little  less  than  nonsense.  Let  mo 
quote  tho  atnnxa  as  reproducod  app.irently  by  the 
aoveltst  himself : —

A  Fearfctl  Stort. — Mr.  Forster,  in  his  Life  of 
Ooldtmith  (ed.  1803,  p.  235),  tells  a  fearful  story  of 
a  poor  woman  whose  husluind  had  been  preaaed  to 
sea,  and  faaTing  beon  left  with  her  two  bablea  in  a 
state  of  complete  destitution,  she  attempt«d  to 
8teal  some  coarse  linen  from  a  shop  in  Ludgato 
HilL  Notwithstanding  her  defence,  which,  as 
Mr.  Forster  says,  **  might  have  penetrated  stone,'' 
she  was  Kent  to  the  gallows  with  her  infant  sucking 
at  her  brerwt.  This  story,  appalling  aa  it  is,  ia  not 
at  all  incredible,  as  unfortunately  nothing  ia  too 
bad  to  believe  of  Kn^lisb  crimin.\l  law  in  tho 
eighteenth  century  ;  still  one  would  like  to  see  a 
cont^juipomry  report  of  the  affair.  The  date,  Mr. 
Forater  euys,  was  1770.  Where  did  Mr.  Forster 
find  tbe  story  i 

When  one  reads  of  such  thbgs  happening  In 
Christian  England  only  a  century  ago,  it  is  difficult 
to  repress  a  feeling  of  contempt  towards  the  Rhriekn 
of  indignation  uttered  by  Croker  and  writers  of  Ids 
class  over  "that  series  of  murders  which  has  no 
parallel  In  the  annala  of  mankind  "  committed  by 
the  guillotine  in  the  Reign,  of  Terror,  as  surely  no 
more  foul  murder  than  the  obore  was  peipetrated 
by  the  guillotine  even  during  the  last  two  months 
of  the  Terror,  when  it«  victim.'i  aTcraged  twenty-five 
or  thirty  a  day.  The  guillotine-niasaftcrea,  more- 
over, were  committed  in  a  period  of  tbe  wildest 
excitement,  wliilst  our  own  gaUows-massacres  were 
committed  calmly,  deliberately,  and  in  cold  blood.

GoROMwv  OwRS. — Among  your  contributors 
are  many  from  the  United  States,  and  we  have 
occasionally  l*en  indebted  to  them  for  valuable 
notes.  Perhaiw  some  one  of  them  could  clear  up 
for  us  a  few  Uuuiia  in  the  life  of  the  Welsh  poet 
Goronwy  Owen,  so  much  admired  by  bis  own 
countrymen  and  a  few  outfiideni  who  have  taken 
the  trouble  to  make  themselves  aaiuuinted  with 
his  writings.  In  1860  an  edition  of  the  works  of 
Uoronwy  Owen  was  published  at  Llanrwiit,  bat 
the  American  portion  of  the  poet's  life  then  re- 
mained almost  as  much  a  blank  as  it  did  when  the 
words  "  Ignotus  obiit "  were  inscribed  on  hii 
monutoeat  in  Bangnr  Cathedral.  Nor  are  tnntters 
much  mended  in  the  enthusiaatic  and  gcDinl  bio- 
gniphy  prefixed  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Jones,  Vicar 
of  Ail  Saints',  Roiherhithe,  to  his  elaborate 
edition  of  the  poet'n  works,  publisbe*!  by  Longman 
&  Co.  in  1676.  The  very  date  of  Goronwy's  death  ' 
in  unoertaiu.  He  emigrftted  to  America  in  17A7, 
and  is  known  to  have  l>een  one  of  the  masters  in 
William  and  Mary  College,  Williamsburg,  Vir- 
ginia, in    176<1,  and  we  subsequentJY  fttid.  Iv^^ 
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vicar  of  a  paruib  called  St.  Andrews,  in  Brunswick 
county,  in  iJie  same  StAtc.  This,  then,  ia  what  I 
wiKh  to  ask  throagh  the  medium  of  "  K.  &  Q."  :

CYPRUS :  HOOAHTH'S  PROLIC. 
(fi»»S.  XL  1()6.) 
Hognrth  aaya  (AnaltftU  of  Beauty,  Bagster., 
edit.,  p.  60)  :  '*  Mojit  compoxitioDs  in  painting  and ' 
itculpture  ore  kept  within  the  form  of  a  cone  or 
pyramid  as  the  most  eligible  boundary,  on  accoonfe 
of  their  simplicity  and  variety."  Further  on  in 
the  same  work  (p.  84),  he  adds  :  "  Thai  sort  of 
proportioned  or  winding  line  which  wUl  hereafter 
DO  called  the  precise  seruenLine  line,  or  line  of 
jra«,  is  represented  by  a  hne  wire  properly  twistedJ 
round  the  elegant  and  varied  figure  of  a  cone,*! 
In  his  preface  he  quotes  Lomozzo  :  "  It  is  reported 
th^n  that  Michael  Angelo  vpon  a  time  gane  this 
observation  to  the  Painter  Marcus  de  Scieoa  his 
Hcboller ;  that  he  Hhonld  alwaies  make  a  figure 
PyromidaLl,  8erpentlike,  and  multiplied  by  one, 
two,  and  three.  In  which  precept  (in  mine 
opinion)  the  whole  mysterie  of  the  arteconsistcth." 
Hence  in  the  vignette  on  the  title-page  of  this 
able,  most  interesting,  and  unjustly  neglected  work 
of  Hogarth  we  have,  as  the  symbol  of  beauty, 
a  pyramidal  figure,  or  **  triangular  gUss,"  and  upon 
or  in  it  a  serpentine  line,  anch  as  he  contended 
Apellcs  traced  upon  the  drawing-board  of  Proto- 
gencH  when  he  paid  him  the  visit  at  Khodea 
conimeniomted  by  Pliny.  Hence  also  the  "crest," 
as  sketched  by  himself  and  painted  on  his  carriage 
by  Catton,  the  Academic  herald  painter,  is  sur- 
mounted by  a  cone,  round  which  is  twisted  » 
serpentine  line,  or  rather  a  straight  line  which 
in  the  twisting  becomes  serpentine.  But  there  is 
lUso  a  deeper  meaning  in  this  symbol.  A  reference 
to  Dr.  Tnialer'a  profac*!  to  his  edition  of  Hogarth, 
reprinted  by  Major  in  his  beautiful  miniature 
rpproductioD,  will  show  that  Venus,  the  goddess 
of  beauty,  was  worshipped  by  the  ancients  in  her 
temple  at  Paplios  under  the  symbolical  form  of 
a  cone.  An  accompanying  engraving  of  a  medal 
said  to  have  been  &truck  on  the  ocatsion  of  the 
visit  of  a  Roman  emperor  to  the  shrine  illustrates 
this,  and  a  paasngo  from  the  fliitoiy  of  Tacitns 
(lib.  ii.)  is  cited  in  confirmation:  "Simulacnun 
deiT  nnn  effigie  humana,  continuus  orbis  Utiore 
initio  tenuem  in  ambitum  metsB  modo  exsorgens." 
Thus,  if  this  figon  be  compared  with  plate  L  of 
the  Analyrii  of  B»«/y,  it  wJU  be  seen  that 
Hogarth,  in  his  much  ridiculed  theory,  ba.i  done 
nothing  more  than  araert  and  illustrate  a  principle 
which  had  slumbered  iu  obscurity  for  some  two  or 
three  thousand  years. 
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The  word  "Cyprus"  read  below  is  Bpecially 
appropriate,  not  uk  coinmcmomtint;  ttio  diplomutic 
achieveiuentit  of  Lord  lioaconsticld,  bat  u  in- 
dicating itii  islund  dedicated  to  Venus,  whoflc  chief 
triiiplo  was  at  Puphos,  odo  of  it»  cities,  and  who  is 
sonietiinej*  called  "  Cypris,"  from  being  its  pre- 
siding deity  And  making  it  her  nirist  faroiirod 
habitatioa  The  other  word,  still  lower  down, 
"Viiriety,"  nnwt  bo  h«ld  to  shadow  forth  the 
opinion  also  illustrated  by  Hogarth,  that  beauty,  in 
what  be  terms  ''  the  ornamental  pnrt  of  natare," 
consist*  in  great  mciisure  of  n  "composed  variety." 
This  tenet,  he  contends,  was  beUl  by  the  ancient«, 
who  "  made  their  doctrines  niysterinus  to  the 
vul(jar,  and  kept  them  secret  from  those  who  were 
not  of  their  particular  sects  and  srHrictiea  by  nieaQB 
of  symbols  and  bicroj^lyphics."  He  adduces 
Shnke^tpeare,  "  who  had  the  deepest  penetration 
into  nature,"  as  summing  up  "all  the  charms  of 
beauty  in  two  words,  inJiniU  variety,"  where, 
speaking  of  Cleopatnv's  power  over  Anthony,  be 
Bays  (Act  iu  sc.  3):— 

"  Nor  custom  stale 
Her  inruiitfl  Tamty." 

And  he  cites  Milton,  in  the  motto  on  his  title- 
page,  aa  making  the  serpent  employ  the  s.-iine 
element  in  his  too  successful  eflbrts  to  faacinate  the

It  has  generally  been  stated  that  in;,  as  a 
shortened  form  of  periwigt  or  as  it  was  commonly 
spelt  ptrm^t  woa  derived  from  t'r.  perntqUA. 
Commentators  on  Hudibrat  (part  ii.  canto  iii. 
line  7G6), 

"  Or  does  tho  man  i'  tli'  moon  look  big, 
And  wear  a  buger  periwig  i  " 

have  introduced  an  element  of  coufasioo  by  giving 
the  date  of  1030  as  the  epoch  of  tbe  long  perukes 
at  Paris,  in  place  of  1629.  It  has  consequently 
been  osscrte*!  that  pertm'^  could  not  have  been 
derivetl  from  the  French,  ns  it  is  to  be  found  in 
Eoi^lish  dictionaries  of  much  earlier  date,  such  as 
John  Uigis's  NomenclaUfr,  Lond.,  1585. 

Lemon,  in  hifi  English  ^(yiwofojy,  1783,  after 
disposing  of  ptTueig  m  a  ludicrous  and  vitiated 
wortl,  discusses  tbe  derivation  of  ptr-ruke^  and 
prefers  that  given  by  Jlinsheu :  "  Perwickt,  and 
pftrvqHt  quasi  peregriDa  rica;  contracted^  to 
inr-ric,  or  perruke,  i.e.  vellum  c<tpitu  miilubrU  "  ; 
but,  as  Minsheu  does  not  explain  whence  those 
words  are  derived,  Mr.  Lemon  proceeds,  "  as  for 
pertgrina,  we  have  already  »cen  that  it  is  Gn,  and 
rica  is  evidently  derived  a  P<x"^»  cingulum  mn- 
liebre  capitis,  a  woman's  hood,  i*o  that  the  whole 
compound  per-ruke  signifies  the  foreign  covering 
for  tne  head  ;  but  though  foreign,  not  French,  but 
Greek,  and  yet  the  Greeks  knew  nothing  of  those 
curious  nincmnes," 

Mr.  Keiohtlrt  ("N.  A  Q.,"  2^  S.  iv.  184) 
observes  that  the  French  pemniue,  Itjilino  pnr- 
rucfi,  and  Spanish  jtttuca  are  the  Greek  tn/iiift; 
or  7rqnjK»;,  which  is  evidently  connected  with 
TTt/n/,  woof.  In  till  these  coses  the  wonl  is  dis- 
tinctly applied  to  an  artificial  covering  of  the  head 
made  of  hair,  Oinuirh  the  French  rwrrii^iMt,  it 
would  seem,  was  applied  to  n  natural  head  of  hair 
aa  well  as  to  a  wig.  Thus  in  tbe  Geneva  Bible 
of  1608  the  passage  in  Numbers  vL  6  is  given, 
*^  laissant  croistre  la  perroque  dea  cheveux  de  sa 
teste";  and  Howell's  French  iJictvmary,  1673, 
has,  "  Perruque,  a  look  or  tuft  of  hair,"  and  "  Une 
faosse  perruque,  a  periwig,  a  Gregorian."  The 
latter  term,  it  must  be  remembered,  is  purely  an 
English  one,  the  Gregorian,  according  to  Blunt, 
Iwiog  a  c:ip  of  hair,  so  named  from  one  Gregory, 
a  barber  in  the  Stnind,  tbnt  tirst  made  them  in 
England.

If  your  oorreapondent  had  asked  what  was  the 
derivation  of  low?,  the  answer  would  have  shown 
that  he  was  right  in  his  supposition  that  Trtpi  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  lirst  two  syllables  of  pan- 
loig.

Lysikxsis  (4"'  S.  T.  436,  516  ;  vl  344,  427, 
514  ;  S"*  S.  xi.  67,  117,  139.)— The  purport  of  uiy 
brief  onawcr  has  been  mistaken  by  Ma,  Dixon  in 
a  way  that  I  did  nut  aaticipata     It  was  never 
my  intention  to  suj^j^t   Lyaiensis  as  a  correctly 
formed  odjectiTe  from  Lycia,  but  as  probably  the 
phonetic  spelling  of  an  engraver  of  the  sixteenth 
or  seventeenth  century,  t.e.,  when  the  pronuncia- 
tion  of  the   letter  e  in   Latin   words   hud   beea 
softened  into  s.      Originally  c  was  a  hard  con- 
sonant, even  Iwforo  soft  vowels  such  oa  e  and  i. 
In  our  own  language  we  have  many  words,  like 
q/H  and  cynitiy,  of  which  we  have  changed  the 
firHt  CDDsonant  in  order  to  preserve  the  pronuncia- 
tion,  and    we  make    them   kin  and  king.      An 
Anglo-Saxon    would    have    pronouncetl    (licero's 
n»iuu  KHJicro,  and  Lycioruui  Campus,  Lykivrum 
Kampui.     But  in  the  course  of  time,  as  our  own 
pruDunciation  cbac^d,  so  did  that  of  Latin  words 
in    Eni^land   and    in   Germany,   neither  country 
traubliii(;r   itiielf    to   refer   to   Quintilian   as    the 
authority   for   Latin    pronunciation.      It   is  still 
UBLiol  wiih  us  to  pronounce  the  name  of  Ctcero- 
as  if  it  were  written  with  j^s,  Siuen.     Again, 
phonetic  spelling  was  welUnigh  universal  in  the 
fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries,  and  very  general 
in  the  seventeenth.     Considering,  then,  that  the 
question  of  Lysieiui*  has  been  before  the  classical 
and  antiquarian  readers  of  '*  N.  &  Q,"  for  about 
nine  yearn,  and  that  it  had  prcviouiily  bsflled  the 
special  researohca  of   so    able  a  scholar  as   Mr. 
DiXHK,  and  atnce  then  of  such  men  as  the  late 
Dr.  F.  0.  Huaenbeth,  with  his  wide  knowledge  of 
niediscTAl  Utemture,  it  occurred  to  me  that  the 
very  obvious  phonetic  solution  of  the  ditEculty 
had  never  been  referred  to  in  the  discussion.    1 
have  not   quoted    the  Italian  pronunciation  of  c 
because  it  was  nut  adoptetl  by  other  nations.    Mr. 
Dixon  well  dcservm  tnat  his  perseverance  should 
be  crowned  with  success,  but  authority  for  any 
other  solution  seems  uU  but  hopeless.

to  Hibernia  is  the  smif  :  *'  Rumoldua  DublinenHS 
Archtepiscopus  ex  Scotias  parte  cmiu  Hibernia  nunc 
dicitur,"  &c.  SuppoBing  thnl  tne  original  mufm 
of  thne  lesBOoa  nuy  hure  be«n  some  compilation 
Bobsequent  in  date  to  the  creation  of  the  are/)- 
diocese  of  Dublin,  still  the  oiication  of  the  enrly 
tradition  of  Flanders  and  lirflbiint  remains.  Then 
Koverul  passftges  of  Adaranan's  Life  of  SL  Caliimba 
seem  to  Rupport  this  view,  whiJe  it  may  be  doubted 
whether  there  is  one  that  cnnlnidicts  it.  For 
exrunple,  take  that  which  tcllst  the  fate  of  the 
unsUible  penitent,  to  whom  the  saint  eaid  : —

This  passage  has  been  quoted  to  show  that,  in 
the  time  of  Adamnan,  Scotia  and  Uibemia  were 
convertible  terms.  But  is  not  the  other  view  more 
naturall  This  "homo  perditionia"  Ja  forbidden 
Scotia  ;  he  breaks  the  prohibition  by  entering 
Hibernia,  a  part  of  Scotia.  Adamnun  specifies  the 
particularway  in  which  the  injunction  is  infringed. 
X)n  tho  Ruppoaition  that  Scoiia  and  Hibernia  were 
identical,  the  change  of  term  scorns  unnatural. 
John  Smith  waa  banished  for  life  from  Great 
Britain.  Being  an  obstinate  and  perverse  character, 
he  risked  his  life  by  returning  to  Albion,  and  waa 
accordin(ily  imprisoned  and  hanged.  This  is  surely 
unnatural.  So  far  from  employing  the  word 
Albion,  I  shonld  natundly  be  led  to  enforce  my 
nssertion  by  repealing  my  term  Great  Britain,  if  I 
did  not  prefer  a  pronoun.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
change  of  term  h  reasonable  when  I  say  :  John 
Smith  waa  banished  from  Great  Britain,  but  being 
found  by  the  police  in  the  south  of  EoglnncI,  he 
forfeited  his  life  to  the  law.  Again,  the  prohibition 
of  Sl  ColuDibn  appears  to  have  included  lona,  on 
which  he  would  not  allow  the  unfortunate  criminal 
to  land,  and  therefore  Scotia  embraced  more  than 
Hibpmiu.  Lastly,  Scotlu  is  opposed  to  "  inter 
[BrittoDes."

Bat  Um  rimdering  of  "  Quia 
supra  "  by  "  Who  is  abora  "  seems  to  ns  one  of  the  mofC 
remarkable  feats  which  Dr.  M^r's  trantlator  of  mottoM 
has  acltieved.  Was  he  thinking  of  th«  Antiphon  "  Salra, 
Ke^na."  when  h«  rivcuttd  this  (oar  dt/orcr  t  <hi  the 
other  band,  we  gladly  note  thr  ^reneraj  «ic<^nence  and 
fulnon  of  tbe  knitfhtage,  and  observe  that  thr  information 
oont«in«d  in  it  is  well  brought  down  to  <lAt«,  inoludins 
the  aiipulntutent  of  tilr  Jamas  Stapheu  as  a  judge  of  the 
Uigli  Court,  in  sucosidoB  to  Bano  Olsaabj.

in he  did  what  Iw  conld  to  clear  hinueU^  and 
desired  them  to  clear  his  part  before  the  people. 
They  desirod  him  to  clear  himself  by  earnest 
pumuini;  of  Huntiv  with  fire  and  sword.  A  pro- 
clamation mxi  made  with  l»oating  of  drama  to  de- 
clare the  king  innocent,  but  no  word  of  pursuing  of 
Huntly.'  So  loud  did  the  ouicriea  oflhe  ProtcBtant 
party  become,  however,  that  James  folt  compoUed 
to  take  some  measures,  and  Huntly  was  contined 
in  Blackness  Cantle  from  the  12tb  to  tbo  2'.>th 
March.  He  was  tbeu  liberated,  on  (ovin^  bail  for 
his  nppeanuioe  to  itand  his  trial  on  receiving  tiftoen 
days'  notice  (which  be  never  received),  and  mode 
the  best  of  his  way  to  the  north. 

The  following  letter  from  the  king  to  Huntly 
appears  to  utTorcl  at  least  a  atroog  probability  that 
the  popuhir  surmise  as  to  James's  share  in  the 
death  of  the  Bonnie  Enrl  was  correct.  It  is  No.  5 
in  a  series  of  "  Gordon  letters  "  printed  in  the  third 
volume  of  the  invaluable  Spalding  ClubMiscelhiny :

Aliuayos  avure 
younelfand  the  rut  of  yoore  morrouia  that  I  am  sar- 
niatcr  to  haue  your  daye  of  tryalt  lo  haulde  forduart  tlmn 
yourselflp,  that  be  your  tcruicvi  thaireftir  the  tirrante  of 
thir  mutin*  rai.y  be  n-pre«iit ;  for  I  probrat  b«fore  Ood  in 
cxtreniitir,  1  toue  the  reliirioii  tbey  outuardly  profcM, 
and  hatis  tliure  prevumptnouf^i*  and  ivditionM  bebaaioure, 
and  fur  your  poirt  in  particuUire  I  troa  je  houe  bodd 
proofo  of  my  myndo  towurdii  you  at  all  tymta,  and  ffll 
of  my  fauoute  to  you  y«  doubt,  ye  are  the  oaUe  man  in 
ScotUnil'>  thnt  douhtix  th^irof,  Mn  all  your  cnnemiet 
will  tKcdi*  binJc  it  on  n>y  bake.  Tu  conclude,  hilde 
forduart  tlte  suiting  of  your*  tryall  m  tbe  berore  will  in- 
form  you,  ofid  ub«  the  oduice  that  1  hauo  commandit  him 
to  ^iuo  you  in  youre  proceedingli,  and  mouo  your  mar- 
rouii  to  oDiitt  fia  dili^oce  in  balding  forduart  thi^  dyet. 
Let  nase  Me  thli  lettir.  Pairucill-  Your  aulde  friend, 
J.  R.  I  hnpo  in  aee  you  or  thia  uionelh  he  ondit  (gif  jo 
QM  yourwlt  ueill)  in  ale  gnda  sitait  as  ever  ja  wa«  m." 

This  letter  is  undated,  as  are  Nos.  3,  4,  7-10  ia 
the  series.  Alt,  including  tbe  one  just  given,  aayH 
the  lenrued  editor,  the  late  Dr.  John  Stoart, 
"  obvioosly  relate  to  the  incident  known  in  oar 
annals  by  the  name  of  tbe  Spanish  Blanks" 
(Pref.,  p.  xx).  I  think  it  will  be  evident  to  any 
one  who  carefully  examine*  tbe  letters  that  No.  5 
should  be  excluded  from  thia  cat*gory.  The 
difference  in  regard  lo  address  between  No.  fi  and 
the  rest  ("milonio"  in  the  one,  "  good  sonne  "  in 
the  othera)  is  perhaps  of  no  importance,  though,  if 
tbe  rest  do  all  relate  to  the  Spanibh  Blanks, 
would  seem  to  oi^e  that  No.  &  «b&  huSAsa 
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n  diffeKDt  tiuip  Trom  them.  But  the  terms  of  ikfi 
tetter  tic  tnto  lh«  L-lrcuotatances  con&etjuent  on  im 
dcAth  of  Moray  in  such  a  rasinner  ua  to  leave 
small  room  for  doubt  thiit  (lie  document  waj 
penned  either  belwe«n  the  murder  nnd  Hnntlv's 
imprtBOnnient,  or  diiriog  his  week's  conlinement 
in  Blacknewi.  "My  exterioure  behavionre  the  List 
diiyc"  no  doubt  refers  to  an  assumed  coldness  on 
the  king's  part  towonU  his  friend  in  the  presence 
of  sotne  of  the  ministers  ;  be  woald  of  coune  be 
carefol  before  them  to  disgui&e  his  desire  to  aerve 
the  man  who  iras  their  principal   enemy.    The 

ticinftindcr  of  the  pani^rnph  refers  to  something 
irhicfa  Jnmes  hud  done  with  the  conciirreocc  of 
his  nobles  and  counaellors,  of  wliich  tbexe  were 
anxious  to  wash  their  hnnris  and  to  Iny  tho  whole 
blame  on  him.  Thia  cannot  possibly  refer  to  the 
alfdir  of  the  Spnnisb  Blanks,  neither  is  it  likely  to 

f  refer  to  an  alleged  conspiracy  by  Huntly  iu  1589 

'  to  co-operate  with  thi;  Spanish  Aruiudn,  for  there 
vas  nothing  in  these  on  occonnt  of  which  the 
Council  need  have  wiihed  to  vai^h  their  hands.  It 
seeniR  tolerably  clear  to  mc,  on  the  other  hand, 
that  it  dots  refer  to  the  Commission  of  Fire  nnd 
Sword  under  which  Huntly's  expedition  had  been 
taken  against  Moray,  and  which  had  been  issued 
in  the  usual  way  by  the  Privy  <.!ouneil.  This 
commissioa  was  aRuinst  Fmncis,  Earl  of  Holbwell, 
and  his  nccompUces  and  abettors;  and  Himtly,  the 
instrument  chosen  for  its  execution,  who  hud  for 
some  time  previously  been  at  feud  with  Moray, 
cbo«e  to  consider  that  nohlc  as  among  the  abettors, 
probably  with  the  eonnivance  of  (he  king  ("  what 
ye  did,  ye  did  it  not  without  my  allowance  "),  and 
certainly  with  that  of  the  chancellor.  The  Privy 
t'ouncil,  in  granting  the  comiui:isian  against  Both- 
well  ami  his  abettors,  had  of  couree  never  iriiHgioed 
that  the  rrotcstiuit  Karl  of  Muniy  would  Jenifer  us 
an  abettor,  und  they  were  of  course  ij;Donint 
that  the  comuiiKsion  was  a  concerted  scheme 
between  Hiintly  nnd  the  chancollor,  and  no  doubt 

^ibe  king  himself,  to  bring  about  the  death  of  thiit 

toble.     Consequently,  on  leitming  that  their  cum- 

Dusion  hod  resulted"  in  the  death  of  the  pojiulnr 

fiiTourite,  they  would  naturally  wish  to  wnsh  iheir 

hoods  of  it,  or,  at  all  events,  of  any  part  in  the 

mode  in  which  it  was  carrieii  into  etfect. 

The  words  "youro  honouring  of  me  senied  to 
oountemaile  the  dishonouring  of  nie  be  othcris 
before"  tjwy  indicate  a  gronnd  for  believing  that 
the  king  was  moved  by  jealousy.  Whether  they 
do  or  not,  however,  it  by  no  meaos  follows  tluil  any 
blame  aitachea  to  the  queen. 

That  this  letter  rcUtes  to  the  murder  of  Moray 
is  perhaps  open  to  question,  though,  as  I  have 
tried  to  show,  it  is  highly  probsible  j  but  that  it 
does  not  relate  to  the  Spsuitsb  Bhinks  is  certain 
from  the  main  facts  which  it  states,  viz.,  that 
Huntly  had  done  some  action  with  th«  king's  per- 
misaioo,  although  the  king  wu  afraid  openly  to 


avow  bis  share,  and  that  thia  action  or  "  turoe  " 
hud  been  undertaken  bv  the  ordinary  pioceM  of 
law,  althouKh  the  Council  «bo  had  hclpetf  to  dinct 
this  process  were  aniuoUB  to  evade  the  rt^ponu* 
bility  of  it.  In  nny  case  the  letter  iitforJa  OM 
more  example  of  the  meanness  and  dtipljcitT  cC 
the  "  British  Solouion."

BiacKRTOs  (5»*  S.  X.  289.)-^fle  woahi  have 
thought  that  some  old  Oxonian  would  hare 
answered  before  this  the  question  of  who  Cickerton 
was,  who  is  alluded  to  in  the  Oxford  Spy  aa  "  un- 
happy Btckerton  "  and  as  "  poor  Bickertoo."  The 
fioeation  was  asked  on  OcU  12,  and  yet,  though  I 
wonderedf  I  found  that  when  I  came  to  frame 
on  answer  it  was  not  easy  to  do  so.  Evvn  now, 
olkboagh  there  are  some  two  or  three  old  lueu  who 
recfdlect  seeing  him  when  they  were  boya,  it  has 
not  been  easy  to  learn  mudi  accurately  oJx)Ut  him. 
At  length,  howerer,  the  repreoentAtive  of  the 
family  here,  a  legal  practitioner,  Mr.  J.  J.  Bicker- 
ton,  has  assisted  me  with  such  facts  aa  he  could 
gite. 

The  Bickerton  alluded  to  was  a  member  of 
St,  Edmund  Hall,  Oxford.  He  gmdaated  quite  at 
the  end  of  lust  century,  and  went  to  the  Bar.  It 
is  said  that  he  pmctised  with  wme  success,  but 
bocome  eccentric  nnd  untit  for  the  profession. 
Luckily,  though  not  rich,  he  liad  some  means. 
Leaving  London  he  returned  to  Oxford,  and  took 
up  his  abode  in  a  set  of  rooms  in  old  Hertford 
College,  then  deierted.  He  remained  hero  until 
about  182U,  for  there  are  portraits  of  him  in  the 
Bodleijin,  on  one  of  which  ia  thednto  ISiU.andold 
Magdalen  Hall  was  hamt  down  in  January,  \AH\ 
and  rebuilt  on  the  site  of  Hertford  College,  the  old 
buildings  of  which  were  inoorporatcd  with  new 
Mngdalen  Hnll.  The  original  drawing  of  "Coun- 
lellor  Btckerton "  (by  which  title  he  was  always 
designated)  is  said  to  be  an  excellent  likeness  by 
Bu  rt.  lliere  is  a  copy  of  the  some  in  water-coloun, 
and  :i  good  etching  of  it  by  "U'hessel,  all  in  the 
Bodleian  Librarr,  I'ounsellor  Bickerton  is  de- 
lated in  cap  and  gown,  and  CBrrying  a  veiy  \um 
green  nmbreUa,  ooaHDed  about  bdf  way  op  by 
a  large  brass  ring  like  a  cnrtain  ring,  sudi  as  I 
out  recollect  when  a  child.  Cxransellor  BickeHon, 
though  eccentric,  was  very  hatmleso.  The  boys 
who  played  about  the  RiiddiHe  Square  and  the 
lost  bonaea  of  Cat  Street  would  laugh  at  him  as  be

The  "MeaRYTnoconT"  (5"»  S.  xL  86.)— Tho 
derivation  of  this  word  given  by  I>r.  Johnson  io 
certainly  not  satisfactory  ;  it  is,  in  fact,  only  that 
put  forth  in  the  Unti»h  Ajtollo  (No.  H4,  Nov.  26f 
170S),  that  the  word  was  derived  from  the  merry 
thought*  which  oriso  on  the  breaking  of  the  bone.

AXCIENT  "CHURCH  GOODS"  IX  NORFOLK. 

Among  the  documents  of  the  Public  Record 
OHice  there  is  a  vast  amount  of  information  on 
numerous  eeclesinsticid  siibjcfts.  The  object  of 
this!  pupt^r  is  to  note,  out  uf  lliivae  M8S.  in  gene- 
ral, certiiin  points  which  have  an  imiwrtant  bearing 
on  some  of  the  burninn  questions  of  the  day. 
These  points  or  facts  will  Hu^rcc^t  theniaetves  to 
any  reader  peruHinj;  the  lintK  I  will  annex,  the 
particulars  iheretu  being  bivted  by  uio  on  a  oollec- 
lion  of  entries  ((leaned  from  the  AuRmentatiou 
Books  (vols.  41Jl>,  .VHi)  nuule  by  the  Rev.  Canon 
Hindi*  Howell.  The  dotaiU  are  all  the  more  valu- 
able for  having  lieen  compiled  by  one  who  has 
serve*!  90  many  years  as  u  proctor  in  Convocation. 
Since  I  have  not  the  least  desire— and  the  cuson 
has  shown  in  Convocation  that  be  has  none — to  see 
the  Enf^lish  Church  returning  to  the  use  of  certain 
objects  loogdiacarded,  the  subject  is  treated  aimply 
from  an  archaeological  point  of  view. 

When  conirniasunicrii  were  sent  throujihout  Kng- 
land  to  visit  the  parishes  the  cliiirchwjirdens  were 
cjdied  on  to  report  what  plate  and  ve&tments 
existed  in  their  respective  cnnrcliej*.  It  Is  these 
"returns"  which  constitute  the  subjoined  lists. 
Those  only  are  here  noted  which  bear  oa  Taverham 
deanery,  that  to  which  Canon  Hinds  Howell's 
parish'  of  Drayton  belongs,  their  date  being 
Aujjvuit  6,  6  Edw.  VI.  In  the  items  before  us  we 
may  see  how  one  of  the  main  sonrcef  of  rerenue 
for  the  Crown  in  the  days  of  Edwarrl  VI.  consisted 
in  chureh  plnntlt-r,  while  the  Fame  kmeritrtble 
fact  u  even  luure  connpicuous  in  the  records  of 
the  reign  of  his  sixter  Mary.  It  is  evident  how 
the  ndvisers  of  the  youthful  King  Eilwnrd,  not 
content  with  the  ravages  made  by  King  Henry 
VIII.    and    his    Parliament    on    the    religioaa 
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bouses,  extended  sncb  inroads,  regiirdless  of  the 
^faseooe  of  any  function  bj  statute,  on  Lbc  ptirtsh 
diarcbea.  Not  merely  do  tbe  indentures  in  the 
Bccord  Office  reveal  tbo  Rtotistica  and  acoountf 
vbich  giro  tbe  veigbt  of  the  pUte  sent  to  tbe 
Jewel  House  of  tbe  Tower  to  bo  coo  verted  into 
money,  but  ahav  how  the  Crown  e^itcrcd  into 
private  contracts  to  have  tbose  ** church  goods'' 
mcltod  down.  For  Norfolk  the  comuissionets 
were— Sir  VV'illiara  Fermar,  Sir  John  Hobsart, 
and  Sir  Chrisunibor  Heydon,  KnijibU  ;  OBbome 
Mondcford,  Robert  Biirney,  and  John  Oulybult, 
Esqiiircs.  The  returns  for  Attlebridge  rind  Drayton 
only  I  append,  but  will  contribute  hereafter  tbose 
of  the  other  parishes  of  Taverbnm  deanery.  For 
Ueynfortb  luid  Horsluim  there  are  double  returns, 
but  tbe  churches  of  De^ston  and  StonninghaLl, 
which  had  long  been  in  ruins,  supply  none.  In  the 
Nvnoick  Diocetan  CaUndar  the  subject  of  these 
documents  is  being  duly  noticed,  but  there  are 
two  additional  documents  specially  relative  to  the 
sale  of  church  gootls  in  Norfolk,  which,  with  the 
permission  of  Ciinon  Howell,  I  will  add  frith 
tbo  other  notes.

AniongHt  farms  there  tire  Barbers,  Hooka, 
LingeuH,  Touikins,  Hollins,  Gilberts,  Poplandi, 
Blakes,  &c.  These  are  no  doubt  the  proper  names 
of  former  occupants,  whilst  the  names  of  other 
fnrms,  the  Norchard,  the  Nash,  the  Noak.  and  the 
Knowlo,  easily  resolr*  themseWes  (to  those  conver- 
sant with  local  dialect,  i.e.  the  change  of  th«  to 
thun)  into  the  Orchard,  the  Ash,  the  Oak,  and  the 
Hole,  the  Intter  lying  in  a  wooded  hollow.

Zp.ao  is  doubtleiBB  right  in  deriving  the  («nii 
uiframan'nc  from  the  ^ct  of  tho  pigment  being 
brought  from  over  sea,  rather  thun  from  nny 
fancied  intensity  in  the  colour.  He  has,  however, 
merely  touched  the  fringe  of  the  subject.  There 
are  Kerernl  collateral  inqniriea  conncoled  with 
amriT,  laztd^  hnis  iazuli^  ^c,  of  a  very  interesting 
chiinicter.  Whence  ,i«  the  name  a:ur«  derived  ? 
What  does  it  me.in  ?  What  is  the  colour  indicated 
thereby  ?  What  is  tlie  history  of  the  term  and  of 
the  substance  implied,  and  how  far  can  it  be  trooed 
back  into  the  night  of  antiquity  ?  I  propose  to 
oiler  a  few  ohaon*ations  on  euch  of  these  points. 

1.  As  to  the  word  azun.  Its  real  derivation 
seems  almost  entirely  to  have  been  ovorloaked. 
Oar  Enj^Ush  dictionaries  furnish  no  information. 
Wc  may  search  in  vnin  throu<rh  the  pages  of 
Bkinner,  Junius,  Bailey,  Jofanwn,  Webster, 
Richardson,  and  OKilvic  They  all,  or  nearly  so, 
refer  to  lapU  /uruZi,  but  a.s  to  why  this  substance 
is  fto  ciilled,  or  whfluce  it  is  obtained,  they  are 
apparently  entirely  ignorant.  Ogtlvie  derives  Fr. 
orur  from  Ambic  azraL  or  Persian  asruk,  bine. 
Mr.  Wedgwood  refers  to  another  Persian  word 
/u2ur,  whence,  he  says,  "  comes  lapis  Jasuliy  the 
sapphire  of  the  ancients."  For  this  etymology  ho 
quotes  Diex  (Diet.  liomanoe  Lanf/uaget),  bat  not 
quite  correctly.  Die/  gives  the  Persian  aa  ltu»- 
xranl.  All  these  etynioloj^ies  labour  under 
a  common  defect.  What  are  supposed  to  bo 
radical  terms  are  really  as  much  derivativca  aa  onr 
word  asure,  and  are  foreign  importations  into  the 
lanf:uuj,'e5  quoted.  They  only  testify  Ifl  the  wide 
extent  to  whioh  tbe  word  and  Lho  substonco  have 
extended. 

2.  The  real  derivation  is  very  simple.  Marco 
Polo  in  histraTds  in  tbe  thirteenth  century  riaited 
the  province  of  Badakahan  or  Bolaksh,  in  eoatem 
Aaia.  After  describing  the  ruby  mines — whence 
tho  term  JBaUu  lubies — he  proceeds  :  "  There  is 
also  in  tbe  aame  country  aootber  mountain  in 
which  azure  is  fonnd  ;  'tis  tho  finest  in  the  world, 
and  is  got  in  tv  VfcVtv  UVc  %\V-«j«r  ^O^.X\Jsfc>">.T>.^iw. 
splendid  fedilwrti  «A  V\x«fc  Q\ft.  \xw^«%'«^^«°®*'"' 
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that  "tliexahies  of  Lajvurd,  whence  I'asur  nod 
fazuli^  lie  in  the  upper  pnrt  of  the  vallej"  of  the 
Kokcba.  The  prtKltico  is  now  of  very  inrenor 
(lunlity,  though  tlie  best  sells  at  24?.  the  pood," 
being  lit  the  rate  of  13j-  -Id.  per  EnL'lish  pound. 
The  article  has  aln^ays  been  in  i^ut  deuiiind  from 
the  earliest  times,  and  carried  the  nume  along  with 
it  to  very  remote  regionB.  Proceeding  westward 
Lajtcurd  bep:inie  Laxnt^  nnd  in  Itntian  and  French, 
the  initial  L  being  supposed  to  be  the  nrticle,  it 
waa  written  I'asnr,  It  was  Latinized  into 
l<i:ulus,  hence  Uipig  Intitti.  The  word  hns  hiid 
a  rery  wide  extension,  bein^  foiiod  in  all  the 
modem  European  Inn^utijre.^  ulso  in  Anihic  iind 
Persian,  It  Is  doubtful  whether  the  Cymric  word 
lltuar^  blue,  luny  not  be  derived  from  the  Nime 
source.  The  Gcnuans  very  early  adopted  the 
word  lasur. 

3,  At  the  present  day  the  wort!  anre  is  not 
usimllv  employed  to  tDdtciUe  the  pigment  or  the 
stone  from  which  it  is  derived,  hut  rather  for  the 
colour  itself,  especially  in  the  blazon  of  heniMry, 
I  may  here  notice  an  absurd  mistake  ninde  by  Cot- 
gmve  in  identifying  uttirc  with  "  7\m  tl'omhre,  an 
earth  fmind  in  silver  mines,  utid  need  by  patntcra 
for  ahttdowings."  [Iri^iht  blue  is  about  the  liwl 
colour  a  painicr  would  use  for  shndowings.  Ue 
boa  evidently  confounded  the  omf/n  in  Urn 
fl'ombrf^  luenuin^  "  earth  of  Uinbrin,"  the  modern 
tara  iimna,  with  om6re  derived  from  umbra, 
shadow.  ^STire  as  a  colour  oiipht,  then,  to  repre- 
sent the  pow<)ered  Injtu  Inxutij  being  oxide  of 
cobiilt,  but  it  is  used  in  a  variety  of  senses.  Wo 
ha%e  the  ''  azure  «ky  "  and  the  "  azure  main,"  the 
"  ,izure  harebell"  and  the  "dark  nzurine."  Of 
course  poetical  licence  must  have  its  sco|)e.  but  on 
the  whole  the  deep  blue  of  un  Italian  t>ky  seemit 
the  best  exprecsiun  of  ihe  colour  of  the  lapi* 
ieauli, 

4.  As  to  the  htaiory  of  the  word  and  sulistance. 
How  far  were  they  known  to  the  ancients  ?  It  is 
prohuble  that  the  mines  af  Lajwurd  were  not  called 
by  thnt  name  in  ancient  times.  The  Hebrew 
*npAtr,  Greek  <ra ir«/iei/w¥,  Lat.  sappkiriig^  were 
used  to  indiciito  a  bright  blue  miueml,  but  there 
were  different  kind?.  TbcophnwtUH  (de  Lapidc) 
describes  two  kinds,  the  Krai-yJ  and  the  v/iro-T), 
This  description  probably  applies  to  the  reid  pre- 
cious stoneti,  but  there  was  imotlier  substance  used 
extensively  by  the  Greeks  to  adorn  or  inlay  worku 
in  nielal,  which  it  seems  probable  was  idonlic:il 
with  the  lafiii  lazuli.  Tbeophrastua  descrilrts 
aliio  two  kinds  of  this,  the  dark  and  light,  or,  n» 
he  calls  them,  nuile  and  female.  There  is  an 
ohsciire  ptuisat;o  in  bk.  xi.  of  the  Jlind,  on  which 
this  may  throw  Komo  light.  In  L  24,  doecribiog

daughter  of  the  said  relative  Gerald,  ICarl  of 
Betimond,  killed  in  rulwUion  in  1583.  Hoft 
it  iH  certain  that  the  lady  whom  the  best 
genealogista  identify  with  lhi.-t  *' old,  old  Countess'' 
of  Desmond  never  hud  a  Hon,  and  it  in  e>iuulty 
certain  that  her  cousin,  the  rebel  Karl  of  Desmond 
(out  of  whose  immeuHe  forfeited,  palatinate  were 
carved  the  edtates  of  the  C'ourtenays,  DenLuui 
Norreya,  Colthursta,  Boyles,  St.  Lexers,  and  scores 
of  the  present  landed  proprietors  of  Cork,  Limerick, 
Waterford,  and  Ecory),  had  no  leas  than  tire 
daiigbtEtra.*  There  is  not  a  shadow  of  proof  that 
she  ever  adopted  one  of  them.  In  truth,  all  that 
ifl  known  by  the  said  genealogists  or  any  one  in, 
that  in  the  middle  and  laUer  part  of  the  sixteenth 
century  an  old  lady,  claiming  to  be  the  widow  of 
Thoums,  twelfth  Eail  of  Desmond,  was  living  with 
her  only  child,  a  dnnghter,  in  Cork  or  Waterford,  and 
that  she  cbimed  a  jointure  olT  part  of  the  forfeited 
Desmond  estates,  which  had  been  grunted  to 
Koleigh.  He  uppeam  to  have  seen  her,  and  to 
have  paid  her  the  money,  but  it  is,  to  any  one 
well  up  in  the  history  of  the  period  and  of  those 
estates  especially,  a,  very  signiticunt  fact  that  no 
Mwner  luid  the  Raleigh  grant  been  aold  to  the  firut 
Earl  of  Cork  than  the  "  old,  old  Countess"  vanishes 
from  the  scene — dies,  we  are  told,  at  the  very  time 
Boyle  na««l  patent  for  the  estate.

In  the  "next,  he  him- 
self p:tve  me,  on  mgro  than  one  occiision,  an 
cxpliinntion  of  his  curious  hftbit  of  Leurtni;  ap  hi* 
books  as  he  rend  them,  aonielinics  p;i;;e  by  page, 
soinelinies  in  handfuU,  which  hud  nnlbing  what- 
ever to  do  wiih  his  memory.  The  hiibit  was,  in 
fact,  a  bit  of  eccentricity,  not  entirely  ulejir  of 
(tometbing  very  like  delusion.  His  memory  waa 
unqiicttioniihly  a  wonderfully  temwInuB  one  ,  but 
I  doulit,  quinkly  as  he  **  picked  up"  what  be  re- 
tiiine^:!  so  accurately,  if  even  he  could  have  com- 
mitted to  memory  by  a  single  perutiul  a  pu^e  of 
either  of  the  bookB  meationed  above.  One  would 
like,  at  all  evenlfl,  to  catch  and  cro»-cxiiuiine  the 
Ijenileuian  (if  any)  who  heard  him  repestt,  without 
Hook,  one  pi;;eofeither  work  lifter  a  single  rending. 
The  JVoili  JpMcribefl  liim  oi  oue  of  h  i<l:i!ss  of  luea 
■'who  rtiid  uotbing  but  Latin  and  Grt-ek"  and 
"Uh»k  no  inlcreflt  whatever  in  modern  lilernlure." 
This  is  an  entire  miNt:ikc,  for  Mr.  Hyraau 
read,  enjoyed,  and  often  c|tiatud  and  dicteusKed,  all 
the  famous  noveli^ta  of  his  own  day  (Seoit  and 
DiL'kt*nN  wt-re  e-^pcciid  favourites),  Ixith  English  and 
Fi-cnch.  Ho  knew  thoroughly  the  great  EogliaU 
poets  ;  in  fact,  his  acquaintance  with  En^liuh  and 
Frent'h  literature  was  very  exteoairo;  and  though 
lie  certainly  miule  Greek  and  Latin  the  business  of 
hid  life,  hifl  life  was  not  entirely  devoted  to  buRineas 
at  any  time  after  he  obtnined  bia  felloTfAbtp  in 
1831,  Ho  wai,  iuHhort,  oue  of  the  nio#<t  omnivorouB 
readers  I  ever  kucw.  It  was  from  him  thiit,  an  a 
lad,  I  made  my  firat  acquaintance  with  Loukn.  with 
B<>rki*loy,  and  with  Hume;  with  Voltaire  and  Rous- 
seau ;  with  Vic-tor  lIu^oandBatsbic;  and  fmni  hiuiT 
first  heard  thenanicof  ThomosOtrlylc.  Of  hcienco 
(except  in  the  Oxford  sense  of  the  word)  he  knew 
nothing,  though  be  could  appreciate  the  bc.iuty  of 
a  nijiihematical  dcmonstnttioo.  I  well  rcuiimbor 
hiH  delight  when  I  explained  to  him,  in  my  Cam- 
bridge dayn,  the  First  PropO!*iti'in  of  Newton's 
(•ecood  wction.  It  is  odd  that  though  ho  wiu  very 
intitnate  with  one  of  our  rao^t  emineut  Grrak 
p-ila^ogmphers  he  never,  to  my  knowledge,  acquired 
the  (trt  of  reading  Greek  or  Lutin  MSB. 

Mr.  l[Miiii,n  vaa  a  very  pleasant  compiinton,  his 
knowledge  of  the  goAsip  of  the  day  being  quite  ns 
ext^nnivo  and  at  letut  as  ftccnrnle  u  that  of  the 
very  Iirge  class  of  persons  who  know  little  elw. 
He'  lo^k  gre-at  interest  in  the  drama,  and  wa« 
na.<*HianaU.'ry  fund  of  masie.  At  one  time  of  bift 
[ife  he  wat  a  great  bird-fuocier.  Mr.  Hymanowed 
his  education  entirely  to  bi«  sl^pfaLher;  for  be 
vrtiH  not  quite  eight  yean  of  age  when  hi.4  mutlier 
niarri«fl  my  father  in  October,  1B2I.  Hiti  life  wai 
(uuKed  in  rradiog  ami  leaching;  whether  he  laA 
nay  tiier.iry  remains  I  am  nt  present  uouble  to  Mjr. 
He  certainly  left  do  books.  Out  of  tlie  larvo

Mr.  Spurgeon,  I  must  say,  is  not  too  severe  iu 
some  of  hi^  remarks  on  "Monuments,"  pp.  17<'>- 
176,  but  iierhaps  some  one  acquainted  with  the 
locality  will  tell  us  whether  uny  fuch  ahiurd 
epitaph  as  the  above  is,  or  has  Keen,  in  Dymock 
Churchyard.

Lincoln  (Minster  Yard),  Sarum  (Minster 
Spire),   Southwell,    Beverley,   Ripon,  Wimborne, 
all  occupied  by  secular  canons. 

2,  "Eastminster"  ("Nova  abbatin  iuxta  Tat^ 
rim")  would  clearly  have  been  so  called  in  dis' 
tinclion  to  Wciiiminster  Abbey,  from  its  date  of 
foundation  in  13^0.  I  doubt  if  it  waa  even  a 
popular  appellation.  It  is  called  the  AbWy  of 
Tower  HUl,KUpprea.Hed  Mar.31,  IWftCWriothcsley^ 
Dianj.  i.  04 ;  Grry  Frinrt'  Ckron.,  7&),  nnd  in  an 
undated  special  commission  of  £li^i»beth,  on  a 
plan,  Groces'  Abbey.  In  1346  the  king  certainly 
complained,  after  the  loss  of  several  noble  knighla 
in  a  terrible  storm  whilst  crouing  the  Chatmel, 
ihnt  he  was  nlwayssure  to  moot  with  had  weather 
when  homewiird  bound  {Ann.  rfe  0«eweid,  a-a.).

Its  geneml  use  in  onr  time  no  doubt  dattts 
from  the  period  of  instilnting  twcniy-fuur  honorary 
canons  io  the  cathedrals  of  the  New  Foundation, 
and  I  quite  agree  with  those  correspond  cots  who 
have  condemned  it.  What,  strictly  npeukinfir,  con- 
stitutes a  prebend?  Must  it  be  attached  to  a 
cathedral  or  collegiate  church  ]  In  the  J'arlia- 
maitary  liepott,  Juno  22,  1B35,  on  caihcdriU  nnd 
collegiat«  chapters  appears  a  li^t  of  prebends 
headed,  "  Tho  following  Prebends  arc  sinecure 
Preferments,  not  attached  to  any  Cathedral  or 
Collegiate  Church " ;  and  subjoined  fire  the  five 
prebends  of  Chumleigh,  Cutton  in  the  Cuatle  of 
Exeter,  Hcrcdum  Maroey,  *li0ng  Parish,  Tre- 
liuveroc'k,  and  *Wherwell.  This  list  is  curious. 
First  of  nil,  Chnmleigb  Church,  Devon,  was,  and 
I  suppoie  in  a  lonac  is  still,  collegiate,  as  the  pre- 
bends were  founded  in  it  as  a  collegiate  founda- 
tion, and  they  ^i-ll  exist,  having  been  united  by 
Act  of  Parliament  in  the  present  reign,  and 
attached  to  the  parochial  rectory  of  the  church. 
Again,  the  Castle  Chapel  at  Kxeter,  now  destroyed, 
was  collegiate,  and  insieud  merely  of  retaining  (be 
prebend  of  Cutton,  another  not  mentioned  also 
exists.  Why  was  this  omitted  T  llcredum  Har- 
ney and  Treh.iverock  are  two  of  the  prebends  of 
Kndellion  in  Cornwall,  but  here  again  there  is 
a  third,  Ilodniin  or  King's^  omitted.  The  Truro 
LHocmtn  Calendar  Jor  1879  givea  on  historical 
sketch  of  Endellion  Church,  which  it  distinctly 
terms  a  colleginte  church.  Bishop  Benson  is  not 
likely  to  be  mistaken  on  such  a  point. 

There  (.till,  however,  remain  the  two  against  which 
I  haye  placed  an  asterisk — Long  Parish  and  Wher- 
well— which  do  not  appear  to  have  at  any  time  be- 
longed to  a  collegiuto  church ;  neither  can  I  find  any 
allusion  to  them  in  any  clergy  list.  I  have  heard 
of  oneor  twoothorprebcuds  existing  in  a  similarly 
unattached  poaitioD  up  imd  down  the  country. 
What  is  the  explanation  \  Can  a  prebend,  pro- 
perly B peaking,  exist  in  a  purely  parochial  church  J

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a  correct  extract  from  any  of  Lord  Mncatilay's 
works,  that  able  writer  "wds  oot  so  mucb  mislakeQ 
ID  his  A-iscrtioD  iis  Miss  Uickson  seeois  to  con- 
sider. For  though  it  is,  perhaps,  going  too  far  to 
Niy  that  Wasbinpton  was  n«  ni iich  a  fe I lo w 
countryman  of  aa  Indian  chief  as  Sir  Wult4?r  Scolt 
won  of  William  Wnlliiw,  yet  that  the  two  latter 
celebrated  men  were  fellow  countrymen,  in  the 
ordinary  acceptation  of  the  term,  does  not  really 
appeitr  to  hare  been  the  case.  The  mime  of  Scot 
did  not  originally  mean  ft  native  of  Scotland,  and 
the  earlieitt  recorded  instance  would  ncom  to  be  the 
lume  of  n  witness  to  a  charter  of  the  rei^n  of 
Alexander  I.,  King  of  Scota.  granted  by  hia 
brother  David  the  carl  (afterwards  King  David  I.) 
to  the  Tironensian  monastery  of  Kelso,  between 
the  yenr?  1110  and  1124,  where  the  name  occurs 
of  '*Vchlfedo  lilio  Scot,"  or  Uchired,  son  of  ik^l 
(Liber  S.  Marie  (U  Ca/rAou,  It'^trum  Ahlmci* 
TiffviuMu  dt  Kdto,  1113-1567,  Bunn.  Club  edit., 
4lo.,  Kdinb.,  1846,  lorn.  i.  p.  -i).  He  would  there- 
fore appear  to  bo  a  Saxon  hy  his  name,  and  one 
of  the  English  sottlem,  who  citme  to  ScoLlund  in 
the  twelfth  century ;  forl'ohlreil  Itt  undoubtedly  on 
old  Krigliwh  nanje,  of  Teutonic  oHf^in,  and  signify- 
ing a  foriii  of  uiind-cOMiici'/,  although  xome  writers 
consider  it  to  be  of  Welsh  or  .Saxon  derivation. 
This  niuy  be  sureiy  regarded  as  decisively  opim^i^l 
to  either  Uchtred  or  bin  father  .Scot  Ix-ing  CVltic 
in  descent.  An  regards  Wallace,  or  Mther  le 
Walley;.,  the  Wallais,  \N'alayfl,  Walcis,  le  Waloia, 
as  variously  spelt,  and  Lsitini/eil  Walleosis  and 
Vallensis,  it  is  simply  th*  H^eUhman,  or  Sir 
AVilltam  of  Wales.  The  grent  lib«rulor  and 
"Cujtos  regni  Scotio  "  was  of  W<*lxh  origin  and 
descent,  though  by  birlh  n  native  .Scotsman, 
and  hia  earliest  supposed  ancestor,  Ulcliard  Wiil- 
lensis,  is  found  as  wiiness  to  a  charter  of  Wwlier 
Fitz  Alan,  the  first  Stewart,  or  "  Dapifer  Regis 
Scotif,"  U)  the  abl>ey  of  Paislev,  between  the  years 
llfift  and  1173  (flfffutrnm  AfonatUrii  de  Pamtti, 
I>.

B« rum  rerum  confusio."  The  primary  meaning  of 
the  word  is  "  confusion"  or  "  intermincliug." 
Pick  {Vtrg.  ^yortj  iv._  76}  hiia  it  in  liia  Gneco- 
Ilrdlc  list,  but  he  explains  it  imperfectly  as  mean- 
ing only  a  kind  of  mixed  drink,  "Art  Mischtronk." 
He  connects  it  with  an  Arj'an  root  kvtk,  "  miscbeD, 
durcheinunder  riihren,"  dnnun  representing 
an  earlier  ac-nu-«.  The  Sanscrit  carrelatiTe  ijb- 
khitj  (for  Uiat),  to  move  to  ami  fro,  to  ngicut«.  A 
nearer  relation  ia  the  Gr.  KVK-tutv,  a  mixed  drink,. 
and  from  tta  influence  probably  the  secondary 
meaning  of  c»7inu4  to  which  your  oorreapondent 
refers  has  been  exclusively  assigned  to  it.

Coohtry,  p.  19),  and  eo  by  such 
u  detfignation  perpetuating  a  ci>miption  further 
comiptcd.

Tbe  following  inficription  proves  tb&t  this  chancel 
wua  evidently  reRnrdcd  as  being  strictly  private 
property  by  the  ^{oreton8.  It  is  inscribed  upon  & 
Hjgqtonc  in  the  paveiuent^  and  its  cooclading  por- 
tion is  biflden  by  nn  oak  screen,  now  partitioning 
off  tbe  vestry  :— 

"By  the  lenTC  of  Win.  Moreton,  of  Moreton,  Bttq'V 
oirnor  of  this  burylnff  i^loce,  tbn  Xmiyn  of  ThoniM  Gontr 
lit«  i>(  BtiinllwooJ,  UcDt.,  and  Eliz.  lii«  wifv.  were  her* 
deposited,  who  were  married  the  (1th  of  NoTetaher,  1038^ 
AQil  alio  diod  the  6th  of  Dccomber." 

Two  hatchments,  which  were  affixed  to  the  east 
wall  of  this  chancel,  hare  gone — destroyed,  as  it  is 
supposed-  One  of  them  was  that  of  Sir  William 
Moreton  ;  Moreton,  Arpent,  a  ifreyliound  courant 
sablci  qitArtering  (conjecturally)  Jordan  de 
Macclesfiel'),  Gules,  a  cross  engrailed  cnninc,  and 
iinpaliiiR  the  arms  of  bis  wife,  who  preHeceused 
him.  She  was  tbe  relict  of  John  Lawton,  K-<q.,  of 
Lawton,  a  pariah  adjoining  Astbury,  hut  her  nftme 
id  entirely  omitted  in  tbe  pedigree  of  that  fiimily. 

The  Moreton  fumlly  possessed  the  manor  of  Little 
Moreton  from  the  thirteenth  century,  and  seem 
to  have  been  an  entirely  distinct  funnly  from  the 
Mor«tons  of  Great  Moreton,  which  U,  however, 
the  adjoining  manor,  and  in  tbe  same  extensive 
parish,  nnmely,  that  of  Astbury.  The  arms  of  the 
former  family  were,  Argent,  a  greyhound  sable  ; 
those  of  the  latter,  which  liecatne  extinct  about 
1430,  Argent,  on  a  l)cnd  sable,  three  buckles  of 
the  tlrftt.  On  a  small  shield  in  the  nave  of  Astbury 
Church,  close  to  the  roof,  the  former  arms  may  yet 
be  noen,  moat  probably  paintt-il  mid  put  up  there 
in  1616,  as  (hose  of  one  of  (he  Prippositi  or  Ponu,  as 
they  arc  .styled,  of  A»tbury,  when  Richard  Ijownes, 
carpenter,  made  the  roof^  as  he  has  recorde<l  upon 
it. 

Tbe  old  hall  of  Little  Moreton  is  about  two  milei 
distant  from  tbe  churchof  Astbury,  and  i.s  certainly 
one  of  the  moat  interesting  titruclures,  if  not  the 
moflt  interesting  and  finett  structure  of  the  kind, 
rem:»ining  in  Kngland.  It  is  built,  nf  timber  ana 
phutter,  and  wiut  most  probably  erected  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VII.,  on  the  site,  or  is  usimlly  sup- 
posed, of  nn  older  mansion.  Both  Lyaons  and 
Orniernd,  in  their  Uutona  of  Cheshire^  Imve  well 
dc»crihtKl  it,  and  the  former  historiAn  givfA  two 
large  ciiRnivings  of  it,  as  it  appeared  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  present  century.  The  oM  ball  of  Little 
Sloreton  has  again  and  again  been  sketched  and  in 
ntore  recent  tiniea  frL>qnently  photogmphedt  nad 
dooB  not  iipffear  to  have  undergone  much  change 
since  Ormerod  and  Lysonn  deecrihed  it^  antifjue 
appearance.  For  tnaoy  years  it  hn.-*  been  occupied 
ai  a  farnihonsc,  and  in  my  early  ihiys  8r>me  old 
family  portraits  yet  hung  upon  the  wiiIN,  and  nn  old 
de*k  or  Ciil'inrt  wai  tidd  to  have  been  tlir  prn|»t'rty 
of  Liiwyer  Moreton.  ''The  moated  jrniiige"  bad

The  pedigree  nhows  that  the 
Moretons  of  Little  Moreton  intannarried  with  the 
best  of  the  Cheshire  families,  as  with  the  Breretnns 
of  Brereton,  Lnwtons  of  Lawton,  Rodos  of  Rode, 
Fulleahnrsts  of  Crewe,  and  Davenports  of  Daven- 
port. My  reaiton  for  aiipposio);  the  old  hall  not  to 
bnve  been  uaually  occnpied  in  more  recent  days 

i  by  the  Moreton  firoily  ib  nn  account  of  its  heads 
fiUioK  position!!  vrhich  mtiKt  have  generally  com* 
pelled  re«idenre  elsewhere,  in  order  to  discharge 
their  duties  efliciently. 

The  loat  three  male  heirs  of  this  ancient 
family  were  the  foUowinii,  two  of  them  eminent 
churchmen,  and  the  third  n  celebrated  lawyer  : 
1.  Edward  Moreton.  D.D.,  educated  at  Eton,  a 
Fellow  of  King's  College,  Cambridge,  was  Pre- 
bendary of  Chester,  and  Rector  of  Tattenhall  and 
Barrow  in  Cheshire,  and  of  Sephton  in  Lancashire. 
and,  dying  in  167'!,  was  buried  at  Sephton.  He 
married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Webb, 
Knt.,  and  niece  of  Archbuihop  Laud.  2.  William 
Moreton,  his  son  and  successor,  born  in  1641,  was 
educated  at  Christ  Church,  Oxford;  M.A.  Mar.  21, 
1666,  and  D.D.  hy  diploma,  Dec.  12,  1677. 
Ho  became  Dean  of  Ch.  Ch.,  Dublin,  in  1677,  was 
ooiweorated  Bishop  of  Kiltljire  in  1G81-2,  and  was 
subsequently  tm-DsIated  to  Meath,  Sept.  IS,  1705. 
Be  married  first  Mury,  daaj;hter  of  Sir  Richard 
Atkins,  of  Clnplmm,  and  Roc^indly  Mary,  relict  of 
Sir  Arthur  Jonca.  The  bishop  died  in  Dublin, 
Nov.  21,  I7lfi,  aged  sovonty-four  years,  and  was 
buried  in  Christ  Cbnrch  Cathedral,  Dublin, 
Nov.  24.  3.  Sir  William  Moreton,  his  younger 
and  only  surviving  son,  was  bred  to  the  bar.  was 
M.P.  for  Brackley,  and  in  1753,  being  the  senior  of 
the  judges  of  the  SheriflV  Coarta,  was  appointed 
Recorder  of  the  City  of  London  in  the  room  of  Sir 
Richard  Adams,  Dominated  one  of  the  Barons  of 
the  Excheiiner.  Ho  was  knighted  in  1756,  died, 
without  iasae,  March  14,  1763,  at  the  age  of 
sixty-seven  years,  and  was  buried  in  Aalbury 
Church.  Sir  Wdliaoi  was  the  hut  male  heir  of 
the  family,  and   on   his  death  the  estate  of  Little 

I  Moreton  was  bequeathed  by  him  to  (he  !!on  of  his 

'half-sister,  hli  nephew  the  Rev.  Richard  Taylor, 
who  assamod  the  name  and  arms  of  Moreton,  and 
whose  descendants  ore  still  in  existence.

Oarden, 
juat  printed  from  the  originul  MS3.,  Aberdeen, 
ctVca  162G,  the  presentation  of  A.  Stewart,  Esq., 
to  tbe  members  of  the  Huntcrian  Club,  and  the 
Iiist  edited  work  of  the  late  David  Laing.  The 
Thtalre  is  in  very  barbarous  Scottish  verse,  and 
the  book  n  fit  companion  to  A  Garden  of  Grave 
nnd  GotlUe  Flow^Sy  &c.,  by  the  same  anthor,  who 
there  designates  himself  "Mr.  Alex.  Gardyne," 
playing  in  his  title  upon  both  the  ancient  and 
modem  spelling  of  his  name,  as  well  an  upon  his 
degree  of  M.A.  Among  the  "worthies"  enume- 
rated there  figures  an  ancestor  of  his  own,  by  name 
"  Irvine  Kanpt  Garden,"  who,  we  are  told,  was 
"a  man  of  adtninible  imd  stupendious  strength, 
called  the  Kempt  for  killing  of  a  fierce  iind  migbtie 
bor^r  in  the  Den  of  Garden,  and  got  the  said  lands 
therefore,  being  the  6nt  that  boor  our  name,  and 
from  whom  all  that  boor  the  mme  are  dcicendej. 
He  floorisbt  about  the  reigne  of  Gwgorie  the  Great" 
(a-D.  806,  according  to  Garden's  ThiAtrtoJ  Kinoi), 
As  a  specimen  of  the  nuthor'-i  verw,  and  further 
elucidation  of  tbe  story,  take  the  following  ;  that 
auch  a  fe:it  should  not  be  "  onremembred "  be 
exclaims  ; — 

"  X<i,  noe  ;  die  killinf;  of  that  cruel  beast, 
IliH  hsHd  throw'ti  of,  a>id  from  \\\»  den  furth  draw'Uf 
Ab  ii  in  tliy  nrimevident  ezpreat,

This  legend  explains  the  boar's  bead  erased  borne 
by  both  Oardynes  and  Gardens,  and  perlmpa 
identifies  the  hvnds  of  "Gnrdyno,"  and  the  Den 
thereof,  in  Forfarshire,  as  the  scene  of  this  mighty 
encounter. 

Taken  in  connexion  with  tho  foregoinn;,  find 
adding  double  interest  to  the  subject-,  is  the  fact 
that  at  a  kter  period  this  clan  produced  snotbar 
lumjit  in  Thomas  Game  (ISurkc's  Col.  Gitrdyne),| 
who  bore  arms  in  the  KiiBsiiin  service  against  the 
Crim  Tartars  in  the  seventeenth  century,  and  is 
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described  by  Sir  T.  Urqnhfirt  m  poseessetl  of  all 
the  '[iiulitiea  of  his  great  progenitor.  It  is  trwe  he 
neither  destroyed  a  dnn  cow  nor  slew  a  fierce 
boar,  but  we  are  told  Ihat  for  hia  stature  and 
compass  of  body  he  was  not  to  be  equalled  in  six 
kiDgdoms,  with  such  valour  and  othercorresponding 
qualities  as  induced  the  Bucharians  to  send  nni- 
basfadora  to  him  with  an  offer  of  their  crown, 
soeptre,  sword,  and  all  the  other  royal  cogoizanoes 
beloncing  to  the  saprciue  mnjesty  of  Uint  nation  ; 
but  Urquhart,  who  seems  to  have  known  hint,  snys 
they  could  not  overoouie  his  repugnance  to  the 
condition  of  turning  MuMuluuin  (see  Urquhart's 
Jwell,  16ft2,  and  "  N.  &  Q.,"  2^'^  S.  ii.  G2). 

I  am  reminded  by  a  portrait  before  me  that 
tbero  wtui  still  another  ktm^it  of  this  ^ept,  a  stal- 
wart patriarchal  individuitl,  Kejant,  pl:iid  across  his 
shniildcr,  hose  to  match,  and  mull  in  hand,  sub* 
scrihed  to  bare  heen  n  man  of  gigantic  stature— 
in  the  aense  of  a  wrestler,  too,  for  Peter  Garden 
held  hia  own  against  the  common  enemy  for  131 
vearK,  which  rcoommeuda  him  to  the  notice  of  Mr. 
Thoma.  J.  0. 

"The  Cbristjas  Year."— It  may  be  wtll  of

John  Miller  was  one  of  the  three  early  friends  of 
Keble^  lucniioacd  by  Sir  John  Coleridge  ;  and 
the  [uemoir  contains  an  amusing  anecdote  rc-^pect- 
ing  the  liule  volume  of  somioDS.  I  do  not 
recollect  whether  it  wan  by  the  author  himself  or 
his  eldest  hrolhcr,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Ellon  Miller, 
OS  I  think  more  likely,  tbiit  I  was  told  Mr.  Koble 
asked  permission  to  use  the  title  in  question.

The  Ordbal  by  Hot  Iro».— In  our  mediaeval 
history  the  ordeal  of  the  hot  ploughshare  is  well 
known.  A  modem  example  occurs  in  the  life  of 
the  Tamil  poet  Kulangkaiyer,  who  having  become 
a  junior  teacher  in  a  matam  at  Tiruvater,  in  the 
Tanjore  country,  was  accused  by  the  jealons 
superior  of  eomo  crime,  in  consequence  of  which  he 
was  required  to  take  np  a  i>tece  of  red-hot  iron  In 
proof  vt  innooenoe.

He  was 
convinced  of  the  truths  of  Christianity,  though  he 
lived  and  died  a  Hindu.     Uis  death  occurred  soon 
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after  Jaffna  became  »n  Enjjliflh  possession  (Chittv'H 
Tamil  Plutarch,  p.  fHt).  He  is  buried  at  Tmuivelly 
in  sAlt  and  in  a  silting  posture.  TLis  is  supposed 
to  indicate  that  he  is  still  at  his  devotions,

With  them  the  best  raw  drugs  are 
Iribelled  "elect.,"  and  of  them  only  are  electuaries 
niotir,  with  the  result  that  thej  (not  beinc  them- 
selvcis  consumers)  constantly  speak  of  an  "  elegant " 
mixture  or  draught.

Yiirnjoutb,  who  died  in  1844,  in  his  aixty- 
fifth  year.  The  aged  widow  of  this  gentleinaa 
died  in  America,  shortly  after  her  arrival  there 
with  her  nephew,  Mr.  Isaac  RobioHun  BradnAt^ 
—elder  son  of  a  Wcslcyan  miDister  -who,  together 
with  bid  wife  and  cUildren,  emigrated  to  that 
oiuntry  about  the  year  Ifv'iJi.)  Secondly,  Thomoa, 
son  of  Thuma^  Humphrey,  then  lutely  deceased, 
w:u  drowned  in  llio  Roadstead,  May  26,  IS^O,  aged 
tweDty-Gveyears,and  wuA  buried  at  Gt.

Richardson  of  Pitfour,  nn  enterprising  merchant  of 
Perth,  established  a  line  of  smackii  lo  carry  aalmon 
from  the  Tay  to  London.  These  vessels  ctrncd 
passengers  and  goods  as  well,  but  the  chief  object 
was  to  carry  salmon  to  the  London  market. 
Various  exjiedients  were  tried  to  convey  salmon 
to  London  in  a  state  fit  for  food  without  being 
salted.  In  my  remembrance  they  were  |Ktrboilea 
and  then  packed  in  barrels  with  Tine^ar.  But 
this  mode  of  preserving  them  was  a  Iwir  to  their 
general  use,  and  it  wjis  not  until  the  mode  of 
packing  fresh  snlnion  in  ice  was  ndoptcd  that  they 
became  a  regular  staple  in  the  London  fi!ih--markets. 
I  am  not  spetiking  from  hearaay  about  these  vessels. 
A  respected  townsman  whom  I  often  conversed 
with  informed  me  that  he  took  his  pasaage,  now 
ninety-Bve  years  ago,  from  London  to  Dundee  in 
one  of  these  smacks,  and  was  canied  on  to  New- 
burgh,  there  being  no  regular  line  of  vetnels  (I 
understood  him  to  kit)  betwixt  Duudeeand  London 
at  the  period.  The  plan  of  pocking  i^aliiion  in  ic« 
for  conveyance  to  distant  umrkeis  has  developed 
such  a  large  trade  that  T  end  by  two  queriea: 
Who  suggested  it,  and  when  was  it  first  adopted  ?

WoncESTFrsmRK  Wonos  asd  Tebminalb  (fi"" 
S.  XL  185.)— i*y,  ha,  or  lay  meant,  originally,  an 
open  E^pace,  but  is  used  in  various  senses,  of  which 
the  most  common  are  small  plain,  field,  meadow  ; 
especially  used  of  low-lying  or  untillcd  land.

— I  venture  to  nneation 
tlie  accuracy  of  the  statement,  c|notcd  by  Miu 
AfiTLBT  us  from  Sir  Bernard  Burke's  Vicii- 
tUuda  of  Familia,  second  serieA,  p.  1S2,  that  the 
Ancestor  of  "  the  Pride  of  Korthonipwn  "  emigrated 
from  Weatmorelnnd  about  the  year  1651.  In  Sul- 
gmve  Church,  Northamptonahtr-',  j*  a  hrau  for 
"  Laurence  Wwhington,  gent,  d.ird  1583,  aad  Aon 
hb  wyf."  ThC'V  had  four  sons  and  seven  daughter. 
Laurence's  ^and^on.  of  the  same  name,  moved 
from  Sulgrave  to  Ureat  Brington  in  the  same 
county^  and  died  there,  according  to  the  monu- 
mental slab  still  remaining  Id  Brington  Church,  in 
161C.  John  \\'ashinjrton,  the  second  son  of  this 
last-named  Laurence,  emigrated  to  America  alx>Mt 
1667,  and  was  the  grent-grandfiaher  of  (ienrge 
■Washington.  The  Rev.  J,  N.  Simpkinson,  in 
The  H'ajhingtonsy  has  shown  from  the  Althorpo 
Houftehold  Books  that  John  Washington  was 
kniKhtedin  1022-3,  tliat  be  married  Mary  Curtis, 
of  Islip  in  Northamptonshire,  and  that  he  was 
frequently  in  the  county  up  to  the  time  of  the 
Civil  War.  He  adds  that  *'  for  aomo  years  previous 
to  his  emi>rT!ttton  he  had  been  living  at  bis  manor 
of  South  Cave,  near  IlaU,'*  and  it  appears  from 
the  parish  roj^istere  of  that  phice  that  members  of 
the  Wajthin^tun  family  were  still  thert*  at  the  end 
of  the  sevcntooiith  century.  Il  wonld,  therefore, 
appear  thnt  Julin  Washington  h  more  likely  to 
have  eraigmted  direct  from  South  Caro  than  from 
DiUiour,  near  Ornyrigg,  in  Westmoreland.

Ootttmith.  By  William  Bbick. 
To  write  of  "gentle  Oliver.''  ufter  ThucVeray,  was  no 
Bmall  tuk,  eren  fortlte  accompHebed  pen  of  Mr.  William 
llUek.  Ha  liaa  doite  hit  work  well, however,  and  he  has 
also  done  it  at  once  lovingly  and  honestly.  He  does  not 
find  it  necessary  to  nbuK  the  world  i>f  Goldsmith's  day, 
and  all  Its  inititutiona.  became  the  aathor  of  some  of  tbe 
moflt  "bird-likfl  ''  songs  in  tbe  Bnittiah  language  was  very 
often  unable  to  pay  hia  rent.  Neither  doei  he  fall  foul 
of  tbe  booksellers  becau«e  tliev  hired  Goldemitb  to  do 
hock-wurk  for  tbcoi.  It  would,  of  courte,  bare  been 
much  pleasanter  not  to  have  had  to  record  that  the 
author  of  the  TravtUtr,  and  tbe  DtttrUd  VtUfyt,  and 
!^\t  Staop*  to  Cnn'/«er,  litrcd  out  bin  brains  fnr  work  of  a 
character  moet  luJicrouHly  lll-suittd  to  bis  knowledgi;  of 
the  subjects  involved.  But  be  g<>t  fail  pay  for  this  worlr, 
aTkd  it  is  ert'Ient  that  the  pay  was  far  fn^m  bad.  And  we 
are  not  at  all  sure  that  wo  should  have  gut  more  pearls 
from  Goldsmith  if  he  bad  had  r>o  hack-work  to  do. 
Rather  do  wc  Incline  to  think  that  t}>e  desire  for  rvlief 
from  dull  routine  prompted  him  to  higher  Aigbta  than 
we  might  ••lie  have  baa  from  bis  pen.  To  the  lovable- 
neai  of  UiiMBinitb's  churacter  >Ir.  Black  does  full  justice, 
and  be  shows  how  tenaciously  the  gri;at  "  Cbani,"  Samuel 
Jiihnson,  stuck  to  btm  as  a  frietid  through  evil  report 
ami  through  good  report.  Jnbnson,  indeed,  wbn  may  ba 
M)d  to  have  "  discovered'"  bim,  nav«r  allowed  Goldsmith's 
cfuimB  to  iUo  poMOstion  of  true  geniui  to  be  ilianuted 
in  his  prC8i-«CB.  The  story  of  Oliver  Goldsmith's  life  is 
at  best  a  sad  one,  full  of  bright  promise  never  tjuite 
fuiniJcd.  But  wo  may  well  bo  thankful  for  the  good 
things  which  the  gods  nermitted  him  to  give  u«,  and  wo 
csiuiot  but  be  grateful  to  Mr.  William  Black  for  bis 
spprectativ*  memoir  of  a  writer  whom  the  English 
people  have  erer  loved.

— James  Bland  expired  at  the  stage- 
door  of  the  Strand  Theatre,  immediately  after 
entering  for  the  purpow  of  discharging  his  pro- 
fessional duties,  July  17. 

1&63.  James  Ko^era  may  almost  be  mid  to  have 
died  on  the  atA^&  (April  16).  He  hod  the  previoiu 
night  struggled  through  the  part  of  Effie  Deans  ia 
a  travesty  at  the  St.  Jiimea'H  Theatre.  Unable  to 
take  off  his  clothes,  he  died  in  an  arm-chair,  hitving 
cLisped  his  wife's  hand  and  tamed  to  u  friend  nnd 
said,  with  a  feeble  effort  to  cheer  them  with  a 
smile,  "  The  little  raflle  is  over"  (which  8U;:geated 
some  pecnliarlv  interesting  lines  from  the  pea  of 
Ur.  £.  L.  Bhinchard). 

1864.  Marie  Charles,  the  oalumhin«  in  the 
pantomime  then  ]>erforming  at  the  Pavilion  Theatre, 
was  burnt  to  death  Jan.  21. 

1865.  Miaa  Cotlerell,  a  niece  of  Lady  Eoothby'i , 
wna  seized  with  a  fit  at  rehearsal  on  the  fltAge  of 
Her  Majesty's  Theatre,  and  expired  in  a  few  hoiin, 
in  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  her  age. 

1B72.  Henry  Michael  Barrett  died  in  a  cab 
(June  15]  on  his  way  home.  He  had  played  in  a 
iiirce  and  was  afterwards  dressed  for  Poloniua. 

1873.  M.  Victor,  a  well-known  provincial 
French  actor,  while  perfomiing  in  Lyonti  a  comic 
character,  fell  down  dead.— Mrs.  Bell,  ballet  dancer 
at  the  Alhamhm  (ride  "  N.  &  Q.,"  -i"*  S.  ill.  317), 
BarTDw-in-FumeeB,  was  burnt  to  death  October  7. 
— On  the  evening  of  Nor.  14  a  leading  member 
of  a  London  comedy  company  was  to  have 
appeared  at  theLyoeam,  Tori^uaT,  as  Pygmalion  in 
tfio  comedy  of  PygmaUon  and  Oaht'ua.  When 
the  playgoers  arrived  at  the  Lyceum  they  heard 
that  Mr.  Jordan  had  been  seized  with  a  fit  while 
preparing  for  the  stage,  and  wim  dead. — At  Arad, 
in  nungnry,  an  actor  charged  with  the  part  of 
Calchas  in  La  BeUc  HiVtM  was  seiied  with  cholera 
on  the  stage,  nnd  expired  in  a  few  hours. 

1874.  MiKs  Caroline  Estelle,  while  sustaining 
the  part  of  columbine  at  the  Tyne  Theatre  (in 
Janu-irr),  set  fire  to  her  dress  and  died  during  the 
week.— M.  de  Oroof,  "The  Flying  Man,"  met  with 
an  accident  which  terminated  In  death. 

1B7G.  Mr.  J,  C.  Lambert  died  from  heart  disease 
(April  30)  occasioned  by  the  jocosity  ofafiiend, 
who  stnick  him  in  a  playful  manner  just  over  the 
region  of  the  heart,  where  he  biul  concealed  some 
pebbles  (sham  mnney)  whilst  acting  the  Miser 
m  the  drama  of  Faiio  at  the  old  Theatre  Royal, 
Melbourne  (he  had,  however,  survived  the  occur- 
rence many  years).— Mr.  John  Dunn,  on  bia  way 
to  the  Prineo  of  Wales  Opera  House,  Melbourne, 
fell  in  an  apoplectic  fit  and  shortly  afterwards 
expired.  As  a  young  man  he  was  the  second  Jim 
<;^n)w,  and  riTnlled  the  original  impersonator— At 
the  HoUiday  Street  Theatre,  Baltimore,  during  the 
performonoe  of  Uariud  for  Lift,  ^Wi.  Vb,  ^tw* 
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Marco,  while  reading  a  letter  as  part  otherrCle, 
died  from  a  auddeu  attack  of  henrt  disease. — 
Marion  Oldnle,  aged  eif^hteen,  being  strapped  to  a 
rod  "  ia  the  flies,"  her  fuiry  drwa  of  gauze  caught 
fire  ;  she  died  in  a  few  days.  It  ia  stated  that  she 
aerer  uttered  u  scream, 

lfi76.  One  evening  in  March,  Antonio  Petito, 
the  moat  famous  of  modern  Palcinelli,  left  the 
audieoce  of  San  CiU'Io,  NapleH,  ns  usual,  in  a  roar, 
letiriog  for  a  monieot  to  the  uide  scenes  to  drink 
n  cupofcotTee.  He  middenly  complained  of  a  violent 
pain  in  the  chest,  felt  back  in  his  chair,  and  died. 
— Mi&s  Mnbel  Hall  (re.il  name  ElUottX  a  member 
of  the  ballet  of  the  Tbedtre  Comique,  St.  Lonis, 
was  killed  (March  7)  by  a  pistol  shot  by  Edgar  A. 
Moore,  whose  attentions  hud  been  rejected.  He 
afterwarda  shot  himself. — On  May  1  was  found, 
vrapped  up  in  a  blanket,  tho  corpse  of  Alex- 
ander McKerr  on  the  stage  of  tno  Victoria 
Theatre,  Bury,  near  Manobeater,  where  it  ia 
supposed  he  had  secreted  himself  for  a  nights 
rest.  The  rats  had  attacked  the  body.— On 
the  evening  of  July  3,  at  Allygarth,  India, 
Mr.  Harry  Leslie  gave  sevenO  negro  enter- 
tatnmentii,  and  was  loudly  applauded.  Before, 
however,  he  could  conclude  he  wns  attacked  with 
heat  apoplexy  and  died.— Mr.  John  Ferris  was 
stricken  with  paralysis,  Oct.  13,  on  tho  stjige  of 
the  HoUiday  Street  Theatre,  Baltimore.  He  was 
carried  off  the  stage  in  the  second  act.  The  kst 
words  that  he  uttered,  as  he  lay  in  the  property- 
man's  arms,  were,  '*  AVhut'a  tho  matter?  Can  this 
be  death  f "  and  immodintely  expired. 

1877.  Minnie  Lonsdale  was  burnt  to  death 
(Jan.  3)  at  the  Opera  House,  Newark,  IT.S.— 
Frederick  Dayman,  Alhambra  (Londoo),  was  killed 
by  a  shot  used  in  the  scenery  foltini;  on  his  head. 
— Miss  Mary  Ann  Bisscn  was  finishing  iin  eng.tgp- 
ment  at  the  Princesa's  Theatre,  Manchei«ter,  and 
in  the  last  scene  of  tho  piece  was  unable  to  com- 
plete hcT  part  ;  in  a  few  days  she  died.  It  ap- 
peared that  tho  poor  woman  had  had  a  violent  fall 
on  her  way  to  the  theatre -~£ mum  Malvern, 
baring  left  the  theatre  at  Bgremont,  went  home, 
bad  her  supper,  retired  to  rest,  and  about  two  in 
the  morning  of  Sept.  6  died. 

ia78,  Mdile.  Volante,  an  American  entertainer, 
was  killed  whilst  osMsling  In  a  rifle-shooting  act, 
April  6.  — In  sij^ht  of  a  vast  audience,  with  a  full 
chorUB  on  the  stage  of  tho  Alhnmbra  Theatre, 
London,  Harry  Johnson  exertotl  himself  too  much 
in  the  orchestm  (on  the  trombone),  when  ho  «ud- 
deoly  fell  down  dead.  A  sitnUar  case  was  that  of 
Lneea  Fabres,  who  lost  his  life  in  the  San  Carlo,  at 
Na[4e«,  in  a  violent  effort  to  reach  a  note  out  of 
the  compoie  of  his  voice.— Bridget  Miles,  aged 
twenty-seven,  died  suddenly  at  her  lodgings  on 
Nov.  Ut.  Deceased  and  her  husband  were  well- 
known  Irish  duellists,  and  were  fulfilling  an  en- 
gagement at  the  New  'Tfno  Concert  ^il.     On 


Sunday  night,  when  Mr.  Milea  came  boiD«,lni 
wife  was  playing  the  hurmoniam  and  linxiag  ■ 
hymn.  He  noticed  that  she  stopped  ladMlj 
and  fell  buck  in  her  chair.  On  guing  to  bir  hi 
lound  her  lifeless, — On  Nov.  in  a  suppmumemijil 
the  Dumfries  Theatre  was  struck  od  the  thnat 
with  a  piece  of  metal  that  had  flown  from  a  »t«t 
which  bud  exploded.  Death  was  instantaneoua— 
Recently,  in  the  midst  of  a  play  in  a  Chiaoi 
theatre  in  Yolo,  Cal.,  two  actors,  urmed  wiibknivE^ 
struggled  on  the  stage,  while  the  Rpectator'  rtt!?^ 
and  atoiuped  their  approval.  Atluilta^' 
blood  ran  acroea  the  boards,  and  ona  of  f 
botanta  fell  back  dead.  The  fight  bod  been  gvruunc, 
the  actors  having  quarrelled  about  a  woman  whs 
played  in  the  same  piece.

THB  OLEHICAh  lIAniT  AND  RRARD  IN  THB 
FIFTEENTH  CENTURY. 

LyudwAod  Bays,  "  Althoutili  particuhkr  ccloors 
uiij  out  are  forbidden  lo  clergy,  yet  ifaey  have  no 
HDccitil  hubtt  u  rraards  coloar  or  sbupe ;  they  nmy, 
therefore^  use  ftoy  Itind  of  dreas  thut  is  auitable  to 
their  Blntion,  provided  that  it  he  not  expressly 
forbidden."  Green  nntl  red  were  forbidden  ;  their 
habit  wna  to  bo  neither  Katidj  nor  mean ;  of  pUia 
cloth  without  stripos,  nnd  not  lay  or  military  in 
atylc  (that  in,  at  the  time  be  wrote,  with  gold  or 
ailk  insertioni  alxiiit  the  neck,  nnd  of  coane 
mnteriHl,  with  elits  and  folda  behind  and  before). 
This  laxity  ii  no  matter  of  surprise,  ns  bishops 
wore  a  dress  not  uubeconiing  a  lady.  In  1407 
Binhop  Modeford  bequeathed  to  "  my  cousin  Jnne, 
wife  of  Hugh  Bieley,  j  t^mar  de  scarlet,  cum 
capitio,  ambn  furratas  cuni  uiioeTer." 

tn  the  fourteenth  century  it  was  said  by  Arch- 
biflhop  Slmtford  that  "the  onter  habit  usually 
shows  the  inward  condition  of  the  man";  and  he 
forbade  the  use  of  long  hair  flowing  on  the 
shoulders  and  decked  with  fur  nnd  sendal  (rich 
silk),  an  upper  Kiirment  shurt  iind  scanty,  with 
extravaj^utly  loni;  and  wide  banging  sleeves,  nol 
covering  the  elbow,  and  excessively  open,  hood« 
with  tippela  of  marveUoui  length,  rings  and  long 
beards,  rich  girdles  mid  gypceres,  and  knives  like 
sworda,  hosen  cheouercd  red  and  g^e4l^^^  »\\Mia 
clocked  and  pcak«a,  f\ut«^  dna^cJK  wA  \a^M^& 
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with  simUar  edf^ngs.  They  were  permitted  Uie 
cost'mued  use  of  open  wide  inpcrtunics,  called 
table-coots,  with  Btccves  coTcnni?  the  elbows  tod 
ttraicfat  tX  the  arm,  at  aeaaoDable  timei  and  in 
taiU»)Ie  places,  iu  the  houw  or  when  no  itxaaKen 
were  by,  and  a  short  close-fittiDg  dreaa  woen 
tniTelling  throQsh  the  coantry.  Lyndwood  ob- 
aervef  thnt  the  clergy  in  hts  time  evaded  the  con- 
Btitutinn  >>y  UBing  wide  hanging  sleeTea  which 
were  duly  closed  and  corered  the  elbow. 

The  doM  cope  was  ordend  to  be  the  ordinaiy 
dreas  abroad,  though  not  on  a  journey,  and  in 
church,  but  the  order  was  not  generally  obeyed. 
The  clerical  habit,  according  to  Othoboo,  was  to  be 
of  decent  length,  reaching  to  the  heeU  or  below 
the  middle  of  the  leg.  John  de  Atbon  says  that 
the  clergy  of  his  day  wore  "large  beards," 
"abominably  long,"  and  he  heartily  wished  that 
the  offenders  were  shaved  **  to  the  teeth  or  gnme, 
so  that  the  panishoient  of  a  few  might  strike 
terror  into  the  many."  The  EnKli3h  clergy  did 
not  adopt  the  rule  of  the  Council  of  Lateran,  ae 
they  held  that  "  the  fashion  of  the  country  in 
decent  dress  should  be  followed."  In  1-163  Arch- 
bishop Bonrchier  directed  the  clergy  to  wear  their 
gown  or  npper  habit  closed  in  front,  and  not  open 
all  the  wiiy  up,  and  without  edging  of  skin  or  fnr. 
The  graduutes  of  the  nnirersilies,  royal  chnpluins, 
and  dignitaries  might  wear  hoods  with  a  tippet,  or 
otherwise  doubled,  or  a  single  one  with  a  cornet 
or  short  liripess. 

I  need  not  do  more  than  allude  to  their  coifs 
and  nightcaps,  and  their  putting  off  the  clerical 
habit  and  donning  a  layman's  dress  when  on  a  pil- 
glimage  "  or  for  other  honpst  caQse,"  but  will  add 
aa  anecdote  that  seems  to  hare  suggested  a  well- 
known  couplet.  It  illustrates  the  extrarngant 
Cuhion  of  the  neriod.  A  nobleman  on  one  occasion 
was  so  mftrrellonsly  "  dioguifed  "  that  a  licensed 
jester  wnlked  cmvefy  up  to  him,  and  said,  "  I  nm 
the  fool  of  the  abbot  of  the  monsstery  of  St. 
Mary's,  York ;  pray,  sir,  tcU  me,  whose  fool  ore 
yOQt" 

Late  in  the  fonrteenth  century  some  kind  of 
regulation  habit  was  used,  as  I  find  in  the  MS. 
ngtfter  of  Bnth  the  prior  giving  yearly  to  a  de- 
PCDdent  vicar  *' j  robam  de  scctj  clericorum."

The  conclusion  which  I  draw  from  nil  that  I 
bare  said  is,  that  emtesii  is  the  original  Terb,^  and 
that  when  in  the  course  of  time  it  c&me  to  be 
written  with  an  »,g  and  so  more  closely  resembled 
the  word  im&^ct^  which  had  then  been  introduced 
into  the  language,  it  had  the  meaning  of  to  weaken, 
&c.,  given  to  it,  and  came,  when  usra  in  this  sense 
at  least,  to  be  regarded  as  derived  from  imbtciU. 
The  change  of  accent  hy  which  the  verb  became 
imhiciU  is  very  strongly  in  favour  of  my  view, 
whilst  it  is  opposed  both  to  Prof.  Seeat's  and  to 
the  archbiahopV  It  may,  however,  be  as  Arch- 
bbhop  Trench  says,  that  the  two  verbs  were  inde- 
pendently formed  and  were  merely  confounded. 
If  examples  4  and  9  in  pRor.  Sekat's  note  be 
compared,  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  the  same 
form  in  both  (imbaeUd  and  %mbteel^gc)y  and  that 
in  4  the  meaning  is  "  to  conrey  out  of  the  way," 
and  in  9  "  to  diminiah."  This  identity  of  form 
farours,  I  think,  equally  the  archbiAhop's  view  and 
mine,  which  are  not  very  different,  but  it  is  against 
Prof.  Skeat's,  because  4  is  earlier  than  9. 

After  thus  endearouriog  tu  pnll  Paor.  Skeat's 
elaboiute  disquisition  to  pieces,  I  ma^  perhaps  be 
expected  to  olfcr  some  new  derivation  in  its  place ; 
but  this  I  find  great  difficulty  in  doing.  1  will, 
howerer,  point  out  that  there  are  two  words  in  the 
English  language  from  which  embezzUj  both  in  the 
sense  of  "  concealing  "  and  "  taking  away  '*  and  of 
*'  diminiBbing,"  might  be  derived  without  any  very 
great  alrain  upon  their  meaning*?.  These  two 
words  are  (1)  btul  or  b*ail,  the  cavity  of  a  ring  in 
whidi  the  stone  is  set,  and  (2)  betel,  the  slanting 
or  sloping  edge  of  anything,  as,  for  example,  the 
end  of  a  chisel,  which  is  cut  slantingly  or  nlopingly 
on  both  sides.  2  is  not  to  he  found  in  Jonnson, 
Richardson,  or  M'ebster,  but  I  find  it  in  Gjwe'a  Eng.- 
Fr.  Diet.;  and  that  it  has  undoubtedly  existed, 
if  it  does  not  now  exist,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
Cotgrave  renders  the  French  bumv,  "a  betle, 
bezeliog,  or  scuing  ;  such  a  slopencsse,  or  slope 
forme,  as  is  in  the  point  of  on  yron  leouer,  chixle, 
&c."  Cf.  also  Halliwell,  who  gives  btad*d  as  used 
in  Suffolk  in  the  meaning  of  "turned,  blunted.

In  a  MS.  account  of  a  foray  against  the  Scots, 
1549,  conducted  by  himself  under  Lord  Wharton,

And 
carrying  out  another  purpose  to  burn  another 
house,  "  which  they  did  wholly,  took  prisoners,  nnd 
won  much  good,  both  malt,  sheep,  horse,  nnd 
in.iight"j  yet,  "after  giving  to  every  man  an  oath 
to  bring  in  his  winnings  of  thla  journey  therein 
truly,  the  men  otfended  so  much  their  own  con- 
science (very  many  laffrUvg  things  which  I  after- 
wards apeired  out),  that  after  that  time  my  con- 
science would  never  suffer  me  to  minister  an  oath 
for  this,  but  that  which  could  be  spcired  out" 
{Andent  Aeeount  of  Ou  Border,  Nioolson  and 
Burns's  Hiii.,  tv.). 

This  extract  is  curious  aa  showing  the  nse  of 
another  word  which  Cumberland  then  had  for 
"concealing";  but  it  seems  to  have  been  used 
with  reference  to  abstract  things,  and  imheaill  to 
the  purloining  or  conveying  away  of  material 
property.

old  armour  which  was  preserved  in  the  prebendal 
church  at  Exeter  1 "  I  admit  that  my  reply  is  no 
answer  to  bis  interesting  general  question,  ''  In 
irhom  is  vested  the  owuenhlp  uf  these  [funeral 
armour]  relics  ? "  But,  in  justice  to  the  memory 
of  the  donor  of  these  relics  to  John  Houlton,  E3<^|., 
of  Farleigh  Castle,  I  venture  to  add  a  word  of 
explanation.  The  act  of  transferring  the  armour 
in  question  from  the  Castle  at  Exeter  to  Furleigh 
was  that  of  Lieut.-GeDeral  Simcoe,  the  commaoder 
of  the  Western  District,  "an  act,"  aa  Dr.  Oliver 
remarks,  "of  very  questionable  legality."  Still,  it 
may  be  questioned  whether  these  relics  had  ever 
been  placed  in  the  church  as  funeral  armour.  The 
prebendal  churcli  was  thut  of  St.  Mary,  within 
the  CasUe  of  Exeter,  founded  for  fuur  jjrebendaries 
at  a  very  remote  period.  This  chapel  had  been 
allowed  frequently  to  become  niinoas  and  useless, 
and  in  1787  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  for. 
auioDgst  other  purposes,  *'  taking  down  the  chapel 
in  the  Castle  of  Exeter."  In  1792  this  ancient 
building  was  remoTed.

For  the  information  of  the  curions,  I  beg  to  say 
tkil  tba  Testament  in  qneation  was  giren  by  Byron 
to  [*dy  Caroline  liamb  some  time  preTiouB  to  the 
year  1816.  After  Byron's  death,  Lady  Caroline 
Lunb  gave  il  to  Roeina  Lady  Bulwer,  who,  ii  few 
roan  later,  gore  it  to  its  nreseat  owner.  Tlie 
loUowing  lines  (not  in  Byrons  hand,  howercr}  .ire 
vrritUn  on  th«  fly- leaf : —

These  linett  are  aomewhat  disaimihir  from  those 
quoted  by  Mr.  Hodgson  {Mtmoirt,  toL  il  p.  15i)-l). 
If  A  oompanson  of  dates  be  mada,  it  will  be  seen 
that  Byron  eould  not  (as  stated  by  W.  T.  M.)  have 
copied  Scott's  words  from  the  MonaMery,  since 
that  work  did  not  reach  the  poet  until  NoVember^ 
1624),  that  isy  more  than  four  ye-iis  after  hifi  gift 
o(  tbe  Teetoment  to  the  Lady  Caroliae  Lamb* 
The  moat  natural  conclusion  to  draw  from  these 
facts  is  that  either  Lady  CaroUoe  or  Uidy  Bulwer 
(it  is  imuiatehal  which)  inserted  Scott's  lines  in 
the  Testament,  deeming  them  highly  appropriate 
to  the  somewhat  peculizir  antecedents  of  that  p.ir- 
ticolor  volume.  In  any  cose,  Byron  was  not  the 
roan  to  pUce  other  men's  Tenicles  to  his  own 
credit,  nor  would  he  hare  thus  dealt  with  a  sub- 
ject on  which  he  (rightly  or  wrongly)  considered 
enough  "  cant "  hod  already  been  expended.  The 
fact  of  the^  well-known  lines  (for  who  did  not 
read  the  Alojuutery  in  ISSO  I)  having  been  in- 
cluded among  Byron's  works  by  Galignant  in 
183U  is  of  no  moment,  since  Murray  himself  did 
not  republish  them  in  tus  edition  of  1838.

(Seldeo,  0/  Tythta,  1269).  The  prebend  or  rectory 
of  Wherwell  {Val.  Ecclet,,  ii.  9)  belonged  to  thfr 
abbey  which  held  the  prebends  of  Bathwick 
( Val  Bccla,,  i.  180),  Milton  Middleton  or  Long 
Fiinnh,  and  Goodwwtfay  or  Good  (Afonoit.,  ii. 
G-ID).  "A  person  may  have  the  pro6t  of  a  pre* 
bend  by  the  papal  bw,  though  be  be  not  n  canon 
of  the  church,  as  a  parish  prieat,  and  these  were 
called  parochial  prebends"  (Aylitfe,  Parfrjon, 
420).  These  sinecure  rectories  ore  still  sometimes 
held  by  the  perpetual  vicar,  as  at  Westboume, 
Sussex,  a  subject  on  which  ooe  might  easily  en- 
large. In  St.  Endellian's  tbe  prior  and  convent  of 
Bodmin  held  a  moiety  (1272),  including  the  rectory 
and  a  prebend.  The  other  moiety,  consisting  of 
two  prebecd?,  belonged  to  the  families  of  Mamy 
and  Tregoz.  One  called  Trehaverock  was  de- 
scribed by  Bp.  OrAodiaon  as  **portio  non  curata." 
At  .St.  Tetbes  tbtre  were  also  two  prebends  in  the 
thirteenth  century  (Oliver,  Monatt.  Exon.^  1^. 
Shiptoo^  Crediton,  'Tiverton,  and  Glunev  wen 
collegiate  ;  Ptobui,  Axminater,  ind  Cfaulmlei^ 
prebendal  (Marches.

143,  214.)— It  ia  by  no 
meane  certain  that  Dr.  Burrowea  was  the  author  of 
this  son^.  The  following  extract  suppliei  aome 
further  information  about  it : — 

"The  celebrated  eong  compoe«d  on  him  [Larry]  haa 
•oqalred  a  lasting  fame,  noConly  as  a  picture  of  manners, 
but  or  phrajf  ology  now  paaacd  away  ;  and  its  authorship 
isasut-Jcctofas  much  controrersyaa  the  letters  bfJunhts. 
KeporL  baa  conferred  tbo  reputation  of  it  on  Burrowes, 
LTenoKl>t.  >Dd  others,  who  bare  never  assorted  their 
ctaims.  We  ebail  mention  one  more  claimant,  whose 
pretentions  are  e<jDa)  to  tbore  of  any  other.  There  was 
at  that  time  a  man  named  Mabcr,  in  Wnterford,  who 
keptaelothshop  ac  the  Market-cross;  he  bad  a  distorted 
aoale,  and  was  known  by  the  tobnq^€l  of  '  Ilurlfoot  Uill.' 
Uewas  'a  feliowof  infinite  bumour,'and  his  oompoaitlDns 
on  various  local  and  temporary  lubjoctfl  were  in  the 
iDoatbs  of  all  his  acquaintance.  1'hcre  waa  then  a 
literarv  society  cstabliibcd  in  Wat^rford,  which  rvceired 
contribution!  in  a  letter-box  which  waa  periodically 
opened,  and  prites  awarded  for  the  composiiiona  In 
tbis  was  foond  the  first  copy  of  this  celebrated  sUhr  eonti 
that  had  been  seen  in  Wattrford.  Its  merit  woe  imme- 
diately aoknowledeed  ;  inquiry  was  made  for  its  author, 
ABd  ■  Hurlfoofc  Bill '  prewintcd  hioiHlf  and  claimed  the 

{trUe  awarded.    We  give  this  anecdote,  which  must  go 
or  tanlum  guaiUttm  vnUt  ;  but  we  have  beard  from  old 
^emben  of  this  »ociety  that  no  doubt  exlited  nmang 
■»•-  that  be  was  the  author.     [!in  known  celebrity  in

Now,  1  have  a  grandchild  aged  ten  ;  and  if  I 
were  to  take  her  with  me  on  uiy  next  visit  to  Mr. 
Pluncht-,  und  she  should  live  to  be  a  hundred, 
she  would  be  able,  ninety  years  hence,  to  say 
that  as  a  child  she  conversed  with  a  gentleman 
whoso  fndier  remembered  CullotJen ;  in  other 
words,  there  would  he  only  a  single  link  between 
1746  and  19(5vS,  that  la,  223  years.

Aa  length  of  possession  ia  a  cognate  subject  to 
the  above,  I  may  perhaps  be  allowed  to  mention 
my  own  case  as  uniqae,  as  I  am  only  second  in 
poBsessioa  of  land  awarded  to  my  ancestor  June  27, 
1767,  he  being  then  pojit  middle  age.  This  an- 
cestor poflsessed  it  till  bis  death  in  1762,  when 
(his  only  son  having  predeceased  him)  the  land 
became  the  property  of  bis  grandson,  my  father.

66.)— I  am  not  an  admirer 
of  the  Lincolnshire  dialect  and  intonation,  but  I 
nni  always  glad  to  speak  out  fur  my  native 
county  when  I  cnn,  and  am  glad  to  remind 
K.  R.  that  its  southern  division  is  not 
fur  from  what  waa  "the  true  centre  of  literary 
English."  Dr.  Latham  remarks,  in  his  Handhook 
of  the  English  Lanffuagf-,  p.  163,  "As  we  approach 
the  HuDtiogdonshire  and  Northamptonshire  fron- 
tiers the  provincial  chanvcteristica  decrcojie,  until 
to  the  parts  alxiut  Stamford,  Huntingdon,  and 
Northampton  they  attain  the  minimum."  Mr. 
Kington  Oliphont  (.Sfanrfard  jEnjiuA,  pp.  193-4), 
when  speaking  of  Robert  Manning  of  Bourne,  says : 

"  It  will  be  raiyto  see  tbat  the  Linoolnsfairc  bard  may 
be  called  the  pitrhirch  of  tho  New  Ene)i*h,  mach  aa 
Cadmon  w»i  of  the  Old  English  six  hundred  jr»n 
earlier.  We  shall  alsit  Fpiin  some  idea  of  the  influence 
that  the  Rutland  neighbourhood  has  bad  upon  our 
olaHic  tMifcuo.  This  was  remarked  by  Fuller  In  hit 
time;  and  in  our  day  Latham  telli  ua  that '  tho  labour- 
ing men  of  Huntingdon  and  Northampton  speak  wbat  i» 
usually  called  itlUr  Enijliiih,  because  their  sernacular 
dialect  Lj  most  akio  to  that  of  the  standard  writer*.'  tie 
pitches  upon  tho  eeontry  between  8t.

Mr.  OliphiiDt  .xJds  a  note  :  "  1  rUitwi  Stamford 
ia  1872,  and  found  thftt  the  letter  h  was  sadly 
niiased  io  her  Btr«et<  "  ;  and  I  can  teBtify  uij»elf 
that  it  receives  itnuiee  treatmeot  at  Gnuithant, 
{wrhnps  even  worse  than  at  Stamford,  as  I  re> 
memher  a  Stamford  friend  being  much  struck  by 
the  sins  of  omiBBioa  of  which  the  Granthomitcs 
■were  guilty.  I  believe  that  they  always  call  Boston 
.Awtoo.  Will  R-  R.  tell  me  how  his  townHmen 
prooouDce  Graniham  ?  Bo  they  apeak  of  Grnnt- 
flacD  or  of  Granlh-am  T  I  should  aUo  be  glad  of 
informalioD  on  that  point  from  one  of  the  natives, 
cr  from  anybody  who  knows  anything  about  it.

Shblslky  Beauchahp  mentions  "  the  Vineyards." 
Probably  this  is  not  an  uncommon  name,  and  it 
is  frequently  to  be  found  in  tbe  Domesday  Book. 
They  are  referred  to  at  a  still  earlier  period,  in  the 
laws  of  Alfred.  I  write  this  note  from  Stretton, 
Bntlaad,  where  the  Countess  Judith  had  property. 
Here  a  grass  field,  io  the  midst  of  the  Stocken 
Hall  woras,  is  still  called  "  the  Vineyard."  It  is 
not  mentioned  in  Domesdav.  In  the  List  parish  in 
which  I  lived,  Denton,  Muntingdonshire,  where 
also  the  Countess  Judith  had  property,  there  was 
a  Urge  grass  field  ciilltd  "the  Vineyard"  (not 
mentioned  in  Domesday),  on  the  weet  side  of  the 
Great  North  road,  and  two  and  a  half  mUes  dis- 
tant from  Wbittlesea  Mere,  Conceming  that  Fen 
district  the  anonymous  author  of  The  History  or 
Narrative  of  Ou  Great  Levtl  of  tfu  Fmm,  calUd 
Bedford  Lerd  f  1CS3),  quoting  from  the  history  of 
WiUiam  of  Malmeabnry,  says  : —

device  b<-cn  inten-led  for  Cardinal  Morton,  it  would  have 
been  ftpplied  to  hii  own  flgure  or  to  the  cup  in  hii  own 
bsnd,  and  not  to  tbe  one  held  by  the  youth  who  ii  hers 
utihesitttttngly  set  down  as  Prince  Arthur.  Authentic 
portraiture  will  not  be  furthered  by  aMumpti<'ns  so 
destitute  «t  foundation  as  these.  A  lonic  and  somewhat 
irrelevant  account  of  Ooneral  Monk,  blended  with  a 
meagre  cioticcuf  iiia  brollier  Nicholas,  in  curly  life  Hector 
of  Plymtree,  afterwards  Prov<nt  of  Eton,  and  finally 
Bishop  of  Hereford,  futlow*  the  dewription  of  Morton. 
Nicholai  3lonk  never  visited  biB  see,  but  died  at 
Westminster,  and  was  buried  in  the  Abbey.  In  bis

tingaiabnble  from  granay  l.'iwns.  A  half-rained 
sutiiiuer  house  comniunded,  says  %Ir.  Torey,  a 
view  of  Ihe  church  and  rillnge  of  Mortluko  and 
Barnes  railway  bridge  to  the  east,  and  Hamnior- 
fiinith  Cbnrch,  "  Ixird  Holland'a  faouee,"  Cfatswick 
Conservatory,  and  "Nottenhill"  (»{<:)  church  lo 
the  north.  The  "Hall"  itself  was  an  irregnlar 
building,  plain,  spnciou!*,  dark,  and  decayed,  with 
a  portico  supported  by  four  Doric  columns  on  the 
nortli.  A  long,  narrow,  panelled  room  occupying 
the  western  wing  was  known  as  "  Cromwell's 
Council  Chamber,"  and  in  the  gable  of  tbe  iY>of, 
up  two  or  three  steps,  wm  n  siuall  room  called 
"  Old  Noll's  Hole,"  from  a  tradition  that  it  had 
be«n  tbe  Protector's  favourite  hiding  pUc«  ; 
though,  as  Mr.  Torey  remarks,  why  he  sbonld 
have  wi(ihed  to  bide,  or  why,  m>  wishing,  be  should 
have  chftwen  Kuch  an  acce»Hible  and  apparent 
lurking-place,  ik  hard  to  conjecture.  Indeed,  the 
whole  story  of  Crfimwell  having  lived  in  that 
house  is  i)pf>cryphal,  though  he  may  hare  risited 
it,  as  Mr.  Tovoy  says  the  assesMraenls  during 
the  Proteutomte  ahow  that  Ireton  and  other 
friendx  of  Cromwell  had  houses  at  Mortlake.  The 
identiGcatioD  with  Colston  is  no  mere  conjecture. 
At  the  time  of  Mr.  Torey's  visit  the  "  Blue 
Drawing  Room,"  in  which  hung  the  portnuts  of 
Colston  and  his  father,  bci.]uentbed  to  the  Hospital 
at  Bristol,  retained  its  diBtinguishing  colour  evea 
after  the  lapse  of  nearly  a  buudred  and  fifty  ye.ini. 
Oq  tbe  lawn  was  a  magnilicent  ci\t4ilpa  tree,  sttid 
to  huve  been  the  largest  in  England,  heKJdes 
sevend  '*  evergreens "  planted  by  Colston  him- 
seir,  alfo  mentioned  in  tbe  philanthropist's  will. 
We  are  told  in  a  note  that  tbiit  house  has  been 
destroyed  since  IfiTii,  but  it  would  be  interesting 
to  trace  its  site,  and  note  tbe  changes  wrought  in 
tbe  picturesque  and  pleasant  spot  which  Colston 
made  bis  home. 

Turning  to  the  sixth  volume  of  that  exhaustive 
and  inttTesting  book,  Cossell's  OUi  and  New  Lon- 
don, I  expected  to  solve  tbe  diHicidty,  but  Itnd 
thiit  Mr.  Walford  bids  adieu  to  Surrey  nt  Putney, 
and,  crossing  the  bridge,  returns  to  Middlesex  to 
complete  hia  "  western  circuit  of  subutboo  Lon- 
don," though  in  describing  tbe  course  of  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridtje  bout  race  he  takes  his 
renders  to  the  wtnniog  post  "  by  the  Ship  at 
Mortlake,"  There  is  scarcely,  Mr.  Walford  truly 
remarks,  a  village  near  London  which  has  not  a 
house  appropriated  to  Cromwell  ;  and  he  thinks 
the  names  of  Cromwell  House  and  Cromwell  Place 
lit  Putney  point  to  associations  with  the  Protector. 
But  may  not  Thouuui  Cromwell,  afterwards  Eafl 
of  HIwHtx,  Cobbetl's  "brutal  blacksmith"  of  Putney, 
be  answerable  for  the  nomencbiture  ?  Tbe  bouw 
at  Mortlake,  traditionally  Cromwcirs,  and  cer- 
tainly Colston's,  b  called  by  Mr.  Tovey  *'  the 
Holl."

3.  I  wiu  correct  in  my  supposition  that  the  im- 
paled coat  might  be  the  arms  of  Nieweoaar.  The 
shield  conlaina  the  arms  of  Henry  de  lirederode 
and  his  wife  Amelia,  Countesa  of  Niewenaar. 
There  was  no  issi,)e  of  the  marriage,  and,  after  tho 
death  of  Henry,  the  countess  married  Frederick  1 1 1., 
Elector  and  Prince  Palatine  (Maurice,  Le  liluan 
df4  Arfiioiriti  itti  Chevalitu  tU  I'Ordre  de  la 
Touon  diir,  p.  199). 

10.  Thia  shield  commemorates  the  marTi:i|^c  of 
Itegnault  (d.

We  inufrlne  Uiat  Mr.  Lonie,  like  tbe  mt  of  ua,  ha« 

dcBfjiired  of  a  liiatory  nf  London  erer  bcinK  more  ibao  a 
tbinjr  to  be  talked  of  and  loiijced  for,  and  llierefora 
dotormiried  to  do  a  little  tit  of  it  fur  hitn«lf.  If  twenty 
otlier  Lotnion  elcrttymcn  would  follow  hi4  cxKTnple,  we 
should  not  suffer  «o  srverely  from  the  want  of  tlie  icreat 
book  which  we  hope  for  In  tbe  far  future.  Tite  garoy 
i«  but  a  limited  area,  a  tbort  hit  of  frioco  on  the  rirer 
hank,  but  it  lia«  bad  fltirrinK  fortunes,  and  well  deMrved 
fliicb  a  chronicle  m  we  bare  before  us.  From  tbe  time 
of  Peter  of  Savoy,  who  dwelt  there,  and  wbo  heoima 
memorable  to  cbroniolcrs  and  others  for  the  atranite 
cargo  he  once  imported  from  tlie  Continent—a  bevy  of 
younf  damsels  (tome  one  says  tbcr«  was  a  ship-load  of 
themi  wbo  came  from  foreiifn  cnurtn  fur  tbe  express 
purpose  of  getting  tliemaclves  ni&rrifd  to  the  kinn's 
wurd<-  to  tbe  days  of  IJuoen  Victoria,  the  Savoy  and  tha 
pCLi'ple  who  were  connected  therewith  are  constantly 
croj'pingup  in  our  bisUiry.  The  ftatcly  progeMioii  may 
be  said  to  begin  with  Kilmand  Crouchbsck,  whote  sur- 
nnme  probably,  as  Mr.  Loftic  Infurtiifi  ua,  is  taken,  from 
tbe  croM  ho  assumed  when  he  vet  f<,rtb  to  the  Holy 
Lsind,  but  which  has  given  room  for  unwi«e  peraonn  to 
spread  the  report  of  bis  deformitr.  It  is  continued  by 
Queen  Blanche,  and  the  turbulent  Thomas  ol  Lancaster, 
wbo  Wis  captured  in  the  cbapcl  at  Id^  rough  bridge, 
carried  to  Pontcfract,  and  in  speedy  fushinn  bchca'.leil 
there,  to  have,  a  few  y*»ra  after,  an  office  wrilten  for  him 
and  be  woniblpped  dm  n  popular  luou^h  unauthurized 
aaint.  Then  follow  John  of  France,  Cbtucer  the  poet, 
the  Cecils,  Grindal,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Mon- 
taigne, the  roynhst  bishop  nf  Chnrles  I.'s  diiys,  and  the 
fcccntric  Marc  Antonio  dc*  I>on»inis,  Archbishop  of 
t^l>atato,  nhosc  chungcs  of  n-ligion  nia>Je  so  much  talk* 
both  in  EiigUnd  and  in  ItMly.  in  tbo  earlier  years  of  the 
nercntccnth  crntutT.  These  nre  but  a  few  names  taken 
blniDst  at  random  iiom  the  pa^es  Irefore  ui.  Of  these 
aril]  many  others  wo  have  a  ibort  but  mo4t  nspful  ac- 
cotint ;  and  wbst  is  of  etiti  more  importance,  hints  are 
thrown  out  as  to  where  more  information  Is  to  he  found 
when  tli^it  which  i<  gtven  hero  is  not  eufflcitnt  to  tatiify 
the  render's  craving  for  knowledge. 
The  most  important  part  i»f  the  hook    is  (he  latlar 

fiortton,  where  iin  account  is  given  nf  the  degraded  attte 
nto  which  the  i^nvoy  had  fnllcn  in  recent  times,  and  the 
subsequent  niofit  }iappy  changes  in  its  condition.  A  few 
more  words  ought  to  iiave  been  said,  however,  a4  to  the 
printing-presses  which  Mere  once  set  up  there.  Orie  of 
the  moit  learned  btb'i  'graphers  in  Kurope.  a  foreigner 
of  course,  was  recently  much  confused  by  finding  on 
the  title-page  of  a  tract  in  his  cu<tndy,  "  Printed  in  the 
SNToy."

Easter  Eve  waa  a  period  of  auspenae,  upent  in 
looking  forward  to  the  morrow's  Koery  and  the 
next  day's  holiday.  It  waa  the  Tieor's  cnttnm  on 
thin  (iuy  to  look  up  last  year's  sermon  and  fnrbish 
it  here  with  a  few  emendations,  and  there  with 
an  ncca«ionaI  tnte  remark  or  two  which  had  not 
occurred  to  him  before,  ready  for  the  EiMiter  dis- 
course. The  repetition  re>inlarly  year  by  year  of 
the  aame  sermon  did  not  matt«r  much,  for  the  oon- 
grejfation,  who  knew  what  to  expect,  alept  during 
il^  dt'lirory,  and  the  repetition  paattcd  by  unheedcci 

Round  yp(U^  was  twined  munyu  quaint  village 
Ipifend,  whoee  story  wiu  told  with  more  or  less 
elaiuiratioQ  by  Thoma«  Thoraaa  (known  hy  tha 
baniic  name  of  Twm  0  F6n)  or  one  of  the  village 
piitriiirch)",  and  their  dojfmatic  ntterances  re!acing 
to  the  various  customs  and  superstitions  cnnnectea 
with  Easter  were  amonj;  the  clxwica  of  the  place. 
A  controversy  hu-l  once  nri^n  why  I;imb  waa  the 
faTourite  meat  at  E-uter.  Thoraa.^  Thomas  B:\id  it 
was  because  people  like^l  it  when  it  wa^  quite 
young  ;  Mary  Jones  was  of  opinion  that  the  reason 
would  bo  found  in  the  plentiful ness  of  the  meat 
then,  und  its  consequent  cheiipnesH  ;  Eliait  Williams, 
who  was  &  vegetarian  from  necessity  rather  than 
from  cboioe,  f^ive  it  as  his  firm  conviction  that  the 
reason  was  due  lo  the  ignorance  of  most  people, 
who  did  not  know  how  to  apprecinto  mint  nastj 
(which  he  partook  of  himsolf,  havinfr  obtained  tho 
rucipe  when  in  Lancashire).  But  the  schoolmaster 
cnme  to  the  reeciie  with  the  truo  explanation, 
backed  by  the  authority  of  the  vicur,  and,  I  think, 
of  "  N.  &  Q.,''  the  btter  of  which  he  held  (as  all 
itensible  people  should  bold)  in  extreme  reverence4 
And  so  the  people  of  Lliiufikirpwllycrocbon,  or  as 
many  as  could  afford  it,  went  on  eating  lamb  at 
Easter  after  thip,  with  an  increnaed  sense  of  obli- 
(iTatton  that  it  was  the  right  thiof^  to  do,  ettpeciuUy, 
as  was  the  case  with  the  richer  ones,  if  followed  by 
a  rice  pnddin^. 

There  were  also  the  Easter  eggs,  niany  of  whidt 
had  been  won  by  the  perlinnrimis  children  the 
prcvioas  Monday.  This  Monday  waa  a  day  of 
much  rejoicing  with  the  juveniles  ;  they  prepared 
iome  time  beforehand  the  wooden  clappers  with 
which  tliey  intended  to  apprise  those  they  vUited 
of  their  presence  ;  the  sound  of  the  clapper  was  an 
infallible  index  to  the  nature  of  the  erranH,  and 
many  good-natured  housewives,  whose  hens  were 
plentiful  in  tlieir  produce,  sent  the  visitiint  joyfully 
away.  These  e^ii^i  forme<l  the  staple  arlicU  at 
breakfast  on  Easter  mornin;{  ;  it  was  privately 
whispered  thai  John  Jones  the  blackamith  at« 
nine,  and  that  Mary  Jones  satiifted  her  appelUe 
with  DO  less  than  six.  Thomas  Thomas  had  Wen 
in  n  state  of  wonderment  mooy  £ii.'>teni  n^^o  an  to 
where  so  many  f^ia  came  from  ;  Init  at  last  he 
propoundeil,  with  all  the  gravity  befitting  his  bardio 
fiiine,  that  hens  were  more  kindly  d«^ra«A.'W!f«'«^«k 
the  human  taw  •)t1ii«ilw^A'\«,«ofi  w4^«^tft'«s\M»«»- ' 
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for  tlieir  Eaat«r  iDfinnity  Uid  more  orks  ;  which 
wu  reapectfullj  received  as  an  article  of  fuith  by  all 
the  poei's  numerous  adtuirers.  A  rough  tnuwbUion 
u  appended  of  an  en(flyn  he  recit«d  at  a  local 
EiBteddfod  held  in  the  village  on«  Eiister  Mondfty 
loDg  p:i8t.  I  may  add  that  the  Irausktion  suffers 
as  all  translnlionfl  do,  and  locks  much  of  the  grace 
and  fire  of  the  original  :— 

"  Hen !  O  bird  of  jitumKf;<!  varied  t 
Let  OM  thankful  be  to  thee 
For  il)«  ample  itore  of  Aggn  at  Eoitre^ 

Like  the  ttpplee  on  tlie  tree  ! " 

Then  there  wan  the  decking  out  in  fine  ratuient 
which  occupied  flo  nmcb  of  the  time  and  attention 
of  female  Ll.tnrairpwllycrochon.  It  wns  a  poiot  of 
honour  with  the  fair  damsels  and  sturdy  men  of 
Llanfairpwilycrochon  that  they  should  tijipear  in 
finer  ntiment  than  their  neiglibonni  at  Llunfair- 
arllechweddynogogogogrtch,  and  Kuster  Sunday 
VM  indeed  a  day  of  dazzling  brilliance,  the  rainbow 
baes  poling  in  comparison  with  the  varied  splendour 
of  Jane  Williams's  new  bonnet,  or  Mary  Thomas's 
sew  dre»i,  or  William  Williams's  Hoe  new  tie.  In- 
deed, it  was  a  day  when  the  evil  Huirit  of  pride  lurked 
in  the  heart  of  the  oldest  chapel-^er  in  the  place, 
u  he  looked  on  the  radiant  show  made  by  his  son 
or  daughter,  and  thanked  bis  good  fortune  that  his 
poaterity  knew  how  to  sustain  the  family  credit 

Monday  saw  diBsipiitioa  In  many  ways— on 
excursion  to  the  adjacent  seaside  town  or  some 
similar  outinjt:,  or  a  visit  to  the  Eisteddfod  which 
was  being  held  at  some  place  not  fur  distant,  and 
where  one  of  the  viUagera  entered  the  lists  and 
strove  for  distinction.  But  the  pleasure  T^ar  ea:- 
tdUnci  was  to  visit  Llanfoirarllechweddynogogo- 
gogodi  and  stir  the  envious  spirit  in  the  minds  of 
the  leaa  fashionable  inhabitants  of  that  place,  who 
could  ill  brook  the  silent  affront  offered  by  the 
sight  of  the  brilliant  attire  of  Llinfairjtwllycrochnn's 
"fair  women  and  bravo  men."  The  latter  village 
had  a  reputation  to  maintain — the  reputation  of 
being  the  leader  of  fiubion  in  (hat  particular  part 
of  the  world,  a  reputation  it  well  sustained,  or  even 
their  neighbours  ut  LInnfuir,  &c.  liad  reluctantly  to 
own.  Thia  display  of  lincry  was  not  made  without 
due  philosophical  reason  ;  which  may  be  found  on 
consulting  the  poetical  works  of  Twm  0  Fonor

Eleanor,  Ducheaa  of  Northumberland  ;  the  Ma^ 
quess  of  Bristol,  and  Ladies  Ailsa  and  Bute  ;  tite 
K'lrla  of  Besflborougb,  Carlisle,  EHesinere,  Esitx, 
Fitzwilliam,  Granville,  Orford,  Powis,  BoaMlL

S.  Among  the  descendants  of  Jane  de  Cbasi- 
pagn^,  by  her  marriage  with  the  first  Earl  of  Ux- 
bridge,  after  a  lapse  of  130  years,  are  found— ihs 
Dukes  of  Marlborough,  Kichuiond  and  Gocdoi^ 
and  the  Duchess  of  Montrose  ;  the  ManpiesMicf 
Anglcwy,  Camden,  and  (Jonynghant,  and  Mar* 
chioness  of  Bowmont  ;  the  Earls  of  Enniakillra, 
Essex,  Feversham,  Galloway,  and  Strafford; 
Countesses  of  Feversham,  Sefton,  and  the  lale 
Ladies  Sandwich  and  Winchilsea ;  Lady  Cedlil 
Riogham  (E.  Lucon) ;  Lords  Crof^on,  Gram^ 
NorLhwick,  and  Templemore ;  Lady  Kloreoos 
Chetwynd,  and  Sir  J.  Grahaui  and  Sir  R.  Moi- 
grave,  Barts.

Some  years  ago  Mr.  Henry  Adams,  son  of  the 
then  American  Minister  in  England,  se.irched  into 
the  history,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  tbe 
story  wus  a  fiction,  invented  after  PocahontaM  had 
become  a  **  lioness  "  at  Court.  The  only  repljr  to 
his  article  on  the  subject  in  the  iVor(A  American 
RtviexB  were  some  natar&l  expreysionn  of  vexation 
in  one  or  two  Virginian  pipers  at  this  allauk  on 
tbe  pretty  romance  with  which  their  colonial 
history  opened.  But  I  have  now  before  me 
Tyler's  Hiitory  of  Ameriean  LUtraturt^  just  pub- 
lished, in  which  this  very  learned  and  juinstaking 
professor  of  English  Literature  in  the  University 
of  Michigan  also  discredits  the  story.  This  u 
the  more  noticeable  because  Prof.  Tvler  evidently 
admires  Cnpt.  Smith,  and  Talues  hia  narra^res 
highly.  The  romance  of  Virginian  history  does 
not  generally  suffer  in  his  hands,  but  concerning 
tbe  rescue  of  Smith  by  the  Inuitn  princess  he 
says:  "This  pretty  story  has  now  lost  historical 
credit,  and  is  generally  given  up  by  critical 
studenU  of  our  earl^  history."  On  referring  to 
Mr,  Wentworth  Higginson's  Yming  Folks'  Hutory 
of  the  United  StaUi,  I  find  that  author,  whose  eye 
is  as  critical  as  it  is  fond  of  a  picturesque  story, 
saying :  **  This  story  has  been  doubted  in  later 
times.''  This  was  written  in  1B7G.  In  A  Book  of 
Ameriatn  Exphreriy  by  the  same  author,  published 
in  1677,  theee  vords  precede  the  c^oesCumftd 
Bloty :—

The  idea 
is  that  of  a  scorpiDD,  for  Sl  Paul  adds, "  The  ntiii^ 
of  death  is  sii)."     Tbe  quolatioQ  Is  from  Hosea 
xiiL  14.  though  not  followed  liCerallj.     There  it 
is  irou  11  ^''O?  vov,  davart;  trov  to  Kivrpov  crou, 
^^■q ;     The  Vulgnte  is  "  Ero  mora   tua  0  mon, 
luoreus  tuu8  ero  inferne,"  where  there  is  a  manifest 
pky  on  inort  and  morm*.     St,  Paul  makes  two 
changes  :  tmnsposea  KkvTpaviroiw  Hades  to  Death, 
and  changes   fi/io;   lo    i-uco? — Xlov  o-oi*,  Bavart^ 
TO  KtiTpov;  TToij  trou,  ^5i/,  Tu  I'tKO?;  Perhiips  thi-t 
■was  done  purposely  in  order  to  add  "  The  sting  of 
death  is  sin,"  or  perb»ps  he  quoted  from  memory. 
It  is  equally  probable  that  he  substituted  viKO<i 
for    5iK»;,    because    he    h.id   just   before    quoted 
Is.  XXV.  e,  where  St.  Paul  quntea  froni  the  Heiirew, 
not  from  the  LSX,  "  He  will  swallow  up  death 
in  victory."     The  LXX.  read  xaTCTtcf  o  c'tii-aros 
la-\v(Ta<i ;    St.    Paul,     KO-TaroOi}    o    ^ai'aros   tl% 
vtKo<i\    Vulg.,   "  Prrecipitabit  mortem  in  scrapi- 
temum."    In  tbe  former  quotation  the  LXX.  reiid, 
n'K,  wAerc,    the  Vulg.  and   A.  V.  'hk,   /  \nU  bt., 
Beza  was  not  justified  in  piving  $fpulchrMnx  for 
fno«,  or  Heb.  tluol.     Many  Protestant  divines  in 
the  sixteenth  century  were  strongly  opposed  to 
the  idea  of  an  intermediate  state  between  death 
and  judgment.

2  St.  Pet.  ii.  4).      The  Hebrew  for  giganie*  in 
Job.  xxvL  6  is  Ttpiiaimy  a  word  in  constant  use, 
appmvaOr  jdenticnl  with  the  Htjikilim  and  gib- 
iSn'm  of  Geo.  ri  5.

BeKi  certainly  has  oo  sofflctent  aalhorityfbr  tbe 
rendering  which  he  adopts.  In  fact,  be  himM^ 
admits  this  in  his  note  on  the  passage,  where  he 
B!iys  that  not  only  do  all  the  Greelt  manuacripU 
which  he  has  examined  read  tbe  words  in  nooD- 
tmry  order,  but  also  the  Syrtac  and  Anibie  ver 
siona.

ttreugthened  by  the  testimony  of  C.  V.  Ii.  F.  G., 
as  well  as  by  the  Vulgate  and  Coptic  remoa.

The  first  epistle  is  not  desiKDat«<L     It 
represents  a  figure  of   Death,  partiully  robed,  a 
gaunt  form,  nearly  worn  to  a  skeleton,  the  bead 
having  almost  the  appearance   of   a  skull.

Scadamore  in  Notitia  Bucharislua,  second  ed., 
Lend.,  1876,  p^  861,  a  work  which  should  be  con- 
sulted OD  alt  pomt«  of  which  it  treats.  It  appears 
that  red  wine  was  required  by  the  Inw  of  the  Poss- 
orer,  and  was  (herefure  onginslly  used  ;  that  it 
waa  preferred  in  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth 
ceDtaries,  was  authorized  by  various  councils,  is 
mentioned  incidentally  by  Biel  as  in  indifTereDt 
use  with  white  wine,  bnt  that  by  the  middle  of 
the  «ixternth  century  opinion  h-i'd  changed,  and 
ivfait«  was  recommended  ;  that  this  was  enjoined, 
when  possible,  at  the  first  Council  of  MilaOj  under 
Borromeo,  in  lfi65,  and  thnt  it  is  now  commonly 
used  in  the  Roman  Church ;  tbnt  among  the 
Greeks,  as  appears  in  1453,  there  woa  at  first  no 
rule,  but  ihut  the  Oricntuli  now  use  red.

In  Ku^flitnd  luost  of  the  altar  wine 
comes  from  the  Tincjarda  of  the  Eutclish  Colleges 
of  Lislran  and  Yutljidolid,  and  is  white,  but  in 
Other  fKtrts  of  the  world  red  wine  is  constantly 
used.  Tlit-re  is  no  rubric  or  order  as  to  the  use  of 
either  re<l  or  white  wine.  All  that  is  required  is 
tliat  it  should  be  pure  wine  made  of  the  grape.

In  Spcnce*B  AMcdottt  the  following  is  given,  on 
the  authority  of  Dennis  :— 

"  Otway  bad  an  intimato  friend  (ons  BUcIutone),  who 
was  shot;  the  nmrderor  fled  towmrd  [>over:  snd  Otway 
imrftved  bini.  In  bis  return,  he  drsnk  w&trr  when 
TinUntty  lieated,  and  so  got  a  fsver,  which  was  (be  death 
of  hiiD." 

Ciblwr,  in  his  iiiw  of  the  Poeh,  1753,  ii.  333, 
gives  tho  story  of  bis  bcin;*  choked  by  nivenoualy 
swallowing  a  piece  of  bread  when  in  a  starving  con- 
dition, but  he  gives  no  authority  for  it,  and  only  Bays, 
"  It  hna  been  reported."  The  story  is  by  no  means 
consistent  or  prob:ible  ;  there  la  no  evidence  to 
show  thnt  Otway  was  ntterlv  friendless  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  Chnrles  \l.  died  on  Feb.  6, 
1685,  and  on  March  30,  1685,  there  is  an  adver- 
tisement in  the  Obtervator  of  the  publication  of 
"  IVindeor  Ca4tU,  in  a  monument  to  our  lata 
Sovereii^u  K.  Charles  2,  of  ever  blessed  memory, 
A  Poem  by  Tho.  Otway.  Printed  for  Charles 
Brome,  nt  the  Gun,  at  the  West-end  of  St.  Pauls." 

The  llitlory  of  iU  THumvircUa,  1686,  "made 
English  by  Tho.  Otway  lately  deceased,"  was  pub- 
lished by  Bromo  a  few  months  after  the  death  of 
the  translntor ;  and  from  a  note  in  the  Bu  it 
appears  th»t  Otway«  shortly  before  liis  death,  sold 
a  tmgedy  to  Mr.  Bentley,  the  MS.  of  which  he 
had  not  parted  with,  and  which  was  advertised  for 
afterwards  in  the  0&j«rt<ator.  If  Wood's  account 
is  correct,  two  points  are  clear,  that  he  was  at  work 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  probiibty  therefore 
earning  something,  and  that  ho  was  suffering /ron» 
tickncss,  i.e.  ill,  not  merely  in  want  of  food.  When 
all  the  little  meagre  evidence  we  have  is  bronghfc 
together  the  mam  fnct  remains— Otway  died, 
niiacmbly  poor  and  neglected,  at  a  piiblic-honse  on 
Tower  Hill  which  he  often  resorted  to.  To  use 
the  words  of  Dennis  {R^vuxTk^  on  Pope's  Horner^ 
1717,  p.  6),  "ho  languished  in  adversity  unpitied, 
and  dyed,  in  an  ale  house,  nnlauented."  It  does 
not  seem  that  the  story  of  his  being  choked  by 
a  piece  of  bread  was  published  earlier  tli»n  in 
Ciobei^a  book.  Edward  Sollt. 

Your  corrcepondeat  does  not  appear  to  be 
acquainted  with  Mr.  Thornton's  life  of  Otway, 
prt'fixed  to  the  beat  edition  of  his  U'orkt,  London, 
1813,  3  vols.  The  story  of  his  death  by  choking, 
which  first  appeareil  in  the  memoir  giren  in  the 
earliest  ooUected  edition,  is  there  examined  and 
dismissed  :— 

"The  wriu™  who  have  treated  rooit  copiously  of 
Otway'i  life  fumiib  no  conflrniatioii  «f  thli  clrcum* 
■tsDCB,  and  Wcmd,  who  U  in  general  sutBcienlly  circoto- 
ttantial.  ii  not  only  silent  upon  thii  ro^jcct.  but  eipfeialj 
states  that  m  Aii  t%ctn€U  (wldcb  indicate*  that  bisdoeay 
wai  gr»dunl)  lie  employed  himself  in  composing  a  con- 
fcrstulatory  poem  on  the  insuRttnillnn  of  Kin)c  James  II. 
But  we  bsTB,  fortunately,  the  mevia  o(  ovv«»^^'l,«*''^'s^ 
evidence  la  l\i«  ¥>\tt*r|  wwi^ywVt^.  %jtw:vo»Krtii  ^  »• 
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uoDymooi  bloenplivr.  Dr.  WArton,  in  publuhioK  tho 
ranuUna  of  Mr.  Bprnco,  Lm  Bupplicd  tlm  followinc  pitr- 
Uoiilars  relativ«  (o  (bt  mifnciliat<.'  wufid  of  Otwuy'idcAth.

AudersoD,  in  the  li/a  of  OtWAj  preSzed  to  bis 
poems  in  .1  ( ^ompUU  Edition  of  fite  FocU  of  Grtai 
Britain,  17U3  (voL  vu  p.  -143),  fluya  :—

deht-*,  h*  retlrod  to  n  pnhiic  hoiice  on  Tow<.-r  Uitl,  lo 
avuiil  tlio  itrMture  cf  lii*  crt'dttor*,  «h<re  bo  Hivl  on  IIil- 
14tb  Aiiril,  lC?fi,  In  the  tblrtjfourth  rcnr  of  hit  ntte.

Thia  i.i  attrihnted,  not  to  Pope,  but  to  bis  eon- 
temporury,  Dennia  tho  critic.  Dennis  woa  twenty- 
eight  when  Otway  died.

Tlic  palm,  crescent,  or  hollow 
of  (he  hand  is  repreaented  by  a  distinct 
word  in  the  African  languages  and  in  Hehnsw 
(both  Yml  and  Caph),  and  is  a  fcmala 
emblem.  FiTe-finirere<i  mountains,  from  their 
peculiarity,  were  in  the  early  epochs  of  naturo 
worship  looked  u|Hin  as  sacred,  representing  nut 
only  man,  but  throu[rb  him  nature.  Hence  Ihe 
legends  ottaubiog  lu  such  nionnl.Lins,  and  tbo  re* 
Temoe  shown  to  their  inhabiUkQls,  who  were 
regarded  as  the  priextn  of  the  grent  god  and  the 
nnrsai  of  Zeus  or  Jupiter.

I  certainly  did 
not  intend  to  express  or  imply  any  belief,  for  which 
the  evidence  was  far  too  vague ;  only  I  submit 
that  if  evidence  is  to  be  received  at  all  it  should 
not  be  disparaged  merely  because  that  which  it 
tends  to  prove  is  extraordinary.  The  value  of 
evidence  ia  just  the  improbability,  according 
to  experience,  of  its  being  forthcoming  for  that 
vhirh  is  not  a  fact,  and  this  value  cannot  be  in 
the  least  affected  by  the  nature  of  the  fact  to  be 
proved,  except  so  far  as  the  latter  may  suggest 
peeuli«r  fallacies  in  the  evidence.  This  definition 
of  the  value  of  evidence  is,  of  coune,  wholly 
opposed  to  the   argument  of  Hume,  who  would 


nuike  the  value  entirely  relative  to  the  probftbility 
or  improbability  of  the  fact.  This  is  a  tallaey 
which  has  been  repeatedly  eiposwi  (ooUbW  fc* 
Mr.  Starkie,  Mr.  Babbnge,  and  Mr.  A.  R.  Wallaot)^ 
but  which  is  still  constantly  appealed  to  u  if  U 
were  an  admitted  canon  of  rational  judgmeaL 
I  fancied  I  detected  the  tendency  to  fall  back  npaa 
it  in  Mr.  Tiioms's  slighting  mention  of  the  oflm- 
current  testimon;  (not  the  credulous  belief,  as  Dr. 
Dudley  aasunieO  of  the  "oldest  inhabitants,^  * 
which,  I  think,  he  would  have  allowed  more  weij 
in  any  ordinary  matter.  This  wonld  be  the  e 
to  bo  regretted  as  Mit.  Thoms  is  himself,  ia 
inquiry  he  has  made  his  own,  so  signal  aa  obve 
of  Lonl  Bacon's  law  "to  admit  nothing  upon 
credit,  nor  to  reject  upon  improbability,  untd  tha* 
hath  passed  a  due  examination."  There  ore  other 
phenomena,  of  greater  fiignlficaooe  than  cente&t* 
rianism,  which  are  rejected  by  the  learned  with- 
out inquiry,  in  deference  to  Hume's  principle  and 
in  defiance  of  Lord  Bacon's.  C,  CL  ""

On  the  other  bftod, 
Mr.  Shepherd,  not  baring  the  fe«r  of  the  Index  Society 
before  his  eyes,  hai  supplied  neither  index  nor  Ubie  of 
contenta,  and  bM  not  otcd  paged  his  book,  Norbuhe 
told  ui  why  he  has  aelectwl  the«e  nineteen  pieces,  and  no 
otberp,  out  of  the  moss  of  Ixaak's  miaocllaneous  writing ; 
nor  do  hii  notea  explain  anything  more  than  the  dale 
and  the  whereaboute  of  each  piece.  For  iiiat«nce,  in  the 
dedication  of  the  Rfli'/nia  Holloniance.  third  tdition.  to 
Lord  Cbeeterfieli],  Wulton  mentions  "  Bocton  I'aUce  "  ;

Bougbton  Malherbc,  in  Kent.  Ag>in.  the  "  >lr.  Halee'' 
spoken  of  in  Walton's  letter  to  Richard  Marriutt  is  Joha 
lialcs  of  ICtOT).  Mr.  Shepherd  dora  not  tell  us  tliis— 
perhaps  he  thinks  it  onpeHtU'^iil  to  do  so— nor  doaa  he 
remind  us  that  tlio  "  Mr.  Marriott"  to  whom  the  letter 
is  aildresird  is  "  my  old  friend  Mr.  Richard  Marri-it,*' 
to  whom  Walton's  will  (bore  printed  in  fullj  K\vet  "ten 
pDwnd  in  money."  But  he  should  at  Ica§t  have  told  ue 
ibnt  wheri  Walton  laya  "I  have  received  Bentevolio,"  be 
means  the  rominceof  Btnlivotio  atut  C^tixmia,  br  N.  T. 
{Nicliolaa  Ingelo),  which  was  pubtiitbed  in  lt)€0.  We 
have  often  wondered,  by  the  way,  whether  this  Reverend 
Doctor  Ingelo  vrai  an  ancestor  of  our  present  fair  poetesa 
and  novelist.  Jean  Ineelow.  In  another  place,  Walton, 
writitLg  to  John  Aubrey,  speaks  of  one  who  did  "  lode 
near  the  water-etarea,  or  markei,  in  Wootntabla  " ;  and 
adds  that  "  Wool^tahle  ia  a  plaee  not  fir  from  Charing- 
Crosft,  and  nerer  to  Northumberland  house."  Why  ia 
not  thia  IVooittnftlt  Hnnotat<:d  and  identifi'.'d  1  And  why 
are  not  we  told,  what  we  tbuuld  much  like  to  know, 
whether  "  the  towne  or  corporation  of  Stafl'urd  "  ever 
got  that  farm  near  Eeclceball  which  Ixaak  contingently 
deTised  to  tbem ;  and  whether,  if  mo.  they  still  exi>end  the 
renta  of  it  upon  "  boyes,"  and  "mende-scrvBiiti  lone  in 
one  servip."  and  in  the  other  wnys  whii^h  be  desires  I 
"Isaak  Walton  the  elder  of  Winchester  "  vtu  liorn,  aa 
his  will  recites,  atStaflbrd.  Is  there  any  statue  or  other 
roemorial  of  him  in  that  town  1  We  think  not.  One 
other  matter  we  must  remark  upon.  Ths  preface  to 
Thfattiui  find  Cirarchtut  is  one  of  the  nineteen  pieces  in 
this  volume  ;  and  M  r.  Shepherd  in  his  own  preface  refers 
to  the  theory  thut  TheaitXia  oRd  ClearthiiM  was  r<.^ally 
written  by  Walton  himself.

One  of  the  well-known  Jai4  of  Seogiii  in  en- 
titled, "  What  SbiftB  Scogin  nnd  his  Fellow  made 
when  they  Incked  Money/*  and  consista  of  these 
worthies  chenting  ft  poor  herdsman  otU  of  a  sum  of 
money  by  perattuling  him  that  the  sheep  he  was 
driviuf^  were  pi(^,  not  sheep.  Bco^In  aenda  his 
companion  to  orertake  tbe  peasant,  while  he  him- 
lelf  remains  behind  and  out  of  sight,  and  to  lay 
a  wager  with  him  that  his  8he«p  were  hogs,  and 
arran[ie  i\ia.l  the  dispute  be  decided  hy  the  first 
person  ihat  almuld  pasR  along  the  road.  The 
"Oxford  Bcholar"  flucccedsin  invoi(jHngtlieaimplo 
herdsman  into  a.  wnger,  and  Scogin,  preaenlly 
coming  up  with  them,  declares^  of  course,  that  the 
animaJia  are  pli^ft,  and  thus  the  peasant  loses  his 
wager,  Mr,  \V,  Carcw  Ha?:lit^  in  a  foot-note  to  this 
tale  in  the  second  series  of  the  *'  Shakspeare  .Te&t- 
Books,"  which  he  has  so  ably  edited,  says  (p.  56) : 

"  I  know  not  whether  thia  tale  Ib  to  be  found  in  esrlter 
books  or  ralated  of  any  nne  before  Scogin's  time,  but  it 
Was  one  of  which  cumpilerB  of  jciit-biokB  daixeqiienlly 
nade  a  gooA  deal  of  oBe.  It  in  in  t)l«^  .Sirjte-/'W/  of 
.\>wM,  probibfj  priutfd  u  early  tut  15SS,  and  in  a  MS. 
temp.  Ci>arlfl«  I..  t)iB  property  of  J.  Fayne  Collier,  Eaq., 
Or<trK«  t'eele,  the  drninatitt,  siid  Julin  HiiiKer,  tbe  actor, 
are  made  tbe  heroes  of  the  adranture,  and  tba  authors 
of  the  d«e«ptioti  on  the  shepherd." 
{In  both  versions  here  referred  to  the  man  is  re- 
present<>d  aa  driring  pigi^  which  he  is  by  tbe 
aharpera  and  by  Peele  and  Singer  pennftded  are 
not  pigf,  but  sheep.) 


Mr.  Hazlitt  waa  evidently  Dot  awar«  that  tb« 
original  of  this  old  English  tale  is  found  in  tbe 
PanUha  Tanfro,  tbe  celebrated  oolleclinn  of  San- 
scrit fables,  and  also  in  the  Hitopade^n  of  Vithon- 
aarman,  an  abridgment  of  that  work.  geoeraUy 
known  as  the  Fabla  of  BuljMi,  or  Pilp*y.  Tbe 
story  oc^^urs  in  tbe  fourth  book  of  the  uit 
("On  Peace"),  where  a  Bnilimnn  is  renreseni 
the  victim  of  a  similar  deception  tn  that 
to  Scogin.  Omitting  matter  not  relevant  to  the 
story  itaelf,  the  following  is  taken  from  Sir  William 
Jonea's  version  : —

padfiiti  Sir  Wm.  Jonea'B  M'orU,  Ho.,  vol.  ri.  p.  }S9, 

There  can  be  little  or  no  doubt,  I  think,  thit 
here  we  have  the  original  of  the  old  English  taJe. 
but  from  what  source  the  compilers  of  Sco^m'i 
Jalt  and  the  >Sncke-FuU  o/A'cu-w derived  it  it  niH 
so  clear.  Tbe  fables  of  the  lliiopadcta  did  not 
exist  in  English  before  1570,  when  a  tmnslatioD 
of  Boni's  Italian  version,  by  Sir  Thomas  North 
(entitled  the  Moral  Philosophy  nf  iJoni),  w-os  pob- 
liHbed.  But  there  waa  a  Latin  version  made  hj 
John  of  ('apua,  in  the  thirteenth  century,  from  tw 
Hebrew  version  bv  the  liabbi  Joel  of  the  Amblu 
translation  by  Abdallah  ben  Almokaifu,  which  wai 
made  in  the  eighth  century  from  the  Peblevi 
tranfjlatioD  from  the  original  .Sanscrit,  done  by  tbe 
celebrated  Persian  physician  liarzouieh  in  the'aixLi 
contuiy.  It  would  be  intereKling,  as  an  illustn- 
tion  of  the  tran!imigmtion.s  of  popular  lal««  aod 
fictions,  to  ascertain  from  what  source  the  c«b» 
piler  of  tbe  JesU  of  Scogin  obtained  this  Initt, 
may  have  come  into  English  tbruugh  Jo' 
tJapua's  Latin  version  of  tbe  tMliloh  fiiuf  Oi 
the  Arabian  version  of  tlie  UitojHideta,  or  thmu^ 
a  version  in  one  of  the  medizeval  callei'tt(>DR  of 
Latin  stories,  such  ua  the  ViscipUua  ClrrioaJiM  of 
Pctni4  Atfonsi  (I  do  not  think  it  is  foand  la 
the  Oetfn  Iiomai%oruw\  or,  most  likely  perbips» 
through  some  fabliau  of  the  Trouvures.

ntainetl  at  the  palace  oa  one  of  the  iinperiul  bouse- 
hold.  Threo  other  doctors,  envious  of  his  gfeut: 
.good  fortune,  conspire  to  destroy  Averoya,  They 
go  mit  ut'  the  city,  and  station  theoiselves  on  the 
toftd  aloo^  whit'h  he  usually  passed  on  his  visits 
to  patients  in  the  suburbs,  a  mile  or  two  upart 
from  each  other.

The  work  of  excavation  was  carried  on  for  severat 
years  until  the  whole  range  of  buildings  was  brought 
into  view.  No  labour  or  expense  was  spared ; 
every  wall  was  carefully  measured  as  it  came  to 
light  and  was  laid  down  on  paper,  and  every  frag-- 
ment  of  lessclated  pavement  was  nocurntely  copied 
in  colours  ;  whilst  the  coins  and  other  aniitjuities 
found  by  the  workmen  were  catalogued  by  Miss 
Bathurst  and  drawn  to  scale  by  u  competent 
dnuightsnian.  It  was  a  labour  of  love  with  Mr.. 
Bathurst  to  describe  in  iletail  the  excavations  and 
their  results,  and  be  devoted  many  years  of  leisure 
tothu  prepunition  of  an  elaborate  memoir  on  KouiuD' 
antiquities  in  Britain  to  illustrate  his  discoveries. 
But  this  memoir  was  judged  by  his  descendants 
too  discursive  fur  publication,  and  a  summary  de- 
scriptive of  the  remains  nt  Lyduey  was  dniwn  up 
by  his  son,  the  late  Rev.  W.  Hiley  Butburst,  who 
inherited  his  father's  taste.  He  died,  hoverer, 
before  it  was  ready  for  the  press,  and  the  MS.  wa» 
entnisted  by  his  son  to  Mr.  C.  W.  King,  the  senior 
fellow  of  Trinity  College  Cambridge,  who  liiui  added 
some  valuable  notes,  and  suggested  some  important 
corrections.  The  text  is  illustrated  with  thirty-one 
plates  from  the  drawings  tiiade  for  Mr.  Bathurst 
during  the  excavations,  and  they  form,  beyond  oU 
question,  the  most  valuable  portion  of  the  book. 

The  Roman  Htation  at  Lydney  occupied  two  hiUff- 
and  a  deep  valley  twenty-eight  yards  wide  between 
them.  The  smaller  hill  is  nearly  circular,  and 
scarcely  sixty  yarda  in  diameter,  hut  Camp  Hill 
hns  an  area  of  ISO  yardit  by  Hi.  The  wntch>tower 
on  the  smaller  hiU  was  one  of  the  chntn  of  fortresses 
built  by  Ofltorlus  oboul  fiO  a.d.,  which  communi- 
cated with  each  other  by  signals,  nnd  the  encamp- 
ments across  the  Severn  on  Selsley  Hill  nnd 
Fainswick  are  within  the  mnge  of  view.  The 
extent  of  the  vi^la  on  Camp  Hill,  which  measures 
16H  feet  by  136,  and  the  elegance  of  the  pavement* 
and  painted  stucco  walls  show  that  it  was  the 
residence  of  a  Roman  officer  of  high  rank  ;  whilst  tho 
series  of  coins,  extending  from  Augustus  to  Arca- 
dius,  found  in  the  excavatiDn%  prove  that  the  station 
was  occupied  during  the  whole  period  of  the  Roman 
dominion  in  Britain.  It  appears  from  three  votive 
inscriptions  that  the  temple  adjoining  the  villa  waft 
diKlicatcd  by  Flavins  Senilis  to  the  god  Nodoon 
or  Nudens,  whn  never  occurs  elsewhere,  and  has 
been  variously  idcntltied  with  vEsculanius,  Glaucus, 
nnd  the  presiding  divinity  of  the  Silurians.  The 
figure  of  the  god  on  a  curious  bronze  plnipie  In  tfao 
Bathurst  collection  shows  a  youthful  deity  crowned 
with  rays,  nnd  borne  over  the  waters  in  a  car  dr&WD 
by  four  sea-horses.  Beneath  is  a  rongh  engraving 
of  the  !?cvem,  with  a  Triton  blowing  nia  horn,  and 
a  British  tishcrmnn,  who  has  just  hooked  n  huge 
salmon  l>y  the  favour  of  the  god.  The  lettering  of 
the  dedication  has  that  peculiar  slope  from  left  to 
right  which  is  never  found  in  inscriptious  of  later 
dat«  than  lh«  first  century,  aod  is  familiar  to  those 
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vfao  have  studied  the  onnouncemcDts  ecribblcd  on 
the  botucA  of  I'oinpeii,  The  name  of  the  dedicator 
is  ft  furtlier  incliciUion  that  the  foundations  nhoiild 
be  ftttribmed  to  the  Flavian  period,  »nd  the  coins 
lal«r  than  VMp.i«ian  nrc  little  woru  by  circniation, 
and  wore  evidently  deposited  80«>n  after  their  Imuc. 
lb  should  be  noted  alw  that  the  two  tcrmino] 
■totaes  or  Hermit,  which  from  time  immemorial  Uiy 
mntilftted  and  neglected  at  the  foot  of  Camp  Hill, 
aaem  to  belong  to  the  wimo  period,  for  the  female 
bntt  hu  the  hair  rolled  in  that  pecutinr  fashion 
vhich  was  introduced  by  the  wife  of  tiic  Emperor 
Domitian,  and  only  Iiwted  alwut  thirty  yean. 
Tbetie  colos^at  buf^tR  are  mounted  on  plinths,  and 
are  cut.  from  one  solid  block  of  the  stone  of  the 
tliatrict,  BO  that  they  mast  have  been  oanred  nn  the 
Rpot.  Their  genuineness  has  been  suspectml  from 
their  exceptiomtl  ctuimcter^  nnd  many  untii^unries 
hare  dccbuvd  them  to  be  of  modem  munufucture. 
But  Mr.  King  remindii  ns  that  a  female  head  of 
the  some  period,  with  the  balr  dressed  in  a  similar 
fiuhion,  was  dug  up  in  liath  in  1714,  and  ia  fi^'ured 
in  the  seventh  plate  of  Scartii's  JqtunSolU,  and  he 
urges  with  ^reat  force  that  no  modern  artist  woald 
pmiarnii  sufficient  archa?ologicul  knuwled^^o  to  re- 
piodiice  Uie  costume  of  the  Flavian  period.  He 
has  therefore  do  hesitation  in  idc-ntifyini;  the 
Lydney  husls  with  the  Hermie  which  funned  the 
original  pilaaterti  of  the  Temple  of  Kodens,  and 
in  pronouncing  them  gecuinc  Rpecimens  of  those 
curious  architectural  embellish  me  nta  which  arc 
described  by  Gildosos  a  constant  and  clinracteristic 
foature  of  the  deserted  Roman  edifices  in  Britain.

from  peril 

There  is  no  date,  but  it  was  probably  presental 
to  Edward  I.,  who«o  death  did  not  occur  till 
July  7  following  tluit  of  his  daughter.

49,  an  epigram  by 
Po.Heidippus  will  be  found,  addressed  to  the  sLituary 
Ly»ippus  on  his  statue  of  Alexander  the  Great, 
the  gist  whereof  is  that  the  artist  has  succeeded  in 
his  task,  and  that  oa  tlie  oxen  may  fly  from  the 
lion,  so  the  Persians  are  not  to  bo  blamed 
{ovKCTifitfiTTTui)  tot  fljuig  bofore  the  Macedonian 
warrior.  The  idea,  I  understand,  is  that  of  Mr. 
W.  E.  Hamilton,  who  presented  the  bu>it  to  the 
musenm.

1.  The  lection  for  nocturna  od  his  festival  tells  a 
very  Biiuple  stoty  how,  at  tho  prcftching  of  two 
missioimries  aeot  by  Eleutbeiitu,  he  becume  a 
ChriatiaD*  reaigned  his  crown,  ami  aft«r  a  long 
jotirney  and  many  trials  reached  Coire  or  Chiir. 
The  Sequence  distinctly  mentions  BritouDia  and 
Gallias  {(Jalles),  or  Wales,  in  connexion  with  him. 
Clearly,  according  to  tradition,  he  was  a  BritOD, 
and  no  mention  ia  made  of  any  other  act  at  home 
but  abdication.      So  far  the  Breviary  of  Coire. 

2.  The  Missal  of  Chur  or  Coire,  1497,  speaks  of 
him  OS  "  cliief  patron  and  apostle  "  of  that  ohnrch 
(fo.  cIti)  in  connexion  with  Floriun8(al80  a  British 
saint),  "qui  in  prtesenti  rcquieacant  ecolesiiL" 
Lucius,  of  course,  is  eiinply  the  Latinized  form  of 
the  originiil  WeUli  name.  Churches  near  Llandaff 
still  b^r  the  traditional  names  of  the  missionaries.

All  persons 
claiming  to  be  genttemm,  and  entitled  to  beararme, 
were  summoned  by  the  bemlds,  under  sufficient 
authority,  to  appear  nt  the  Remlds' Court  and  show 
their  title  to  the  nrms  they  bore  and  record  their 
pediKiees.  If  they  appeared  and  proved  by  docu- 
mentary evidence  that  their  ancestor?,  "time  ont 
of  mind,"  had  borne  the  arms  they  claimed,  such 
arms  were  aUowecly  and,  upon  the  payment  of 
trifling  fee*,  their  pedigrees  with  the  arms  were 
recorded  fur  the  benefit  of  their  posterity.  If, 
however,  they  failed  to  appear  when  summoned, 
judgment  wont  ngaioat  them  by  defiiult,  and  their 
right  to  arms  was  ditclnimed.  No  prescriptiTe 
arms  can  have  arisen  since  the  visitations,  and 
hence  every  one  ckimlDg  to  bear  amis  to  be 
entitled  to  them  must  prove  his  deitoent  from  some 
one  to  whom  the  arms  were  aUotced  at  the  visita- 
tions, or  from  a  subsequent  grantee. 

Mr.  Udrset  will,  I  hope,  pardon  me  for  sayhag 
that  he  writes  nndcr  nn  entire  misapprchen-iion. 
Armt  were  never  governed  by  statute.  Parlia- 
ment can  do  a  great  deal,  but  it  cannot  make  a 
gentleman.  The  sovcreicn  la  the  source  of  all 
honours,  and  the  regulation  of  idl  questions  of 
honours,  unns,  and  precedency  h;w  been  delegated 
to  the  Earl  Marshal  of  England,  under  whoee 
authority  the  heralds  act.  ^fR.  HounKV  will  not 
find  a  single  instance  in  which  disputes  relating 
to  these  subjects  have  been  settled  by  statute  or 
in  the  civil  cxmrts.  Such  questions  have  always 
been  tried  in  theConrlof  Cbiralry  orlheMarahaTs 
Court,  of  which  there  ar«  not  a  few  examplea. 

The  case  of  Mr.  IloRaitr,  howcTcr,  i*  oti*  e»t 
very  special  chRTtw,\«t^  WiA.  "V  \GvCvft.  Tsav  "^^^^^ 
receive  ver^  caMuV  wni  cavaXwcpo*  wswBAavrtwsa. 
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at  the  Heralds'  College.  There  are  very  few 
gcotlomen  id  Englnod  who  can  show  a  descent 
ftom  ancestors  who  bore  certain  arms  in  the  time 
of  Henry  II.,  which  indeed  ia  generally  considered 
antecedent  to  the  hereditory  ui^  of  arms.  He 
snya,  however,  that  these  ariua  were  never  re^s- 
tered,  but  he  omits  to  elate  what  evidence  he 
possesses  of  tlieir  use  at  the  date  stated,  and  they 
have  not  the  iippt'oranee  of  being  very  ancient 
anus  ;  but  he  adds  they  are  found  drawn  in  ont- 
lioe  (I  suppose  he  moans  in  tricl)  HgainBt  the 
respective  pcdigrcee  of  the  three  princip;il  branchcH 
of  the  family  in  the  visitation  books  of  the  heriUds 
in  the  time  of  Qiiccii  Elizabeth.  This  very  much 
simplifies  the  matter.  If  this  be  so  Miu  lioitSET 
needs  no  grant.  Ho  han  merely  to  prove  his 
descent  from  any  one  member  named  in  the  pedi- 
gree of  either  branch  of  the  family  to  which  he 
refers,  and  record  bis  own  pedigree,  to  become  as 
fully  entitled  to  the  arms  of  his  ancestors  oa  any 
one  would  be  to  arms  under  a  "brand-new  "  grant. 

I  would,  however,  conclude  with  one  caution 
with  reference  to  Mr.  Horset^s  remark  as  to 
"  this  harmless  vanity  of  modem  societj-."  Arms 
do  not  pertoin  to  nant<«,  a.s  is  very  coumionly  sup- 
posed, out  arc  an  heritable  right  descending  m 
the  blood  of  those  legally  entitled  to  bear  them. 
They  cannot  be  honestly  claimed  by  a  stmnger  in 
blood.  Any  one,  therefuro,  aasumicg  the  aruis  of 
a  family  from  which  he  cannot  prove  a  descent 
takes  that  which  nut  only  does  not  belong  to  him, 
but  is  the  property  of  some  one  else.  If  this  be 
"  harmless  vanity"  I  have  no  more  to  say.

— The  inquiry  made  under  the  heading  of  "Th» 
Yorkshire  Wolds"  evidently  refers  lo  the  Whit* 
Hori>«  of  Kilhum,  which  is  not  on  the  Vorkshin 
Wolds,  but  is  on  the  Hanildedon  Hiilji,  within  a 
few  miles  of  the  place  where  I  vrnie  thii.  The 
Berkshire  Bgure,  celebrated  in  The  .SfOuriH^  o/  tkt 
}VkUe  Horse,  is  represented  in  the  act  of  golluplng; 
but  our  lees  celebrated  animal,  bein>:  neither  aodiiBl 
nor  historical,  is  content  to  stnnd  fliU.  Ncvcribe' 
less,  be  is,  in  tixA  at  any  rate,  extremcJv  respectobU, 
being  eighty  yards  long  from  muule  to  tail-ead, 
and  having,  by  way  of  fyt,  a  round  ^rjxaa  p]<A, 
whereon  twelve  pereons  can  ait  down  nil  itt  one*. 
Carved  on  a  steep  slope  of  green  turf  with  faint 
yellow  sandstone  below  it,  he  is  ktvfjncki*  from 
afar,  like  his  southern  rival ;  we  aee  him  fmm  lltf

«a«  Lo  be  been.  Time  went  on  ;  osd,  about  the 
br^'nning  of  this  present  century,  a  native  of 
Kilbum,  It  villii^o  of  the  Hnmhlcdons,  returned  to 
his  own  nei^hbourbood,  rich  with  moneys  uinde  in 
Ittppier  climes,  and  re«olred  to  emphasize  and  keep 
Blwaya  in  view  tbe  trminlDg  grounds  of  biit  youth 
hj  carving  on  the  hlll-tido  a  mighty  horse,  that 
mould  be  called  Tbe  White  Eorst  of  Kilbum. 
Tbis,  therefore,  is  "  the  correct  card,"  the  true  and 
legitimate  name  of  our  horse ;  but  the  White  Mare, 
being  so  near  at  hand,  has  pnrtly  overshadowed  him 
with  her  invisible  impnlpable  entity,  cauiting  lliut 
tinbnppy  confiifiion  which  1  have  ventured  gently  to 
nprelieDd.

Yoa  will  look 
vainly,  in  Sterne's  writings,  for  any  notice  of  the 
lln«  hexagonal  lower  of  Coxwold  Church,  or  of  the 
tombs  of  the  Lords  FnuconWrg  which  the  church 
contain*.  Hut  you  will  not  look  vainly,  at  Cox- 
woJd,  for  Sterne's  panonage,  which  is  now  a  form- 
home,  nor  for  the  memory  of  Sterne  himself.  A^k 
any  of  the  vtllngers  about  Laurence  Sterne,  and 
jaa  will  Hnd  that  his  name,  though  hardly  ever 
«aked  for  by  stningert,  is  still  well  known  there,  a 
thing  creditable  to  our  North  Biding  folk,  con- 
sidering that  Sterne  died  in  1768— one  hundred

There  is  the  fiffore  of  a  horse  cat  on  the  brow  of 
the  Hambleton  Hills,  near  Kilburn,  n  small  viUooQ 
north  of  York.

Thr  Btrok  SRrARATiOK  (5**  S.  xi.  266.)— The 
extract  from  the  Yorkthire  Gazette  of  Mar.  SU,  1879, 
quoted  by  St.  SwirniN,  is  absolutely  worthless  for 
purjioses  uf  elucidation.  The  incident  to  which  it 
refers  has  been  before  the  public  for  nearly  half 
a  century,  and  has  been  frankly  ndmitted  by  Byron 
himself.  But  the  writer  has  blundered.  In  the 
6rsi  place,  Lady  Byron's  family  did  not  send 
a  carriage  und  pair  and  drive  her  .iway.  We 
have  it  on  the  bigliettt  authority  that  Lady  Byron 
left  London  in  the  middle  cf  January,  1816. 
Moore  says:  "They  parted  in  the  utmost  kind- 
ncAs,  and  she  wroto  him  a  letter,  full  of  playfulness 
and  liffection,  on  the  road."  This  assertion  is 
supporteii  by  Ludy  Iiyr4»n  herself.  Secondly,  the 
circiimsljinces  connected  with  the  separation  have 
no  nlhnity  with  Byron's  hssty  words,  which  wore 
atoned  for  almost  as  soon  as  spoken.  This  new 
vamped  version  of  an  old,  old  atory  is  inconaistant 
and  inaccurate  to  tbe  last  degree.  Tbe  real  oir- 
cumstancea  arc  these.  One  day,  while  Lady  Byron 
was  cowering  "  over  the  fire,"  her  husband  leant 
forward  to  burn  something  which  he  held  in  his 
hand.  In  his  endeavours  to  reach  the  flame  the 
poet  somewhat  rudely  pushed  his  wife.  "  Am  I 
m  your  way  ? "  asked  Lady  Byron,  innocently, 
"  Yes,  damnably,"  was  the  cniel  answer 
received.

The  AjtccffTons  or  thk  Zulu  Tbibe  (5*  S,  xi. 
167.) — I  do  not  know  Dolioe's  authority,  but  in  his 
etymological  s|>eculDtioD8  he  is  apt  to  be  as  fanciful 
nt  becomes  a  German.  Granted,  however,  that 
Zulu = vagabond,  !t  tells  us  but  what  we  know, 
that  a  few  generations  ago  they  were  not  a  largo 
tribe,  and  not  located  in  their  pn-sent  country. 
Not  the  Zulu  traditioDAfy  talen  only  (which  are 
probably  of  more  recent  origin),  but  certain  aig- 
uilicant  cimtoins,  &c.,  both  among  thom  and  other 
Caffres,  show  that  they  were  of  a  much  higher 
civilization.  That  the  whole  race  were  late,  or  at 
least  not  rery  early,  seitlcn  in  S.  Africa  aeeaos 
fthown  by  their  tmditions  and  by  their  gradaal 
extension  on  the  Ilottentota  and  Bushmen— races 
which,  after  some  little  investigation,  I  have  been 
led  to  believe  were  closely  allied  to  the  Copts. 
The  C'alTre  is  wholly  dttfcrent  from  them,  and 
different  from  the  Negro,  except  in  some  slight 
peculiarities,  due  probably  to  connubial  or  other 
intercourse.  Their  true  aflinities  nud  origin  are 
mytteriet.  From  their  build  and  make,  and  from 
their  traditions,  I  once  conjectured,  but  only  con- 
jectured, that  they  may  have  crossed  into  AfHca 
by  way  of  the  Rfd  Sea.  Ttut  their  language, 
haTing  no  known  aflinities  in  stnicture  with  any 
Asiatic  language,  is  against  this.  On  tho  West 
Coast  they  extend  continuously  aa  far  as  the 
Pongwe.  On  the  east  I  know  not  their  fnll 
spread.  But  though  tho  languages  aro  in  some 
respects  different  in  structure,  1  hftvo  notloed  a 
Tcrjr  marked  affinity  to  that  of  the  Oallaa.

^oe-Admiral  Bruix,  General  Beurnonville-,  and  the 
Frince  of  Kassau-Sicgen,  are  nil  given  at  full 
iMgth  in  the  original  document,  ;ind  the  signatures 
of  tbe  two  contracting  parties  r  i^  as  follows :— "  e  n 
Woriee,  ch.  mour.

{Ktw  World  0/  H'on/j,  sixth  edit.,  1706}  :  "  Godi- 
voe  (Fr.  in  cookery),  a  sort  of  pie  filled  with 
a  delicious  farce  made  of  venl  and  several  other 
kinds  of  meat  ;  or  else  of  curpii,  pike»,  and  other 
6sb,  for  days  of  abstinence."  The  word  Is,  of 
course,  French,  and  veal,  as  we  might  expect,  the 
main  ingredient  of  the  pie.  Here  is  Oolgrave, 
1611  :  **  Ooudiveau,  a  kind  of  open  pie,  made  of 
minced  veal,  butter,  hearbs,  and  spice,  baked 
together,  and  afterwards  hard  yolks  of  egs  put  on 
the  top  of  it."

liable  (o  be  soiled  by  it.  Mabillon  aays  that  red 
wine  was  ordered  to  be  genorolly  used  in  the  Gal- 
lioan  Ohuroh  as  being  more  like  olood  and  less  like 
water,  a  consideration  which  has  doubtless  det«r- 
luinud  the  Anglican  use.  Chambers  sn-ys,  "  Acc4>rd- 
ing  to  the  anciently  receiTed  English  custom  it 
ought  to  be  red  wine  :  *  Let  the  wine  be  r«d  rather 
than  white,  although  the  sncmnient  is  well  con- 
aecmted  in  white'"  (Vtvine  JVwship,  p.  233).

works  and  clsfl^tfied  them  na  a  bock  of  refer-nci?,  bul  liai 
attempted  tlic  mora  ambitlouit,  and  also  more  uaeful, 
work  of  reproducing  in  an  English  garb  Ueine'i  tbaughte 
and  feelings  on  a  great  rariety  of  Eul)jects.  Ue  thus 
help*  to  illustrate  the  phases  of  Heine's  many-sided 
mind  to  English  readers,  and  shows  them  the  almoet 
endirm  variety  of  form  In  which  Heine  cin  clothe  hii 
thbuubts  and  feeUngs.  As  Mr.  SnolgraM  happily  re- 
mnrks,  "In  evrry  page  of  Heine  U  to  be  found  tome 
idea,  some  phrase,  oftt-n  merely  an  rpitliet,  which  causta 
tbo  rcailer  either  a  thrill  of  pleasure  or  a  ihock  of  sar- 
priHC.  Sometimes  a  ferling  akin  to  physical  t4.-rrDr  is 
experienced  when  the  bolt  of  hi*  unerring  irony  falls 
upon  tbc  •uperstitions  or  the  hypocrisies  that  cling  to 
the  life  even  of  'lur  enlightened  and  profeise^lly  Christian 
centn-y."  Even  ndoqujitely  to  render  prose  alire  with 
■uc^>  >nrlcd  qualities  as  Heine's  wa«  a  task  of  mire  than 
ennimon  intricacy ;  it  is  surrounded  with  Rb<«ls  and 
breakers.  The  gnrater  praise  i«  tliervforo  due  to  Mr. 
8no<lgra««  that  these  bnvo  been  most  Imppily  overoorae, 
and  ibut  nftpf  a  careful  inrpection  of  bin  volume  and  a 
cotlatiori  of  bis  venlAns  with  tbo  oriiitnali  ve  can  but 
congratulate  him  upon  his  llJcliLy  to  tbo  rcnse  and  spirit 
of  the  latter.  The  work  has  evidently  be«n  a  labour  of 
lovt^,  and  exhibit*  nn  triMe  of  baste  or  car«leesnc«s.  It  is 
a  pity  that  Mr.  Snndgrnss  has  not  onittted  the  few  verse 
translktions  be  b%8  placed  at  the  end  of  his  volume.

PASCHAL  CANDLE. 

The  prescDt  season  seems  not  inopportnoe  for 
bringiDg  before  the  reaticrs  of  *'  N.  &  Q."  some 
qoestuKu  connected  with,  the  Eastor  cereoioiues 
of  the  Latin  Chnrch  which  Imvo  bfcn  mieed  in  my 
raiiui  by  (he  perusal  of  a  reetrot  puper,  by  Mr.  K. 
Mnuntle  Thouipson,  of  the  Britieh  MnaeuiD,  oa  an 
"  CUoltet  Roll"  in  the  Deponmetit  of  M8S., printed 
In  the  Journal  oftht  BritiaJi  Archaoio^ieal  Ats0- 
norioFi,  Tol.  iixiv.  pt.  3.  for  Sept.  :in,  1^78. 

The  upinion  exprcused  hy  ao  hi|;h  an  niitluirit7 
i&Neh  ouitten  u  Mr,  K.  M.  Tltompson^  that  tbe 
MBk  ID  qQertion  ii  probnb)/  unique  in  KnijliiQil, 
maj  nl  once  be  uccepte^I,  bat  under  reecrrntion  of 
th*  poesibilily  of  other  copies  exutuig  eitlwr  in 
fionuui  Catholic  coIlc^eA,  such  u  StonyhurHt  and 
Oioott.  or  in  the  private  coUectioDB  of  English 
Ibnaao  Catholic  f^ntry,  though  probably  the 
Historical  MS8.  Commisfiion  mav  oven  nov  Iw 
OBOiidcfftd  to  hftVfl  exhauoted  the  likely  pkoeit  for 
snob  a  discovery.

Whftt  I  chtelly  question  in  Mr.  Xhompaon'a  account 
«{  ihii  oflloe  luiowa  a»  "  Exnlt«t "  is  tiie  etatement, 


for  which  I  am  uaahle  to  &6«  oay  wamuit  in  then 
rubrics,  that  thfr  deacon  who  performv  thiAoffi^n 
bluKs  the  poaciui  caodia,     1  submit  that  tha«f 
othciont  in  ihia  rito  does  nothing  of  the  sort,  and.? 
is  not  directed!  to  do  it.     On  thtt  coutrory,  thtit 
defuoD,  before  proceeding  to  linf;  the  "  Exultet/ 
asks  and  receives  the  blessing  of  the  pri«st,  who  ia« 
the  general  oelobfiuib  of  the  Easter  ceremoniea^r 
Tbe  attitude  which  is  shown  in  the  pbotof(ranlhr 
iliMlrating  Mr.  Thompson's  paper,  and  which  the 
HLtthor  lm»  taken  for,  and  described  as,  the  attitadtt. , 
of  benediction,  is  itiraply,  as  I  understand  it,  tls 
necessary  stretchiuf;  forth  of  the  deaoon's  luuid  in^ 
ordet  to  place  in  the  puichal  candla  the  fire 
grains  of  inccmo  which  have  bMa  blessed  fur  thA6.t 
puji>ose  by  the  priest,,     I  do  not  desire,  of  coun^j 
to  enter  in  this  place  upon  any  theological  queaUoOn 
but  sloiply  to  A5sute  myself  whether  I  au  right  iOji 
my  interpretation  of  the  rubrics  of  this  portion  <t^^ 
the  Latin  ceremonial  of  Holy  S.'Uurday. 

It  is  impossible  to  question  that  the  priest  itj 
the  celebrant  in  the  bles&isg  of  the  now  lire  strucl^ 
from  a  tliat  at  the  commcncotuent  of  this  day'A-i 
ceremonies.    It  is  equally  impossible  to  questioi^, 
tbut  it  is  also  the  priest  wlu)  bbss^s  the  five  gnUM^ 
of  incense  which  tlie  deacon  places  in  tbe  pasch4Jtg 
candle.    Therefore  I  hold  that  it  is  the  prie.<it  who^f 
bleaaea  the  candle  and  not  the  d^ftcon,   who  is^j 
simply  the  rrdniUer  of  the  priest  for  the  duuiuaI.; 
aot  of  plttcinK  the  blesied  inceOHc  in  tho  candle,,^ 
Moreover,  I  find  no  rubric  dieting  that  the. deacon,, 
is  to  blo&i  tho  candle,  but  only  one  directing  hiak. 
to  place  the  graios  in  it,  and  it  is  this  act.  or  ^ 
that    of    lightioe    the    candle,   which   I    believe., 
Mr.  Thompson  has  nuatakoft  fov  a   benedioliotK, ' 
After  the  words  "Fugat   odia,"  &c.,  follows  thft 
rubric    '*  [Hie    diaconus     infigit    qninquc    Kranft* 
incenai  benedicti    in    cereo    in    moduni  mtcis,!^, 
Such,  at  least,  is  the  position  of  thix  rubric  in  toflr^ 
Holy  Week  Book  published   by  Jlessrs.  Burn%, 
L*inbert  &  Ootea  (o.d.,  but  the  copy  from  whiclk', 
I  quote  was  obtained  by  nie  ia  lS6a).     Tt  inajf 
possibly  have  held  a  different  position  in  (he  scr-.' 
vioe  Itooks  of  the  twelfth  cenUiry,  the  dato  whiohj 
Mr.  Xiwmpsoa  assigns  to  Add.  MS.  IK;,337,  huJil 
thi\i  would   leave  the  ritual  question  unaltered^. 
I  have  looked  through  u  book  which  I  pos&esn,  Di' 
Aicwii  Atitichi  Riti  deUa  C^udrah  di  OsimtK 
Konio,  Stamp.  Solomoni  (n.d.j  but  "Imurituatur, 
1805),  withoul  finding  anything  directly  bearing; 
on  tbiK  Bubject,     But  it  nuiy  not  Ito  iminlercHting 
to  mention  that  tbe  church  of  Fossombrone,  iu  the 
neighbourhood  of  Oeimo,  obtierved  a  apeciid  pro-_ 
cession  on  Easier  Day,  in  which  the  paschal  candle 
WHS  Ijorne  to  th©  baptistry,  wherr  '<  If. mn  «■,,•«  ^nn» 
in  honour  of  tbe  My-itcry  of  tht-  1  n  imd 

thp  Sacrament  of  Baptism,  and  ;>:  lal  of 

the  antiphon  "RcginaCKli/*  the  (tfocession  returned 
to  tbe  choir.  And  I  may  add  that  the  author  of 
the  book  I  have  cited  oi^  the  church  oC  Qu3s^ 
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meotioiiB  an  antipbonory  of  that  chnrcb,  dfttinf; 
from  the  thirteenth  century,  in  which  occur  antt- 
pboos  peculiar  to  the  diocese,  in  boDoor  of  its 
I  patron,  S.  Leopardo,  first  bishop  of  the  seo  nod 
Btnlar  of  the  chord).  There  aro  some  rerbal 
diffsrencea  between  the  "  Exultet "  in  the  British 
Maseom  and  the  office  as  now  printed  in  the  Hol^ 
Week  Book,  which  might  be  worthy  of  attention  if 
ve  had  sufficient  elements  for  a  comparative  study 
of  the  Tarious  forms  of  this  rite  wnich  no  doubt 
once  existed  in  Italy.  Why  ftfSS.  containing  the 
"Eiultet"  should  be  so  rare  as  Mr.  Thompson 
Statea  them  to  be,  I  do  not  quite  understand. 

With  regard  to  ihe  celebrant  of  the  office,  I  may 
mention  a  rittial  fact  kindly  coiumunicated  to  me 
hy  an  Euglish  liomao  Catholic  friend,  that  if  a 
priest  has  to  perform  it  he  assumes  a  dalmatic,  «.«. 
i  deaoon'a  restment,  for  the  purpose.  This  would 
aa  that  the  proper  officiant  is  recognized  as 
;  a  deacon,  and  is  not  without  bearing  on  the 
•qnestion  of  benediction.  As  another  point  seem- 
ingly connected  with  the  deacon  as  officiant,  I  nmy 
>rk  that,  according  to  the  Mftnualc  dtlU  Cerv- 
it  du  kanno  luogo  ntlla  SiUimnna  Sanla .... 
Vaiicano*  {Roma,  Tip.  S.  Michele,  1866),  the 
pjing  of  the  "  Exultct "  is  treated  ritually  like 
t  of  the  Gospel,  "Tutti  si  iiIkudo  c/uiie  per 
I'crangelo."  In  the  ritual  of  the  Vatican  Bnailica 
the  first  "Lumen  Christi"  is  sung  by  the  dencon 
a^  the  gate  {cancellata)  of  the  Sola  Keulc  ;  the 
second,  accompiinicd  by  the  lighting  of  the  second 
bnocb  of  the  Triccrium,  half  way  down  the  Sixline 
(Aapel  {verso  la  putit  deUa  SUlina);  and  the  third 
at  the  foot  of  the  Papal  throne.  With  regard  to  the 
csndelabnim  for  the  naflcbal  candle,  M.  )e  Chanoine 
Barbier  de  Montauft,  in  bis  FcUk  de  P^ua  (i 
JSonu  (Rome,  Libr.  Spithoever,  1866),  states  that 
the  oldest  and  most  oeautiful  one  (in  Rome,  no 
doubt)  is  that  of  St.  Paul's  "  fuori  le  Mura,"  which 
he  astiigiiu  to  the  twelfth  century,  the  very  date  of 
Mr.  Thompson's  "  Exultet  Roll."  In  the  thirteenth 
century,  he  continuea,  the  column  is  twisted  ((oi«), 
which  is  not  the  cose  with  the  caudelnhnim  shown 
in  Mr.  Thompson's  photograph.  The  columnar 
shape  of  the  candelabrum  which  holds  the  paschal 
candle  is  intended  to  symboUie  the  nuk  mystirUuu 
which  went  before  the  Israelites  in  the  WUdemess. 
M.  de  Montjiult  says  that  the  column  is  "  always 
.  supported  upon  lions,"  but  this  does  not  appear  to 
I  be  the  case  in  the  British  Museum  MS.,  a  fact 
*  vhich  seems  worth  mentionkig  as  a  poaaible  help 
to  the  identification  of  the  church  to  which  it 
originally  belonged.

Under  the  First  Empire  the  Statistical  I>cpaii' 
mcnt  determined  to  form  a  collection  of  the 
different  patoU^  and  the  subject  selecte^d  for  ttmns* 
lation  was  the  porable  of  the  Prodigal  Son,  which 
was  sent  round  to  the  diifereot  pr^feU,  When 
the  StAtistical  Bureau  wiia  snppressed,  the  wtxrk 
WAS  taken  in  hand  by  the  Society  of  Antiij^aarias 
of  France,  and  M.  L.  Farre  of  Kiort  has  aucoeeded 
in  collecting  some  more,  and  he  has  now  pablUhed 
in  one  volume  this  most  interesting  collectian, 
which  consists  of  ninety-nine  diiTerent  dialects  laa 
patoii. 

As  these  dialects  and  paXoU  will  poaaeu  gn*t 
interest  for  many  of  the  readers  of  **  N.  &  Q.,*  I 
enclose  a  sample  of  the  various  tranalationa.

I  may 
not*  also  ft  whimsical  illastration  of  the  introduction 
of  Qrtek  stuiliea.  Clerks  of  account,  especially  fn 
the  uniyeraities,  prepiired  their  audit  in  Lfitin,  and 
were  aometimes  a  good  deal  exerdaed  for  words. 
One  of  the  greatest  difficultiea  was  the  Latin  for 
epratB,  dried  apmU  having  been  a  favourite  foo<l  in 
Lent.  In  the  Mocdnlene  College  accounts  they 
are  called  apua,  which  ta,  I  take  it,  tho  a<^wi  of 
Aristophanes.  I  have  not  seen  the  word  used  in 
any  other  place,  and  I  think  that  the  adaptation  !a 
to  tho  credit  of  Magdalene  College  in  tbc  sixteenth 
centurj*.

A 
copy  of  ScnTiger's  Podtca  lAbri  SfpUm  in  my 
pDsse.«sion,  bought  from  tho  sale  of  tho  late  Tiiphop 
Sumner's  library,  and  atill  In  its  original  binding, 
has  on  the  title-page  "  Rio.  Hofcer."  On  the  next 
leaf  is  written,  '^'Ex  dono  Richardi  Hookeri 
sua  aponte  benignissiroi  incnlcantis.  A.n.  IfiSl. 
Jan.  25."  At  the  end,  just  under  the  word  *'  Finia,'' 
but  in  a  different  hand,  is  "Pallntio  Episcothorpho 
Edwini  Eboracensifl  clamanto  ad  coqumaiu.  iSBf'.

It 
vas  also  luiown  as  the  '  Paschal  post,"  or  "  the 
timber  that  the  wax  of  the  paschal  is  driven  upon." 
The  "  Judasses  "  of  the  rood  loft  were  also  wooden 
candles,  on  which  the  wax  LighLi  were  mounted  on 
tbe  " candel-beam."  The  "Judas  cup"  was  in 
nse  at  Durham  on  Maundy  Thursday.

Your  correspondent  Mr.  Boasb  saya  that  thi 
final  volume  of  Hharpt^  in  1870,  was  *Mnoorp<w»tad 
with  The  nUutratcd  Magazitu,"  and  publislied  by 
Arthur  Hall ;  Rogerson  &  Toiford.  One  of  th* 
stories  that  bad  appeared  in  the  eiirlier  volonttt  of 
Sharpt  was  "  The  Maiden  Aunt,"  publiahed  with- 
out an  author's  name.  In  July,  1H63,  was  pnh- 
lished  the  first  number  of  Th<  IlhutmUd  Lmdt^ 
Magazine,  a  monthly  journal,  *'  edite<l  by  Ri<jia7d 
Brinsley  Kuowles,  Esq.,  Barriater-at-Law,  Anthor 
of  TA*  Afoid*n  Aunt,  &c"  (Piper,  Stephenson  4 
Spence).  Among  ita  writers  were  Wui.  CorletoBi 
Capt.  Mavne  Reid,  Horace  Mayhew,  J.  K.  Car- 
{lenter,  ThoL  Miller,  Hon.  Mn.  Noiton,  O.  A. 
Sala,  and  Rev.  H.  Newland ;  and  anM>ng  the 
artisla  were  Sir  John  Gilbert,  Keeley  Halswclk 
Kenny  Meadows,  Phiz,  and  HIne.  Tbe  seoaad 
volume  appeared  under  a  new  editor,  also  a  bar> 
rister^  wboao  name  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  la 
mention.

Then,  with  vol  ri., 
vas  ft  chfutge  from  woodcDt  illastnilioos  only  to  a 
few  WDodonts,  with  patteros  of  Beriin-wool  work, 
&C.,  and  wcoiid-baiid  it«el  plates,  "  poblifihed  by 
Bogenon  •&  Tiixfonl,  24G,  Straad,  1856."  This 
waa  called  "Vol  I.  Kew  S«riefi,"  and  bort  ock 
its  titi»-pa^e  th«  names  of  "Ward  &  Lock, 
lOS,  Fleet  Street."  Among  its  coDtributon  were 
Amelia  B.  Edwiird?<,  "  Silverpen,"  J.  H.  Priawell, 
H.  G.  AdftruB,  Mw.  Abdy,  Older  Campbell, 
W.  O.  B*nnett,  and  Mias  B.  R.  Parkea.  How 
lone  Th«  lUiutrattd  Magtaitu  existed  &a  a  separate 
publicatioQ  I  cannot  say. 

In  connexion  with  the  foregoing  I  wish  to  aak, 
where  and  when,  and  at  what  ace,  did  Frank  E.

It  is  remarkable  that  iu  France  the  verses  Noa.  2, 
7,  and  8  never  ap{>eiu:  to  be  used,  judging  at  leaat 
from  their  total  absence  in  the  paroiuiens  or 
nmnuaU  of  devotion  which  have  come  under  my 
notice,  whereas  these,  together  with  verse  No.  1, 
are  the  only  four  verses  heard  in  this  country  in 
both  Roman  Catholic  and  Church  of  Ko);tand 
churches.  The  fourth  verse,  referring  to  the 
Epiphany,  I  have  only  seen  once  printed.  No 
portion  whatever  of  the  "  Adeste  Fideles  "  appears 
in  the  Roman  Missal  or  in  the  Roman  Breviary. 
The  English  version  in  Ilymnt  Ancient  and 
Modem,  revised  edition.  No.  J59,  was  made  by 
Canon  Oakcley  many  years  a^,  when,  as  an 
Anglican  clergyman,  ho  wm  minister  of  Miirgaret 
Chapel,  where  now  stands  All  8ainto'  Chnrch, 
Margaret  Street,  London,  only  a  few  very  slight 
verbal  changes  having  been  made,  I  believe,  in  his 
first  ttanshition.

"  Thr  Illubtratso  Familt  Jouanal  "  (5**  S. 
zi.  208.) — Thin,  one  of  the  most  interesting,  most 
charmixigly  illustrated  weekly  misceUaniea  erer 
iflsoed,  had,  as  my  friend  Mr.  ^ckford  surmises, 
but  a  short  life.  The  first  number  wua  published 
on  Saturday, March  8, 1846  ;♦  with  No.  21  (July  2R. 
1645)  the  firat  volume  was  brought  to  a  dose,  and 
a  title-page  and  index  ncoompanied  that  number. 
Of  the  eecond  volume  five  aumben  only  saw  the 
light,  the  lost  one  (No.  26)  bwring  dole  Aug.  30, 
184&.  Of  "The  Eecreations  of  Mr.  Zigaag  the 
Elder"  the  late  John  Wykeliam  Archer,  a  member 
of  the  InetituLe  of  Pointen  in  Water  Colours,  was 
both  author  and  illustrator  ;  and  I  fancy  the 
"Ilecroation*"  partly  fumiahed  the  text  for  Mr. 
Archer's  subsequently  publiahed  Vatiifu  of  (Hd 
Lfrndotif  a  handsome  folio  voluue,  full  of  large 
plates,  etched  by  himself.

Minster  Library.  The  p(v[>er  was  much  decayed, 
and  the  writing  so  faded  that  it  could  only  be  modo 
out  witb  the  greatest  difficulty.  Both  baUAds  have 
musio  with  them  in  four  porta,  and  wera  song 
by  members  of  the  uunster  t^car  before  the  Boyu 
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Arcfaceologic&l  SoctcW  on  the  occflsion  of  their  ristt^ 
July  21,  1874.  Wouey,  aa  ArchSiahop  of  York, 
and  Eeory  Fitz  Boj,  ojs  residing  at  Shcrifi*  Hutton,. 
were  both  persootilly  known  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Ripoa.

S.  X.  614.)— In  deicnbing  the  French  prison  of 
Konnan  Crou,  Htmiinadotuhlre,  I  give  it  u  seen 
from  a  wat«r-oolour  drawing  in  my  posaeBsion, 
4iid  perhapn  sketched  by  some  talentca  pneoner. 
They  were  nllowod  to  dispoee  of  their  works  In 
ordttt  to  buy  small  articlu  of  comfort  for  them- 
■elTei.  Tbeee  wans  oonsiated  of  drawings ;  wood, 
boM,  and  straw  work  ;  chess-men,  backgommon- 
bovro*,  dnnghte,  and  dice  ;  figoros  of  bone,  which 
mored  by  tomii^  a  erank,  of  drummers,  spinning- 
wheels,  smiths  hammering  on  the  anril ;  spioe- 
txucea  (one  of  which  I  po»«s ;  the  screws  nre  aa 
fresh  as  when  made  seventy  yean  ago,  and  they 
hare  been  much  used),  with  other  arttclea  too 
nomeroQs  to  mention.  As  regards  the  acts  of 
cruelty  exercised  orer  the  poor  fellows,  it  may  or 
may  not  be  tmc ;  but  I  have  no  doubt  in  later 
mrs  and  those  soing  on  now  much  harshnesa  and 
lyranny  would  be  found  to  exist.  My  father  was 
nn  officer  slAtioued  for  some  time  over  them,  bat  I 
ms  too  young  to  have  beard  him  mention  anything 
about  it.  The  whole  walled-in  gnandsmost  have 
been  of  many  acres,  for  round  uxiut  are  dispersed 
the  eonunaader's  house  and  large  garden,  barrucks 
Cor  aohliers,  guard-houses,  powder  magazine,  &c 
Titere  are  sixteen  casernes,  not  very  long,  with  fire 
high  windows  ;  there  ts  one  broad  window  in  each 
ttoiy.  Consisting  only  of  two  stories,  there  ia  an 
appearance  of  height  on  account  of  the  narrowneu 
of  the  building. 

Id  the  centre  of  the  large  walled-in  space  men- 
tioned stands  the  prison  square,  an  enclosure  M-ith 
four  well-guarded  gates,  with  cannon  at  each 
outside  gate.  A  brood  road  rtms  round  the 
interior,  tiien  the  large  centre  square,  with  dwarf 
wall  sumiouDted  by  nigh  railings,  with  a  broad 
nad  running  through  the  midmo  and  across  it, 
fbnning  four  large  squares  railed  in  ;  in  the  centre 
a  buifc  block-house.  First  square,  one  prison  fur 
officeru,  with  small  garden,  and  three  prisons  for 
■oJdien  ;  the  square  is  large,  used  for  exercise 
and  ontuKcment,  jumping,  racing,  fencing,  &c. 
S^ond  square,  four  prisons,  with  exercise  grounds. 
TUrd  square,  four  prisnns,  as  above,  ana  with  a 
b^V  pnson  behind.  Fourth  square,  anrgeon- 
major's  lodgings,  with  garden  and  large  paddock, 
and  four  bospitah.  Kach  square,  at  its  onter  side, 
had  it«  well,  kitchen,  and  workshops,  with  bbck- 
hol«  and  other  conveniences.  Outside  this  en- 
closed square  stood  a  lar^^c  house,  with  garden, 
oaUed  the  agent's  quarters.  In  tbe  dlstanoo  Is 
Men  the  town  of  Chillon.

French  seamen  during  our  wtira  with  Louis  XTI. 
and  the  Republic  In  1Mb  1  was  at  Biarritz, 
then  a  large  village.  A  violent  storm  obliged  me 
to  take  shelter  at  the  shop  which  sofficed  to  supply 
the  modest  wants  of  the  Basques  inhabiting  the 
unfashionable  mtartUr  near  the  church.  An  old 
seaman  was  likewise  weather-bouud.  A  general 
conversation  began  respecting  the  fate  of  sundry 
vessels  which  wo  knew  were  trying  to  cross  the 
dangerous  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  Adour,  and  it 
led  us  back  to  old  times,  when  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lington threw  his  famous  bridge  across  the  river. 
The  old  man  told  us  he  bad  been  a  prisoner  at 
Forton,  where  he  was  much  better  off  than  othen, 
as  be  was  employed  in  the  apothecary's  defmrt* 
meot.  I  asked  him  when  it  vras.  Re  answered, 
'*  I  cannot  say  the  year  for  certain,  my  memory 
foils,  but  it  was  when  the  Royal  George  was  the 
dag-ahip,  and  her  admiral  was  so  good  to  me  !  I 
should  like  to  know  about  him,  though  be  must 
be  dead  long  ago.  'CtStait  nn  si  brare  honime  !"^ 
And  when  I  told  the  story  of  "  the  brave,  the 
brave  that  are  no  more,"  the  tears  came  into  the 
old  man's  eyes,  and  he  grieved  for  Admiral  Kern- 
penfeldt  as  though  it  hiid  been  the  loss  of  to-day.

An  immense  number  of  French  prisoners,  mostly 
civilians,  were  imprisoned  within  the  cheerless 
walls  of  old  Porcheater  Castle,  where  to  this  day 
thousands  of  their  names  may  bo  found  scribbled 
on  its  bore  walls.  Some  yeareago  I  found, amongst 
the  old  inhabitants  of  the  viUage  of  Porcheste^ 
many  who  remembered  the  French  prisonen,  and 
memorials  of  many  who  died  there  ma^  be  still 
seen  on  the  wall^  of  the  old  church  standing  within 
tbo  enceinte  of  the  castle  walls.

Tb«  Lutin  writers  have  always  maintained 
a  cIpAf  dixlinction  hetween  ori*i  ami  op«,  npplying 
the  ft.nnvr  to  a  r^nk  of  creative  energy,  the  latter 
to  accumnliited  property  or  the  raw  iiiMlerial  of 
wealth.  So  Seneca,  "  Non  ent  an  qiui'  ad  etlectiim 
ttju  venil'*  (fip.  29),  So  Cicero,  "  Zeno  oenaet 
ttriis  proprinm  owe  cwore  el  KigDere."  Of  optt  we

onines  in  sordida  arte  veraaDtor,"  he  recognlwa  the 
ojn/rj.  as  nn  artist  of  an  inferior  claaa.  The  author 
of  the  univcree  is  8ometiroe«  styled  opifex,  some- 
tiniefi  artifcr.  Thus  Pliny,  iL  I,  "  AHifer.  ommum 
natora,"  and  in  another  passage,  "Opi/ex  Datura." 
Cicero  saya,  "  Opifex  :i>di6oator4ue  mundi  Daus  " 
{N.  J).,  i.  8).  The  distinction  hetwcen  the  higher 
and  lower  grades  of  skill  shades  off  too  imper- 
ceptibly to  be  very  rigiiily  maintained,  but  in  every 
cultivitted  language  the  terms  are  modified  to 
cxpre88  the  ditferenoe.  Thus  we  have  In  English 
artint,  artigUf  artificer,  artuan,  to  express  skill  of 
different  kinds  or  applied  to  dlQ'erent  objects. 

All  words  of  penpral  application  have  a  tendency 
to  acquire  metuphoHcally  a  degraded  or  evil  mean- 
ing. Thus  arUJkiu7Hy  which  originally  meant 
dexterity  and  skill  in  the  highest  aense,  came  in 
time  to  iiieuin  low  cunning.  Our  English  word 
artifice  has  the  same  double  meaning,  though  prin- 
cipally used  in  the  Iwid  sense. 

Let  ns  now  inquire  into  the  derivatioD  of  arta 
and  opa.  Art  is  not  fonml  in  the  Ureek  language 
in  the  »ense  of  skill,  but  the  nulicid  from  which  it 
i.H  derived  exists  in  every  language  of  the  Aryan 
race,  vrith  the  abstract  sense  of  noble,  honourable, 
and  in  tbe  concrete  sense  of  motion  onward  and 
upward.  Thus  Sansk.  arti  signifies  much  the  same 
tt-s  Lut.  art.  Arya,  honourable,  was  the  title 
assumed  by  the  primitive  Indo-European  race  in 
their  early  habitat  on  the  oorth-weit  plains  of 
India  ;  Zend  «re ;  OM  Get.  fra;  A.-S.  dr;  Norso 
aer,  Ac.  It  is  held,  with  considerable  show  of  pro- 
bability, that  these  and  various  other  derivativea 
can  be  traced  back  to  a  primitive  root  ar^  which 
with  its  original  idea  of  poshing  forward  waa 
applied  to  ploughing ;  Lit.  ar-o;  Or.  ap-ocu; 
Cyra.  ar-n;  Old  (ier.  ar-un ;  A.-S.  cr-ian,  && 
The  Aryan  race  invading  and  snpcrwding  the 
nomad  aborigines  were  the  ploughmcD  by  distinc- 
tion. It  was  a  title  of  honour  of  which  the  rclica 
are  found  in  all  the  cognate  tongues.  From  this 
the  root  has  shot  o^it  into  numberless  stems  and 
branches,  the  bare  enumeration  of  which  would 
occupy  cnnHiderahle  space.  Of  these  art  and  arti' 
fts.  are  HignifiiniMt  illuxtrations. 

Whetl»er  opw  and  <fp\it  are  connected  in  their 
etymology  ia  a  moot  point.  The  strong  probability 
is  "chat  they  are  so,  but  rather  remotely.  Accord- 
inu  to  our  moet  learned  philologists  there  was 
ft  primitive  radical  (i^,  conveying  the  wnse  of 
flowing,  getting,  acquiring.*  This  radical  i.i  found 
in  nil  ihu  Aryan  langnngci.  In  the  Low  Germjui 
and  Nurse  ditiU'cts  we  nhould  expect,  according  to 
Oritiiin'a  law,  that  the  tenuis  \>  would  be  changed 
into  the  aspirate/.  Accor«lingIy  we  have  in  Old 
Norso  a//i,  meuna,  acmiiaition  ;  A.-S.  d/-iaii,  to

Ofl«,  the  rcuHsed  ncqutrement.  In  Greek,  aJthotigh 
tne  terms  have  not  the  winie  prominence,  there 
can  be  little  doubt  that  atf^-titt';,  wealth,  and 
otfyiXKid,  to  enlarge,  to  increase,  are  from  the 
same  originoL 

Opxfcr,  then,  is  the  worker,  the  creator  of  wenlth, 
arti/cK  the  cunning  hand  which  applies  it  to  tho 
arts  of  life. 

Tlie  different  terms  employed  in  the  respective 
languages  for  Inbonr  and  Hkill  indicate  thnt  the 
origin  of  ihe  arts  in  Greece  nnd  Rome  hnd  Httlo  in 
common,  and  took  a  different  point  of  departure. 
Tixv^  is  the  word  employed  in  (Jreek  for  the 
higbeat  style  of  art.  Thus  we  have  in  Homer 
oirAa  xaAic^ta,  irflfiara  ri\i'j]^,  "  bmzen  nnns, 
the  perfection  of  art."  It  is  used  by  Plato,  Aris- 
totle, nnd  other  Greek  writers  to  embrace  all  the 
Bne  ;irtfl,  iacludiDg  rhetoric  sad  povtry.  Its  origin 
is,  however,  very  humble,  being  akin  to  our  own 
rural  word  tltaich.  Taksh  in  ij.inBkrit ;  Tt\  or 
riK  in  Greek  ;  ttg  in  Latin  ;  nnd,  aocorditiK  to 
Grimm's  law  of  permutation,  dah  or  dach  in  High 
(renuan,  and  ihak  in  Low  German,  were  the  ori- 
ginal rootii  signifying  coiutruction.  One  of  the 
very  curliest  objects  to  which  w)n3tmcti«n  could 
be  applied  would  be  that  uf  providing  u  roof  fur 
shelter,  bene©  Lat.  Ugo^  to  cover,  legula,  a  roofing 
tile,  and  the  various  de^iTati^'efl  in  English  and  the 
other  Teutonic  tongues,  (iedt,  dach,  thatrh,  &c, 
with  the  same  general  signification.  Amongst  the 
Greeks  the  term  took  a  higher  position  and  wa^ 
the  concrete  expression  of  the  perfection  of  hutiian 
art,  btit  its  humble  origin  is  not  to  b«  despised. 
In  our  modem  word  terltnicfil  we  seem  to  have  re- 
verted to  the  original  radical  conception. 

Whilst  in  Greek  T<\i'i'n/s-  is  tho  artist,  the 
att%fe.r,  /*)7xAr>jTi/«  is  the  worker,  the  wealth  pro- 
ducer. The  mdical  nms  through  all  the  Aryan 
tongues  in  slightly  different  forms  :  mah  or  matf 
in  the  sense  of  greatness,  madt  in  tlwit  of  power  in 
action.  Thus  in  tho  former  we  hnve  Sansk.  maha ; 
Or. /zeya ;  Lnt.  mag-nus;  Goth,  mnht;  O.H.Gcr. 
mag-an:  in  the  latter  sense  Sansk.  magh;  Gr. 
fiTjX-f'^'^'^  \  Lat.  macK-inor;  Old  Ger.  mocA-on; 
A.-S.  nutC'ian;  Norse  mak-a;  Eng.  makt.  Our 
borrowed  word  tnefkanic  ia  simply  "the  maker." 
Tho  Greek  /tY\'*n;T7;9  differs  from  Lat.  typiftx  in 
Ihe  fact  that  in  the  former  the  primary  idea  is  that 
of  power  or  ability,  in  the  latter  it  is  the  object  or 
ptirpoM  to  which  the  jxiwer  is  directed. 

We  Knglish  have  borrowed  onr  artistic  tenus 
from  classicnl  sources.  Our  Teutonic  congeners 
have  adopted  a  more  independent  course  in  atriking 
out  to  wme  extent  n  self-developed  noineDclaturo.

The  main  road 
through  Stonnalliiaometjcxcs called  the  streetway, 
and  there  are  two  camps  upon  it.  It  is  curious  to 
notice  that  in  old  times  different  kiadsoftrnfllc 
pursued  different  routes;  Ogilby  (edition  1675),  in 
fiiving  the  po-st  road  from  London  to  Chester,  sajB 
that  **  whiUc  the  stage  coaches  mh.i  Lichfield  nnd 
pass  ihrou^h  Newport  and  ^itchurcb '*  (thus 
truvelHnu  the  way  in  question  between  Stunebridge 
and  Watlitig  Street  at  Brownhiils),  "horsemen  wul 
sometimes  ride  by  Nurthauipton  and  carts  keep 
the  Wutliog  Street."  Iu  the  Appendix  to  Beesley's 
Uiihry  vf  Banbury  tho  roiwi  referred  to  near 
A«ton-Ie-\\'all  is  marked  on  tho  map  ''  Ancient 
way,''  and  near  Culworth  "Portway." 

It  is  iiuportnnt  and  interesting  to  osccrtaia  if 
the  Britons  Imd  a  continuous  thoroughfitre  from 
London  to  Chester.  If  they  had  it  follows  that 
there  mual  have  been  constdorable  commerce  in 
tho  couiitr)',  and  tliat  our  ancestors  cannot  have 
bi-un  the  savages  which  history  depicts  them.  It 
would  also  seem,  from  the  fact  of  the  Romans 
building  a  guard-house  (Knaves  Castle)  at  the  inter- 
fsection  of  the  rood  by  the  Watling  Street,  that 
whilst  the  Ifomons  used  their  militfiry  wavs  (he 
Briloua  adhered  to  their  old  trackw.'iys,  which  were 
pmbaUy  the  couimereiul  veins  of  the  country.  It 
would  then  bo  curious  to  notice  with  whit,  tenacity 
tbo  Welshmen  have  travelled  in  the  footsteps  of 
their  ancestors.  That  the  whole  route  is  of  great 
ttntiquity  there  con  be  no  doubt,  us  it  is  so  fre- 
quently the  boundary  of  counties,  parishes,  and 
manors,  and  the  remains  of  tumuli  nnd  camps  ore 
KO  continuous  and  abundant.  The  attention  of 
auti<iuaries  in  various  localities  might  throw  intich 
light  upon  the  subject.

Tiniumo.— About  the  middle  of  iIm  twootieth 
century  a  controversy  will  arise  in  "N.  &  Q."  as 
to  [he  anLii|iiity  of  tho  nrt  of  tubbing  ;  an  art  so 
simple  and  so  necessary  that  soiuc  correspondents 
will  maintain  it  to  be  coeval  with  tho  human  race, 
while  others  (myself  included,  if  I  am  then  oiivft) 
will  rather  ulBrm  that  it  cannot  be  traced  back 
witl\  certainly  much  beyond  the  reign  of  Qnwn 
Victoria.  In  the  iutereat,  therefore,  of  posterity, 
wliose  affuint  I  have  much  at  heart,  and  seeing  that 
Rome  of  tho  ancient  and  prc-historic  lubbers  ore 
still  in  being,  i  would  invito  a  preliminary  settle- 
ment of  this  difitcult  (question  ;  and  so  much  the 
mther,  liecnuse  I  was  greatly  scandalized,  when 
dining  the  other  day  with  a  college  friend,  to  bear 
him  assert  that  about  the  vear  1B50,  when  he  and 
I  were  undergraduates  nt  Cambridge,  tubbio){  was 
unknown    at    the  Vaivenuty.     For  my  frieod, 
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utdeedf  I  c&imofc  ftvoucli,  thonKh  he  is  (I  hniteo  to 
say)  a.  man  of  nice  iiuil  cleanly  habits,  faniillarly 
given  to  the  tub,  even  on  winter  niornin>p),  now. 
But  I  GUI  safely  say  thnt  I  Imd  a  tub  in  18.'>0,  and 
earlier,  and  used  it ;  and  tbiU  i>lbvr*  of  mine 
{ux)uaintnnc«  did  the  like.  Nay.  more  ;  my  father, 
who  waa  bom  in  ISkH,  u»e<l  the  tub  all  his  life  ; 
my  earliest  recollections  of  his  dressing-room  in- 
clude the  nieniory  of  hia  great  round  Uath  and  of 
its  tremendmis  sponge.  And  yet,  looking  back  on 
liteRiturc  and  the  world,  I  do  not  feel  able  to  carry 
tubbing  beyond  my  father's  age.  I  remember  in 
childhood  many  a  bouse  that  had  its  bath-room  or 
its  «bower-ba.th,  but  none  or  hnrdly  any  that  had 
a  Bnb  to  every  bedroom.  And,  lo  po  hark  a  few 
steps,  does  nny  one  suppose  tliat  Benu  Brntinuel 
eter  Iwd  n  lab  ?  or  Horace  Walpole,  or  Sir  Roger 
de  Coverley,  or  Mr.  Pepys  or  Mr.  Evelyn,  or  my 
Lord  Bacon  i  or— but  the  transcendent  modesty 
of  Qneen  Eli/^ibeth  warns  me  to  forbctu'  tbese 
delicate  inquiries. 

'  Even  now,  when  ladies  and  children,  as  well  as 
men,  are  freely  and  daily  tubbed,  the  art  has  not 
penetrated  much,  if  at  all,  below  the  upper-middle 
cl»Hs-e>t  in  England.  I  was,  indeed,  much  Eiur- 
prised,  a  few  vears  ago,  to  be  told  by  a  friend  in 
Surrey  that  his  new  cook  and  housemaid  had 
petitioned  for  a  tub  In  their  bedroom.  Such  a 
case  is  phenomenal,  and,  tike  the  genius  of  Shake- 
speare, anticipates  all  possibilities.  But  the  fact 
tnat  in  every  hotel  and  lodjiinfi  we  are  charged 
sixpence  or  a  shilling  for  a  tub  and  nothing  at  all 
for  an  ewer  and  basin  shows  that  the  tub  is  slill 
everywhere  looked  upon  as  a  luxury  for  the  rich 
and  nothing  more.  My  friend  Mrs.  Cockrody, 
landLtdyof  the  "Cleiknm  Arms,"  in  the  FyUle, 
put  the  matter  traly  enough,  in  remonstrating 
with  me  for  making  her  best  bedroom  carpet  "as 
sloppy  aa  sloppy,**  "Why,  sir,"  she  indignantly 
exclaimed,  "  there  's  Mr.  Jones,  t'  head  excueinan, 
stops  here  a  fortnight  togftUer,  and  ht  never  wants 
no  Mlhins ;  and  Mr.  Robison,  travels  fur  you 
great  firm  o'  Grumble  &  Ooodenough,  he's  here 
weeks  together,  and  he  never  has  no  bAthius  !" 
The  implication  was  obvious,  and  so  was  the  rarity 
of  the  event.  For,  several  years  afterwards,  I 
visited  the  "  ("Icikum  Anus  "  again,  and  the  dame 
—not  without  some  natural  horror— recognized 
mo  at  once.  "  Why,  Mrs.  Cockrody,  it  *a  im- 
possible you  can  remember  me  after  so  long!" 
*'  Aw,  yisB,  sir,  bud  Ah  do  ;  you'rs  Hit  genth^iian

GATR  AiTD  TrLSTOH,— Sincd  Writing  my  note  (aM(<, 
p.  41)  on  this  individual,  I  have  found  his  name 
in  the  pedigree  of  Brancker  of  BUphum  Hall,  co. 
Lancaster,  in  Foster's  Lanauhirt  Pedigrtaf  from 
which  it  seems  that  ho  was  of  tho  Hamo  family  aa 
Sir  William  Brouncker,  the  niathem.itici»n  and 
the  fir^t  President  of  tbe  Royal  Society',  who  died 
in  16S4,  and  who  was  Pepys's  acquaintance  and 
correspondent.  They  were  descended  from  Henry 
Brouncker,  who  in  1544  bought  land  at  Mvlksbam 
(then  called  Melksbam-Brunker),  in  Wilts ;  and 
in  the  adjoining  church  of  Eirletoke  are  their 
arms,  thus  engraved  in  Aubrey's  W\lts :  At.,  six 
pellets  in  pale,  three  and  three;  on  a  chief  embattled 
Hable  a  loKcnge  of  the  first  charged  with  a  cross 
pat^e  of  the  second  ;  which  coat  is  still  used  by 
the  Bispbam  Btanckers.  Of  the  son  of  this  Henry, 
.Sir  Henry  Broancker,  Lord  President  of  Munater, 
Pepys  said  that  he  gave  l.SOOJ.  to  be  mode  an 
Irish  lord,  "  and  swore  the  aame  day  tliat  he  bod 
not  IS^f.  left  to  pay  for  bis  dinner."  Tho  elder 
sons  of  Henry  were  the  titled  Brounkers ;  but  a 
younger  sou,  called  in  the  pedigree  ''Brouncker" 
only,  was  tho  father  of  Thonus  Brouncker,  B.A,, 
of  Exeter  College,  Oxford,  and  of  Ibninstor, 
Somerset.  Tbe  eon  of  tbe  latter  was  the  Rector  of 
Tilston,  It  is  added  in  tho  pedigree  that  tbe 
rector  married  Hannah  Meyrick,  of  Leicester,  from 
whom  are  derived  the  Liverpool  and  Bispham 
BniDckera,  who  used  o  in  their  namee  in  place  of  a. 
C£.  Aubrey's  iVilU,  pp.  298,  u^. ;  Pepya's  Diary, 
last  ed.,  iv.  277. 

A  letter  from  John  Collins  to  Jatnes  Gregory, 
in  1668,  thus  refers  to  Brancker*8  edition  of  the 
Algthra:— 

*'  One  John  Tlenry  Rhonioi  pablNhed  an  Atxebra  in 
High  Dutch.

The 
English  camp  was  therefore  broken  upon  >fonday, 
the  13th ;  the  army  decamped  nnd  marched  towarda 
Mont-lehery,  After  several  days,  when  they  were 
within  siyhl  of  (Jhnrtrea,  the  storm  overtook  them 
and  did  terrible  damage.  Aniungtit  those  killed  in 
this  storm  waa  the  Lord  Guy  Beniichamp,  6oa  of 
the  E:irl  of  Warwick,  who,  being  wounded  to 
death,  die<l,  as  the  inscription  on  his  tomb  states, 
"le  xxviii.  joiir  d'Averil  I'ann  kccclx."  Black 
Miinday  must,  therefore,  it  would  seem,  have  been 
either  the  2nth  ortlie27th  of  April,  more  probably 
the  2Tth;  ihia  would  well  agree  with  the  statement 
that  Lord  Bcauchamp  was  mortally  injured  on 
Black  Klonday  the  2Tth,  and  died  the  next  day. 
The  peace  was  concluded  at  Bretigny  on  May  8 
following.

The  question  of  the  Byron  fteparation  has  bad 
much  new  licht  thrown  njwn  it  by  the  receot 
publication  of  Mr.  Hodgson's  Mrmoirs,  and  as 
some  correspondence  has  recently  Wn  carried  on 
in  the  columns  of  "N.  &Q."  on  this  subject,  I 
imagine  the  subjoined  doctimeot  may  be  con- 
sidered worthy  of  being  again  recorded.  It  was 
origioaliy  published  by  one  of  your  contemporaries 
(Oct.,  1869),  but  appears  to  have  escaped  the 
notice  of  many  who  are  interested  in  all  matters 
relikting  to  Lord  Byron. 

This  statement  (the  original  Autogr^iph  of  which 
is  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Murray)  was  drawn  up 
by  Lord  Byron  in  Angust,  1817,  while  Mr.  Uob- 
housc  was  staying  with  him  at  La  Mini,  ncdr 
Venice,  and  was  given  by  him  to  Mr.  Miitthew 
Gregory  liewis  (commonly  known  as  "Monk" 
Lewis),  among  whose  papers  it  was  found  at  the 
time  of  his  death  : —

Daictk's  Votage  or  Ultmm  :  "iNrniKO," 
c.  xxvL  (S""  S.  x\.  148,  19(1.)— Mil  BoL-cniKH's 
intereMing  communication  is  suggestive  of  various 
speculations.  Did  Dante  consider  the  account  of 
this  voyage  given  bv  Pliny  and  others  to  be  fabu- 
lous, or  to  have  hau  foundation  in  fact  /  In  my 
Verona  edition  of  ITS'*  the  commentator  (Pouipeo 
Venturi)  holds  the  former  theory,  viz.,  that  the 
poet  treated  the  •subject  jw  he  did  his  own  poem, 
aa  iumginary.  I  cannot  be  i«.ttisfied  with  this 
theory.  Dante  was  one  of  the  most  Earned  men 
of  his  day,  and  we  may  reasonably  ex[)ect  to  derive 
from  him  the  most  advanced  knowledge  attmned 
in  his  times.  It  appears  to  me  that  there  must 
have  been  more  (ban  mere  fancy  tn  the  idea  of  the 
ancients  of  s  wiile  ocean  extending  for  wext  of 
Europe  and  having  hind  beyond  it.  Some  ships 
in  the  course  of  ugiM  maj  reasonably  be  supposed 
to  have  been  driven  out  into  the  Atlantic  by  stress 
of  weather,  and,  even  if  wrecked,  some  Jiccounts  of 
their  disaster  may  hare  reached  Europe  throuj^h 
survivors  of  th*  crew.  I  believe  it  i*  widely 
admitted  in  the  pre!<ent  ilny  tbut  Greenland  vrtvt 
peopled  from  Norway  or  Iceliind  long  before  the 
Cabota  disooveied  North  AuiericjL  Agrun,it  inuki 
have  been  more  than  fancy  which  upheld  tbe  great 
Coliimbna  in  hU  hor<i)C  enterprise.  I  should  be 
glad  if  Mn.  Boucinsn  muld  throw  any  light  upon 
the  inquiry  whether  Cohimbus  was  acquainted 
with  this  account  of  I'lysses  and  his  last  royogc, 
cither  in  Homer,  Pliny,  or  Daotc, 

The  first  printed  edition  of  the  Tufernft  cams  ' 
out,  I  believe,  in  147^  and  lk)Iumbus's  first  voyagtti 
was  undertaken  in  I4if2,  w  that,  if  he  tuid  seen  or 
heard  of  this  passage  in  Dante,  it  might  have 
encouraged  him  to  i»crsovere  in  his  scheme. 
Dante'^  account  would  iilniost  hove  furnished  ium 
with  Miiling  directions  towards  the  West  Indium 
t'lysses  passed  through  the  Straits  of  Glbw-low, 
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tailing  first  dae  west,  but  ufterwanlB  trendiag 
steadily  to  bis  Ufi  (which  was  towards  the  iout/i), 
Iho  course  acroBs    tho   AtUntic   being   therefore 
aoutb-wc3t,  clvariiig  the  Aft-ican  coast,  pasabg  the 
equiofKliftl  line,  and  comiDR  in  Tiew  of  the  con- 
BtelUtions  of  th«  MUth«m  hemisphere.     But  the 
reiuai^&ble   feature   is  the  end  of  the   Toyajfe — 
beholding  a  lofty  nioantiun  in  the  dim  distance^ 
a  bi{;her  mauni»in    thun   was   CTor  seen   before. 
Why  should  rach  a  fancy  occnr  if  there  was  no 
foundution  for  it  (     Why  not  a  dat  coant  on  which 
people  might  knd  f     No  doubt   the  Hve  nionthfi' 
sailing  was  beyond  the  necessary  jwriod  for  such 
a  distance,  but  that  id  uQiniportont.     The  strange 
thinjr  is  Llie  mountain  of  such  extraordinary  height. 
I  bclioTc  there  ia  only  one  mouutaia  in  the  world 
the  height  of  which   exceeds  expecUtton   on  the 
first  sixbt  of  it,  and  that  is  Tcneriffe,  which  is 
supposed  to  have  been  unknown  in  Dante's  time, 
but  his  pithy  de-Huription  coincides  exiLctly  with  the 
real  appearance  of  that  womlerfui  iHiuk  : — 
"Ciaqofl  Tolte  racccKi,  e  taiite  cubw 
Ln  lume  en  di  sotto  dells  tuns, 
Pui  cb'  CDtrsli  cntvsoi  nctl'  alto  ruso»

In  plain  prose ;  "  Fire  times  had  Lho  moon 
waxed  and  waned  while  we  were  sailing  over  the 
deep  ocenn,  when  we  camo  in  sight  of  a  darV 
mountain,  dim  in  the  diatance,  and  it  appeared  to 
me  loftier  than  any  we  had  ever  beheld." 

This  may  have  been  all  imaoii]ation,but  I  think 
it  more  probable  that  it  was  founded  on  tradition 
with  a  spark  of  truth  for  its  origin.  I  am  inclined 
to  think  that  the  ancients  on  such  suMects  knew 
more  than  we  give  ihera  credit  for.      M.  H.  R.

AboQt  ten  years  before  Ma  death  be  re- 
iigiied  the  deanery  and  went  to  live  at  Felpbam, 
flB  the  Sussex  coast,  near  Bognor,  Here  he  died 
ia  IBia,  and  it  is  reUted  that  a«  be  Uy  on  hiii 
dcatb*bcd  some  of  the  youn|f  princes  wbo  were

Norfolk  Dialect  :  "  VBHCa,"  "  BAnnsAO 
Sraio  "  (fii"  S.  xL  147.)— Where  I  formerly  lived, 
at  Mobberley,  Cheshire,  there  is  a  crape  mill  where 
a  large  number  of  Norwich  hands  are  employed. 
Their  speech  i.i  very  pecoliar,  and  I  bjive  often 
noticed  the  way  in  whicli  they  drop  the  fianl  s  in 
tbe  third  person  singular  of  verbs.  On  one  occa- 
sion a  remarkably  tall  and  stout  woman,  the  wife 
of  tbe  ihco  manager,  sbpped  down  some  steps 
during  a  severe  frost.  Her  husband,  instead  of 
ninniog  lo  her  assistance,  laughingly  remarked, 
"  Sho  fall  heavy,  she  do."  They  also  pronounce 
V  like  w.  The  same  man  hod  a  retriever  bitch 
named  Veoui ;  he  invariably  called  "  Wenua ! 
Wenus ! " 

Though  it  has  nothing  bo  do  with  the  Norfolk 
folk-speech,  tbe  above  anecdote  btw  brnuglit  to 
my  mtod  the  fact  that  illiterate  people  coafuso 
Vmitt  uod  VtittUR.  Thus  Wntoe  turpentino  is 
frce|uently  culled  *^  Venus  turpentine,  and  the 
Biune  blunder  has  been  mode  by  some  of  our  jwr- 
celain  miinufa<-tarer«  in  a  strange  manner.  Wo 
have  an  old  dinner  service  on  which  is  depicted  a 
new  of  buildingH  surrounded  by  water.  Under- 
neath the  plates  and  dishes  there  is  stamped 
"  Venus  nuticrn."  This  always  puzxted  me,  for  it 
was  evident  there  could  be  no  nllusioo  to  the 
heathen  goddeai ;  but  at  last  the  bhght  idea 
struck  mo  that  the  picture  was  intended  to  repre- 
sent the  city  of  Venice,  but  the  illiterate  designer 
had  spelled  it  "Venus." 

Another  old  "atock  "  pattern  of  china  tea  ser- 
ricea  was  oallod   the   "Borbeau  s^tv^"   -^tSajx^ 
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Tntty  little  sprays  of  flower  are  scattered  over  n 
whit*  ground;  they  look  luore  like  eyebright

appear  to  have  been  atock  patterns,  and  obtainable 
lit  uoy  large  crockery  shop.

The 
deHuription  of  the  crest  ia  the  late  edition  of 
Burke's  iJmtral  Armory  is  u  mere  misprint.  The 
crest  is  a  dragon's  wing  urg,  charged  with  a  cross 
gu.  It  is  often,  but  I  think  improperly,  depicted 
lu*  a  sinister  wing.  This  variation  baa  probably 
the  same  origin  as  the  bevelling  of  the  crosa. 

I  notice  that  in  the  enlarged  edition  of  Heylyn's 
Help  to  Ei\<ili*ii  llittory,  improved  by  Wright 
(I>>Ddon,  177^),  the  cretit,  on  a  helm,  ia  a  pair  of 
dragon's  wings  ex(Mnded.  Often  the  helmet  is 
replaced  by  the  fur  cap  of  the  sword-bearer  of  the 
city,  but  I  have  never  seen  the  cre^t  placed 
directly  upon  it.

Anlhooy  Wood 
xays  thnt  Nallianitcl  Connpiiis,  a  Oret:in,  *bo  left 
Ballini  ColU'K<'t  Oxford,  in  I64A,  dnuik  coflee  for 
breokfujitf  and  that  in  1C50  Jacob,  a  Jew,  opened, 
a  coffee-house  at  the  "  An^l"  and  nAcrwiirds  ro- 
nioved  to  Old  Sonthompton  Buildings,  in  Holbora ; 
Cirques  JobsoD,  a  Jewish  Jacobrte,  in  10A4,  and 
Arthur  Tillynrd,  an  apothecary,  in  1C55,  followed 
bis  example  in  the  University.  In  166(»  a  duty  oC 
■id.  was  levied  on  every  gallon  of  coffee  sold. 
Uutton,  in  \70S,  mentions  thtit  Janiett  Fair,  a 
bnrber,  kept  one  of  the  firrtt  cnflce-lwnses  at  (he 
"  Rainbow,"  nenr  Inner  Temple  Gate,  in  1657,  and 
tbiit  nt  the  time  he  wrote  there  were  "  3,(Miii  snch 
miisftnccs  in  I^odon."  In  1662  coffee  was  sold  in 
Exchiinge  Alley  (roin  1«.  Gtl.  to  65.  St/,  the  pound  ; 
chocolate  was  also  vended  there.  In  ice5  ilie  sigm 
in  voftne  were  the  "Great  Morat,'  or  "Turk's  BecM," 
CBUibliofaed  1662,  und  *'Sullao  and  SnltnneM." 
In  16G3  all  cofTee-houecs  were  to  be  licensed.  la 
167fi  some  check  was  laid  on  the  increase  of  coffee 
hotues  M  "seminnries  of  sedition."  Mrs.  I^Iudiford, 
according  to  a  letter  of  Jumes  Howell  to  Judge 
Rumsey,  in  16*9,  first  tnnsht  apprentices  and 
clerks  to  substitute  "this  wakeful  ciril  drink"  in 
lieu  of  potent  morning  dranghts  in  ale,  beer,  or 
wine  In  the  BoUi  Stroke/or  a  W<fe,  Mrs.  Ont- 
Itvre  brings  in  the  boys  crying  out  among  the 
slock -jobbers  nt  Joniithan's,  in  Change  Alley, 
"  Fresli  coffee,  gentlcnirn,  Bobra  ten.'

X  haro  wstclicd  with  mtoroat  the  diactnainra 
mpocting  the  nationality  of  Sir  Walter  Scott 
(Sootlaud  a  poet)  and  Sir  William  WaUaoe,  the 
Bo-callud  piLb*iot.  Xb  to  the  Intter,  tlicrc  can  be  no 
<|Destioii  uf  the  originaj  Cymric  or  Celtic  origin 
of  his  family  ;  but  as  regards  my  namesake  and 
othen  hearing  the  tiine-lumoured  and  ancient 
naniu  of  Scot,  I  would  obaurro,  an  hus  alnsatfy 
beon  |M>iiitvd  out  by  your  corrvspomlont  A.  S.  A. , 
"  that  Uic  niuuo  of  Scut  did  not  uriginally  mean 
a  natlre  of  Scutland,"  any  mure  thuai,  f  would 
furtlicr  rt-uiark,  it  uri^n&lly  mniujt  a  mitive  of 
Xrelaud  (Scotia  from  tho  thii-d  U*  i\\a  ttmtli 
century).  The  name  Scot  is  nf  Daniah  origin, 
having  ita  equivalent  in  the  Gaolio,  Celtic,  and 
Groek  lanffuagos,  aud  was  nriginally  tiw  term  by 
which,  in  ita  GaoHc  form,  the  Daniah  conqucross 
of  England  of  the  n>yal  race  of  the-  Kkioldinga 
came  eTontnolly  to  lie  known.  To  make  this 
Ktat«inent  plain  I  would  obaurretliat  It<ibortson, 
in  his  Hitiitry  of  SeoUaiui  under  h^  SaHx/  Kin^ 
wrjting  of  tho  Danelagh  (or  that  portion  of 
modem  Britain  situate  north  of  Watbng  Strco^ 
butweun  Ktmt  and  Gheat«T,  jujd  tcrminatuw 
northwartbi,  a.d.  8(i~,  in  the  dutrict  of  Daniu 
2«orthuinbna,  extending  fn  nn  thu  Humbur  to  tiie 
8of)twttter  or  Firth  of  Forth,  und  westward  ahriltf 
tlie  K4JDiaa  wall  to  tho  SkoUaudtstirth  or  Firth 
of  Clyde),  aaaurts  that  Gntbruui,  King  of  tho 
Danus,  Jarl  of  Huntingdim,  aud  King  uf  Hhb 
Dauula4,'h,  was,  tovothur  with  kia  doscciubmta. 
Earls  or  JarU  of  >iortlLumbria  and  Eaat  Aoglia 
of  thu  royal  laoe  uf  Skioldiuga,  kiiown  antoiiMt 
tliv  Irish  oa  I>agalL  Nov  thu  Irish  or  Oaem; 
tvmt  Dugail  or  C^bh  Gall  is  nnqaeationably  tbo 
origin  of  the  comparatively  modem  torm  or  name 
Scot.  According  to  Skeno  {(Mtic  iicoUaml)  tho 
Danes  of  Northumbria  (that  district  including, 
aa  aboTu  abated,  the  Lowhmda  <*f  tMsotiAa^  vm.-, 
KM  such,  \K(5  ca&o  ol  ^  xw*  «  «b^  ^A.'few*^* 
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•*ere  of  the  branch  of  the  Northmen  (Scandi- 
navianii)  called  Dubh  Gmll,  meaijing  Dark  Stran- 
gen,  in  contnuliBtiiKtioii  to  Fin  Cinll  or  Fiiir 
.Strangers,  l>y  wliieh  term  the  Norwegians  of 
Orkney  and  tho  \V>8t*?m  Islands  were  known, 
their  compUxiou  and  hair  l>eing  of  a  lighter 
coU)nr. 

Now  the  Celtio  or  Gaelic  terms  for  Scot  are 
Albanach  and  Dubh  Gall ;  but  aomo  dictionaried, 
especially  ArniHtroiig's,  drair  n  difttinction  be- 
tween Albannch,  Albania,  ndrthem  Scotland, 
now  rejirosentt'd  by  the  Highlaiidit,  and  Dubh 
Gall,  which  wonl  in  described  oa  *'  Dark 
Stranger,"  "a  L«>wlander  Scot,"  or,  in  fact,  a 
Bnno  :  all  these  in  my  upinion  having  their 
equivalent  or  root  in  tho 'Greek  word  Skotos^ 
darkness. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  remind  your  readers 
that  that  portion  of  England  originally  c<donized 
hj  the  Danes,  and  in  which  Daniiih  nonies 
of  places,  ending  in  "by,"  "land,"  "beck/ 
*'  thorpe,"  "  dale,"  aiul  "  nesjt,"  exist  to  this  day, 
u  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient ' 
Danelagh  north  vf  Watling  Street,  and  had 
reference  priiiLiyially  to  Euat  Anglia,  Liiic^^ln-  ' 
aliire,  Vurkshire,  Northuiubria,  Cumbria  (then 
including  Duinfries  »i)d  tliu  Koutheni  counties 
adjoining  the  Skotlandtnfirth,  Wi-stinoreland  or 
Applubfcxchire),  and  Lotltuui  as  for  as  the  Frisian 
ijea  or  .Scotn-ater.  It  is  within  these  limitn  alone, 
with  very  few  excei>tions,  that  the  term  Scot, 
as  an  aliix  or  prefix,  to  the  names  of  places 
(iiiost  of  them  existing  before  the  Conquest),  is 
to  be  found.  Thu»  the  following  names  of  places, 
Scothy,  Scotforth,  Scothom,  t>cr>tland,  Scotter, 
Seotton,  Sc.itt<>w,  Scot  Willoiighby,  Acton  Scot, 
8cotahouse,  Scutstowa,  HcoteshamorShotbeshatn, 
Sootley  or  Shotley,  and  Khoteswell,  Shotwick, 
BcotliiadBwell,  Scotscrnig,  .Scotswood,  .Scotagap, 
Sootagate,  Scotsdyke,  ScotBnddcr,  are,  witJi  the 
exception  of  the  lost,  vik.  Sc<jt»eaider,  within  the 
districts  of  the  Danelagh  above  mentioned,  wlnlut 
in  addition  Scotsstreet,  ycotstown,  and  Swita- 
huuse  are  places  in  tho  cast  of  Ireland  of  Daniah 
colonization  and  conquest.  In  short,  the  name 
of  Scot,  as  an  affix  orpretix  to  aplace  name,  does 
not  but  with  two  exceptions  occur  north  of  the 
Koman  wall  between  the  Firth  of  Clyde,  or,  as 
tlie  Danish  sagas  style  it,  between  Sc()twRtor  and 
Skntlandtttirth,  and  with  the  exeuption  of  the 
term  *'  .Scotland  "  (which  place  has  a  sejittrate 
«ul  distinct  meaning,  and  is  to  be  found  in 
many  piirtfl  of  England)  in  nowhere  to  be  found 
wUhiu  the  limits  of  the  Anglo-Kiutfm  territory 
aouth  of  Watling  Street,  and  of  whicli  alone,  as 
apart  from  tho  Danelagh,  Alfred  the  GrtMit  was 
sole  monarch. 

Bnt  u>  still  further  confinning  the  view  I  tiike 
that  the  t<inn  Scot,  oither  as  the  name  of  a  race  or 
i4  Apiacffj  was  originAUy  of  Danish  inipoitation 


or  origin,  T  may  mention  that  bom  Gittlirvm  tiie  ' 
Skiolding^Dubh  G&ll  or  Scot,  to  whom  Alfnd 
assigned  the  tributary  fief  of  Huntingdon,  thai 
ancient   apitanoge  of    the   Kcottiah    crown   was 
transmitted,  through  Thurkell  Spracklng,  Jarl  of 
East  ^Vn^lia,  Count  I'lf,    Lord    of    UoltienuM 
(brother  in-law  of  Canute  the  Skidding,  King  of 
Denmark  and  of  the  whole  of  England  after  the 
death  of  Edmund   ironside  in  1U17),  to  his  de- 
scendant Wiilthcof,  Danish  Earl  of  Kortliumbria, 
Huntingdon,     and    Northampton     (brother    o( 
Siward  and  brotherin-lnw  of  Duncan,  Kiu^  of 
Scots),  wlnwe  daughter  Ma\id,  l>y  her  lu&rna^ 
with   David  Scotus,   King  of  Scota,  cnrripil  the 
earldom  of  Huntingdon  tii  him,  and  with  it  the 
jieck  of  troubles  that  hencelbrth  conatnittly  amsr, 
on  tliu  score  of  this  very  fiefahip,  1»4;twevn  the 
Kings  of  England  and  Scotland,  and  thua  Ijecam' 
the  cause  tpf   the  war  of  independence  of  iht 
latter,    resulting    in    tho    linal     overthrow    o( 
England's  claim  to  hnuntge   and   fe&lty  bj  the 
kingM   of   Scotland.      The   name    of 
race  occurs  in  Domesday  siu^ey  in 
I  and  elsewhere,  in  territory  of  Danish  c*»lu 
land  it  is  sujtposed  that  tho  *'Uchtrvdl 
I  Scoti,"  or  a»  he   is   likru-ise  described  3? 
Glasgow    chartulary,    circa    1120,      •••  Vi!ttndai

Hc«»tlAn({(aItlinugh  Utu  nanie  is  clearly 
of  Daoith  oriijin}  at  thin  period  (897)  iras  not 
in  eii^tcnco,  nur  in  the  name  ''Seoiland"  or  ite 
oxist«rncu  an  a  feudal  kingdom  found  until  the 
twelfth  cpntiiry  at  tho  earliest,  and  it  had  at  that 
time,  1  n>Ttt«nd,  a  distinct  meaning  from  the 
name  Scot  aa  hiTo  dotiQed.  Aulaf  Kkotakonuiigr 
meant  King  of  the  "  Dark  Strangers,"  the 
"  Danes  of  JTorthumbria/'  of  tho  "  Lowhinder" 
Scots,  not  Kjiiif  of  AJbonia  (modem  Scotland  in 
tenth  contiir}')  or  of  Ireland  (Scotia  in  ninth  and 
tenth  ecnturiua). 

'*  Vacutlont,"  CymHc  or  Celtic,  occurs  (tenth 
oonturj-)  in  tho  Ft^ir  Aneirnl  linoht  of  H'aica 
(Skfjri.',  Tol.  i.  p.  58,  ct  v^q.),  but  that  term  rcfen? 
oiclusively  to  that  portion  of  North  Britain 
known  ns  Lft(Kl(mitt,  modem  Lotliian,  in  the 
Irfowlands  of  Scotland,  and  under  Danisli  rule  in 
,c  t*?nth  century  ;  tho  Lowlands  of  Scotland, 
Yacotlont,"  the  Border  land,  and  Northumhria 
bing,  OS  I  contend,  the  cradle  of  tlie  race  of 
Bcot  of  the  family  of  tho  Skioldings,  or  Dubli 
Qalla,  of  whom  Sir  Walter  Scott  was  in  the  nine- 
toenth  century  no  unworthy  deBccndant. 

To  conclude,  I  would  observe  that  the  name 
uglas  h^  the  Nimc  origin  from  Diibli  OaU, 
lo  ''Dark  Stranger,"  the  "Black  Dougljw," 
also  that  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  are  id] 
iM  of  Diiuiflli  or  Low  Dutch  Frisian  origin, 
iiite  the  Dane,  of  tho  royal  race  of  Guthrum 
Skiolding,  who  divided  England  with  Alfred 
Great,  Si\7,  waa  the  tirst  monarch  who  was 
crowned  King  of  "Engelond,"  not,  like  his  Saxon 
predncesKom,  King  of  the  Saiom-s,  Albiones, 
or  Angli,  and  the  Danes  at  this  jwrind  called 
N  "'  '  I  ;ii  to  the  northern  Koniiui  wall 
t,'*  Ireland  "  Ivralandt,"  Wales 
*■  .Mr'iaiMii,'  Franco  '*  Oallandt/'  and  districts 
in  their  own  country  GothUnd,  Jutland,  iSc. ; 
Ireland  unquestionably  being  a  coiruption  of 
Ivm-Iand,  the  land  of  tlio  riw:e  uf  the  Hi  Ivar, 
vrlio  were  Danish  kings  of  the  west  of  Ireland 
from  the  nintti  to  the  eleventh  century,  and, 
KitbuuKh  related  to,  wore  mostly  a  diatinct  race 
from  the  Skioldinga,  Dubh  Galls,  or  Scots,  who 
during  two  centuries  colonized  the  Danelagh, 
including  North  and  South  Cuniliria,  Northuni- 
bm  from  the  Hunibur  to  Forth,  and  also 
Laodonin  or  Lothiiui.  termed  in  tlie  fuitr  A  ficient 
£otihi  vf  IV'ales,  in  the  ancient  British  language,

Lastly,  tho  term  Scot,  not  tun  tho  name  of  the 
:  so  called,  has  a  variety  of  meaning*.  1.  As 
^ied  t<»  Ireland  it  nieans  Scythia  or  Scythian, 
vuig  reference  to  tlio  logouoary  fonndution  of 
Out  kingdom  by  tho  descendants  of  Gathelmi 
and  hia  wife  Scoto.     It  may  hare  bo  remarked 


that  tlie  Skioldings,  or  royid  Danes  of  the  race 
of  Siu-Goths,  corrupted  Scotha,  may  have  derived 
their  subsequent  appelUtit.n  of  Dubh  Gall,  or 
it*  et]UtTalent  Sctit,   from  the  Bamt;  iu>iirce,  as 
derived  from   the   same    origin.      2.  Scot,    the 
equivalent  of  Scotia,  as  auplicd  to  Scotland,  is  a 
term  described,  and  with  n^ason,  by  (iirnldua 
Cambrensis  in  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  eeiitiiry, 
when  writing  to  tho  Pope  about  Scotland  (theJi 
so  called),  as  "qurc  nunc  abusiw  Jikotin  dicitur." 
Thus  it  appeant  to  have  been  a  (piestion  whether 
the  term  Albania  or  Scotia  was  then  the  proper 
name  for  modem  North   Britain.     3.  Scot,  as 
derived     from    the    British     term    "  Yagwnd," 
meaning    a    "  guarding,"    tlie    watching    of    u 
border,    and    from    which    we    get    *'«cot  and 
lot,"  a  municij*!  term  meaning  '*  burden  and 
loixd  "  (IJwyth).     The  Cymric  terra  **  Yacotlont" 
in  the  tentli  cunlury   referred  to  that  part  of 
Scotland   now    eaUed   the    Lowland   or   Border 
er»untry.    4,  Scot,  a  scat,  sceatta,  or  tax,  a  term 
of  Danisli  origin,  and  found  in  the  Scandinavian 
Kagas  as  a  term  representing  tribute,  the  Danes 
in   their  ancient  conquests  usually  imposing  a 
scat  or  tribute  jiayable  by  the  conquered  inhabi- 
tants of  a  district.     Thia  tenn  was  aftenvards 
imported   into  the  English  language,  and  is  in 
use  to  tliis  day  in  Ronmey  Marsh,   where  all 
taxes  arc  termed  "  8Cf»ta,"  and  land  tliat  ia  liable 
to  a  tax  i.i  there  said  to  be  "  scotted."    Tho  term 
"scot"  tis  a  tax  ia  first  found  in  the  Canons  of 
Canute  the  Skiolding,  King  of  all  England,  and  is 
supposed  to  have  superseded  "danogold,"  aSaxou 
term.     Lastly,  Scot  as  applied  to  Scotland  means 
the  land  of  tribute,     liiere  are  many  places  in 
England  so  called,  nut  only  in  localities  of  the 
ancient  Danelagh,  but  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  terri- 
tory formerly  south  of  Watling  Street.     1  have 
found  this  term  universally  applied  to  tho  land 
that  has  h«en  "scottcd,"  and  the  rent  of  wliich 
has  from  time  immemorial  been  applied  t4«  main- 
tain an  etnbanknient  to  keep  off  irruptitms  of 
tidal  or  other  water,  and  tij  that  which  was  urigi- 
nallyonibanked  or  reclaimed  from  aouielow-lyitig, 
marshy  district  by  a  ctrntribution  or  '*scot"  by 
all  neighbouring  proprietors.     The  term  "  scut" 
as  an  Anglo-Saxon  term  liras  fintt  In  use  in  the 
time  of  Kanute  the  Dane,  and  was  useil  in  lieu 
of  tho  word  "  tax,"  '*  druit,"   '  due,"'  "  rate,"  or 
other  term  of  a  similar  nature,  in  the  reign  of 
Edward  1.,  when  we  find  such  terms  as  these  in 
existence    in    I|«wich   (Oippeswig),   uf    Danish 
colonization.

The  plant  itaeLf  ww  wdl 
known  as  an  indigenous  weed,  Mpium  gravtolmMf 
fetid,  ncrid,  and  noxious  when  grown  near  water, 
but  losing  these  chamcteristicjn  when  cultivatad  ia 
dry  ground,  and  becoming  sa'eet  and  pjLlatnblewheB 
the  leaf  st^Uks  are  blunched  by  earthing  up  the 
stems.     In  its  wild  atjtie  it  was  called  tmailn^  a 
its  nillivated   form  ctltn.     There  used  to  be  «Q0- 
flidenible  iloubts  amongst  gardeners  -whtOm^ 
were  distinct  varieties  or  only  u  result  of  otMn* 
tion.

Marshal  Tidlard  came  to  Nottingbnm  in  DeCk, 
1704,  and  Lcdiard  {Lifeof  Marlbortntffhyed.  1741^ 
i.  305)  says  he  wn»  hiiiinelf  then  living  nt  Nottlitg- 
ham,  and  frt'ijucnlly  went  out  hunting  in  compaoy 
with  the  niurdial,  who  "  kept  an  elegant  table  and 
often  entertained  the  neighbouring  gentry  tn  arvy 
polite  tiinnner."

73,  I7ft, 
SOi.}— I  should  not  venture  on  this  perhaps  thread- 
bare  aobject  if  I  had  not  Botue  of  these  things  by 
ine,  nmored  from  our  comer  of  the  church  nbovp 
Htlj  yean  ago  for  alterations  which  precluded 
their  repUcemoot.  These  were  hatchments,  three 
b«lmot4,  one  or  more  quilled  lirig:tDdinu  jackets 
used  by  yeomen  and  bowmen  in  the  Tudor  times 
(and  wnich  were  part  of  such  armour  m  the  gentry 
had  to  furnish),  apurs,  nlovofl,  a  dagger-like  sword, 
and  a  silk  Hurcoat  with  arms  i|iitirtt>red,  but  not, 
alas,  impaled,  no  it  gave  no  date,  but  was  too 
finesfa  to  oe  curlier  than  the  late  sixteenth  or  seven- 
teenth century.  Unfortunately  they  were  carried 
to  a  neighbouring  house  where  there  were  children. 
Tbey  fell  upon  the  spoil,  of  course,  nnd  wbeo 
ioqulred  for  all  hud  disappeared  but  the  helmets 
and  the  archera*  heavy  jookflts.  One  of  the 
helnieta  is  a  good  and  perfect  bourgoinor,  wanting 
only  crest  and  lining,  and  may  \te  of  lute  Plun- 
tagenet  or  enrly  Tudor  times  ;  the  othera  are 
wooden  undertakers*  rubbish.  As  the  iron-quilted 
laigandinen  were  not  geotlemon's  armour,  I  opine 
llwy  were  not  uHcd  for  these  funeral  purposes  till 
Utol  point  had  been  forgotten  by  the  uudertakere, 
pothaps  In  the  late  Stuart  times.    The  uhuuI  flags, 


bannerotlcs,  Ac, had  gone  before  these  things  were 
removed.  Silk  becomes  bl;ick  and  dirty  if  never 
dusted,  and  if  du.ited  fulU  to  pieces  from  its 
rottenness,  therefore  when  a  fumily  ianon-renident 
the  rector,  the  warden,  and  the  beadle  conjtpira  to 
get  rid  of  it  ;  and  as  to  **  church  realorera,"  we 
are  beginning  now  to  find  out  what  we  owe  to 
them.  My  conclusion  ia  that  none  of  tbcne  things, 
except  possibly  the  genuine  helmet,  could  have 
been  worn  by  the  deceased,  and  we  have  no  proof 
positive  that  the  genuine  helmet  waa  so.  I  think 
these  thiogB  are  always  considered  to  belong  to  the 
family  and  not  to  the  church  authorities.     P.  P.

I  have  seen 
the  hist  bit  of  the  jule  log  tuken  from  the  firo  iind 
hung  the  next  day  close  to  the  ceiling  in  the 
kitchen,  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the 
next  year's  Christmns  Eve  fire,  or  rather  for 
putting  upon  the  fire  liefore  the  new  yule  log  goes 
on.  It  is  considered  lucky  to  do  this,  besides  its 
usefulness  a-H  '*»  charm  against  fire."  I  may  add 
that  aire  wtia  always  taken  not  to  let  the  log  bum 
entirely  away.  Before  this  could  take  place  the 
remnant  would  be  taken  from  the  fire  and  put  oa 
the  hob  while  the  fire  died  out,  and  if  it  was  not 
considered  bite  enough  to  go  to  bed  another  log 
was  added.  By  the  way,  people  hereabout  never 
speak  of  a  "  log  "  of  wood  :  it  is  iilw.iys  "  clog."

boiixingHtory  in  Thyl  EuUngpi^gd,  the  oU]  German 
peopled  hook,  well  known  to  En^Hah  bibliophiles 
w  A  MerrU  Jai  of  a  Man  that  was  mfUd  liowU- 
oUui.  Tbe  story  I  refer  to  is  rntilled  "Bow 
Howlefiljuia  by  False  Witnesses  obtained  a  now 

g'eco  of  Cloth,"  and  ia  to  the  following  effect : 
owlcglnss  ^oes  to  a  fair,  and,  Rpein;;  a  peuj>ant 
parchujjo  n  piece  of  greOQ  clofh.  begins  to  con&idec 
liow  he  ti)i|jht  obtain  it  for  hi«  own  use.  Ho  pre- 
sently tucets  with  a,  prtcab  of  hid  ucqudintonce  and 
his  compuaioQ,  "a  nuUioioas  rogue  like  himself,'* 


and  they  agre«,  for  a  ootisideraiio>D,  to  lacac 
nut  in  his  ptnpo«ed  assertion  to  the  coast 
in  order  to  induce  the  poor  fellow  to  make  a

I  can  give  an  explanation,  though  not  in  a  poai- 
tioD  to  mmiah  the  datea  or  details.  In  a  local 
paper  an  extract  wua  pubUahed  two  or  three  yean 
ago  from  lui  old  record  to  the  effect  that  on  the 
oaauioo  of  a  Parlinmentory  election  one  of  the 
Mlldid*tea,  a  liDcolnshlro  baronet,  waa  brought 
OTtr  to  8uU,  who  oddreoed  the  clactoia  in  a  piece 
of  waate  ground  baloogiog  to  on*  Hoaw  Green- 
bingrr.  Thia  pleca  of  huul,  which,  dtoate  aa  it  wqb 
t»  tlir  centra  of  the  old  town,  wai  noMdinglj  ooa- 
nt  fur  public  mretioga,  wu  nbaequently 
ov«K  TbM  noi  fUMnin^  bowaver,  of  the 
waa  MOB  Caigoiteii,  and  in  soootdance  with 


the  common  tendency  by  which  Damea,  where 
meaning  ia  unknown,  are  replaced  by  name*,  how- 
ever inapplicable,  to  whioh  the  uaera  can  attadi 
some  meaning,  the  **  Lund  of  Greenhioger  "  became 
the  "  Land  of  Greeu  Ginger."  The  same  tendency 
is  shown  in  the  north  of  Eoglnnd  by  the  aub- 
stitution  of  '*  force "  (a  waterapout)  for  the 
Scandinavian  "foas,"  and  by  the  well-known 
mtionaliutton  of  the  "  Bacchanals  "  aa  the  *'  Bag 
o'  Nails,"  the  '*Swan  with  two  Necks"  oa  tlie 
*'Swao  with  two  Nicks."  It  will  accoutit  for  the 
etymology  of  **  walnut,"  "Jerusalem  artichoke,'  and 
many  others  (see  Max  MiUlcr'a  Lecturei,  second 
seriea,  lect.  viiL).  J.  S.  F. 

The  author  of  the  la<st  published  history  of  HuD 
(J.  J.  Shealian,  1866)  says  nt  p.  409  :—

It  13  tme  a  book  called  Sketeha  of  UuU  CW«- 
hrities^  published  in  1876,  at  p.  227  attempts  to 
throw  light  upon  this  question  by  the  fulloKing 
words,  relating  to  the  entry  of  a  candidate  for 
Parliamentary  honours  into  the  town  ;  —

That  book,  however,  declares  that  its  souroe  of 
ittspirntion  is  a  fami  ly  Bible  of  the  John»on  fumOy, 
"  printed  in  Latin  and  black  letter,  which  haa  been 
handed  down  from  father  to  son  from  the  year 
14D2."  How  far  this  statement  can  be  relied  upon 
jour  renders  will  see  bjr  reading  the  following 
words,  relating  to  the  said  Bibles  from  the  same 
page  of  the  book  in  question  : —

"  Coach  "  (b^  S.  xi.  308.)— W,  T.  M.  would 
have  made  it  easier  to  reply  to  his  query  hud  he 
quoted  rfr6a(»m  from  the  almtmac  that  derives 
•*  our  word  coach  from  Kotzc,  in  Hungary."  Littrii 
says  that  Avila,  writing  in  1563,  dtscribes  a  eoche 
as  a  covered  chariot  of  which  the  invention  and 
same  came  froui  Hungary  ;  but  it  docs  not  follow 
from  this  that  the  word  was  the  name  of  n  place. 
The  LatiD  ctmeha  (a  shell,  a  small  enrthen  vessel) 
came  to  be  applied  to  a  Iarf{e  pai'i'en^iT  boat  in 
Fnnce,  and  to  a  carriaffe  in  Italy,  the  French 
adopting  the  term  in  itd  latter  sense  in  the  middle 
of  the  sixteenth  century,  Co(Jtt.,  a  barge,  wan 
feminine,  and  the  ailoption  of  tho  duplicate  word 
with  an  extended  me:ining  caused  for  a  time  some 
confusion — eothe^  a  carriage,  appearing  sometimes 
with  a  mnscuUne,  sometimes  with  a  foniinine 
adjective.

— I  doubt  very  mnch  whether  it  was  origin- 
ally intended  to  sjiell  any  name  with  two  inittJil/'s. 
I  believe  that  the  single  capital  F  was  at  first 
formed  by  two  small  ones,  and  this  pmctice  con- 
tinued fur  some  centuries,  I  never  saw  in  any  old 
MS.  a  nnine  beginning  with  two  capital  Pa  or 
with  a  large  and  a  anmll  one.  It  is  evident  that 
onr  present  fapitnl  F,  both  in  writing  nnd  printing, 
is  formed  by  two  letters  in  conjunction,  and  is,  in 
fact,  the  old  digamnia  of  the  Greeks.  It  may  be 
noticed  also  that  many  capital  letters  are  really 
formed  by  doubling  a  single  symbol,  t.g.  B,  K, 
H,  K,  M,  S,  \V,  X,  Z.  In  five  of  these  case,  the 
symbol  is  a  simple  angle  or  arrowhead.

Ricbanl 
Eyn  coils  the  amis  "myne  armtJi,  quiiiu  bubeo, 
habui,  vel  in  fpturo  habere  pDtero,  in  jure  Kichnrdi 
Oxqiriag,  avi  niei,  heredibus  ffuin  et  oABignatis." 
I  hare  seen  a  great  nuinr  gninta  of  arms,  bat 
I  nerer  saw  a  patent  by  which  arms  were 
ffnnted  to  a  m.an  and  his  amffns.  The  limitation 
bu  always  been  to  the  grantee  and  bis  isane,  or 
his  "  posteritye." 

What  I  have  written  upon  this  subject  has  had 
refereooe  to  personal  or  family  arms.  There  is 
aaotber  class  of  arms  which  are  territorial— rcgnnl 
or  baronial— which  of  course  may  descend  with 
the  lungdoras  or  baronies  to  which  they  pertain. 
Of  these  I  say  nothing. 

I  confess  I  do  not  clearly  understand  the  other 
COM  cited  by  Y,  S.  M.  {S^*  S.  ii.  477),  and  have  not 
time  to  refer  buck  to  the  other  references  he  hua 
gtreo.

DflB  AND  TRITHEMIU8S  "STKOASOGRAPHY." 
For  Mmc  time  I  have  had  in  my  portfolio  a  copy 
of  A  Irtler  from  Dr.  John  Dec  to  Sir  WilliiKu 
Ce<nl«  dat«4  1563,  Uken  from  the  ElizabetUun 
SUU  P&pers  for  thiit  year,  vol.  xxvji.,  No.  6.'{.  It 
is  a  (Iwaitnent  tbit  is  of  value  od  Ibe  ground  that 
in  part  it  imfolds  the  early  history  of  Dee,  for  it 
rslat«s  to  a  period  of  hli  life  (viz.,  the  first  few 
years  after  the  iu:ce»Kion  of  Queen  Elizabeth)  about. 
wluch  Dee's  biojzraphGrs  have  not  been  very  cniii- 
manicAtiTe.  I  nave  only  lately  ascertatued  that 
lh«  letter,  which  is  io  mnny  waya  very  curious, 
vaa  pointed  in  rnl.  1.  of  the  PUil'obiblon  Society, 
vbsre  it  was  edite^I  by  Mr.  R.  W.  Grey.  As, 
koweTor,  the  copies  of  that  society'!!  ProueiHug» 
an  of  smiiU  number,  and  not  readily  met  with,  I 
am  induced  to  send  the  letter  to  "N.  &  Q.,"  where 
some  questions  coDCcrning  it  which  Mr.  Grey 
nuaed,  oa,  t,^.,  on  the  earliest  edition  of  the  HUga- 
TtojrrajAy  and  on  the  wbereabouta  of  Dee'i  MS. 
copy  nfthe  work,  will  meet  with  wider  att<'Utioo. 

It  is  aomewhaf  singular  that,  though  Dee  was 
fM««]nently  sent  to  the  CVintineot  by  Elijuibcth'ft 
tnini-iter*,  m  appears  by  the  present  letter  untl  hy 
IW  Lentimony  o£  Dee  himself  in  bij  Compendioua 
Mwrinf.  bis  name  ecaroety  appears  In  the  pub- 


lished State  Papers.  It  is  pretty  evident  that  his 
misaioDa  had  public  aiiiu  in  view.  His  earliest 
oontincatol  journeys  were  thotte  of  a  student  in 
aearoh  of  knowled)^,  and  there  ia  much  of  the 
Bame  purpose  to  be  detected  with  the  visit  with 
which  the  letter  deals.  But  Dee  had  already 
begun  to  give  his  chief  attention  to  the  obscurer 
sciences,  as  is  shown  by  the  second  pangmph  of  hin 
letter.  About  December,  1562,  he  betook  him- 
self to  Antwerp  in  order  to  arrange  with  the 
printers  of  that  city  about  the  publication  of  some 
of  hia  booln ;  and  it  may  be  presumetl  that  he  came 
in  contAct  there  with  Christopher  Plantin,  a  noted 
oraflaman  in  typography  and  a  bookseller.  His 
MonoM  Bieroslyphica  came,  ^larch  31, 15G4,  from 
the  presa  of  Golielmns  Silvius,  called  '*  Kegius 
Typographus."  Dee's  purpose,  perhaps  for  uok 
of  means,  was  not  con'ied  out,  and  he  was 
tumtDg  bis  .ittcntion  elsewhere.  Writing  on 
Feb.  16,  1563,  he  asks  Cecil  whether  he  is 
to  return  to  Eaglaod  or  (as  is  evideotly  the 
writer's  wish)  to  remain  to  print  hia  works  in 
Genn-tny,  and  by  further  retfnirches  umoneat 
Dutch  savanU  and  books  to  add  to  the  fume  of  his 
country.  Dee  proceeds  to  state  timt  he  hod 
already  purchased  one  book  which  would  be  of 
vast  use  to  a  atatesman  in  Cecil's  position.  And 
litstly,  Dee  bcfp  hia  correspondent  to  obtain  for 
him  that  learned  Icisnrc  nf  which  hitt  country  and 
the  republic  of  letters  should  reap  the  fruiU  The 
tone  of  this  epistle  jrniQed  ftir  Dee,  or  continued  to 
him,  the  good  opiniou  of  Elizabeth's  great  minister. 
In  the  fifth  chapter  of  Dee's  Compendunu  JU- 
hforital  a  certifictte  of  Cecil's  is  meiitioned,  dated 
May  2H,  1563,  in  which  thiit  statesman  testifies 
that  Dee's  time  beyond  seoa  bad  been  well 
bestowed. 
The  letter  is  as  foUowfi : —

any  appeal  to  principle  or  precedent  in  support  of 
their  assertions.  Yet  some  of  these  assertions  are 
Rtartling.  For  instance,  "The  honJdic  laws  of 
former  times  do  not  interfere  in  the  least  with  the 
law  of  arms  as  now  practised  in  Englondby  autho- 
rity of  letters  patent  from  tlie  Crown,"  that  is  to 
say,  OS  the  right  to  a  coat  of  amiii  ia  undeniably  at 
common  law  an  incorporeal  hereditament,  that  the 
nilee  of  the  common  law  can  be  superseded  by  the 
Crown  !  Would  it  not  be  as  rensonablc  to  say  the 
same  of  any  other  similar  right,  such  as  a  sereral 
fishery,  for  example  i  What,  again,  ia  the  legal 
validity  of  the  patent s  above  alladed  to?  Surely  the 
right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  nn  armorial  device  ia 
simply  a  monopoly,  and  we  all  know  that  to  create 
a  monopoly  is  not  within  the  prerogative.  Can 
the  hcraJds'  patents,  as  Car  as  nuUi^  gnuiti  of 
arms  is  concerned,  be  shown  to  be  one  whit  better 
than  the  patents  for  creating  bishoprics  in  the 
colonies  ?  We  all  know  how  the  Privy  Council 
dealt  with  these.  Farther,  on  what  docs  the 
authority  attributed  to  the  visitation  books  rest  1 
These  books  are  not  reconls,  not  even  official 
dociimentfl.  They  arc  merely  the  note-books  of 
the  commissioners— not  neceesorily  nor  always 
heralds — who  held  the  visitations.  Like  the  note- 
books of  the  judges,  they  were  their  private  pro- 
Eerty,  and  parsed  oa  such  to  their  executors,  and 
ence  n&tur&Uy  became  scattered  about^  Such  as 
tbe  Heralda'  College  happens  to  powm  were 
obtained  accidentally,  by  gift  or  purchase.  They 
aro  undoubtedly  good  evidence,  like  many  other 
things,  but  not  conclusive  evidence.  It  may  be  re- 
butted, and  must  be  taken  in  an  individual  case 
only  for  what  it  u  worth.  All  this  is  familiar 
legal  doctrine ;  and  when  we  ndd  that  peen  were

Dora,  and  a  source  of  considi^rable  profit  to  the 

of  the  manor.     AJl  the  tenanta  of  the  manor 

'n  bound  by  custom  to  have  their  corn  ground 
at  the  lu.-mor  mill,  laying  a  foil  to  the  lord,  for  the 
mill  was  a  part  of  his  demesne.  The  tenants  owed 
•uit  lo  the  luill  in  the  saiuu  manner  aa  they  owed 
■ait  Hud  iHTviceat  the  mnnor  court.  The  grinding, 
or  bruising,  of  malt  was  always,  I  think,  an  excep- 
tion, »ud  that  for  two  reasons  :  the  tenants  could 
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perform  tht-  operation  on  their  own  premises,  and 
by  its  being  done  at  the  mill  it  would  be  likely  to 
spoil  the  fl^tur  next  ground.  I  have  seen  modem 
lea^ies  in  which  .'•ervice  at  tbo  manor  mill  hat  liecn 
prescribed.  The  growth  of  the  town  of  Manchester 
within  the  manor  would  seem  to  render  necessary 
some  abatement  of  the  cutitom.  It  woiUd  be 
Bcarcely  possible  for  one  mill,  however  large,  to 
grind  suflicient  com  for  ao  large  a  papulation,  and 
hence  an  Act  of  Parliaiueot  was  obtained  for  the 
reli«f  of  the  inhabitants,  upon  the  payment  of  a 
proper  compenfcition  to  the  lord  of  the  manor  or 
bis  feoSees  for  the  loss  they  thereby  sustaioed.

In  Bristol  the  burghers  were,  until  circa  1185, 
compelled  to  take  their  corn  to  he  ground  at  the 
lurd  a  mill,  greatly,  we  judge,  to  their  loss  and 
inconvenience.  The  mill  stood  at  the  jonctioD  of 
the  mill  Icat  with  the  river  Avon,  the  .<<aid  lent 
being  brought  from  the  river  Frooui,  on  the  oppo* 
site  side  of  the  burgh,  and  made  to  serve  iis  a 
part  of  the  fosse  to  the  borough  widls.  John, 
Cimnl  of  Moreton,  about  the  ahovo  date,  bi-iug  at 
the  time  lord  of  the  honour  of  Glostcr,  gninicd. 
the  burghers  a  charter,  one  item  of  which  gives  to 
them  "  the  right  to  grind  their  corn  thenciforth 
wherever  they  pleased."

At  the  reference  whicli  1  cite  I>R.  Nlcnoi.soj<  has, 
nt  lust,  practically  solved  the  wuril  braid  which 
has  pu/7.fed  so  many  for  so  long.     I  beg  Ic"ve  lu 
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draw  HttentioD  to  one  or  two  points,  by  wnj  of 
clinchtni;  his  suggestion^  in  the  hope  that  one 
more  difficulty  may  thus  be  finally  disposed  of. 

In  the  first  place,  as  he  sbowa,  the  word  braid  is 
really  a  coatraction  for  braided.  This  is  the  chief 
point  of  all,  bccnasc  it  t«11s  tia  with  whnt  verb  we 
have  to  Jo.  The  reason  for  the  contraction  is  be- 
cause the  verb  to  braid  enda  with  d.  So  also  we 
find  twW  for  wedd^dj  Ben,  VIII.,  iii.  1,  141.  See 
farther  in  Abbott,  Shak.  Gram.,  sect.  242,  where, 
by  the  way,  the  reference  to  wed  is  luisprtnted  as 
Mtn.  VIII.,  ir.  1,  141  (the  wrong  act). 

As  to  the  word  fcrat^,  now  oscertAioed  to  be  a 
verb,  I  will  only  say  it  is  a  well-known  word,  with 
nnmcrous  and  widely  divergent  meanin^H.  I  can- 
not undertake  to  trace  them  all  here,  but  rather 
prefer  to  refer  to  !irai  J  and  hrciden  in  the  excellent 
glossary  to  Miitzner'a  AUctiglUdie  i^O/ckvrohtm^ 
pp.  328,  337  ;  to  the  articles  on  braid  and  oreicicA 
in  Stratmann's  Old  En^Hsh  Dictionary;  and  to 
thoeo  on  A.-S.  bregdan  in  Grein,  and  on  the  Icel. 
brty^  in  Cleasby  and  Vigfosnon'a  Icelandic  Dic- 
tionary. The  latter  fills  a  whole  pa^c  in  doable 
columns.  One  senue  of  the  word  is  familiar  to  us 
all  in  Ihe  phrase  "  to  braid  one'B  hair,"  i.t.  to  pimt 
it  -f  aad,  in  this  seuso^  I  have  included  the  word  in 
my  Ehtmological  J'ictionary^  without  (I  confesa] 
suKpectiog  its  connexion  with  braid  in  Shakcspoirc. 
But  it  ia  really  the  same  verb  all  the  while,  and  I 
think  it  may  now  be  said  that  we  know  all  about 
it.

PisTHTJCci's  BcrsT  OF  "Wellinotos  (S*"  S.  xi. 
305,  355.)— otJTc  Tt  fi-ffimov  (nihil  reprehendum), 
Pindar,  Fratj.,  205  (241).  If  the  inscription  on 
Uie  bust  be  really  as  printed  (a?if<,  p.  366)  there  i? 
a  blunder,  charyeable  upon  the  stone-cutter.  The 
inacriptioD,  to  the  best  of  my  belief,  was  intended 
to  consiiit  of  the  three  words  eiven  above  ;  this  I 
know  by  the  infurmation  of  thelate  Robert  William 
Uatnikoii,  who  suggested  it.  I  went  to  look  at  the 
bust  by  his  recommendatioD,  twenty  years  since 
or  more,  and,  u^  I  recollect,  the  inscription  w.i!i 
not  then  cut,  hut  only  attached  in  writing.  In 
converaatioD  afterwards  he  referred  me  to  Pindar, 
his  favourite  Greek  author,  and  at  that  time  mine 
alflo.  He  also  told  me  that  the  bu.'it  wa5i  carved 
from  an  odd  block  of  the  Parthenon— Pentelic 
marble  —  easily  recognizable,  and  that  it  was 
when  the  duke  was  returning  from  giving  the  last 
sitting  that  he  was  insoltcd  in  the  city.  The  in- 
acriplion  na  quoted  by  Mr.  Lacok  would  be,  with- 
out a  pun,  singularly  inapplicable  even  if  read 
in  the  singular  ;  at  present  it  is  nonsense.  The 
^Dotation  given  by  Mr.  Hamilton  to  Pistrucci, 
'  whom  he  was  the  lifelong  friend,  remarkably 
lioipotes  the  laureate  :— 

"  Whatever  record  leap  to  light 
Be  never  shall  l^  ibftmed.** 


The  Arms  or  Sm  Wtixijut  Morstov  *3rD 
I>A»E  Jake  HIS  Wm  (6"  S.  xL  221.) — Mmy  yean 
ago  the  hatchment  of  Sir  William  Moreton,  Rt., 
Itecorder  of  London,  who  died  in  1763,  was  affixed 
to  the  east  wall  of  the  chancel  of  the  north  male  of 
Aatbary  Church,  over  the  altar  tomb  under  which 
he  was  buried.  A  friend  has  sent  me  the  beraldrr 
of  it  in  trick,  from  a  pencil  sketch  oiade  in  the 
year  18^3,  and,  in  order  to  ascertain  if  possible  the 
maiden  name  of  Sir  Willinm'a  wife,  a  descriptioa 
in  sent  for  insertion,  in  the  hope  that  some  geow- 
logical  contributors  may  be  able  to  throw  a  light 
upon  this  at  present  unknown  point.  Jane,  L^y 
Moreton,  or,  as  she  was  styled  on  the  tomb,  X>ame 
Jane  Moreton,  it  may  be  observed,  died  ia  ITU, 
and  was  the  relict  of  John  Lawton,  Esq.,  of  Ijiwt<a, 
who  died  without  issue  in  1740 ;  but  there  is  bo 
record  of  his  nmrrJM^e  amongfit  the  Lawton  papoi 
or  in  the  pedigree  in  Ormcrod's  Biat<try  of  Chmiin. 
Her  anus  clearly  indicate  her  to  have  been  n 
heiress.  The  arms*  on  the  hatchment  wer»:  I 
and  4,  Argent,  a  greyhound  courant  sable,  collared 
argent,  for  Moreton ;  2  and  3,  Gules,  a  Gmfc 
cross  engrailed  cnnine,  for  M:icclci«field.  Os  M 
escutcheon  of  pretence,  1  and  4,  Sable,  three  ban 
argent,  a  chief  ermine  ;  2  and  3,  Azure,  a  Qmk 
cross  or,  charged  with  five  cockle-shells  of  thtUf 
between  four  fleurs-de-lis  argent.  CresL  i  f^ 
hound's  head,  on  a  wreath  argent  and  sablL 

It  ou^ht  to  be  added  chat  there  is  soiwttfk 
doubt,  m  the  first  instance,  as  to  whether  ^ 
pencil  sketch  of  the  arm.H  on  the  escutcheon  of  pie* 
tence,  from  which  the  trick  is  copied,  was  quite  rar 
rectiy  made,  and  further  as  to  whether  the  bluoaf; 
upon  the  cscutchoon  of  pretence  was  comdlj 
painted,  as  the  heraldry  of  undertakers  is  aoc 
always  of  the  most  accumte  kind.  There  were  » 
anus  affixed  to  either  the  sides  or  ends,  orindied 
upon  the  black  marble  slabs  covering  the  sUir 
toub  of  Sir  William  Moreton,  now  removed,  sail 
the  slalu  of  which  are  let  into  the  floor  of  liie 
vestry,  now  occnpylog  its  sitfl.

tunmlim,  fur  the  renion,  it  would  <teem,  that  it  was 
A  conveuient  and  veil-known  spot,  and  perhaps 
also  because  remote  from  towns,  which  tbey  !ieemed 
to  avoitl,  fenring  undue  locul  influence.  Sometimes 
the  men  met  at  u  welt,  at  a  cross,  under  an  aged 
tree,  or  beneath  a  cliff,  leas  frequentlv  in  villRjies. 
A  tnmuIiiH  was  a  favourite  pKtce  /or  uaaembly 
among  the  Norse,  and  the  meeting  was  colled  a 
"hancathinf ,"  us  mentioned  in  the  Stiga  of  Maf^QUs 
the  ^ind  and  Harald  GiJie  in  the  Seimikrin'jla. 
Ub.  Goxub  will  Had  in  that  venerable  and  in- 
exhaustible record  Domesday  Book  the  more  ancient 
afipeUation  of  a  good  many  hundreds,  snbseqnently 
niown  by  the  namo  of  tbo  towns  to  which  the  mote 
wa«  afterwards  removed.  But  the  majority  con- 
lisned  the  ancient  custom.  The  men  (for  example) 
of  GrimMbuti  hundred,  in  Norfolk,  met  ut  Grinie'ii 
hou.calW  by  BlomtHeld(Z/Mf.  of  AV/tfii,  iu  UO) 
"a  Dumb  camp"  ;  those  of  Forehoe  met  at  the 
four  bDoes  (ib.,  375).  The  men  of  u  certain  hundred 
in  laioeohiBiiiio  met  at  the  three  houes,  "  Trehu!9," 
bat  the  (greater  number  of  these  "  hones  "  were  the 
xnemoriuJs  of  heroes  whose  names  were  still  associ- 
ated with  them,  aa  Grimeshon,  above,  Hawardes- 
hoa,  AaUcheBbou,  and  others  in  Lincolnshire  and 
cJaewhen.  One  of  the  lost  hundreds  (not  wapen- 
takes*)  of  the   East   Hiding  of  Yorkshire,   the

the  miiUt  iif  tlirni,  for  tlie  h()u«<}  of  the  bride. 

"Tbe  rri«nda  of  the  bride  in  the  mean  time  raised 
Tariooi  obftructioni  to  pravont  their  accea  to  Uit  house 
of  tbe  bride,  Bu«h  m  ropee  of  etraw  acroM  the  road, 
blocking  up  tbe  roKuIarone,  &c.,  and  the  i/v-vntifn  (Blcrally 
tbo  yaa<),  corruptvd  in  Eogliah  into  /jHiv-UTtn,  conslstintc 
of  an  upright  pott,  on  the  top  of  wbii:U  a  ip.tr  turned 
freely.  At  one  end  of  tbia  spar  huoij  a  laitd-beix,  the 
otfaor  prevented  a  flat  side.  I'ho  rider  ir>  pawng  struck 
tho  Qat  Bide,  and  If  not  dcxtcnmt  in  paHltig  wai  over- 
taken and  j>«frbiip8  fii«n)ouiit«d  by  the  i«arid-ba^,  mad 
became  a  fair  object  of  Uugbtor.  The  Kwyntyn  nai  alao 
guarded  by  the  chempions  of  ibe  olbcr  party,  who  if  it 
wui  paieed  tueecBifuIly  challenged  the  adventun-rfl  to 
a  trial  of  skill  at  one  of  the  twenty-four  game«,  a  cb&Iience 
which  could  not  be  decUiied,  and  bonce  to  guanl  tlie 
gwynlyn  was  a  iwrrice  of  high  ndyenture. 

"  When  thc«edif&cQlti(-s  were  over,  or  tbe  bridegnwm'a 
friends  bad  antJcipnted  tbe  amngenient,  they  liAtted  to 
tbo  brido'ii  ubojr,  and,  if  tbe  dottr  wae  abut  aguiust  tbam^ 
auailcd  it.  and  thoee  within,  with  mu^tc  and  poetry.  par< 
ticularly  the  latter,  in  etrajn*  of  raillery.  If  tbe  latter 
could  nut  be  retorted  from  within  tbe  door  wm  opened, 
aud,  by  a  Uttlo  uiaua^cna-nt,  tbe  bridegroom'i  friends 
contriTcd  to  draw  the  bride  nut  of  tbe  company  and  bear 
berofT  in  trium(ih.  Ilcr  friendi!  at  k  eonvvnient  time 
diaoovered  ber  tji^lit  and  pursued,  and.  if  tbey  overtook

any  dUpluy.  She  said  tfiiit,  in  bis  early  house- 
keeping at  the  cottage  where  be  first  lived,  he  was 
accustomed  to  offer  his  friendn  bread  and  plainest 
fare ;  if  they  wanted  anything  more,  they  must 
poy  him  for  iheir  board.  It  was  the  riile  of  the 
nouse.  ]  replied  that  it  evinced  Engli-^h  pluck 
more  than  any  anecdote  1  knew.  A  genileman  in 
the  Duighbourhood  told  the  story  of  Walter  Scott's 
■tnying  once  for  a  week  with  Wordsworth,  and 
slipping  out  every  d.iy,  tmder  pretence  of  a  walk, 
to  the  Swan  Inn,  for  a  cold  cut  and  porter  ;  and 
one  day  passing  with  Wordsworth  the  inn,  he  was 
betrayed  by  the  landlord's  asking  him  if  he  had 
come  for  hia  porter.''  Deon  (now  Bishop)  Grares, 
who  wns  resident  clergyman  of  the  pariah  of 
Windermere  from  1835  to  1864,  and  often  met 
Wordjiworth,  id  bis  "KecoIlectioDa  of  Wordsworth 
tnd  the  Lake  Country"  (Lfuhlin  Lfcturaon  LxUra- 
iUTcnud  AtI,  18(i'i),  p.  20.^),  gives  a  oonfimmtory 
account  of  the  WDrdsworth  faousthold  and  the 
poet's  habits.     lo  his  early  days  in  the  Lake 


Country,  Wordsworth  Ured  in  u  cottage  for  which 
he  paid  a  rent  of  only  eicht  pounds  a  year.  "  In 
that  cottage  he  spent  what  I  think  may  be  called 
the  heroic  period  of  hia  life.  There  he  re;ilized  his 
noble  mnito  of  '  plain  living  and  high  thinking ' ; 
even  a  guest  beneath  his  roof  8.iw  no  bcperiigc  on 
his  dinner  table  but  pure  water  ;  and  Walter  dcotl 
confesses  that  when  sojourning  with  him  he  ninde 
daily  a  surreptitious  walk  to  'the  public'  a  mile 
ofl',  to  get  a  draught  of  beer.  There  ...  he  worked 
on  assiduously  and  mognanimouMy  ;  nnd  whilo 
receiving  no  pecimtary  reward  for  his  labour,  he 
silently  endured  a  persecution  of  critical  oblo<|uy 
equally  unrelenting  and  unjnsL"  There  ara  many 
form.-*  of  heroism  ;  Wordsworth's  was  one  of  thie 
noblest.  It  ought  never  to  be  foT^otten  th.it  his 
life  was  in  accord  with,  and  an  impressive}  com- 
mentary upon,  the  loftiest  and  most  diftkuU 
te:iching9  01  his  poetry.

■dariUed ;  bat  I  think  there  in  much  to  be  said 
Mphnt  the  iden  recently  tdrocated,  thnt  It  is  do- 
wnbU  to  hep^in  ut  once. 

AJl  persons  who  are  interested  in  Englirih  Uxi- 
cognpay  should  rather,  at  the  present  jnnrture, 
do  their  very  best  to  help  on  tuo  great  Knglish 
DktioUftry  which  \a  now  drfinitthj  and  acluaUy 
MMDineDcod,  After  year*  of  long  preparution  nnd 
Tuions  delays,  under  the  ftble  editarxhjp  of  Dr. 
Marmy;  »ee  thu  sutoments  concerning  it  In 
recent  numbers  of  the  Athtn/vum.  In  order 
to  limit  this  ^nt  work  in  one  porticulur,  so 
MM  to  keep  it  within  a  rensonablu  compoMi,  Dr. 
Marray  exphumt  that  "hail  dialccU,  English 
or  Ameriom,  will  not  be  included  ;  the  Enjjlish 
I^Aleet  Society  is  only  yet  be^nning  it«  wort:  [I 
iMpe  we  ttre  nenrly  halfway  through  it],  and  show- 
ing u*  how  little  we  know  of  iheee  as  yet.  Too 
JeATB  hence  it  will  be  possible  to  begin  a  Dialect 
►ictiuuary  uniform  with  this  work,  so  that  the  two 
tOftether  uuiy  coontitate  a  coq?»s  totius  Anglic^- 
loiW)  »  foil  repertory  uf  aU  Kuuliiib  speech  from 
K»w  ZcaUad  to  CAUfomia," 


Now,  it  is  the  piirt  of  wise  men  to  be  taaght  by 
experience,  Tlie  real  reason  why  the  frreat  ED^liah 
Dictionary  languished  «o  Ioor  before  it  could  be 
definitely  commenced  is  this.  Men  no  sooner  be{;aa 
to  work  at  the  sobject  in  earnest  than  they  dia- 
corered  that  they  did  not  know  enooRh  about  it ; 
that  the  uateritJs  were  too  scanty,  tfto  ill  aminued, 
often  badly  edited,  and  frequc'ntly  imiccesaible. 
The  immediate  result  of  this  disrorery  was  the 
foundation  of  the  Early  English  Tevt  Society,  for 
the  purpose  of  printing  texts  before  unprioted, 
reprititing  texts  that  were  scarce,  and  so  getting 
to|;ether  a  sufficient  (quantity  of  material  in  areUly 
nccestiible  form.  Eilitiona  of  which  the  number  of 
copies  is  limited  to  a  very  few  are,  practically ^- no 
editions  at  all.  It  is  not  poaaible  to  buy  them 
when  workers  want,  to  use  them  ;  and  it  is  next  to 
ridiculous  to  cite  pAssages  from  them  which  scarcely 
any  one  is  in  a  poettion  to  verify ;  for  it  ought  never 
to  DO  forgotten  that  the  re;U  object  of  giving  quo- 
tations a  Co  enable  u  reader,  with  no  t<«ry  groat 
difficulty,  to  consult  the  whole  context  in  iroich 
that  quotation  occurs.  Nothing  was  ever  iovented 
more  utterly  senseless  than  the  astounding  «y8tem, 
even  yet  not  exploded,  of  giving  a  qnotntion  with- 
out any  note  of  chapter  or  line,  setuioo  or  p:ige. 
To  turn  over  the  pages  of  Todd's  Johtuson,  and  see 
!>cores  of  puaages  cited  as  from  "  Drrden  "  or  from 
"  Pope^"  IS  a  melancholy  example  of  human  folly. 
When  the  editor  wna  nuking  his  extruot,  it  couid 
have  been  no  trouble  to  him  to  make  some  nort  of 
note  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  the  pasjuige.  Of 
conrse,  some  books  offer  special  diflWultiea  :  we 
can  easily  guess  that  Richardson  cites  from  **  The 
Roniniint  of  the  liose"  at  large  beesmae  he  bud 
only  a  black-letter  copy  to  cite  t'roni ;  but,  even  so, 
a  hint  as  to  the  folio  or  signature  would  have  been 
better  than  nothing.  "When  found,  dnn'l  make  a 
note  of  it " — such  is  the  motto  of  unwisdom. 

At  the  present  moment  T)r.  Mumiy  wants  aid 
with  tbe  literature  of  the  ctghtfenth  ccninry.  With 
the  exception  of  Burke's  works  (finished),  it  is 
almost  untouched.  Workers  who  will  do  good 
work  gratis  should  send  in  their  names  at  once  to 
Dr.  Murray,  Mill  Hill,  Middlesex,  N.W. 

To  retain  to  tbe  Dialect  Dictionnry,  the  work  of 
collection  must  como  first,  with  which  we  are  »t 
hist  making  fair  progress ;  we  begin  to  see  daylight 
beyond,  and  a  few  years  more  ought  to  finiih  the 
moat  of  it.  But  surely  it  would  be  highly  de^iimble 
not  to  begin  dofinitety  until  the  Gnt  [urt  (containiuf 
the  tetter  A)  of  the  great  Diotionary  is  iwue^ 
which  is  promised  for  lBt^2. 

Tim  number  of  good  workers  at  Engliah  ditlecta 
ii  larger  than  one  might,  six  yeara  ago,  hATo 
^u.<«pected,  but  it  is  stiJl  too  small.  Some  of  those 
who  are  anxious  to  ace  the  appearance  of  b  Dialect 
Dictionary  are  doobUeee  really  interested  in  the

For  the  sake 
of  nil  iteration,  it  may  be  supposed,  the  age  of  forty 
in  the  modern  has  been  substituted  for  the  age  of 
thirty  in  the  ancient  sajtng.     Tacitus  says  : — 

" Bed  graresccnte  vatttudine  nihil  e  libidioihus  omli- 
tehat,  in  pRtientia  fimiituduiem  eimuLani  soUtosque 
eludere  medieonim  artet  atque  cos,  qui  poet  tricefimum 
aetatis  annum  ud  intemoeceada  corpori  buo  utilia  vel 
nuaia  alieul  couulii  iudigereut." 

"Butbi«  ilhiei*  incTc-'aaing  be  omitted  nothing  of  bis 
lutts,  by  paticoco  iimalating  etrcitgtb  of  coiutUuuon, 
and  acemtotned  to  lanah  at  the  arta  of  phytic  Inni  and 
those  who  after  the  thlrtioth  year  of  tbeir  aRe  wanted 
the  adnoa  of  oChere  in  order  to  dipcriminate  between 
what  was  uWdI  or  hurtful  to  their  bodies." 

Suetonius  says  :—

root«  owe  their  origin  to  tlint  wiiTo  of  Pha^nieinn 
iminigmlioii  whicb  peopled  so  many  cities  in  the 
Mediterranean.  Two  of  these  were  Salainis  and 
Amatbas,  nnd  I  think  Animochostos  should  be 
added  to  them.  Nor  cfln  I  form  a  conception  of 
Pho-otcisin  in  any  other  aenae  than  that  of  SenilLlc ; 
that  18  to  say,  of  Pho-nician  In  the  «en*c  it  is  used 
by  Ge-?enius,  Levy,  Renun,  Schriider,  and  every 
other  Orientalist  of  whom  I  know.  As  it  would  Uike 
aptoo  much  space  to  diecuss  I>it..  Uvne  Clarke's 
Tiewa  in  detail,  I  will  merely  add  a  few  words  in 
support  of  the  thesis  that  the  names  of  the  tovrns 
in  question  are  of  Semitic  etymology,  and  do  not 
belong  to  an  epoch  more  ancient  tnau  that  of  the 
Phtenicians. 

Salamta,  it  can  scurccly  be  doubted,  is  identical 
with  the  Shaleni  of  the  Hehrews,  and  nignifiea  tbc 
City  of  Peace,  that  in,  the  liaven  in  which  the  gods 
of  the  Fha'Qicians  found  a  peaceful  resting-pl.-u:e 
after  their  stonuy  Toj-nge  from  Syria.  Such 
nomenclature   i-i  in   entire   accordance   with   the 

fenius  of  the  Semitic  nee.  The  Khalifeh  El- 
Iiinsur,  on  completing  his  capital  city  of  Baghdad, 
named  it  jNIe-liaet  e»-Salam,  the  City  of  Ptact, 
and  in  our  own  day  the  iate  Sayyid  Majid,  of 
Zanzibar,  designated  his  new  port  on  the  east 
coaat  of  Africa  Dur  jes-SulAni,  the  Ahodi  of  Ptacc, 
That  Soluma  of  Lycin,  Salmone  of  Elis,  and  Sulnio 
of  Italy  may  have  had  a  kindred  origin  is  r[uite 
possible  ;  but  Salaiuo  of  Guatemala  uiuat,  I  fear, 
be  relegated  to  the  category  of  "  undesigned 
coincidences." 

Amathus  I  hold,  with  6chro(ler(Di<PAontsucA« 
Sprache,  p.  171),  to  bo  the  siitiie  as  Uumuth,  the

I  may  add  that  in  saying  that 
Aniathu*  wiMt  douhtIe«s  in  the  same  etymological 
jwsitJOQ  m  Amiiiochustoa,  I  did  not,  as  Dn,  HytPK 
Clarke  seems  to  infer,  mean  that  the  naiueti 
were  identiad,  but  that  the  etymoIoj,'y  of  both  wua 
due  to  Phn;niciun  sources. 

With  regard  to  AmmochiV*tns,  I  may  point  out 
tliftt  the  laat  number  of  the  Procudinp  a/  th( 
lioyal  ileogritpkieal  Society  contains  fp.  106)  some 
interesting  notes  by  Sir  Henry  Kawlinson  oo  tlie 
subject  of  pre-historic  Cyprus,  from  which  I  would 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  extract.

(/>«  Phvn.  Sprvch4,p.  140)  sugfrests  thnl  rvn:  at, 
Mother  of  Sras»,  is  the  tnie  form  of  tlie  word,  bol 
the  hypothesie  is  hanlly  tenable.  The  njune  of  tht 
king  of  Ammocho'tris,  I>imu»,  nppears  to  hr 
Semitic,  as  nn  is  found  both  in  Pncenieian  attd 
Hiniyuritio  inscriptions. 

I  must  protest,  in  conclusion,  ngnhist  tbc  cofA^f 
of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society  beiDg^^vnito 
tbc  corrupt  form  Famagoutta.     The  name  is  ip^ 
Fama'jutt'i  in  Latin,  Famaqosia  in  It&liaD,  F«m^ 
fio$t^  in  old  French,  and  Fitmngotttte  in  moAta 
Fr«nch,     Ainoogst  our  old  writern  t)i«  pniteil 
variable,  Knollys,  for  instance,  writing  FiuttMjaih 
while  his  contemporary  Sundy)  prefera  the  wfi* 
ortbogmpby.

Pavjckkts  in  Cncncn  PoncnEs  (5"'S.  xi.  209.) 
— It  was  the  castoui  formerly  to  pay  a  bride's 
dower,  or  to  deliver  the  deed  by  which  land  or 
money  was  secured  to  her,  at  the  church  jwrch. 
This  was  supposed  to  be  Ieg:U1y  neceHsary,  but  it 
does  not  appear  that  payment3  of  any  other  kind 
were  made  there.  Seldcn  says.  "  Ncquo  alibi 
qusm  in  facie  Ecclcsia-  ct  ad  oatium  Ecclesi-'e, 
atcpie  nnle  dcsponsationem  in  initio  Contractus  (ul 
Juris  iOD}<ulti  noatri  reteres  niunt)  sic  fundi  dos 
legitime  nssigniiri  potnil'*  {Ujot  ihlnxica). 
Brand  quotes  from  Brydges's  Korthamptomhirt 
(i.  ISn)  the  following  passage  in  BUpport  of  this 
iisserltfln  :  "  Robert  Fitz  Roger,  in  the  Gih  Kd.  I., 
entered  into  .in  engagement  with  Robert  dc  Tybe- 
tot  to  marry,  within  a  limited  titiic,  John  bis  son 
and  heir  to  Hawiaia,  the  daughter  of  the  Hiid 
Robert  de  Tybetot,  to  endow  her  at  iKc  churtk 
door  on  ber  wedding  day  with  lands  amounting 
to  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds  per  anmiiii." 

In  Les  Tcrvia  de  la  Ley  it  is  declared  tlwt 
*' Bower,  by  the  law  of  the  realm,  is  a  portion 
wliich  a  widow  hath  of  the  Unda  of  her  husband, 
which  by  the  common  law  is  the  third  part ;  but 
by  her  buslxiud's  assignment  by  his  fathpr*;!  assent 
at  thf.  church  door,  she  may  have  so  much  of  bis 
father'^  land  as  is  so  assigned,  and  so  of  tbe  hus- 
band's assignment  of  part  of  his  own  land." 

The  cuttoni  continued  as  late  as  tho  seventeenth 
century  ;  fur  ta  a  marrijige  deed,  dated  ]()27,  made 
by  rin  ancestor  of  ndae  in  favour  of  bis  eldest  son, 
it  is  stipulated  that  he  will  settle  upon  the  son 
certain  lE\udB  on  condition  that  a  portion  of  the 
dowry  of  the  bride  be  pidd,  "  on  the  sixteenth  day 
of  November  next  ensueinge  the  date  hereof,  at 
the  porrh  of  the  parish  church  of  M."  J.  D.

The  Rev.  D.  R.  Thomas,  in  his  i/istory  o///i« 
Diocut  iij  St.  A$avk,  at  p.  297,  writing  of  the 
u>wu  of  NeirmorVet,  Flintshire,  sofs,  " The 
registers^  which  date  from  1698,  mention  under 
1712  tbe  interest  of  !tL  given  by  Mr.  Wynne,  of 
Copp;t'rlbiui,  for  tbe  puccltase  of  Ijannel  for  four 
old  uieu  and  women,  who  were  '  to  draw  lota  *  or 
'throw  dice'  for  it  in  the  church  porch."  The 
deed  has  long  been  lost  (ss  indeed  ia  the  charity 
itxelO,  but  it  is  said  the  reason  for  this  curious 
condition  was  slated  on  the  bock  of  it  A.  R. 
Croeswylan,  Oiwsstry. 

The  foUowiDg  examples,  taken  at  random  from 
my  MS.  notes,  will  show  that  iu  the  seventeenth 
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century  ibis  caatctn  obtained  in  Luiet&hitc  : 
"Articlefl  of  agreement,  dated  SOth  Feb.,  leaO. 
Item,  the  sum  of  iwL  to  be  paid  at  or  In  the 
aoath  porch  of  the  parish  cfaurdi  of  Preston, 
between  the  hoom  of  ten  nnd  two  of  the  dock,  on 
S(>Lh  March,  1652."  Deed,  ^^  1641  :  Alic« 
Sidgreaves  afi^refis  to  TeLinquiah  to  Jamea  Sid- 
grenres  certain  lands  dd  condition  that  he  pay^ 
130^  on  a  cratain  day,  ''  ott  or  within  the  south 
porch  of  Ifae  p'ishe  church  or  chnppell  of  Guo9- 
BMX^"  (8«e  Hiatory  of  Gootnargh^  p.  114). 

H.  FtBHWlCK,  *'.S.A. 
I  cannot  anawer  Mil  Walford's  qneation 
directly,  but  p«ynicQt  of  mcincy  in  a  chtirch  is  the 
practice  at  the  prpsent  diiy  in  the  Isle  of  Portland. 
Within  the  \&at  three  years  I  completetf  the  pur- 
chase of  several  strips  of  land  in  the  church  at 
Portland.  I  gave  notice  that  on  a  certain  day  1 
would  attend  in  the  church  to  pay  over  the  purchase 
money,  and  take  in  exchange  the  deed  of  ''  church 
gift,"  which  was  duly  aipied  in  the  church,  "coram 
populo."  The  act  is  supposed  to  give  due  notoriety 
and  to  have  a  pecaliarly  binding  etfecC.  I  found 
the  witnesses  (not  attealin^),  some  lifleen  or  twenty 
in  DDtnbcr,  expected  to  huve  their  presence  acknow- 
ledged bv  some  small  payment  in  money,  of  which 
the  neighbouring  publican  presently  reocived  the 
benefit.  Uic  et  Ubique. 

Payments  of  logaciea  and  annuitiea  in  the 
chnrcli  porch  were  of  common  occurrence  in  Nor- 
folk, as  the  wills  proved  at  Nonricb  will  t-estify. 
I  am  told  that  this  custom  still  exists,  but  have 
mot  with  00  instance  later  than  the  close  of  the 
eighteenth  century.

"MlSKaRuros"  {6"-  S.  xi.  348,  392.)— There 
were  three  editions  of  this  curioua  little  book.  The 
lint,  printed  by  Davison,  Simmons  &  Co.,  1832, 
pp.  115,  was  not  published  ;  the  next,  printed  in 
1833,  pp.  »)6,  was  published  by  T.  Hookham  ; 
and  the  third,  which  is  designated  on  the  title-page 
as  the  second  edition,  1833,  pp.  208,  was  also  pub- 
lished hy  T.  Hookham.  In  the  advertisement  to 
thLi  last  t  he  writer  says  :  '*  The  author  never  would

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THE  HTfCSOS  IN  KOYPT. 
{Continued  from  p.  361.) 
3.  The  Hycsoe,  it  appears,  were  not  expelled 
from  Egypt,  as  Manetho  asserts,  nt  the  beginning 
of  the  eighteenth  djna*ty,  when,  after  ruling 
105  years,  ibey  were  subdued  by  the  legitimate 
Thebim  roy.al  family,  bnt  remained  in  the  land,  as 
I  have  ?aid,  for  aboro  400  ywira  after  their  down- 
fall, occupying  some  subordinate  position,  where 
they  could  not  be  dangerous  to  the  raling  power, 
oven  though  their  number  might  be  fed  from  time 
to  time  by  fresh  iiuportalions  from  the  East. 
Manetho  says  oonoeming  thpm  {Cont.  Ap.,  i.  14)  : 
"IheK  peoplcL  whom  wc  have  before  named  Kings, 
and  also  caHca  Shepherds,  with  their  descendants, 
kept  possession  of  Egypt  for  611  yearn."  Else- 
where, indeed,  he  maintains  that  Ibey  were  expelled 
from  Avaria  and  driven  forth  to  Syria  ;  but  tois  he 
felt  himself  coQBtrained  to  do  as  he  had  identified 
them  with  the  Israelites,  who  of  course  departed 
^m  Kg}'pt  to  Palestine  ;  and  had  he  not  expelled 
the  Hycson,  the  identification  would  not  have  been 
Gomplct«,  Bat,  with  Ida  usual  disregard  of  con- 
sistency, he  retains  in  bis  narrative  the  remarkable 
faot  that  they  cootbued  in  the  land  &11  years. 
They  thus  kept  their  place  under  their  own  kings, 
oa  a  contemporaiy  dynasty,  down  to  the  twcnty- 
iixth  year  of  Amenophis  III.,  and  after  that  they 
disappear  from  the  history  till  they  crop  up  again  in 
the  iweotieth  yearof  Menephthah  in  the  nineteenth 
d/7iutf,  vheOf  being  dreadfully  oppressed,  they 


rose  up  in  great  force,  and  drove  him  from  hi) 
throne.  He  tied,  like  bis  ancestor  of  the  twelfth 
dynasty,  to  Htbiopia,  where  lie  and  his  court  con- 
tinued in  exile  for  thirteen  years,  tilt  be  gathered 
slrengih  to  recover  hia  paternal  inhenta.nc6,  Od 
hia  return  with  an  immeiueaniiy,  at  the  end  of  the 
thirteen  yeara,  be  overcame  the  Hyosoe^  or,  aa  they 
were  now  called,  "The  Lepers,"  and  expelled  thn 
from  Kgjpt  for  ever. 

Now  add  together  nil  the  yoara  ther«  aliens  ven 
in  Kgypt,  from  the  dale  of  their  first  invnaion,  ID 
the  middle  of  the  twelfth  dynasty,  to  that  aCibm 
fin.it  cxpuUioD  in  the  middle  of  tbo  nineteeatlia  ■ 
the  tbirtyibird  ye.ir  of  Menephthah,  and  we  ban 
exactly  the  Maucthonic  Ml  ycarv.  For  first  then 
were  1<>5  yoara  of  Shepherd  rule,  then  393  yeanof 
native  moDarchY,down  to  the  lime  of  MenephUuK!! 
flight-,  and,  finally,  thirteen  years  of  the  tyruioytf 
th»  "  impure  or  leprous  "  people,  which  jnst  ooai- 
plete  the  sum  stated.  This  affords,  I  thiiuc,  a  TMJ 
clear  and  connected  account  of  this  intricaie  kot 
important  period,  and  opens  up  our  way  to  fuztkr 
elucidations. 

4.  I  now  come  to  the  third  Afatiethonic  tenorf 
filfl  yean*,  which  Josephus,  not  UDdrrstandio^  it 
rightly,  seems  to  confound  with  the  nbuvc,  ai.  Ji" 
deed,  be  might  well  do.  This  term  is  twice  giiM 
{Cont.  Ap.j  i.  26,  3G),  and  in  both  coses  aomiihi 
misapplied.  Menephthah,  the  son  of  Ii&tn«ivit* 
Great,  reigned,  according  to  Ku^ebiu&'s  listsi^Al 
eighteenth  and  nineteenth  dynasties,  for  forti  jbbl. 
In  bis  twentieth  year,  according  to  Josepboi,^ 
fled  from  the  Hycsos  to  Ethiopia,  and  retomd 
thirteen  ycar^a  after,  so  that  he  must  hare  mgocd 
BcvcD  yc;int  after  his  return.  The  impure  Uyam, 
we  nmy  well  suppose,  from  the  firm  seat  tb^btd 
acquired  in  Bgypt.  would  not  be  subdued  io  ad^ 
even  by  the  united  armies  of  Mencphthali  andlv 
son  ;  for  they  evidently  stood  a  leng:th«ed  ngl 
in  the  famoas  stronghold  of  Avaria,  af^cr  they  hw 
been  driveJi  from  ^Icmphi.'i  and  other  places.  If, 
therefore,  we  allow  for  this  life-and-death  stfiuril 
the  Feven  remaining  years  of  Menephtliah,  wUatl 
think  we  must  do,  we  obtain  the  reioaijiiog  tcnn 
of  518  yenn  precisely,  oa  the  entire  period  of  the 
Hycsos  domination. 

In  .irriving  at  these  results  we  are  indebted,  be 
it  observed,  to  the  iinimual  accuracy  of  Eiisebiai, 
who  has  supplied  us  with  what  appears  to  he 
the  correct  account  of  the  time  that  the  alien 
Hycsos  ruled  during  the  exile  of  the  royal  fAinilv 
in  Ethiopia,  before  the  rise  of  llie  eigfateeotk 
dynasty.  The  same  results,  however,  I  ara  al» 
prepared  to  prove  from  the  hagroenta  of  Afrirsnos, 
that  seem  at  this  period  so  confused,  but  which  I 
will  endeavour  to  clear  up  in  u  future  papei.  EvaO 
the  imperfect  lint  that  Manetho  has  given  us  of  the 
twelfth  dynasty  comes  singularly  to  our  atd,  ai  X 
will  show,  both  explaining  itaelf  and  dlustnitfff 
my  views.

Mr.  Kerr  mentions  "  Teth- 
fijosis  and  Amcnophis  (MeDephthiib},"  bat  it  is 
by  DO  Dieana  certjiin  vnat  kingn  be  refers  to  by 
these  namea.  Ta  "TethmoeU"  mcnnt  for  Amoeis, 
And  are  both  these  names  meant  for  the  s&me 
person  us  Anhiiicii?  In  regard  to  "Amenophia 
(Meocplahnh)''itill  greotcr  obscurity  exists.  There 
nre  in  Mie  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  dynastiea 
four  kiiigi^  nuined  Amenophis  und  two  named 
Oiinenrpbthjih.  It  is  thew  faat  two  who  are  geoer- 
uUy  aillt'd  Mfiiophthah,  and  not  the  first  four.  It 
ia  not  worth  while  to  contend  about  the  synonyms, 
but  it  i»  all-important  to  know  wbom  wo  are 
referring  to  by  any  particular  name.  I  will  here 
filre  the  nunea  and  length  of  reigns  of  the  eeveml 
ktoga,  according  to  my  table  of  the  eighteenth  and 
nineteenth  dynasties.

Salatis  or  Saites,  called  by  the  AhUm 
El-Weleed,  a  descendant  of  Eanu,  nineteen  yeem 
fromac.  1870;  9L  Been,  his  son,  colled  ErReiyanL, 
forty  yetirs ;  3.  Apochnas  :  in  the  forty-aiitii  year 
of  his  reign,  Pharaoh  Apophia,  adied  by  the  Armba 
Kr  Reiyan  II.,  mode  him  tributary  and  after- 
wards succeeded  him  (in  tho  reign  of  this  Phamok 
Joseph  was  viceroy  of  Egypt  :  from  the  death  of 
Beon  to  the  death  of  Phiuraoh  Apopliis  was  111 
years)  ;  6.

It  is  generally  thought  that  the  fourteenth  and 
ftfteenth  dynasties  were  fiimultaneous  with  the 
Hyksos,  and  that  Ua-skcnen,  tho  lost  king  of  the 
sixteenth  dynasty,  overthrew  the  Shepherd  kinta. 
We  all  know  that  monumenta  of  the  Hyksos  exist 
to  corroborate  sevornl  facts  of  their  reign,  and  even 
more  rock  histories  of  the  twelfth  dynasty  continue 
to  this  day,  so  that  amidst  much  that  is  obscure 
wo  have  much  that  is  trustworthy  ;  but  as  the 
names  and  timea  vary  no  great  fy  with  dilferent 
writers,  it  would  be  most  desirable  to  know  what 
Mr.  Kkrr  intends  to  adopt.  I  have  given  many 
years'  study  to  the  subject,  and  have  thought  some- 
times that  I  could  see  my  way  clearly ;  at  any  rate, 
I  know  whero  the  difficulties  occur  by  many  a 
t!plitting  headnche.  £.

HOWELL'S  "FAMILIAR  LETTERS," 
(fi"*  S.  xi.  -107.) 
The  best  account  of  thia  favoarite  nnd  in- 
terestinc  nnthor,  who  hud  cngn^^ed  the  attention 
of  Dr.  Bliw,  is  in  the  firet  edition  of  the  Biog. 
Brit,  vol,  ir.  26ft3-91,  by  Dr.  Philip  Nicolls. 
The  chief  fuct«  in  Ant.  k  Wood'a  notice  {Athcn. 
Oxon.,  iii.  744-52)  nre  given  in  abstract  in  Mr. 
Arber'a  edition,  1869,  of  the  Initntcti&ns  for 
Foreign  Trawl,  where  the  editor  promised  a 
chronicle  of  Howell'a  life,  works,  and  tinica,  which 
it  is  hopd  will  in  duo  time  be  forthcoming.  Much 
of  Howell's  biography  is  to  be  collected  from  the 
Ldttre  theniRelveF.  He  was  bom  about  IS94  at 
Llangnmoiarch,  in  the  northern  portion  of  Breck- 
nockshire (colled  "the  Bryn"  in  the  Ltttert),  batng 
the  Bon  of  Mr.  Thouuw  Howell,  miniflter  there 
^f.  LriUrt,  ed.  1646,  rccU  i.,  letter  1,  and  It.  8). 
John  Pcnry,  the  Puritan,  wna  of  the  same  neif;h- 
bourhood.  Uowell  was  educated  at  Hereford 
under  a  " lenrncd  though  losbing  master"  (i.  301 
and  in  due  time  entered  Jesus  Collego  (ii.  6). 
In  1613  Howell  was  employed  under  Sir  Robert 
Hansell,  who  with  others  had  the  monopoly  of 
naaking  glass  with  "pit  cool";  and  in  con- 
nexion with  this  business  he  travelled  to 
Venice.  He  subsequently  riaited  other  parts 
of  the  Continent,  his  routes  through  which 
may  be  traced  by  his  letters.  It  is  noticeable 
that  while  he  was  tutor  to  two  of  the  sons 
of  Lord  Savage  he  taught  Spanish  to  Milton's 
Marchioness  of  Winchester.  For  some  time  he 
resided  at  York,  as  Secretary  to  the  Lord  Presi- 
dent of  the  North,  and  in  1627  became  M.P.  for 
Bichmond.  At  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war  he 
was,  as  described  on  tbe  title-page  of  the  Ltttert, 
"one  of  the  Clerks  of  his  Majesties  most  Honour^ 
able  Privy  CounoelL"  In  the  lost  Ictt«r  of  the 
first  edition  he  anticipates  a  time  when  ho  ithould 
"quit  scores  with  the  world."  This  effusion  is 
dated  from  the  Fleet,  whither  trouble  took  him, 
and  where  he  supported  hini'seU  by  writing  books, 
many  of  which  axe  characterized  by  k  Wood  an 
"mere  scribblee."  His  pen  was  scarcely  ever  idle; 
but  he  was  one  of  those  who,  as  Cervantes  said, 
"  composed  books  and  to&s«d  them  into  the  world 
like  fritters."  From  prison  he  was  released  by 
Cromwell,  and  he  died  in  November,  166fl,  glorying 
in  the  swelling  name  of  a  "Royal  Historiogmpher." 
He  had  a  sister  Anno,  the  wife  of  Mr.  Hugh  Penry 
Cit  14,  17),  who  afterwards  lived  at  IBreckDock 
(vu  36).  Dr.  Thomas  Howell,  Bishop  of  Bristol, 
waa  hia  brother,  coD9ecrat«d  at  Oxford  April  12, 
1646  ;  King's  Chaplain  ;  Hector  of  Hordev,  in 
Surrey,  and  St  Stephen's,  Wal  brook  (cf.  Fu'llcr's 
Worthiit,  §  Brecknocksh.,  p.  23;  Le  Neve,  L  216; 
ik  Wood,  iv.  804 ;  Biog.  Brit.,  note  B,  p.  2683 ; 
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Walker's  Suffenngi,  pt  i.  79,  87  ;  iL  3,  171).    U 

T.  16  is  an  amiming  It»t  of  nrovifUODS  which  Jaa 
sent,  June  2m,  1628,  to  this  brother  ThomM 
Jesus  College  "  towtfda  the  keeping  of  your 
Another  brother  becanw  Recorder  of  London. 
In  the  Domestic  State  Papers,  Cor.  I.  nod 
there  ate  some  important  notices  of  Ho 
bearing  upon  his  biography.  In  May  (I)  1660 
(vol.  i.,  No.  116;  CaL,  p.  12),  he  petitioned  (or 
confirmation  in  the  plaoa  of  Clerk  of  the  Privy 
Council,  to  which  he  was  apooinled  eighteen  yeas 
before  by  the  late  king,  ana,  coming  to  town  m 
his  offiura,  was  one  of  the  first  prisoners  committed 
to  the  Fleet,  Liy  there  eight  year*,  was  »even  ;«•» 
under  boil,  and  ihrioe  plundered.  To  this  is 
annexed  a  paper  giving  an  account  of  the  pTomi« 
made  to  Joa.  Howell  by  the  hUe  king,  in  hi*  bed- 
chamber at  York,  of  the  place  of  Clerk  of  th% 
Council  at  once,  if  Sir  John  Jacob  had  it  not; 
that  Sir  John  declined  it,  on  which  he  wm  nrwa 
in,  in  prewDce  of  several  privy  councillora.  Thcxe 
were  then  only  three  other  clerks.  Sir  Tb«. 
Mcautys,  Sir  Dud.  Curleton,  and  Sir  Rich.  BriviCt 
two  of  whom  are  now  dead,  ret  three  clerks  ban 
since  got  over  his  head.  In  September  fl)  of  tit 
some  year  (vol.  xvil,  No.  6  ;  Cat,  p.  SSSJ  Bfl»d 
again  (as  Clerk  of  the  Council  to  his  Inte  mfjulff) 
petitioned  for  the  place  of  Assistant  Secrt<iiy» 
the  Committee  of  Trade,  for  which  n  cooBMidi 
was  awarded  ;  and  he  Btaled  thai  he  was tiMlb 
employed  in  such  affairs  in  Spaia,  6«mttfT,<B 
Denmark.  On  July  11, 1661  (voL  xxxix.,  No.tt; 
CM.,  p.  37),  Howell  begced  of  Hyde,  the  Ud 
Chancellor,  to  use  hia  intiuencc  with  the  king  feo 
obtain  for  him  the  placo  of  tutor  in  foreign  Ur 
gpages  to  the  Infanta,  who  was  ooniing  to  be  qoocfc 
Dwolling  upon  his  qualifiottions,  How«ll  apcBtti 
that  he  knew  the  Spanish  tongue  with  tb«  Portu- 
guese dialect,  also  Italian  and  French  ;  that  ha 
had  published  a  great  dictionary  with  gnuuo 
to  all  three  languages,  dedicated  to  the  king ;

niouthfihire,  Howell's  fellow -student  at  Oil 
iifterwards  of  Gray's  Inn.  The  Eev.  K.  Jqi 
called  (iv.  16)  "a  reverend  and  lenraed  man,*^ 
most  likely  Richard  Jooe«  of  Deoliighshin^ 
Jesus  ColL,  1621.  to  whose  Otnima  (Ximinvt 
A.C.,  16S2,  Howell  wrote  a  conunondatory  epU 
"  Jo.  Jones,"  which  is  printed  "  I"  Jones*  ra  tte

Sir  Thomas  Herbert,  who  was 
of  Jesus  CoUege,  wrote  an  account  of  his  travels 
in  Africa  and  Asia,  pobliahed  in  1634^  and  there 
are  copies  cit«d  In  tho  printed  Bodleian  catalogue.

Tb6  fitct  is  tbat  the  "Bourros"  are  almply  a 
coafraUmity  of  hiymcn,  like  tbe  Stwooni  of  Rome, 
and  Ibo  celebrated  Miaericordia  of  Florence.  They 
have  no  convenl  i  tbey  do  not  live  in  conimuDity  ; 
they  are  laymen,  and  fiunil}'  mea,  who  assemble 
tAgetbet  on  certain  fixed  days  in  the  chapel  of  their 
oonfratemity  for  exercises  of  deTuliun.  Ttiey  have 
their  own  chaplain  lo  celebrate  mass  for  them  on 
these  days. 

Ths  Bonrcu  of  AEuMiUes  are  on  orcb-confrater- 
2)il7,  it.,  the  poraat  or  bead  confraternity,  to  which 
others  ore  affiliated.  It  was  orifflnolly  founded, 
A.D.  1691,  by  a  rich  merchant  of  Marseilles,  named 
Antony  Mai<csron ;  and  one  of  their  objects  wiu 
to  bury  tbe  bodies  of  criminals  who  bad  b*'en 
executed.  Tbe  firat  whom  tbey  buried  was  John 
Bailie,  on  Oct.  12,  I5{)2.  The  habit  worn  in  pro- 
cessions and  io  their  chapel  is  u  tunic  of  coarse 
■tuff  colled  buH  or  burtau^  whence  the  popular 
Banio  of  bourrn*.  The  hood  is  round  behind, 
iitting  the  head  closely,  with  the  point  falling  down 
is  ftwi  and  reaching  to  the  waist.  There  are  two 
IwIm  for  the  eyes,  as  ia  the  hoods  of  the  Saceoni 
■ad  tbs  Misericordia.  Tbe  f^irdle  is  the  Fmn- 
oiaaan  oorri,  to  which  is  attached  a  pair  of  be.'tds. 
Owini  to  the  loss  of  a  portion  of  their  archives,  no 
OMDDMe  liat  con  be  made  of  the  criminals  buried 
bjr  ttie  Bourras  :  the  catnloKue  from  1602  to  1710 
if  miflshttg.  Otherwine  1B1>  criminalii,  includinir 
twentvtwn  forcifiners,  were  buried  by  them.  Of 
111  ■,  ['it^hty-four,  of  whom  two  were  women 

an  \  forytits,  were  bung,  sixty-four  soldiers

"N.  &>  Q."  of  fuDenJ  iirniour  in  churches,  I  do  not 
remember  to  have  observed  that  of  Admiral  Sic 
Wm.  Pcnn  (tbe  father  of  the  founder  of  Pennsyl- 
vania) in  the  church  of  St.  Mary  Rcdcliifc,  Bristol, 
where  he  was  interred  on  October  3,  1670.  The 
amiour  consists  of  the  eutire  suit  with  helmet  said 
to  have  been  worn  by  the  gnllunt  knight,  "admiral 
and  general,"  during  his  last  expedition,  and  it  is 
attached  to  one  of  the  columns  of  the  church,  to- 
gether with  his  eword,  spars,  gauollet,  and  pennons, 
now  consisting  of  a  few  frngments  only. 

In  September,  1845,  the  laiiiily  vault  was  opened 
to  admit  tbe  remains  of  a  descendant,  when  it  wag 
found  that  the  mahogany  outer  coffin  was  completelT 
decayed,  and  the  leaden  cue,  containing  the  admira^ 
had  given  way  at  the  sides.  Upon  lifting  the  lid 
to  have  the  sides  properly  secured,  the  cerecloth 
oovering  the  body  appeared  quite  perfect ;  the  face 
and  hands,  which  h:id  become  of  a  brown  colour, 
were  alone  uncovered,  and  they  were  well  preserved, 
the  pointed  Vandyke  beard  and  moustaches  re- 
nmrkahly  to.  Tho  next  day  the  coffin,  having 
been  carefully  repaired,  was  redeposited  in  the 
vault.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Sir  Wm.  Peno 
was  bom  in  Bristol,  and  that  by  his  last  will  he 
desired  his"body  to  be  buried  in  the  parish  cluirch 
of  Redcliffc,  as  near  unto  the  body  of  my  deat 
mother  deceased  as  tbe  same  conveniently  may 
he."

been  the  bard  task  of  the  modems  to  pick  out  of 
their  books  the  fact*  from  the  fictions,  to  restate 
their  Bt»t«ment8  in  the  prevailinR  Hlyle,  and  to 
cliintnnte  nil  the  old-fashioned  r)uiiinti]«Mi!i  wbiob 
gives  the  peculiar  charm  to  forgotten  writers  of 
years  gone  oy. 

About  14B0  we  tiod  a  mercer,  n  ihcriff  and  an 
alderman  of  rjondon,  deecendinj;  from  bis  important 
occupations    to    write   veRtes.      The    Mercero'   or 
Drapers'  Company  were  at  this  tjme  an  enlightened 
body.     We  inu-it  not  forget  that  C^xton  waa  of 
thiit.  t;uild.     Uobert  Fabyan  represented  the  Gor- 
ponitton  of  London  in  certain  deputation!  to  the 
king  for  rodreis  of  griuranoea  iu  connexion  with 
the    duties    choTfjed     upon    the    importatJDO    of 
English    cloth     into    the     Lnw    Conntriea.      He 
detdioed  the  office  of  Lord  Mayor  in  L&02,  assign- 
inif  uB  the  rcomn  his  poverty.     It  was  well  known 
thai  ho  Wiia  opnlent  at  th:kt  time,  but  tbe  true 
rcusou  l>r   his  refusal  was   that   he  hrni   sixteen 
children,  and  declinc^l  to  incur  the  expenses  thut 
nttetMle<i  tht>  chief  magiiitracy  of  ij^j&dun.     It  ifi 
probable  Fabyan  was  born  in  London,  where  he 
reftided-    The  family  from  which  he  sprung  had  aa 
e«t4ile  in   Enex.     He  died  abuut  1512.     Fabyan 
waa  facetious  and  learned  ;  no  lajrnian,  and  but 
few  eccIeuAstica,  of  his  age  could  erpml  him  in  tbe 
knowledge  of  the  Latin  tongue.     This  \»  different 
from  Caxton,  who  does  not  seem  to  hare  known 
liny   Lutiu,  and  turned   his   attention   more  par- 
ticularly to  French.      Fabyan's  ambition  w:is  to 
desceDd  to  posterity  as  a  poet.     But,  abis  for  th» 
vanity  of  human  wishes  !  he  is  only  known  to  ua 
ns  the  lalioriuQH  compiler  of  a  Cronyd*  or  C<mcord~ 
auucc  of  Jiystorys  from  Bruttts  to  the  Y«ar  1486. 
In  this  work  it  is  his  rule,  at  the  division  of  Uie 
books,  to  insert  metrical  prologues  and  pieces  io 
verse.      Tbe   &rst   edition   of    his    chronicle  was 
printed  by  Pynson  in  1516,  in  which,  by  way  of 
epilogue,  he  ioMeris  '*  Tbe  Seven  Joys  of  the  Blosud 
Virgin   in  En^liith  rhyme."     There  is  also  a  poem 
to  the  Virgin  and  one  to  Badby,  a  Lollard,  which 
wiia  nficrwarda  siippreased.     A-  second  edition  was 
printed  and  continued  to  1&33  by  WUIiiun  Ritstell, 
and  is  the  edition  I  have  before  me.     A  further 
extension  took  place  and  was  printed  by  Gmfloa 
in  1559.    In  this  the  apcUiag,  ouu  of  the  quaintest 
features   in   the  earlier  editions,  was  nmch  mo- 
dernized.     Cardinal    WoUey    suppressed   all    the 
e.irly  editions  of  thht  chronicle  beamse  they  slated 
too  fully  the  excessive  revenues  of  the  clergy. 

As  a  compiler  Fabyan  is  dolt,  and  f>aya  too 
great  attention  to  the  succession  of  tho  Mayors  of 
London,  the  diversions  of  the  Guildhall,  and  to  the 
iviiffuntrii's  of  the  City  companies.  TIism  things 
lit*  reemH  to  think  more  worthy  of  reoord  than 
wars  and  victory  in  France  or  tho  strugt^le^  for 
freedom  at  home.  But  to  a  ^oeration  amoogst 
whom  00  linowledgc  of  poniog  event*  existed  in 
any   certainty,   things   which    to   lU    are   trillion 
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bf  raodero  poBtT7— sireet  flounds,  but  ofttimes 
lackioif  fe8iis«— Lktt  we  are  apt  to  judge  con- 
tompCuously  the*  rougber  but  more  sterlioK  vchm? 
ci^aat.day'i.  In  this  old  poetry  Ihcro  is  often  (1k' 
neoMiry  twU-ift  that  t&;tDy  u)i>4lera  compoaition.x 
lack.  M«n  itved  qoieler,  but  thought  aqd  wrote 
vilb  Uiot«  Mmpstnens,  moro  fnith  tn  ProTidenci>, 
in  mnuJcirn!,  Sn  them.'ielTes,  than  we  do  now.  Life 
was  riiller  tlu'Q  of  stnmga  turprbes,  less  ft  dull 
rotitioet  jtad  mored  in  a.  anrrourvr  but  stron^i-r 
circle  of  i'xperieiioiMi.  W«  huve  luored  thouf^ht  aul 
tbeuiea  Into  a  wider  worid,  but  irdakened  the  auL- 
looW  in  doing  so.

I  have  lighted  upon  what  oppeara  to  me  a  scrioun 
tnoT  in  Dr.  Brewer'a  intereatinR  Ctciioimrv  of 
J^krwe  and  FiiMU,  an  error,  too,  twice  repe.ited. 
The  coQipiltT  states  under  tiie  head  of  "  Vallam- 
bros*/'  and  aUo  uuder  that  uf  "  Misaouierb,"  that 
(he  faniotii  passage  io  i^arm/ue  Lotl^  bk.  i., 
"  Thick  M  aJitiimnal  leave*  that  itron  llis  Urook) 

Id  VBl)'>ii)brut«,  where  th«  Etrurian  tliadea 

fligh  aver-arcb«d  embower." 
b  ibundfl  upon  a  complete  mtatake,  ioasiuuch  as 
tbc  trees  at  V ulIoiiibrosA  are  pinen,  which  are  not 
<]eciduuu«,  and  that  oODSsqaoDtly  tho  bro^ikR  are 
oertT  slrown  with  leaves.  I  hare  called  thl-s 
Btateuient  serious,  because  these  linee  ore  great 
CaTOurites  with  lorers  of  poetry,  and  justly  so,  as 
they  arc  amongst  the  moHt  piclureiijue,  not  only 
in  Milloo,  but  in  all  potitr3r.  But  if  the  poet  was 
M  Dr.  Brewer  states,  entirely  mlslAkeD,  aod  there 


never  was  anything  of  the  sort  at  Vallonibroaa,  U 
is  hardly  too  much  to  say  that  he  was  writing 
nonsense,  and  thnt  he  might  just  as  well  have  d&- 
acribed  the  Fleet  Ditch  as  strown  with  nntumtinl 
leavea.  Althoogh  I  have  never  been  at  Valloni- 
brofu  myself,  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  poot  was 
correct.  Indeed,  I  have  read — I  cannot  exactly 
reineniber  where  — that  Miltoii'tt  dcwription  U 
peculiarly  correct,  as  the  Vftllombrosa  forests  con- 
sist, amongst  other  trees,  of  chestnuts,  and  that 
in  the  antumn  the  brooks  arc  literjlly  strown  with 
the  lar^e  Ieave.H  which  lie  on  the  surface  of  the 
water.  "Wordsworth,  in  a  note  to  one  of  his  poems 
on  Vtdlombrosa..  states  that  although  pines  have 
been  planted  in  the  neiijhbonrhood  of  the  convent 
the  natural  trees  of  Vullotubrosa  are  deciduous, 
and  he  says,  as  though  in  anticipation  of  Dr. 
Brewer's  strictures,  that  it  is  not  Milton  but  his 
objectors  who  are  mistaken.  Wordsworth  hod 
himself  been  at  VidtombTO-ia,  and  so  was  likely 
to  know.  la  it  poesiblo  that  Milton,  who  like 
Wordjiworth  had  prohiihly,  or  mther  certainly,  been 
at  Ynllumbrosa,  would  hare  niado  such  a  blunder 
as  Dr.  Brewer  credits  hioi  with )— a  blander  which 
would  be  almost  as  absDid  i\s  though  TennyBOb 
were  to  write  of  the  rugged  mountain  passes  of 
Iiincolnahire,  or  ur  though  Soott  in  his  PiraU  had 
described  the  umbr^eous  forests  of  the  Shetland 
I  (ties. 

Again,  why  does  Dr.  Brewer  spell  the  word 
Valttimhrnsa  '.  This  is  not  a  misprint,  because 
under  the  head  of  Vallombrosa  (spelt  correctly, 
wiih  the  exception  of  z  being  substituted  for  »)  he 
refers  ns  to  Vallainbrusa,  at  which  Utter  reference 
his  objection  to  Milton  occurs.  Vanombrri.<«  is  of 
course  Valle  OmbrtMa,  which  meaoa  the  shady 
valley,  but  Valktmbrosa  means  nothing.  I  find  it 
Is  spelt  Valloirtbroea  in  Elliot  Stock's  fac-simile 
reprint  of  the  first  edition  of  f^arailiu  Lnxt. 

I  suppose  some  of  the  readers  of  "N.  &  Q."  may 
have  visited  Vallombrosa,  a  place  which  Horace 
Walpole  says  Milton  has  made  us  all  wish  to  visit; 
cunnot  they  enlighten  us  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
trees  in  this  valley  ?  Even  if  there  arc  only  pines 
now,  it  does  not  follow  that  there  were  not  chest- 
nuts two  centuries  and  a  half  ago,  when  Milton 
visited  it.  But  I  think  it  will  turn  out  npon 
inquiry  that  the  trees  at  ViUlombrosn  :iro  evea 
DOW  dt'ciduous,  and  that  the  vullcy  is  very  much 
whut  it  was  in  the  earlier  half  of  the  seventeenth 
century.  In  the  mean  timo,  with  all  deference  to 
Dr.  ErcwtT,  I  prefer  to  hold  by  MlUon,  and  I  de- 
cline to  give  up  this  exqatsite  simile  until  it  is 
provetl  beyond  all  doubt  that  Dr.  Brewer  is  right 
anil  MUtOD  aad  Wordsworth  wrong. 

Id  Chambers's  Eneyeioptedia  1  find  ValLombrota 
described  as  a  valley  surrounded  with  forests  of 
tir,  beech,  and  chestnut  trees.  What  does  Dr. 
brewer  say  to  this  1 

Your  correspondent,  the  Ute  Diu  J.  H.  DixoK, 
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could  have  piven  U3  5ome  infomcifttion  on  this  eab- 
jeot.  I  *ee  (f»**  S.  v.  3*^6)  lie  Rtnted  that  when  ho 
was  liut  At  VBlIombrosa  he  found  that  the  key- 
board of  a  snmll  organ  on  which  Milton  used  to 
play  was  religiously  preserved,  although  uU  the 
loterior  of  the  inetrumeDt  was  neir.

—  I  have  hitely  had  an  opportunity  of 
examining  what,  1  believe  to  be  a  curiona  liLtle  un- 
pnbliihfd  MS. ,  w  ritteu  by  a  physician  of  Bath  named 
Kobcrt  Lessc,  probably  about  the  end  of  obe  eixteentb 
or  very  near  llie  beginning  of  the  seventeeoih  cen- 
fcury.  U  is  lettered  on  tho  velhiiu-bound  back 
''Rob.  LeRse  hia  booke  of  Bathea,"  and  contniDii,  in 
the  first  L3U  pages  or  so,  a  niedical  deacription  of 
mineral  baths  in  general,  and  tbcir  tfticacy  ia 
Tuious  diaeiises,  written  in  Enf^lisli,  which  is 
followed  by  a  literal  and,  under  tbo  circumstances, 
not  altogether  inele^^ant  truoBlatioa  of  the  whole 
work  into  Fjivtin.  The  book  comuiencea  wtili  this 
cpignunmntic  address  :—

The  various  questions  which  have  been  raised  iD 
recent  numbers  of  "  N.  &  <j."  concerDlog  the  Scot* 
tish  race  and  the  names  Keofta  and  Scot,  as  well  as 
tho.<io  oonccrning  Celts  and  Saxons,  have  eventually 
got  Bd  mixed  up  that  it  is  difficult  Co  touc^  npon 
any  one  of  them  without  also  tonching  upon  some 
of  the  DthcTs,  and  I  therefore  vcntuie  to  refer  to 
theui  under  their  DiteRt  heading. 

Mr.  CHAPi'Kr.r.  (6*  S.  x.  474),  out  of  the  store- 
house  of  hiH  wide  reading,  produced  a  citation  on  the 
wrongful  (?)  application  of  the  name  of  Scotia  to 
the  historiciil  kingdom  nf  Scotland,  which  set  me 
seErching  in  the  works  of  Giraldus  Oambrensis,  to 
wliom  it  was  attributed.  I  have,  up  to  the  present 
time,  failed  to  verify  Mr.  CiiAFPKLL'e  ci^uotation, 
but  even  with  the  help  of  the  index  it  is  not  an 
easy  matter  to  track  a  Rcnteoce  through  the  mul- 
tifarious writings  of  Giraldus.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  find  in  ma  work  Tftpo^rttpfivi  ft  Exptig- 
natio  Uibemio!  (edited  for  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
by  Pv«T.  J.  F,  Dimock,  M.A.,  1B67)  «ni-h  clear  and 
unequivocal  iiffirmations  of  the  fact  that  the  country 
which  alone  is  now  eilled  Scnfliinit  received  its 
name  from  being  cnlnnized  and  conquered  bj  the 
Scott,  who  came  thither  from  Hibcmia,  that  I 
c:\n  only  imagine  the  phrase  quoted  by  Mr. 
CnAiTELLto  have  some  temporary  or  collateral  re- 
ference which  1  am  not  at  pnseat  able  to  supply. 
This,  however,  is  a  point  which  may  yet  be  cleared 
up.  If  Mr.  CnarrEix's  quotation  could  be  nn* 
earthed,  it  would  doubtless  exhibit  an  antinomy 
between  the  statement  therein  made  and  the  Bt.ite- 
roents  made  elsewhere  hy  the  same  author.  We 
Hfaonld  then,  1  think,  be  in  the  position  of  havins

Whether  the  phrase 
exists  now  1  know  not,  but  it  certainly  did  when 
I  was  n  hoy,  not,  it  is  true,  as  naypy,  but  as  nappy 
alt.  My  nge  prevented  me  froiu  any  practicsil  or 
connoisscurish  knowledge  of  it,  but  !  Know  that 
it  was  a  strong  ale  to  which  that  term  van  applied, 
and  I  think  it  was  old.  Minsbeu  doEuly  guessed 
at  his  etymotogieH,  and  [mnibly  was  wrong  in  both. 
The  ale  msy  have  been  so  cal!e<l  btcause  it  liad 
a  nap,  or,  as  we  also  say,  a  good  creaiu  on  it.

MurniV,  ^  Ia  io  mtlity  one  of  the  lorelte«t  npota  in 
Dennnirk,"  which  ia  a  remnrk  m  tnie  lu  it  is  free 
from  guide-book  conTeotloiiitlity  ;  And  i(a  cbimi 
is  to  Koine  extent  ioten^ified  by  the  compnnitire 
difficulty  of  occew.  Situiit«d  cotheRmithof;^ealand, 
with  the  blue  waters  of  th«  Bultic  lapping  Itfl  shores 
on  every  aide,  it  lies  secluded  from  the  tnrmoil  of 
the  oat«r  world,  atfordinj;  continual  pleasure  to  the 
fleeting  crowd  which  in  the  sprtog  and  summer 
Tuiits  ita  celebrated  oliSis.  AmonK  other  ways, 
you  may  reach  it  by  a  tiny  cockleshell  of  n  atcnm- 
boaC,  which  ittnrtjt  from  the  railway  terminuq  at 
Miuafldfiund.  On  your  way  you  iail  through  n 
channel  bordered  on  the  Setuaod  aide  with  a  dark 
belt  of  green  sloping  down  to  and  fringing  the 
water's  ed^e.  f^lowly  the  little  iatnnd  displays 
itself  as  you  are  rooked  along  in  the  cocklexhell, 
and  Siege,  its  principal  town,  demiinds  instant 
and  absorbing  attention  as  its  all-prerailing  red 
TOofR  grow  wider  and  redder  the  nearer  you 
approctch.  And  then  yoalandat  the  pier— qaile 
a  big  pier,  too,  for  Stege  hoa  often  to  entertain  the 
large  ateatners  which  call  on  their  way  between 
BDuie  northern  ports  and  bring  their  complement 


of  pilgrims  to  the  fitmons  **  Klint,"  to  say  nothing- 
of  the  various  trading  Teasels,  steam  and  sailing, 
which  bear  to  the  iatand  the  produce  of  the  ontw 
world,  without  which  even  Moen  could  not  bft 
happy  or  contented.  And  hero  let  me  utter  a 
word  to  the  wise  (which  will  apply  to  all  who  read 
thits)  :  heed  not  the  xolicitatioDs  of  the  drivers  who 
beset  Tou,  resist  their  blandii^bments,  baniiih  their 
over-oAicious  presence  from  your  mind,  and  resolve 
to  hare  none  of  them.  It  is  not  more  than  nine 
miles  from  Stege  to  Liselund,  where  the  cliffs  are, 
and  that  represents  two  hount'  good  walking  and 
a  ttplendid  appetite  fur  Uie  dinner  they  will  give 
you  at  Li^elund  if  yon  are  mnr«  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  order  Dnnrffh  dinhes  than  I  wait. 

Stcgc,  quatnlest  of  little  towns,  will  detain  yon, 
and  not  nnpleasant  will  the  detention  he.  It  boa 
quite  an  air  of  importance,  as  ba6tt«th  a  capital, 
and  itH  town  hidi — hnilt  tn  Moorish  style  on  one 
of  the  aidcK  of  the  hrond  open  space  which  forms, 
I  liuppose,  the  centre  of  Stege's  commercial  ana 
municipal  importance— is  not  an  uninteresting 
building.  Then  there  is  a  characteriitic  Danish 
country  church,  whose  tower  fbrras  a  conniicuotu 
object  in  the  view  of  Siege  aa  seen  from  ttie  sea  ; 
there  is  aUo  a  posUofliue  of  doubtful,  very  doubtfoli 
architectural  origin,  and  I  dare  say  that  Siege  6an 
boost  of  even  more  in  the  way  of  public  buildings 
than  these,  hut  of  that  it  interested  me  not  to 
inquire.  As  you  leave  tbe  town  the  road  leads 
under  a  gateway,  an  ancient  and  orumbliog  rem- 
nant, which  still  stands  to  attest  Siege's  impoilaBOB 
in  the  past— a  past  which  bonste  ef  n  very  iwpecfc- 
nble  antiqnily.  The  mnd  winds  along  through  a 
diversified  cnuntry,  pa««ing  now  and  &^»in  u.  tiny 
huoilet  with  itaquaint  obnnth,  and  towards  itn  t^nd 
leads  over  several  hills,  rising  gradnally  nntil  it 
ends  in  the  farmyard  at  Liselond.  No  doubt  ytm 
erpected  tbif>  was  a  viILige ;  it  is  only  a  lai^ge 
fumihotuK,  where  there  is  ample  uccouimodatioQ 
for  (he  traveller.  And  again,  if  you  are  wiMt  (bat 
why  should  I  even  hint  at  such  an  inipowibility  as 
the  contrary'  ?),  spend  the  evening  on  the  Hummit 
of  the  Klint,  watching  the  changeful  Beaas  its  bloe 
wavelets  lave  the  Bhore  below  or  hcnt  against  the 
distant  cliff's  of  Sweden,  glistening  whit-e  as  the 
dying  xnn  hKthee  the  main  in  a  radiant  glow,  and 
builds  for  himself  castlea  of  clondlaod  beauty, 
lovelier  than  any  fabric  of  poet's  finest  drum. 
Then,  wmndering  back  through  the  miniature 
foreit  which  flourishes  on  the  top  of  the  Klint,  you 
luteal  to  rcKt  with  that  sense  of  aatit-faction  u  Briton 
always  fcela  after  ho  has  eaten  a  good  dinner  or 
enjoyed  wtutt  he  "camo  out  for  to  see."  A  bathe 
in  the  Bultio  as  an  Hltemntive  for  A.  J.  M.'a 
beloved  tub  (antf,  p.  343)  wonid  not  be  ecomed 
even  by  that  gentleman  himself;  and  tfais  u  a 
conwqueDoe  brinirM  you  iit  onoe  to  the  base  of  the 
difTs  for  which  Mot-n  is  celebntied,

knowint;  why  or  what  they  were.  Thm  we  have 
ArricsmtiH  hearini;  distioet  testimony  to  (be  historic 
truth  of  Kusebiiis  in  respect  lo  the  li>6  years  of 
Shepherd  donitniition,  a  witness  evidently  uu- 
consciouBof  thelmportAoce.nod  even  of  the  import, 
of  his  evjdentre,  which  ia  iil)  tfae  more  valanble  on 
that  reryoocouni.  Rut  r.herv  remaios  a  circuni- 
BtflDce  to  be  elicited  here  more  curious  and  si);ni- 
flcnnt  still,  to  which  I  next  proceed. 

7.  Afrifjtnus's  testimony  lo  thecontemporaueons 
nile  of  the  Hycsos  kings  with  those  of  the  eighteenth 
drnaaty. — I  have  laid  that  the  tweoty-Gve  years 
or  the  reign  of  Amoais,  the  first  Theban  king  after 
lb©  recovery  of  their  supremacy,  nmst  be  found 
imbedded  soniewheru  in  those  130  years  described 
Above.  A  very  remarkable  discovery  here  rewards 
oor  research  ;  but  we  must  look  for  a  Tnoment  to 
the  list  of  the  Shepherd  kings.  Africanus  has 
dearly  displaced  two  of  the  reigns,  and  mit  tlieui 
out  of  Iho  order  which  both  Jowphus  and  Eii.'whiua 
have  i-iven  theui.  I  thpr«fore  take  the  liberty 
to  restore  them  to  their  proper  plncp*  in  the  list, 
and  now  observe  that  the  years  as^iijned  to  all  the 
kings  are  the  same  that  they  usually  have,  with 
tb»  exfeiition  of  Pachnan,  who  hiw  sixty-two  yenr<, 
A  aani  that  nitiRt  contain  the  missing  years  of 
Araoiia  Accordingly  it  is  found  that  iD<>tefld  of  the 
thirty-seven  yeara  that  properly  belong  to  him  he 
Iuui37  +  S5— 62.50  that  we  tind  the  reign  of  Amwiis 
a^t  where  it  might  have  been  expected,  at  the  close 
of  the  I  .^  1  years,  and  close  to  Chebrns,  but  attached 
to  the  rci^io  of  Pachnan  in  the  oddest  position 
imaginable.  The  most  interesting  feature  of  this 
cue,  however,  which  will  be  found  deserving  nf  our 
▼ery  careful  study,  has  now  been  reached.  The 
reign  of  Atnosia  has  been  stuck  by  Africanus  ju«t 
about  where  it  ought  to  be,  t.e.  lllfi  years  from  the 
bend  of  the  seventeenth  dynasty.  The  litAth  year 
ia  the  fifth  of  Apophi«,  or  five  years  after  the  reign 
of  pAcbnaD*  OS  I  have  .ibown  before,  and  Afri- 
oanus,  by  Home  fortunate  destiny,  has  l)een  made 
to  fasten  Amosis's  reign  here  jiut  where  his  reign 
oomioenccd.  From  tnat  date,  when  the  Hycsos 
w«re  driven  from  power,  the  two  dynasties  con- 
tianed  to  reign  contemporaneously  down  to  the 
time  of  Amenophin  III.,  under  whom,  as  we  have 
seen,  the  government  of  the  Hycsoa  came  to  an 
end.  If  our  opinion  of  the  coctaneous  rule  of  these 
two  dynastiea  wu  fonncrly  n  conjecture,  it  is  hero 


established  by  Africanus  as  a  fuel.  Properly  tho 
reign  of  Amoais  should  have  been  attached  to  that 
of  Apophii*,  in  whose  time  it  began  ;  but  the  fear 
probably  of  making  his  reign  snspiciously  long  dis- 
posed Africanus  to  unite  it  to  the  smaller  reign  of 
Piichnan,  not  knowing  probably  what  he  waa 
duiug. 

8.  Another  and  equally  remarkable  proof  of  the 
historic  verity  of  the  105  years  of  Shepherd  rule, 
between  the  banishment  of  the  royal  Theban  family 
to  Ethiopia  and  their  return,  is  to  b«  found  in  the 
list  of  the  twelfth  dynasty  as  given  by  all  the 
three  authorities,  Euuehius,  Syncellus,  and  Afrt- 
cnnus.  In  this  dynasty  there  are  seven  reigns,  of 
which  Ij:imbares,  the  fourth  king,  is  said  to  be  he 
who  constructed  the  labyrinth  in  the  Arsenoite 
Nome  as  a  sepulchre  for  himself,  and  who  we 
know,  frnm  the  researches  of  Dr.  Lepsius,  was  the 
monarch  in  whose  time  the  invasion  of  the  Shep- 
herds took  place,  when  he  was  driven  with  his 
court  into  Ethiopia.  The  whole  time  allotted  by 
Euaebius  to  this  dynasty  is  245  years,  though  the 
summation  of  his  list  amounts  to  only  162.  The 
reason  of  this  discrepancy  seems  to  be  that  the  last 
three  anonymous  reigns  are  errooeoasly  set  down, 
or  wrongly  copied,  at  forty-two  yean.  Africanns 
errs  still  more  evidently  when  he  gives  to  these 
three  reigns  only  twenty  years,  und  makes  the 
whole  only  160.  As  they  stand,  however,  in  all 
the  three  account^  the  first  four  kings  have  140 
years,  which,  subtracted  from  245,  leave  exactly 
Hi5  years  to  their  three  unknown  succesHors. 
These  thrtc,  together  with  Ijauibureft,  who  tied, 
were  those  who  continued  to  keep  up  in  Ethiopia 
the  semblADco  of  monarchy  for  105  yeare,  but  the 
details  of  whose  oWure  lives  and  limea  were  un- 
known to  our  epitomists,  and  therefore  stand 
unrecorded,  This,  I  think,  has  never  before  been 
observed.  The  names  of  all  the  kings  of  the 
twelfth  dynasty,  though  we  have  now  gathered 
them  from  the  monuments,  were  unknown  to  the 
ancient  chronogmphers,  and  thus  their  very  absence 
is  proof  of  the  fact  that  I  Beek  to  establish.  Bnt 
the  preservation  of  the  period  of  Um  years  on  the 
side  of  the  legitimate  fHuiily,  as  it  has  been  pre- 
served on  the  side  of  the  intruders,  as  the  true  und 
accurate  length  of  the  URurpation,  has  clearly  put 
into  our  hand,  aa  I  think,  the  key  that  opens  up 
the  mysteries  of  this  important  period  of  KgyptiaQ 
history.

I  do 
not  mean  tbui  other  versions  have  not  merits  of 
their  own,  bnt  I  do  not  think  a  reader  of  Dunte 
need  feel  it  absolutely  aeceasriry  to  make  him^telf 
iicquainted  with  theui.  Of  the^e  four  T  am  in- 
clined to  think  that  CAr>''H  U  tbe  first  in  literary 
merit,  but  the  len^tt  valuable  for  a  student  wbo 
wishes  to  rightly  tioderstand  tfao  poet.  As  this 
may  seem  to  be  a  paradox,  it  is  necessary  that  I 
should  explain  my  meaniDg.  Gary  woold  bo 
exreedingly  good  if  one  could  read  htm  simply  sa 
Gary  and  forget  Daote.  I  do  not  mean  to  aaj 
tbat  Gary  does  not  give  us  Duuie's  lueasiBg, 
but  this  is  not  enoogli.  Cary,  unfortunately  a» 
I  think,  evidently  modelled  his  rewe  nn  Milton's. 
Now  Milton  id  compuHiog  his  great  epic  produced 
the  grandest  volume  of  huruioiiious  sound  that  baa 
been  produced  by  any  poet  from  Homer  to  Tenny- 
son. Every  critic  of  Milton  (except  Johnson, 
who«c  rhythmical  ear  was  defective]  has  dwelt 
upon  the  gmnd  music  of  his  vente — "the  majesty  ot 
melodies  unsurpassed  from  all  time,"  as  a  living 
writer  terms  it^ — but  Miltoti'A  !^tyle  is  quite  un- 
like Dantc'A.  No  two  thing!4  can  be  more  dis- 
similar than  tbe  stately  march  of  Milton'd  msgaifi- 
cent  blank  verse  and  the  somewhut  rapid  movement 
of  ])ante*s  tma  rimti,  which,  as  Mr.  Cnrlyle  says,  in 
his  LutvTta  cm  Herots,  one  read^  with  a  sort  of 
lilt.  As  an  lastanoe  of  this  let  any  one  compare 
tbe  passage  in  the  /u/orno,  xiv.  28,  et  atq.,  with 
Cory's  vecaion  of  tbe  same.  Tho  latter  ia  very 
fine,  sot  to  aay  Miltooic,  but  it  does  not  atriko  me 
as  particularly  Dantesque.  As  examples  of  the 
great  hUrary  eiMUesoa  ot  Gary's  version  I  may 
meotiou  his  renderiogs  of  Inferno,  xxiv.  4'3-94, 
uod  I'urgatorio,  viii.  1-6.  I  do  not  know  of  two 
more  beaa&iful  piecc:^  of  transbtioii  in  our  literature 
tbiin  these. 

I  Nhunld  recommend  a  porwiii  who  was  be- 
pinniog  the  study  of  Dante  to  read  the  fn- 
ftmo  by  the  aid  of  Dr.  Oarlyle*a  prose  ve«ion, 
iind,  when  he  has  mastered  thia,  lo  proceed  with 
the  Pur9Al«rio  and  Poraduo  by  means  of  Long- 
fellow's version.  It  is  a  subject  of  great  regret 
with  Dante  students  tbat  Dr.  Carlyle  has  never 
concluded  his  transhition— perhaps  1  ought  to  aay 
publishe<l  bis  conclusion,  because  in  toe  preface 
to  bis  second  edition,  puUiafaed  in  1867,  he  Icoda 
his  readers  to  nppoae  that  tbe  hut  two  eonltdbe 
were  at  that  time  Dearly  ready  for  publication  ; 
but  although  twelve  years  have  eUpwd  since  ibso 
(here  is  no  si^  of  either  tbe  Puryaiorio  or  tbe 
Paruiluo  maktog  its  appearance.  It  is  trae 
that  Longfellovr's  excellent  ver«L0CL«iAVAft.>3c&.W* 
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of  Dr.  OidjWs  more  tolemble  tbui  it  -would 
oiherwtM  be.  To  raburn  U>  the  student.  o£  Dant«,

It  will  he  observed  th&c  none  of  the  four  trans- 
lationn  which  i  faiire  ch:inict«ri/ed  as  the  best  .ire 
in  Dante's  own  metre.  As  I  .Htiid  In  a  former 
article,  I  do  not  think  it  is  adviftable  to 
translate  Dante  in  Ursa  rinut,  beciia?c  the  En^ilisb 
language  does  not  lend  it^df  reudily  to  this  form 
of  metre.  To  explain  why  this  should  be  would 
require  more  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  our 
tongue  tbim  I  possess.  It  cannot  be  because  of 
the  K^cui  command  of  rhyme  which  Ursa  rima 
exiicU*  fruui  the  poet,  becaune  it  can  bsrdly  be  w 
dilticuU  in  this  respect  &9  the  Spen»eri»n  sLanzu, 
and  except  bhmlc  verso  no  metro  suits  our  Ian- 
gunge  better  titan  this,  as  is  suificieDUy  proved  by 
the  great  number  of  poets  who  have  used  it  since 
Spenser's  time.  Whatever  the  cause  muy  be, 
hardly  any  original  Ent^lish  poet  has  written  in 
Una  rima,  and  those  who  have  done  so  have  used 
it  very  sparingly. 

It  is  time,  however,  that  I  should  draw  this 
long  article  to  a  close.  I  should  Just  like  (o  add, 
apiopo*  of  Dante,  although  not  of  the  special  sub- 
ject of  this  Hriicle,  that  I  am  glad  to  hear  that  tbe 
German  writer  Stern,  in  his  work  Milton  uwrf 
MttH  Zcit,  coDHidera  Mtlton  equal  rtA  a  poet  to 
Dsote,  a  verdict  which  tbe  ^iaturday  Rsvinc,  in 
ite  notice  of  the  book,  pronounced  a  just  one. 
Such  an  opinion,  coiuinf;  ns  it  doe«  from  one  who 
is  a  coontryman  of  neither  poet,  and  therefore 
may  be  attpposed  to  be  nn  impartial  Judge,  is 
valuable.

Cf.  bIm>  BUfaop  Wilkltu's 
EcelegiaMtt,  1623.  fourth  ed.,  p.  81}  where  Lawreooe 
is  named  in  a  Uat  of  three  writers  for  the  Ana- 
biiptiBti  aguiut  nineteen  on  the  other  aide.  And 
Prof.  MoBdoo,  in  n  note  in  the  Xi/e  of  Miltony  ir. 
M5-6,  attributed  the  trealiae  to  Lawrence  without 
(juealion,  pRrhaps  in  part  from  the  evidence  derived 
from  Thoni.xsson's  note  in  the  British  Muaenni  copy. 

No  memoir  of  President  L&wrence  htm  found  ita 
way  into  the  biographical  dictionaries.  This  is 
somewhat  anomoloiu,  considering  the  active  and 
iipefiit  legislation  in  which  he  iind  his  ooadjuiors 
wt>re  engaged  ;  for  under  their  rule  of  eight  months 
their  measures  exceeded  those  of  the  Barebones 
Parliament  (five  months*  duration)  and  those  of 
the  Rump  (five  yean*  duration),  perhaps  even  those, 
luMtt  Mr.  Maisoo,  of  the  Long  ParliAroent  itself 
at  its  fuUft-^t  swing  (iv.  &fI5).  Anthaiiy  Wood's 
notice  (iv.  63-65)  ia  for  the  main  ba«ed  on  that  of 
the  Narrative  just  cited,  p.  134.  Dr.  lilias  in  a 
foot-note  drew  up  a  lon^jer  memoir,  founded  upon, 
materials  furnivlied  to  him  by  Sir  James  LawreDoe^ 
Knight  of  MaltA  (then  residing  in  George  Street, 
Portman  Square),  author  of  Tht  Nobility  of  Ou 
Hritish  (ientnj,  1824,  and  the  doctor  acknowledged 
in  bis  preface  that  he  could  not  have  obtained  the 
information  from  an^  other  quarter.  Sir  JimipJt  con- 
tributed an  interesting  ortime  on  Lawrence  and  his 
connexions  to  the  OenUeman't  Ufagazine  far  1615 
(vol.  Ixxxv.,  pt.  ii.,  pp.  12  fr>/.),  which  crtntninii  the 
chief  circumstances  of  his  life ;  and  there  have  been 
DccaHionul  notes  on  the  family  in  former  volumes 
of"N.  i&Q."  AmoD^t  recent  writers  who  havo 
dealt  with  I^Lwrenoe  is  Mr.  £.  C.  Waters,  in  his 
wonderful  book  on  the  Chester  family  (p.  239,  and 
Additions,  p,  v). 

Henry  Lawrence,  of  St.  Ires,  co.  Hunts,  bom 
ItiOif,  was  tho  son  of  Sir  John  Lawrence  of  that 
place,  who  was  knighted  in  1603  by  James  1.,  and 
who  died  in  16*14,  His  mother,  who  was  n  tbtj 
remarkable  woman,  was  one  of  the  WaUen  of 
Beaconsfield.  He  spent,  says  Wood,  some  time  in 
learning  in  OxfonI,  and  in  162S  entered  Kmanuel 
College  in  Oiimbridgc.  He  was  B.A.  lt)23,  M.A. 
1627.  In  1G3I  Cromwell  rented  from  him  a  farm 
and  ffheep-walk  nc-ar  St.  Ives.  The  associates  of 
his  college  life,  as  of  hia  manhood,  were  amon^ 
the  memWrs  of  the  popular  party.  He  married 
Amy,  dmighter  of  Sir  Edward  Peyton  of  Iselhum, 
CO.  Camb.  (Cdlect.  Top.  tt  Gcnutl,  iii.  311),  by 
whom  he  had  a  onn  Henry  (horn  1633,  died  ]€79)( 
who  about  1656,  08  Prof.  Masson  believes,  WH 
thus  iiddrci^<«ed  in  Milton's  twentieth  sonnet  :—

He  was,  however,  ngain  in  Hol- 
Iftod  shortly  afterwards,  for  he  told  hi*  molher 
thnt  ihe  Wii'r  fonnd  him  ftbroad,  did  not  send  bttn 
thither.  In  Dr-c,  1645,  he  was  at  Amheim  in 
Goftlderland,  ftnd  (vt  Altona  Jan.  21,  1646  (Hurl. 
MS.  371).  On  his  final  return  to  En^tnod  he 
entered  into  polititnl  life.     When  the  writs  were

In  the  Article?  of  Peace, 
Jaiy,  1C4R,  printed  in  Thurloe's  fitnU  Paperf, 
t  77-S4,  froui  the  public  records  of  Scotfaod, 
"  Mr.  Henry  Lawrence"  is  nominated  one  of  "  the 
Commissioners  of  Knjjlund  for  con»er\'ation  of  the 
peace  between  the  two  kingfloms"  fp.  79).  Mean- 
while it  would  seem  that  he  hud  left  to  be  printed 
in  Holland  certain  thenlogidil  diRaertations.  To 
the  year  1646  belongs  his  treatise  Of  PnptUTM^ 
Svo.,  already  referred  to,  which  was  reprinted  in 
London.  1649.  in  4lo.,  entitled  ,4  }'iou$  and 
Ltamed  Treatitc  of  Jlnptitm.  From  the  Dutch 
pnM  he  also  put  forth  a  work  on  the  influence  of 
good  and  evil  angela,  the  title  of  which,  tak^ 
from  a  copy  in  the  collection  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Dredge,  of  Buckland  Brewer,  is  as  folloira  : —

remarried  to  Robert  Bathurst,  Esq,,  Sherifl"  of 
Gloucestershire,  to  whom  ahe  bore  a  son  Kilwunl, 
create'j  a  b-ironet  in  1G43.  Lawrence  enuineratea

Hair  «ro\vis«  from  Casts.— fs  it  likely  that 
a  distinguishe*!  sculptor  and  myself  are  labonrin^j 
under  delusions  in  half  beUevin^;  tlmt  humitn  hair 
crows  loHL'  after  death  nnd  under  the  following 
peculiar  circnmslances  \  The  friends  of  a  noblomao 
who  died  nbout  five  yenrt^nf^o  employed  thescnipcor 
Lo  make  a  btisl  of  their  decea-ned  relative.  For  this 
end  a  mould  was  tiiken  t^hortly  after  death  of  the 
head  and  face,  and  from  this  mould  a  cast  wm  njitde. 
It  came  out  clean  and  with  no  sif^n  of  a  hair  ndhcr- 
in((  to  it.  About  three  years  o^  the  aculptor  6nt 
mentioned  to  me,  asa  matter  of  ci>mmon  occurrencp, 
not  only  observed  by  himself  but  by  othi>ri>,thnt  hair 
often  ^ew  from  casts.

t'buTch,aDd  incidentally  illustruting  many  curious 
and  now  unknowu  Communion  custums. 

With  regard  to  tlio  Scottiih  tokens  themselves, 
the  earliest  date  I  hare  as  yet  come  across  on 
a  token  is  1622,  though  prolwhly  some  of  the  un- 
dated ones  ar^  earlier.  The  most  common  material 
of  the  earlier  ppeciuiens  is  lend,  and  of  the  later 
one.t  pewter,  though  copper,  tin,  bra-^s,  and  bronze 
were  in  some  coses  used.  One  side  generally  has 
the  name  of  the  parish,  often  in  a  coDtnicted  fonu, 
the  other  the  initiiOs  of  the  incumbent  at  the  time 
or  a  text  of  Scripture.  More  rarely  a  view  of  the 
church  is  f^iren,  or  the  5gure  of  the  cup  or  »ome 
other  appropriate  device.  Some  .tre  very  rude, 
often  only^  the  initial  letter  of  the  poiiah  on  a 
w|narc  piece  of  lead,  but  a  few  are  of  very  neat 
wurk  and  better  de^i^n.  They  are  generally  out, 
but  some  have  been  Blruck  fnim  dies  or  punches. 
The  modern  ones  are  of  uo  interest,  bein|{  almost 
Identical  in  design  and  of  poor  wtirk,  with  one  or 
two  exceptions.  The  earliest  record  I  have  tis  yet 
come  across  of  the  use  of  metal  token.-*  in  Scotland 
is  in  Edinburjfh  in  1574,  thonph  in  St.  Andrews 
tickctx,  which  may  have  been  of  metal,  were  used 
a  year  or  two  earlier. 

To  the  notes  on  the  use  of  these  in  England T 
may  add  the  extmcts  from  the  parish  account 
book  of  St.  Peter  MancMft,  Norwich,  noticed 
in  the  yumisn\atie  ChrouieU  fold  series,  vol.  viu. 
p.  117).  Frrjm  these  and  what  wan  stated  by  one 
of  your  correspondents  it  would  appear  that  in 
Kn^laud  toketi!(  werei>aid  for  by  the  commuoiL-aota, 
but  this  w;is  never  the  case  in  Scotland.  The  pro- 
gramme laid  down  by  your  correspondent  C.  G.  is 
tli.it  u!iiiidly  adopted  at  tho  Sacrament  time  at  the 
pre^ieut  day,  but  considerablv  ditl'ereDces  existed  in 
earlier  limes. 

I  should  be  glad  to  have^from  Mb.  It.  T.  Sahciel 
the  authority  for  the  statement  that  tokens  were 
used  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Scotland  in 
modern  times.  I  have  heard  so,  but  have  not 
yet  succeeded  in  K^ttin^  ;iny  record  on  Ihe  point. 
I*e;ulen  counters  were  u.<ed  in  tlie  Catholic  cimrches 
before  the  Reformation.  1  have  soine  in  my  col- 
lection with  emhtcms  on  them  which  could  burdly 
have  been  in  use  in  the  Presbyterian  Cburi:h  to 
the  sflventeeuth  or  ei-diteenth  century.

Bale  in  his  Tnvige  of  holh  (Vtuttha  (Parker 
Society,  ch.  xvii.  p.  4i)8) :  *"  Here  were  much  to  be 
spoken  of  .  .  .  St.  Fiacre  for  the  ttgnc,  St.  ApoUine 
for  the  toothache,  St.  Gratian  for  Io«t  thrift,"  &c.  I 
.  havo  a  sninll  collection  of  charms,  and  amongst 
these  I  reckon  a  silver  ring  uf  itie  seventeenth 
ceotur}',  wid  to  have  been  brouj;ht  from  Mexico 
by  some  of  the  Roldiers  engnged  in  Maxitniliuo's 
uohiippy  enterprise  :  I  ptirchiuied  it  in  Paris  some 
few  years  ago.  Instead  of  a  jewel  it  contains  a 
large  tooth  ;  and  I  was  told  by  the  person  of 
whom  I  bon;>ht  it  that  it  was  a  charm  against 
toothache.  I  well  remember  a  gentleman  ahowing 
me,  some  time  since,  the  first  tooth  which  his  first 
bab^  had  lost  set  in  a  gold  ring  ;  but  the  tooth 
set  in  my  ring  is  that  ofn  grown  person. 

Alban  Butler  says  (LiVm  o/t/ic  Snints,  Feb.  9), 
in  hifl  account  of  the  martyrdom  uf  St.  ApoUoaia, 
that  the  "repeated  blows"  whicli  her  murderers 
inflicted  "  on  her  jaws  beat  out  all  her  teeth." 

Dr.  Husenbetb  mentions,  in  his  EmbUms  of 
i^intg,  that  St.  Apollonia  la  represented  "  holding 
a  tooth  in  pincers "  on  rood  screens  at  Ludham, 
WeslhaU,  Barton  Turf,  and  Lesaingham.

His  words  are  :  "  The 
commons,  faithful  to  their  system,  remained  in 
a  wise  and  maaterly  inactivity,  which  Lucitly  re- 
prooched  tlie  arrogant  assumption  of  the  nobles, 
whilst  it  left  do  pretext  to  calumniate  their  own 
conduct."  Tbe  word  "masterly"  w;is  at  that  period 
rtther  a  favourite  one  with  Sir  James  Miickin- 
tosh.  In  the  introduction  he  writes  of  the  "  mas- 
terly publications"  which  have  recently  appeared, 
and  praises  the  "masterly  generalship"  which 
Mr.  Burke  has  used  with  his  argumeoUt,
